The three counts are for reported 
taxable income for 1971, 1972, and 1973, 
when, according to the grand jury in¬ 
dictment, Uehlein reported a total 
taxable income of $247,753 and paid taxes 
of $103,552. 

Grand jury findings were a total 
taxable income of $321,989 on which taxes 
of $144,647 should have been paid. 

Arraignment will be Feb. 7. 

Uehlein, 66, was Ward 5 alderman from 
1964 through 1973 and served some of that 
time as chairman of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

Uehlein lives with his wife, Eh zabeth, 
at217 Varick Rd., Waban. He maintains a 
law office at 335 Auburn St., Auburndale, 


A contempt of court citation is being 
sought by the Newton Election Com¬ 
mission against William Leventhal, 20

A gentle hand across the gap 


Contempt citation sought 
in jury questionnaire case

With her head drooping and her hands 
clutching the arms of her wheelchair, 
Rachael sal in the back of the recreation 
room at the Newton-Wellesley Nursing 
Home. Ostensibly she was there to hear 
Waban resident Paul Wiggin perform. 

But her forlorn expression suggested 
Rachael was lost in her own thoughts. 
Perhaps she was consideirmg her life 30 or 
40 years back when it was she who 
provided care—feeding and dressing 
babies and nurturing them as 'hey grew 
into adulthood. More lik<‘v however, 
Rachael was concentrating on her own 
aches and pains. The ones that had 
cruelly turned her into an invalid in need 
of continual care even for such tiir.ple 
tasks as going to the bathroom. 

Suddenly Wiggin’s resonant voice 
singing "As You Walk Through a Storn ' 
wafted through Rachael's concentration. 
She began to sing' and for a few moments 
one could see that Rachael is still able to 


enjoy life. Such occurrences are a regular 
part of Wiggm's life. They are built into 
his innovative career of performing at 
homes for the elderly. It is a career that 
has allowed Wiggin to combine his 
ministerial training, and his education in 
speech and communications and his 
musical background and talents. It all 
began when Wiggin turned 40. For some it 
is a year and that goes by almost un¬ 
noticed. But for Wiggin, it was traumatic. 
The situation worsened in 1972 when he 
was laid off from the Urban Education 
Center in Rhode Island where he was 
teaching communication skills and 
creative writing. 

Trying to find a purpose to his life, 
Wiggin composed music and wrote poetry 
as well as doing painting and sculpturing. 
Then his minister asked him to assist 
with a service at a nursing home. Wiggin 
sang and gave oral interpretations. After 
the service, he was told that a woman had 
spoaen for the first time since entering 
the nursing home several months before. 


"1 felt it was a miracle. I felt 1 was 
called upon to do this work’ " he ex¬ 
plained. Wiggin, who attended the 
Andover Newton Theological School in 
preparalion for the ministry, added, I 
look at my performances as a ministry of 
song." 

His performances are net what one 
miqhl expect to hear at a nursing home. 
Although he plays the guitar to ac¬ 
company himself, he is not a popular or 
folk musician. Instead Wiggin is a 
classical lyric tenor with a repei toire of 
opera, old time favorites, religious , 
musical comedy, and songs from dif¬ 
ferent nationalities. 

To tie them all together, Wiggin reads 
poetry and gives oral interpretations. "I 
don’t differentiate between poetry and 
song,” he said. 

Wiggin's performances last 45 minutes 
to an hour. He explained he lias a feel (or 
his audiences that lets him know when 
they have had enough. 

His own linut is 25 to 30 concerts a 


month. These are performed under the 
auspices of Muse, Inc., a nonprofit cor¬ 
poration of which Wiggin is the director 
and president. Other performers are 
Susan Krueger and two part-time 
musicians, Sandra Evans and Marjorie 
Schumacher. All are classical singers 
who accompany themselves with either a 
guitar or an autoharp. 

The Muse singers perform at over 100 
different nursing and retirement homes 
m the Boston area. Twenty-five to these 
homes have 30 of monthly concerts. The 
rest schedule performances two to six 
times a year. 

The problem Muse faces is the tight 
financial budget of many of the homes. It 
requests$36 donation for each concert’ 
but many pay less. NeverthelessWiggui 
and his associates continue to sing. They 
have even performed at financially 
troubled homes that have been unable to 
make any contributions.

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Jackson St. repairs still under study

Can the Department of Public Work 
iDPW | and the Traffic Commission 
handle residents' requests for sidewalk 
repairs, additional street lighting, and 
the diversion of heavy trucks? 

Yes, said the acting DPW Com¬ 
missioner and the Planning and 
Development (P&D) Board. 

Nevertheless, Joseph Cucci of Jackson 
Street in the Thompsonville section of 
Newton Centre has his doubts about the 
effectiveness of both city departments. 
Cucci said he petitioned the Traffic 
Commission last June about the heavy 
trucks coming down his street. 

"They come down Jackson Street and 
turn at Dudley Road to avoid the light on 
Route 9," he said. According to the 
Thompsonville resident, he requested a 
"No Heavy Truck" sign to be posted on 
his street, but has since heard no word 
from the Traffic Commission. 

Prompted by the lack of action, he went 
to the P&D Board's public hearing Jan, 19 
to request money for the project as part 
of the community development activities. 
Cucci also requested funds be allotted for 
additional lighting and sidewalk repair on 
Jackson Street. 

He said elementary school children 
living on the surrounding streets walk 


down Jackson Street on their way to the 
Bowen School. He added the sidewalks 
are so bad they are level with the street. 
A child, he said, may one day fall and slip 
under a passing truck. 

Cucci said he made requests for both 
sidewalk repairs and additional street 
lights to the DPW last fall. He addded he 
has not heard from the department since 
then. 

At a special meeting, the P&D Board 
reviewed public hearing requests such as 
Cucci’s. While the board was sym¬ 
pathetic, it decided such problems are the 
province of specific city departments and 
not community development activities. 

David Tannozzini of the Traffic 

with Cucci's petition for a "No Heavy 
Trucks" sign. Tannozzini said the request 
was sent to the state. The state, he said, 
returned it to the city asking for a 12 hour 
vehicle study of the heavy trucks using 
Jackson Street and a record of traffic 
accidents on the street. 

The request for the heavy truck count 
was passed on to the DPW, Tannozzini 
said. He added the device for the study 
cannot be put out in the snow, thereby 
making it necessary to postpone the 
project until the spring. 

Tannozzini said he suspects the heavy 
trucks on Jackson were a "special event” 


last summer caused by the construction 
of the Hamlet and a building on Langley 
Road. He added, however, the special 
sign may still be warranted since trucks 
do have a much better alternative— 
Route 9. 

Acting DPW Commissioner Charles 
Thomas was asked about Cucci’s request 
for sidewalk repair. He said such projects 
are put on a sidewalk schedule, which will 
become part of next year’s budget. 

Thomas added since he has only been 
commissioner for three weeks, he has no 
idea of the status of Cucci's request. He 
suggestedCucci take note that there has 
been a change of DPW directors and 
write him about both the sidewalk and 
street lighting problems Thomas,, 
however, is only slated to be DPW 
commissioner for three months. 

John Monahan of the DPW's Traffic 
Department remembered Cucci's 
request for additional lights. Monahan 
said he inspected the street and found it 
had more than sufficient lighting for a 
residential area. He said, however, since 
there is a bend in the road, one or two 
more lights should be added. 

He said these were requested by the 
city from Boston Edison. But, he said, it 
takes Boston Edison a minimum of 12 to 
finally install street lights, and in the 
winter it can take longer.

Drug overdose cause of death 
of Thai man found in Nonantum 


Newton and state detectives are in¬ 
vestigating the events preceding a drug 
overdose that was the cause of death-for a 
Thai native whose body was found behind 
a Nonantum cafe Thursday. 

Newton Det. Capt. Walter Drew said 
Sanga Rungsitiyakom, 23, of Brighton, 
was dead for three or four days when his 
body was discovered behind the 
Columbus Cafe on Watertown Street at 
1:35 p.m. 

The Detective Bureau received an 
anonymous call at that time from a male 
saying a body, possibly the victim of a 
murder, would be found at that location. 

The land behind the cafe where the 
body was found in a snow bank of a 
junkyard owned by Solomon Pass. He 
owns Harvco Alloys at 386 Watertown St. 

Capt. Drew said Dr. George Katsis, 
chief medical examiner for the state, has 


not completed the report on the autopsy. 
Preliminary findings are that the body 
was in the snowbank behind the cafe for 
less than 24 hours, and that the native of 
Bangkok, Tahiland’ died from an over¬ 
dose on of a yet unnamed drug. 

Capt. Drew said there was "one track 
mark on him," apparently from an in¬ 
jection of drugs, and some deterioration 
of facial tissue resulting from the body 
decomposing 

There has been no determination made 
about whether the death was a homocide, 
suicide, or accidental overdose. 

There was also a tattoo of a tiger on his 
back with some apparently Thai 
characters above it. 

The body was identified through FBI 
fingerprint files, police said, and the 
victim's wife confirmed it. 

Drew said Rhonda Barden 
Rungsitiyakom had last seen her 


husband on Dec. 31 and reported him 
missing to the Boston police on Jan. 9. 

Rungsitiyakom came to the U.S. in 1972 
and was married shortly after his arrival 
in Reno, Nev., police said. 

Detectives are investigating the vic¬ 
tim’s known associates in the Greater 
Boston area. 

In addition to four Newton detectives 
assigned to the case, Del Lt. Thomas 
Castles is investigating for the Middlesex 
County district attorney’s office, and 
Trooper Ray Ilg has been assigned to 
case by the State Police. 

Rungsitiyakom was a janitor and 
working in the CETA auto mechanics 
program, according to a spokesman at 
the Cate and Pratt Funeral Home where 
the autopsy was performed.

Charles River Pathway work 
to be completed through CETA 


The approval of two projects totaling 
$141,884, to be funded under the Federal 
Youth Community Conservation Im¬ 
provement Projects (YCCIP) has been 
received by Newton Mayor Theodore 
Mann, chairman of the Newton Area 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). 

The two projects, one sponsored by 
Education Collaborative for Greater 
Boston (EdCo), the other by the Waltham 
Branch of the Greater Boston YMCA, will

employ 25 economically disadvantaged 
youths between the ages of 16 and 19. 

Under the EdCo plan, a minimum of 14 
CETA-eligible participants who are high 
school dropouts, economically disad¬ 
vantaged, unemployed and in need of 
basic education will evaluate, update, 
and implement the Charles River Path¬ 
way along the 13.4-mile Newton segment 
of the river. 

Although this 36-week program will be 
based in Newton, it will be open to eligible 
candidates from all of the ten com¬ 
munities served by the Newton Area 
CETA — Newton, Waltham, Brookline’ 
Needham, Bedford, Lexington, Lincoln, 
Dover, Weston and Wellesley. 

These youths will work in concert with 
those young people still in school who are 
currently enrolled in EdCo’s Youth 
Employment Training Program 
(YETP), also funded under CETA. 

The Pathway Improvement Project 
will bring to fruition a long process of 
planning, lobbying, and concern, since it 
was first conceived 1892. 

A major study, which detailed the need 
for this recreation, conservation and 
educational resource, and the steps 
required to fulfill these, was funded 
jointly by the City of Newton and the Ford 
Foundation, but the project stalled 
because of a lack of labor to implement 


the program. The YCCIP and YETP 
participants will provide this needed 
labor to bring the plan into being. 

The 14 participants, which will include 
minorities, offenders and the han¬ 
dicapped, will be employed as en¬ 
vironmental or conservation aides. They 
will survey the landscape, design and 
construct improvements, and develop an 
educational program for its use. 

They will receive academic credit from 
their local high schools equivalent to one 
full semester, increase their knowledge 
of the environment, learn occupational 
skills in the growing career area of en¬ 
vironmental management, develop work 
experience, and come in contact with a 
variety of skilled adults, such as land¬ 
scapers and park rangers. 

The Waltham YMCA has been awarded 
a $63,115 contract to construct nature- 
fitness trails at the Lexington Street 
YMCA site in Waltham.

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Corner resists conceding to commuters 


There were strong objections to a 
proposed communtcr parking garage in 
Newton Corner over the Mass. Pike at a 
public hearinq Tuesday niqht, but there 
were also a few strong supporters of the 
idea. 

Two planners from the firm of Skid¬ 
more, Owings, and Merrill (SOM) 
presented slides of maps showing where 
they propose improvements in com¬ 
mercial, residential, transportational, 
and recreational use of Newton Comer. 

Residents did not seem to accept the 
theory put forth by SOM that the com¬ 
muters who park in Newton Corner 
cannot be immediately moved, and 
providing them parking would improve 
the residential, commercial, and tran¬ 
sportational aspects of life in the Comer. 

Karen Alschuler, project manager for 
SOM, said that a study done about a year 
ago found that there are about 250 cars 
belonging to commuters . in the Comer. 
About 140 park in lots and rest park on the 
streets, taking spaces wanted by shop¬ 
pers and residents. 

Much of the lot space is on the empty, 
unpaved lot next to the post office owned 
by Gorin & Leeder. According to the 
planners, the owner has little interest in 
developing the land. 

The planners assume it can be bought, 
and propose a development of store fronts 
on the comer of Centre Street with 
housing units clustered behind that 
building. 

Ms. Alshuler agreed with residents that 
it would be great to reroute some of the 
through traffic out of Newton Corner, but 
that is beyond the scope of their land use 
plan. 

The Central Transportation Planning 
Staff (CTPS) will be meeting with the 
Newton Corner Advisory Committee, the 
group directly overseeing SOM's work' at 
8 p.m. on Feb. 7 in Eliot Church. 

CTPS would be the agency that would 
initiate any changes in exits or tolls on the 
Mass. Pike. 

Other plans for better control of 
parking include expanding the lot behind 
the commercial area on Washington 
Street by moving two homes on Bacon

Street, and stickpr parking in the area for 
residents. 

New bridge over Pike 

A new bridge ever the Pike connecting 
the two sides of Centre Street would also 
provide for a busway, and take enough 
traffic off of Washington Street to allow 
narrowing it to two lanes. 

A sketch of how the street would look 
with trees, benches, and wider sidewalks 
was so impressive that one resident 
thought there were new buildings in the 
background. But the same buildings were 
shown. 

A pedestrian crossing and mall over the 
Pike next to the Howard Johnson's was a 
new addition to the plans shown this 
week, but did not stimulate any feedback 
from the 120 people that attended. Most of 
the plans were aired at earlier meetings 
with the advisory committee. 

Peter McManmon from the firm said 
the pedestrian crossing would be ex¬ 
pensive, but it would be cheaper that a 
bridge for cars, and would be a great 
response to the call for more attention to 
pedestrians in the Comer. 


One woman spoke against the use of 
Burr Park for athletic use by Bigelow 
Junior High School, and another woman 
'.iked the idea of improving the use for 
junior high, the elderly, and young 
children. 

One man suggested that the proposed 
bicycle paths be put more on main roads, 
but the idea was to give cyclists less 
frequented roads for safety. Possibly a 
long bicycle lane could be built cn the 
north side of Washington Street from 
West Newton to Newton Comer. 

The planners see the need for a tot lot in 
the Pearl Street neighborhood, but there 
is no space immediately available. One 
man suggested if ''they” can tear down a 
hardware store for parking lot like they 
did on Pearl Street, and the car dealer¬ 
ships can tear down homes for parking 
lots, than the city can take a house by 
eminent domain for a tot lot. 

A man from Newton Buick, who said he 
is a native of Newton, said he hasn't spent 
$10 in Newton Comer in the past twenty 
years because it's so run down. 

He was sure the MBTA wouldn't spend 


a cent in the Corner unless it was sure of 
more riders' and doubted the riders 
would be drawn by the stores. 

“You can do so many things today if 
you get the right investor." he said. 

The implementation s lategy that SOM 
will draw up to help residents get what 
they want will include a general 
economic development study, Ms. 
Alshuler said. 

To be included in the implementation 
strategy will be suggestions on down¬ 
zoning many parts of the Comer from a 
zone that allows for garden annrtments to 
a zone that would reflects what is there 
now. 

It will also include possible sources of 
funding for project the residents want, 
and ways for the residents to have a more 
definite control on the future of their 
neighborhood. 

The Newton Comer Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, set up under the guidelines of the 
federal community development grants, 
will have a public meeting (not a 
hearing) in the Eliot Church Feb. 9 to 
plan the implementation strategy with 
SOM.

Murley land may not 
be developed as 'cluster' 


Peace Realty Trust, owners of the 
Murley land at Dedham and Parker 
Streets, Oak Hill, has withdrawn its 
request for a public hearing Feb. 22 on 
construction of 43 houses under cluster 
zoning regulations. 

Rudolph Kass, attorney for the realty 
trust, said Tuesday the developers are 
"rethinking" the plans for construction 
under cluster zoning, after a few "bugs" 
developed. One problem involves sewer 
pumping stations. 

Under the cluster regulations. Peace 
’ Realty Trust had planned to build 43 
detached houses on lots of 15,000 square 
feet instead of the 25,000 square feet 
required for Residence A district. The 
extra 10,000 square feet of open space 
would become permanent open space 

Under a regular subdivision, the 


developers can build 43 single-family 
houses without permission of the Board of 
Aldermen. They would need only ap¬ 
proval of the Planning Board acting as a 
board of survey; such approval must be 
granted. 

In order to comply with cluster zoning, 
which applies only to parcels of land up to 
20 acres, the developer would have had to 
obtain an amendment to the ordinance. 
The Murley land is 30 acres. 

The Planning and Development 
Department was in favor of the cluster 
development and the amendment to 30 
acres. 

Kass said that Peace Realty Trust has 
not given up on the cluster concopi but 
merely wants more time to decide which 
approach wuuld be better. 

The public hearing has not been 
rescheduled. 


Special education helped 
by $220,000 from feds 


About $220,000 in federal funds is ex¬ 
pected to be coming to Newton next year 
to improve services for special education 
students. 

This is almost double the amount 
received for the current school year 
under PL 94-142, a federal law based on 
Massachusetts special education law, 
Chapter 766. 

Five programs begun this year will 
continue and expand next year with the 
money, including a program to help 
pregnant girls and young mothers earn 
their high school diploma. 

More than $100,000 is assigned to the 
categories of teacher training and 
providing for additional teacher aides in 
the classroom. John Cull inane, director 
nf special education, said more detailed 
out . is of these programs will be 
provided in the spring 

There is also $18,600 to provide for 
special serices to children who have 
returned to Newton schools from in¬ 
stitutions where the state was paying the 
costs. 

Most of Newton's special education 


programs are required by Chapter 766 
but are not fully reimbursed as was the 
intent of the Law. 

Cullinane said the State Department of 
Education said the federal funds cannot 
be used to pay for tuitions of Newton 
students who are placed in special outside 
schools, an expensive part of the 
program. 

Cullinane is pursuing further if money 
can be so used 

The School Committee approved the 
proposals for the federal money, and also 
approved $3000 from the current year’s 
money for the Saturday Youth 
Development Painting Program which 
will pay six predelinquent students to 
paint schools this summer. 

School Committeewoman Nancy Mann 
said she would like to see projects like the 
summer painting workshop expanded to 
include regular students also. 

Member Sandra Fleishman suggested 
some of the new federal funds be used to 
educate and counsel parents so that they 
would know how to help their children 
more.

HEW's drive 
against smoking 

It is doubtful that the new anti-smoking 
drive announced by Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Joseph Califano Jr. will 
make a big difference in the established 
smoking habits of adult Americans. But the 
strong educational aspect might reach down 
into the junior and senior high schools where 
increased smoking is a serious matter. 

In 11)79 at least $23 million will be spent on 
the campaign which will include anti- 
smoking programs in schools, more war¬ 
nings about the dangers of smoking, es¬ 
pecially for women who take birth control 
pills, tougher regulations in public buildings 
and incentives to stop smoking, including an 
added excise tax on cigarettes. The industry 
continues a head-in-the-sand approach, not 
only opposing such expenditures but in¬ 
sisting that it has not been proved that 
smoking is hazardous to health. 

The surgeon 
general's report on 
smoking in 1964 and 
nine more recent 
studies say that 
smoking is primarily 
responsible for 325,- 
000 premature deaths 
every year, including 
a massive 90 percent 
of those from lung 
cancer. Califano said 
smoking costs the na¬ 
tion between $17 and 

HEW S Califano §25 billion a year in 
health care and loss of production and 
wages. 

There is. of course, the continued incon¬ 
sistency that the federal government sub¬ 
sidizes the tobacco industry at the tobacco 
growing level, then pays out more money to 
encourage people not to use it. In an inter¬ 
view Califano insisted that he did not think 
Americans choose to smoke or not because 
of the subsidies and he is probably right. 

However, it ought to appear reasonable that 
the subsidies should gradually be reduced if 
-tobacco farmers get the message that the 
market might be dwindling. About 30 million 
Americans have stopped smoking since 1964. 

But the rate is up among teen-agers. A re¬ 
cent survey indicated that freshmen in some 
colleges and universities have definitely cut 
back so the high school increase may be a 
temporary one due to peer pressure when 
youngsters lack the maturity to make value 
judgments. More concentration upon 
presenting the facts could be instrumental 
at that level. 

In the long run prohibitions do no real 
good. Emphasis on participation in sports, 
where the handicaps of smoking are ob¬ 
vious. is encouraging. Probably the constant 
new findings about dangerous additives in 
foods, pollutants in air and water have in¬ 
ured many people to warnings about tobac¬ 
co. The facts and the statistics should be 
made available but adults must make up 
their own minds as to what risks in life are 
worthwhile.

Running statewide the 
first time against a veteran vote— getter 
is a formidable task at best, but youth, 
enthusiasm and hard work have upset 
sure winners in the past. Ask John 
Davoren. 



On the local level, former alderman 
(Ward 2) Tom Concannon seems to have 
heavy support in his quest for the 
leadership position of the Newton City 
Democratic Committee. Of judicious 
mien, but a wry and fey sense of humor, 
Thomas B. Concannon has the ability and 


capacity to bring disparate points of view 
to fair conclusions. He is a fair-minded 
person who has the intellect and will to 
Unify people who entertain diametrically 
opposite philosophical points of view. 

And he is going to need all these skills. 

After Newton's reeenUy concluded 
mayoral campaign, which is a non¬ 
partisan elecUon, many Democrats were 
angry at elected Democratic Party of¬ 
ficials who chose not to publicly support 
members of their own party. 

The meeting of the Democratic City 
Committee to be held in early March may 
produce some sparks, but like most 
advertised fights, it may only fizzle. 

The representative races reduce 
Newton from four members to two sure 
members and one to be determined from 


a Waltham-Newton district. 

Al this writing, Rep. Joe DeNucei of 
Nowlon will square off against Hep. Bill 
Stanley of Waltham in what promises to 
be a scrap. Rep. Peter Harrington at the 
conclusion of this term has chosen to 
pursue his law career with the same 
verve and service he always gave his 
constituents. 

Opposition to Rep. Lois Pines and Rep. 
David Mofenson is still to surface, but 
knowing Newton, it will come, 

Sen. Jack Backman, a candidate for 
reelection to the Senate, may have op¬ 
position from his home town, Brookline, 
this lime.

Is the surplus a Dukakis miracle? By J J. Smith, state columnist 



Michael S. Dukakis is an avowed practitioner of the 
"new politics," cast very much in the mold of Jimmy 
Carter. Or is it vice versa? Based upon their records to 
date, neither the President nor the governor is a liberal 
nor a conservative — and each may trace the un¬ 
popularity which plagues him, in part at least, to the 
difficulty of labeling them by their actions. 

Nowhere was this better exemplified as regards 
Dukakis than in his "state of the state" speech which, in 
tone and substance, was remarkably akin to similar ut¬ 
terances from more traditional and "labelled" 
predecessors. The familiar election year theme was 
(predictably?) focused upon ... beefed-up programs for 
the elderly ... more do-re-mi for the state’s mentally ill 
and retarded... relief for property tax-payers... stress 
on stronger environmental protection, and the like 

Given this basic fact, it was not surprising that his 
critics labeled this as a political speech. It was, 
unashamedly so — and one cannot really blame the 
governor for taking advantage of earlier austerity and the 
improved health of the state and national economy to 
make some political hay. Nonetheless, his passing 
reference to the state's documented financial difficulties 
in his speech reflect that this is one practitioner of the 
"new politics” who doesn’t hesitate to embrace the "old 
politics” when it is politically advantageous to do so, 

Dukakis found himself in the happy position of hiked 
revenues which will permit more spending and local tax 
relief together. While claiming credit smacks of political 
flim-flam, it is no more than normal political practice to 
do so — "new politics" notwithstanding. 

Fortunately from the governor’s viewpoint, the public 
memory is short and most voters seemingly recall only 
hazily that Dukakis ran for Governor on a promise of "no 
new taxes." The fact that he proposed to increase by $203- 
million state aid to the local communities is NOW — and 
the fact that this was made possible by Dukakis’ enacting 
the biggest tax hike and the largest borrowing in the 
Commonwealth’s history is largely forgotten. 

This prospect of a $203-million state bonanza for 
property owners, every penny of it attributable to 
Dukakis-sponsored tax Jukes, has brought joy to tens of 
thousands of vote-casting taxpayers — something that is 
pure gold politically in an election year. 

The anti-Dukakis mood in the Legislature was 
manifested in two particulars. First was the somewhat 
chilly reception given his "state of the state” speech (he 
was interrupted by applause only once!), And second was 
that more than half the solons neglected to turn out for 
what, with prior governors, was pretty much a "must” 
affair as regards visibility. 

Dukakis’ promise of a huge multi-million-dollar hike for 
"state aid to local communities" is, in reality, Beacon Hill 
political double-talk that means giving the money to the 
local pols to spend. "Property tax relief," as many state 


lawmakers have found to their sorrow in the past, gives 
these local pols money to spend for police, firefighters and 
other municipal employees— and improves the local pols’ 
chance of unseating an incumbent senator or represen¬ 
tative. 

Tliis basic fact of political life, combined with the 
avowedly anti-Dukakis mood in legislative halls, means 
there will be hefty debate on all aspects of state spending. 
The quality of education and educational spending will 
figure hip! in these.deliberations, and the governor's 
simplistic tunnel-vision thinking in this area may be 
challenged. 

The governor stressed in his speech that he feels he met 
the fundamental problems of the state with the austerities 
of the pas* (via his "meat-clever" approach and painful 
tax hikes) yet it is highly doubtful that this simplistic 
evaluation will go unchallenged in legislative debate. 

It is a view that invites comparisons, and many 


lawmakers are ready to make them. Serious questions 
will be raised whether the Dukakis austerities and tax 
increases of three years ago were, indeed, essential. 

Candidate Dukakis, you will recall, lambasted his 
Republican predecessor, Frank Sargent, for the perilous 
condition of the Massachusetts economy, and shrugged 
off the legitimate explanation that what happens here is 
tied in with the national economy. Now — with revived 
prosperity and income, corporate and sales taxes up here 
and across the nation — Dukakis claims the credit 

Before Dukakis boosted personal income taxes in 1975, 
the state got just over $l-billion from that source. The 
current rate is $1.3-billion, a 30 percent increase, and 
reflects the $200-million surplus about which the governor 
Is so proud. 

If the governor can successfully sell this huge surplus as 
a Dukakis miracle — and this is likely — he’s several 
giant steps on the road to re-election. 


Carter's record and his rhetoric

WASHINGTON - Watching President 
Carter's State of the Union Address, 
what struck me as most significant is the 
wide gap between his conservative 
rhetoric and his liberal performance 
during his first year in office. 

Sounding like Barry Goldwater, Carter 
told us that "there is a limit to the role 
and function of government," that “we 
simply cannot be the managers of 
everything and everybody." Govern¬ 
ment, said the president, "cannot solve 
all our problems, it can't set our goals, it 
cannot define our vision." 

Well, I could not agree more. But when 
one examines President Carter's record 
during his first year in the White House, it 
is hardly the record of an individual who 
seems to realize the limits of govern- 
ment. 

The mosl glaring example of a Carter 
program which would make Big 
Government even bigger is the 
president's National Energy Plan, which 
lie proposed last April. This Carter 
proposal, which would cost the American 
people nearly $250 billion in new taxes by 
1985. is the most massive govcinment 
intervention ever proposed by a president 
during peacetime in U.S. history. This 
program would do everything from 
selling the price of energy to telling us 
what size cars we should be driving. 

Incidentally, in Carter's address, he 
subtly shifted the emphasis of his energy 
philosophy. Last April, when he in¬ 
troduced his energy program, the 10 th 
and final principle of his plan was to 
increase energy production. However, in 
■us State of the Union Address, the 
president mentioned as the first thing 
that must be done about energy problem 
is lo “increase production," 

Another interesting shift in Carter's 
talk last week was his waffling on the 
subject of when he will balance the 
budget. Missing from Die president's 
remarks was any promise that the 
federal budget will be balanced in 1981, 
something we were told over and over 
would happen and on tins we could 
depend. Last week the president said 
only: 


"As the economy continues to gain 
strength and as our unemployment rates 
continue lo fall, revenues will grow. With 
careful planning, efficient management 
and proper restraint on spending, we can 
move rapidly toward a balanced budget 
- and we will." 

In his State of tlie Union talk, Carter 
strongly criticized the bigness of the 
federal bureaucracy, declaring: 

"Bit by bit we are chopping down the 
thicket of unnecessary federal 
regulations by which government loo 
often interferes in our personal lives and 
mi' personal business." 

But is the Carter administration really 


doing this, and how effectively? James 
Miller Ill, co-director of the American 
Enterprise Institute’s Center for the 
Study of Government Regulation, 
believes the president has moved towards 
regulatory reform, but Ills actions have 
indicated more concern with procedure 
than substance. Expressing his doubts 
about what he views as the "gutting" of 
the inflation-impact or— economic- 
impact statement program by a draft 
executive order from the president to the 
regulatory agencies, Miller says: 

T be new executive order does not 
require tne agencies to qualify the 
benefits and costs of their proposals and 


similarly lo assess the alternatives. It is 
very difficult to measure the costs and 
benefits in dollar lerms, bul it is very 
important that agencies be forced to try, 
since it unposes on them a certain 
amount of regimentation in their thought 
processes." 

Paradoxically, in his Slate of the Union 
talk, in which he deplored the increasing 
size and meddlesomeness of Big 
Government, Carter simultaneously 
announced his support for a new federal 
agency - a separate Department of 
Education. Why such a new bureaucracy 
is needed, the president did not say. The 
only reason 1 can divine is that this 
department would be a political payoff to 
the National Education Association. 

During his presidential campaign 
Carter promised the NEA he would sel up 
such a department if elected. In turn — or 
just coincidentally, depending on how 
naive one is - the NEA threw its support 
behind the Carter-Mondale ticket during 
the campaign, something the NEA had 
never done in any previous presidential 
election contest. 

h mally, in his talk, as regards foreign 
policy, the president promised that his 
decisions in tliis area must be able to 
stand "the test of public examination and 
debate." If his administration were to 
make a mistake ui the foreign policy 
area, said Carter, it would be "on the side 
"f frankness and openness with the 
American people." 

Terrific. But, once again. President 
Carter's actions have belied his words, 
l arter tells us that any Salt agreement he 
signs with the Russians will "maintain 
and enhance" the security of the United 
Stales. But how do we know this? As with 
the Panama Canal treaties, the Carter 
administration has conducted its SALT 
talks in total secrecy. Carter has in no 
way been frank or open with the 
American people as regards these vital 
negotiations. 

President Carter's State of Uie Union 
Adress contained a lot of high-sounding 
phrases. Bul if he adheres lo them no 
more closely than he did Ins first year in 
office, I'm afraid they are not worth the 
oaper they were printed on. I hope I'm 
wrong.

To the Editor; 

It takes money to help a troubled 
adolsescent who is hanging around the 
streets. He is a problem at home, at 
school and in the community. 

It takes money to provide services to a 
handicapped person who needs to find a 
way to create an independent life. It also 
takes money to provide support services 
for a wife whose husband has left home. 

The services which may help the 
teenager can include a streetworker, a 
job, family counseling or an alcohol 
program. Day care of after-school care 
can be the answer for the young mother 
so she can support herself. The han¬ 
dicapped person may need counseling, 
transportation and the opportunity to 
work and socialize with other han¬ 
dicapped people. 

We are fortunate that Newton has 
access to thousands of dollars of federal 
money which comes to the city through 
the Housing and Community Develop¬ 
ment Act. For three years, Newton has 
been receiving well over 1500,000 each 
year. Now in the fourth year of the 
program, we will receive approximately 
$2.1 million. 

What surprises me is that the proposed 
plan submitted by the Planning Depart¬ 
ment does not contain higher percentages 
for direct human services for all of the 
target areas of the city. (Included in the 
Hu/nan Service Assistance Component of 
the plan is a large capital outlay item for 
a Nonantum Multi-Service Center which 


so thus will prove to our taxpayers and 
citizens, how city equipment broke down 
and was not in operation. 

The Shu-Pack trucks that were pur¬ 
chased by Mayor Mann cannot be used to 
plow streets because of too long and how 
to operate, as previously stated by me 
and these trucks were not the ones that 
were originally ordered. No explanation 
from the Board of Aldermen. 

The condition of some streets would 
prove hazardous to our Police and Fire 
Departments if any emergencies and 
major fires aroused. 

As a general rule in this city nothing is 
quite as good or as bad as the prevailing 
mood of the moment. 


I am hopeful that another cltywlde 
public hearing will take place. 

What happened to the promises made 
for the 1977-78 sidewalk snow removal 
plans? Why wasn't every truck and plow 
from every department POOLED to meet 
the crisis intersection needs before the 
snow was trucked away from sidewalks 
never used adjacent to the Recreation 
Office?

accounts for 7 percent of the total 10.6 
percent proposed for social service). 

Recently, I spoke at a public hearing 
held before the Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Board, as did others. We said that 
wc were concerned about the distribution 
formulas. 

We said we wanted to see a greater 
percentage of the federal monies com¬ 
mitted to provide the social services that 
cannot be adequately funded through 
oilier means. 

For example, in our city of ap¬ 
proximately 90,000 people, there are only 
81 day care and after school care 
scholarships funded by the Department 
of Public Welfare. The economic reality 
of the state budget will not permit any 
increased funding to Newton, and the 
only other monies available to us are 
Community Development Funds. 

I hope the Planning and Development 
Board will inquire into the process to find 
out how these distributions are deter¬ 
mined. It is important for social service 
agencies to have input from the beginning 
of the process, which is noi the way it has 
been working. 

There is enough federal money to go 
around. I can only hope that the mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen will recon¬ 
sider the proposed funding level for 
human services this year and increase it 
substantially.

Irresponsible developers who have not 
even made an attempt to meet the 
demands of foul weather. The reason that 
the snow mounted to the point of im- 
passablllty was that NCDEF made no 
attempt to plow during the storm, a 
preventive step that other apartment 
owners often take. 

NCDF pays city property taxes at 
roughly one-third the rate paid by other 
apartment owners; and, as I understand 
It, part of the consideration for this and 
for site plan approval was the 
minimization of the burden on city ser¬ 
vices. 

The city has no business plowing out a 
private driveway absent compelling 
circumstances. The difficult situation 
was created by the inaction of the owner, 
who evidently was relying on the 
helplessness of his tenants to force the 
city to bail him out. 

For these reasons, I feel that the 
alderman's stance was undertaken to call 
attention to the obvious disregard on the 
part of NCDF towards the welfare of its 
tenants and to spur the tenants to insist on 
their money’s worth from NCDF.

the-union address, the federal budget, 
and proposed national urban policy. 

Mayor Mann is a -member of the 
Mayors' Human Development Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mayor Mann said that in a luncheon 
speech to the Human Development 
Committee, Mrs. Joan Mondale 
discussed governmental recognition that 
art brings revitalization to business areas 
and showed a number of slides to

should not visit hospital patients 


Visitors to patients at Ncwton- 
Wellesley Hospital are asked not to come 
to the hospital if they have any infectious 
disease, according to Mark Drapkin, 
M.D., infectious disease physician. 

Communicable diseases include but are 
not limited to the flu, colds, grippe, skin 
infections and diarrhea. 

Visitors do their hospitalized relatives 
and friends no favor by coming to see 
them when they have an infectious 
disease' Dr. Drapkin said. 


If disease is widespread in the com¬ 
munity, as it can be during the flu season, 
it is difficult to keep it out of the hospital 
because the hospital constantly interacts 
with the community it serves. 

Although cases of the flu are just 
beginning to be seen at Newton-Wellesley 
and there currently is no epidemic in the 
community, people with communicable 
diseases will assist the hospital and their 
hospitalized friends by not visiting while 
they are ill.

A suggestion made by several aider- 
men that the job could be done by 
someone in the Personnel Department 
was opposed by Ms. Pitt, because the 
affirmative action officer should be 
monitoring personnel practices. The 
affirmative action officer should work 
from the mayor's office, she said. 

The duties of the affirmative action 
officer extend beyond personnel prac¬ 
tices — hiring and promotions — into 
watching the awarding of bids and 
contracts through the Purchasing 
Department to assure that vendors and 
contractors comply with affirmative 
action requirements. 

Aid. Robert Stiller questioned whether 
a full-time person is necessary to 
"control the 150-200 new people" hired by 
the city every year or “to hire thr‘ many 
non-Caucasians. " Stiller wants Ms. Pitt 
to "find somebody already here." 

Board of Alderman President Matthew 


Jefferson, who is black, spoke im- 
passionedly on the subject, which he 
described as "painful for me to discuss." 

Jefferson said to the committee, “You 
probably can’t empathize, but to black 
people It means a great deal." 

"It shouldn't be just anybody to fill this 
job, it should be somebody who can break 
away, somenbody who can look at things 
and suggest other ways' somebody who 
can 'ride herd' ... I hope we won't 
haggle over the $14,000, because In my 
opinion $14,000 is not enough." 

Jefferson added, "The job needs 
somebody with some sensitivity." 

During Jefferson's comments to the 
committee, two aldermen were con¬ 
ducting a private conversation. 

The Administration & Planning 
Committee voted to hold off on any action 
until Ms. Pitt provides them with a job 
description for affirmative action officer. 
The subject will be discussed at the next 
A&P committee meeting Feb. 27.

Fortunately, explained Wiggin, Muse 
also receives donations from local 
churches, temples, businesses, foun¬ 
dations, and individuals. Obtaining these, 
however, has pushed Wiggin into the role 
of fundraiser. To help him, Muse has a 
board of directors whose chairman is 
Newton resident Walter D. Hill, business 
manager of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Another source of contributions are 
grants from the Newton Public Library's 
special fund. For these, Wiggin performs 
at the library's main branch several 
times a year. According to the lyric tenor, 
these concerts are well attended by 
senior citizens. 

To find sponsors, Wiggin performs at 
women's organizations as well as sings at 
local temples and churches. Wiggin 
candidly added the money from these 
performances also provides him with the 
additional income necessary to support 
his family. 

"At first it was a real struggle," Wiggin 
said referring to the beginning of his 


career as nursing home musician, "If my 
wife didn't work at as a part-time 
librarian, we couldn't have done it." 

Despite the struggle, Wiggin continues 
his work because he does get paid in more 
than just money. He told, for example, of 
his first encounter with a woman at the 
Newton-Wellesley Nursing Home. 
According to Wiggin, she came up to him 
after his performance and said, "You're 
good. Only you disappoint me.” 

He related he was somewhat taken 
aback and asked her why she was 
disappointed. 

Wiggin said she answered, "You should 
be in Hollywood or New York. He said the 
next time he performed at the home she 
came up afterwards and said, "I am 
going to predict that in five years you will 
be on stage." 

Although Wiggin never did make it to a 
Hollywood or New York stage, he does 
feel he is obtaining his purpose in life. He 
sees himself as having a gift that he must 
give to others. “I am a person bom for 
others, and I am an artist," he said.

Backman lists priorities in 
social services legislation 


State Sen. Jack Backman, Senate 
chairman of the Committee on Human 
Services, has called upon Governor 
Michael Dukakis to share in his efforts to 
restore human service programs in 
Massachusetts. Backman was en¬ 
couraged to write the governor after 
hearing Dukakis’ State of the State ad¬ 
dress to the legislature and this week's 
presentation of the governor's 1978-79 
budget, he said. 

Backman stated: "The governor 
seemed to be making promises of 
restoration of social programs and ex¬ 
pansion of our economy. However, there 
were not sufficient particulars. 

"As one who has opposed his former 
program cuts, I will devote all of my 
energies to work with him and others to 
restore and expand these programs. I 
have written to the governor offering 
support toward these goals." 

Backman stated: "I throw out a 
friendly challenge to the governor to be 
specific in his commitments and ask him 
to address himself to particular 
legislation and programs. 

"The statute to afford the elderly, blind 
and disabled automatic cost-of-living 
increases keyed to inflation must be 
restored. Senate Bill 383. 


"Medical, hospital and other welfare 
benefits must be restored to recipients of 
general relief and unemployed persons 
who cannot find work. Senate Bill 384 and 
Senate Bill 465. 

"In order to alleviate the long-term 
costs of social programs, we must have a 
program of full employment for 
Massachusetts. Senate Bill 50 and Senate 
Bill 56. 

"There must be adequate budget 
funding for Home Care Corporations who 
give services to our elderly population 
trying to live in dignity within our 
communities, so that no eligible senior 
citizen will continue to be refused benefits 
others receive merely becayse of in¬ 
sufficient appropriations. Senate Bills 
467,469,470 and 472 address this problem. 
However, adequate budget appropriation 
is the prime answer. 

"A Patient's Bill of Rights must be 
enacted to insure adequate and 
thoughtful care, as well as preservation 
of individual human rights of persons 
confined in institutions of medical care. 
Senate Bill 381. 

"There must be finally created a 


comprehensive Economic Development 
Corporation to develop Massachusetts 
business and industry, restore our cities, 
even to build new cities. Massachusetts 
can once again become a national leader 
in economic growth. Until the United 
States pursues a program of national full 
economic growth and full employment, 
Massachusetts must compete suc¬ 
cessfully with economic development 
programs in other sections of the nation. 
Senate Bill 52. 

"A statute must be enacted to make 
certain that programs of special 
education and other programs for han¬ 
dicapped young people are extended 
beyond the age of 22, at which time many 
persons today are left to flounder. S. 447. 

" A fiscal budget program must be 
initiated to aid the mentally ill and 
retarded to live within their own com¬ 
munities by providing funding to cities 
and towns or non-profit institutions who 
desire to open small facilities for 8 to 15 
persons. 

"We ask support for a bill to ban 
discrimination in employment for han¬ 
dicapped persons. Senate Bill 49.

"We must carry out a promise made in 
every election year to provide day care 
and early child care and screening for 
children of families who desire such 
assistance. Senate Bill 451, 453 and 454. 

"On a more difficult subject, gun 
control, will the gover nor endorse and 
work to enact legislation to ban handguns 
in Massachusetts? Senate Bill 862. 

"Another difficult psdblem is prisons. 
Although the governor has pushed to 
build more prisons, there is no overall 
plan to deal with our obsolete, inhumane 
and yet costly prison system that now 
costs over $15,000 per inmate per year. 

"A commission composed of members 
of our bar association, clergy, prison 
rights and corrections groups should be 
empowered to study our present prison 
warehouses and recommend a com¬ 
prehensive long-range program. 

"On a more general note, a new look 
must be taken at our Massachusetts 
health care and health regulatory 
systems. The Rate Setting Commission, 
the Department of Public Health, the 
Department of Mental Health, the Public 
Health Council, the Certificate of Need 
Process, the licensing systems are often 
at cross purposes and without overall 
direction. 

Backman concluded: "This list is not 
complete. No one can agree on every 
item. However, right now, the people of 
Massachusetts have a right to know. 

"Where does the governor stand? 

"We have resources, we have the know 
how. We must also have the faith in our 
future to attack these programs head 
on," Backman said.

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Pines testifies in favor 
of national bottle bill 


Slate Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton) 
appeared last week before the U.S. 
Senate Commerce Committee in support 
of a proposed National Bottle Bill. Rep. 
Pines who is chairwoman of the Com¬ 
mittee for a Massachusetts Bottle Bill, 
was invited to speak before the Com¬ 
mittee by Senator Robert Packwood (R- 
Oregon) who chaired the hearings. 

Prospects for congressional approval 
of such a national bill are not considered 
bright this year. While strongly sup¬ 
portive of the proposal, Pines noted that, 
“Though federal action is certainly 
preferable in order to both obtain its 
benefits on a national scale, and provide 
the uniformity necessary to minimize 
industry disruption, the real bat¬ 
tlegrounds on this Issue have been and 
remain the states." 

In its three days of hearings the 
committee heard testimony on the energy 
savings, job creation, reduction of solid 
waste disposal costs, and environmental 


Ridership 
on MBTA 
increasing 

Ridership is increasing on the MBTA, 
initial figures for 1977 show. 

MBTA Chairman Robert R. Kiley said 
preliminary figures indicated that at 
least a million more passengers took the 
MBTA's subways, trolleys, trackless 
trolleys, buses and commuter trains in 
1977 than in 1976, 

"These revenue figures have to be 
adjusted for some unique situtations 
before we determine our final passenger 
figures," he said, "For example, there 
will be more passengers on the Arborway 
line than indicated by the revenue. 
Arborway passengers for Symphony, 
Prudential and Copley Stations 
frequently paid a 20 cent fare on the bus 
service which substituted for the trolley 
sen-ice, where the fare is 45 cents — 20 
cents for the surface ride and 25 cents for 
the subway ride." 

"Considering that the sen-ice, due to 
old vehicles, is still not up to the standard 
we want, that increase in ridership is 
heartening," Kiley said. 

"Much of the increase appears to be on 
the Riverside Line, where the new Light 
Rail Vehicles have been gradually 
phased into sen-ice. That also is hear¬ 
tening, because it demonstrates that 
more people will ride if there are new 
vehicles. 

"The Blue Line is getting new vehicles 
late this year, and the Orange Line is 
getting new vehicles in 1979. 

"On the commuter rail lines, figures 
for most of the 1977 year show an increase 
of about 200,000 new riders. Considering 
the dilapidated equipment, which we are 
in the process of replacing substantially, 
those commuter rail figures also are 
encouraging," Kiley said. 


benefits of such legislation. Rep. Pines' 
interest in deposit legislation stems from 
the 3olid waste disposal problem faced by 
Newton when she first became an 
alderman in 1971. The city has since been 
forced to close its incinerator because of 
pollution and last yearspent roughly $25 a 
ton on labor costs alone, exclusive of 
equipment, to haul away the 47,000 tons of 
garbage Newton generated. 

In her testimony to the committee, 
Pines emphasized the amount of natural 
resources a national bill is expected to 
save. According to Pines' "Over six 
million tons of glass, 1.6 million tons of 
steel and 500,000 tons of aluminium go 
into the 70 billion throwaway containers 
disposed of annually. Approximately 85 
percent of bauxite ore used in producing 
aluminium is imported into the U.S. The 
F.E.A. has estimated that 81,000 barrels 
of oil a day would be saved if a national 
deposit system were put into effect." 

It is Pines' belief, however, that federal 
action is unlikely until one or more other 
industrial states approve their own bills. 
Currently bottle bill laws have been 
enacted in Oregon, Michigan, Vermont 
and Maine. 

Pines lead a referendum fight for such 
a law in Massachusetts in 1976, The 
referendum lost by .8 of 1 percent of the 
vote, the closest referendum campaign in 
Massachusetts history. The bill has been 
reintroduced in the 1978 Legislature with 
a 101 Legislature co-sponsors and Pines is 
optimistic of its chances for passage: "I 
am confident that the public is now aware 
of the many deceptions used by our op¬ 
ponents. The findings of reports by the 
U.S. General Accounting Office, U.S. 
Commission on Supplies and Shortages, 
and the Federal Energy Administration 
have added great credibility to our 
claims about the bottle bill and convinced 
many former opponents that such a bill is 
both advantageous and inevitable," she 
stated. 

Rep. Pines provided the committee 
with a history of the referendum cam¬ 
paign in Massachusetts and cautioned 
that many of the same scare tactics and 
high powered lobbying techniques used 
by the bill’s opponents in Massachusetts 
were likely to be used to fight a national 
bill. She was particularly concerned with 
the ability of industry to put pressure on 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston and 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
Both organizations were sufficiently 
intimidated during the course of the 
campaign to withdraw from forums 
where favorable reports they had 
prepared were to be discussed. 

In concluding her testimony Pines told 
the Committee that the question of a 
national system was “really one of how 
not when... a delay by Congress in acting 
on a national bill leaves us no other option 
but to continue our efforts to secure 
passage of state bills. The effect would be 
to create unnecessary problems for 
consumers, industry and the nation which 
can simply no longer afford from an 
energy, solid waste, resource, cost, or 
environmental standpoint, the luxury of 
throwaway containers.”

Why not usher in 
New Year by learning to 


the Chinese 
cook Oriental style? 



Start the Chinese year off right by serving a chicken chow mein supper. 


Some Chinese recipes:

When the Chinese New Year, 
welcoming the Year of the Horse, is 
ushered in Feb 7, that may be a good 
time to learn about the energy-efficient 
Oriental style of cooking. 

The New Year, or Hs'm Nien, has been 
celebrated in the United States for about 
125 years. It is welcomed with red 
firecrackers, dragon parades and of 
course delicious food. The festivities 
usually continue for two weeks or until 
'.he full moon and the celebration that 
.tight is called the Feast of lanterns. 

The Chinese community in Boston 
traditionally has an exciting celebratior 
and families from all over join in the 
day's events 

Within the home, the Chinese custom 
requires families to place a picture of 
Tsao Wang, the Chinese kitchen god, in a 
prominent place so he can see what is 
going on in the household. 

It is said that on New Year's day, the 
4 od makes his yearly trip to the heavens 
.0 report on the family’s conduct. To 
make sure he bears only good news, the 
custom is to spread candies or something 
sweet around the god's mouth. That way 
the family insures having him report only 
sweet things. 

Since each year brings with it new 
things, the Year of the Horse is said to be 
a good year and it represents talent, 
openness and friendliness. 

The New Year is also a time to gather 
the family around and serve a special 
meal. Oriental dishes are enjoyed for 
their mixture of vetetables and meat or 
seafood combined with tasty sauces. 
Because the Chinese cook their food in a 
wok, the food retains its taste, crispness, 
color and nutrients. 

Food cooked in a wok is cooked over a 
high heat for a short time. The key to 
good Chinese cooking is undercooking 
and planning. All of the ingredients are 
chopped and measured before the 
cooking process begins. 

Initially, cooking in a wok requires 
more oil, however, a with continual use, 
the wok becomes seasoned and you can 
cook an entire meal with roughly one 


tablespoon of oil. One of the reasons the 
wok can do this, is that the heat is 
dispersed evenly. 

This method of cooking was devised 
because for centuries, the Chinese coped 
with a chronic lack of fuel. Their cooking 
actually evolved from thinking of ways to 
conserve energy. 

For example, they discovered that 
roast pork need not be baked, but cut up 
and cooked in a matter of minutes. A 
chicken can be boiled for a short time and 
then left to cook in the liquid without heat 
when the pot was covered. 

The Chinese dishes also use a fraction 
of the meat which we use. One reason is 
that China is densely populated and lacks 
grazing space for animals. That im¬ 
mediately made beef secondary to porx 
and fowl. They also pul land to a more 
efficient use by cultivating rice and 
vegetables. 

The meal was supplemented by adding 
exotic wild plants to their dishes such as 
water chestnuts and bamboo shoots. 

Among the methods of Chinese cooking 
is deep frying and one dish Americans 
love are egg rolls. The egg roll began 
centuries ago as a spiing roll named 
because they were made for the Chinese 
New Year They were thin coverings of 
unraised dough wrapped around the 
savory mixtures of meat, seafood and 
vegetables. 

The original idea was to entice guests to 
remain for dinner. Staying for dinner was 
not considered a nuisance, but an honor to 
the host. 

There are two kinds of commercially 
made egg roll wrappers, available in 
Chinese grocery stores. They are the 
Cantonese kind whih which are smooth 
and the Shanghai kind which are tran¬ 
sparent, resembling rice paper. If 
commercial ones are not available, you 
can make your own Cantonese style. The 
Shanghai style are tricky to make and 
messy, thus, not worth the time and ef¬ 
fort. 

If you are interested in learning more 
about Chinese cooking, visit your local 
library and investigate, by reading the 
cookbooks. It's fun to learn something 
new, and your family will enjoy the ad¬ 
venture also.

News for Girl Scouts

When winter's icy grip calls for plan¬ 
ning indoors, scout activities could in- 
clude doing skills which arc a 
requirement for some chosen badge. 

Regarding the recent advent of 
Brownie patches, leaders could easily be 
wondering what is the difference between 
the national G.S. Brownie patch and the 
Bay Path Colonial G.S. Council Brownie 
patch. The main difference between the 
two programs is that the national 
Brownie patches are awarded on the 
basis of membership in a troop with a 
well-rounded program. 

The Handbook tells what makes a well- 
rounded program. The Council Brownie 
Patch Program has specific 
requirements which the girls must 
complete before the patches are awar¬ 
ded. The patches may be worn on either a 
Brownie's badge sash or on the felt shield 
shown in the Brownie Patch booklet 
which can be obtained from the Waltham 
Bay Path Colonial Girl Scout office. As 
juniors, the girls may continue to wear 
these patches on their sashes. 

Each year a number of junior troops 
are engaged in "Our Own Troop's 
Badge" projects after completing a 
number of the regular ones. Whether 
done by the full troop or by a troop group, 
this program option allows for activities 
in a new area, using resources available 
to the troop in areas such as: gymnastics, 
gardening, macrame, judo, equestrian.

Britons 
travel on 
economy 
plan 

LONDON (UPI) - 
Britons are travelling 
abroad in steadily in¬ 
creasing numbers because 
of fairly inexpensive 
package tours and bargain 
air fares. 

Spain - plenty of sun and 
still comparatively cheap, 
especially for the tourist 
with only sterling to spend 
— remains the favorite 
spot. In 1976 it attracted 46 
per cent of Britain’s in¬ 
clusive tour visitors, many 
of whom paid less than $200 
for a week's vacation. 

During the first quarter of 
1977 visits abroad by 
Britons increased by 7 per 
cent to 1.7 million. 

Visits to Common Market 
countries were 15 percent 
higher and travel to North 
America jumped 22 per 
cent. 

During 1976 the 
proportion of vacationers 
going abroad on inclusive 
lours was 59 percent 
against 60 percent in 1975 
and 67 percent in 1973. 

Inflation at home made 
some holidaymakers scrap 
the usual trip abroad and 
opt for a domestic vacation. 
Those who stayed at home 
increasingly lodged with 
friends or relatives — 36 per 
cent of the total last year. 

Britons spent $6.3 billion 
on tourism in 1976 including 
fares. About two-thirds was 
spent on trips within 
Britain.

Handicapped task force organizes 


The Project Independence Task Force 
held its first meeting recently in West 
Newton to begin work on a federal project 
that will make it easier for handicapped 
people to live independently. 

As more and more handicapped 
citizens leave institutions and take up 
residence in communities through the 
area, the need for straightforward 
methods of teaching everyday survival 
skills has increased. People who have 
lived in institutions are often deprived of 
normal learning experiences like 
managing their own money, cooking or 
exercising civil and legal rights. 

Project Independence will collect and 
assess the best existing self-instructional 
materials to help handicapped people 
gain these skills. Materials may be in the 


form of films, tapes, records, books or 
workbooks. 

Task Force members will review 
materials from the United States and 
other countries until June, 1978. In June a 
conference will be held for represen¬ 
tatives from the six New England states, 
and the assembled materials will un¬ 
dergo a final review. 

Should the conferees find there is a lack 
of useful self-instructional materials, 
Project Independence will develop new 
materials for use throughout the nation. 

The Task Force is comprised of 
disabled and non-disabled people from 
the area including John Bitinas and Gary 
Brackett of Watertown, Joan Levy of 


Somerville, Susan Bloom of Wellesley 
and Robin Jackson of Newtonville. 
Howard Smith of West Newton is the Task 
Force Coordinator. 

Project Independence is a joint venture 
of Social Planning Services, Inc. of 
Watertown, and the New England 
Developmental Disabilities Com¬ 
munications Center in Waltham. The 
project was granted to SPS under the 
special projects provisions of Public Law 
94-103, the Developmental Disabilities 
Act, through the Regional Office of 
Health Education, and Welfare in Boston.

7 Newton agencies receive 
$401,210 from United Way 


Seven Newton agencies have received a 
</>tal of $401,210 from the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay as their 1978 
allocations for health and human care 
services. 

The allocations are $13,250 more than 
the agencies received in 1977. Five 
allotments were increased, one remained 
at the 1977 level, and one was decreased. 

The agencies, their 1978 allocations, 
and changes from 1977: Family Coun¬ 
seling Service, Region West, $197,000, up 
$7000; Newton Community Service 
Center, $81,900, up$7,400; Newton YMCA, 
$32,600, up $1050; Newton Boys' Club, 
$31,710, up $1500; Norumbega Council of

the Boy Scouts, $29,000, up $800; Inter¬ 
community Homemaker Service, $17,000, 
no change; and the Newton-Wellesley 
Visiting Nurse Association, $18,000, down 
$4500. 

The Newton Chapter of the American 
Red Cross will also benefit from United 
Way dollars. The United Way has 
allocated $1,850,000 to the Red Cross, to 
be disbursed among 28 chapters in the 
Mass. Bay area. Specific amounts to each 
chapter will be determined by the Red 
Cross. 

According to the Visiting Nurse and 
Home Care Allocations Review Com¬ 
mittee, the eight-member voluntary 
committee responsible for the review of 
the Newton-Wellesley VNA, the 
allocation to that agency, despite the 
decrease, is equivalent, with other 
resources the agency has, to support the 
level of “free” care (services not 
provided for by third-party payments, 
such as Medicare, Medicaid) reported by 
the agency. 

The Family Counseling Service, Region 
West, has its headquarters in Newton and 
serves a wide area, with offices in 
Brookline, Natick, Waltham, Wayland, 
and Wellesley. 

The allocations were approved by the 
United Way's voluntary board of 
directors at its December meeting, 
following the year-long examinations of 
agencies' financial accounting, 
management abilities, service delivery, 
and overall performance. 

Dollar amounts are based on the result 
of the 1977 United Way Campaign, which 
raised a record $18 million. 

The total allocation* made by the 
United Way for 1978 to all of its member 
agencies amount to $15,150,369, an in¬ 
crease of $1 million from 1977. The money 
will help to support 161 agencies in the 
Mass. Bay area.

"We’re working with McDonald’s 
Restaurants all over Massachusetts this 
February to encourage good dental 
health habits for children," said Sheff. 
"Ronald McDonald, our honorary 
chairman, is respected by both children 
and their parents and we feel he will be 
able to help us transmit our message 
effectively. McDonald’s will also be 
providing our ‘Smile America' handout 
which contains important dental tips to 
children during the month." 

According to Dr. Sheff, the main point 
to be stressed during Massachusetts 
Dental Health Month is simply that teeth 
are meant to last a lifetime. "Too many 
people today just don't realize that proper 
dental care can prevent dental disease," 
he said. 

To prevent the build up of harmful 
plaque, a clear, sticky, bacteria-laden 
substance which leads to tooth decay and 
gum disease, the Dental Society 
recommends following these procedures: 

Brush and floss your teeth every day. 

Use an accepted fluoride toothpaste. 

Cut down on sweets, especially between 
meals. 

Visit your dentist regularly. 

"By the age of 20 the average young 
adult has 14 decayed, missing, or filled 
teeth," Sheff said. "Something can be 
done to prevent this, and that something 
is good dental care beginning in 
childhood."

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Money matters - 

Oil and gas investments 


Some tax shelters are alive and well! Contrary to 
popular belief, real estate and oil and gas shelters are 
healthy and growing - thank you. According to the experts 
these old favorites have not only survived the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act and the recent spate of Internal Revenue 
Service rulings but also have virtually fluorished. This 
article is about the benefits of oil and gas drilling 
programs, especially those that are selected with care 
and according to my criteria, and how you, too, may 
become an oil magnate. 

Statistics on registrations filed with the National 
Association of Securities Dealers indicate that tax shelter 
programs marketed to the public last year amounted to 
about $1.6 billion. Those are preliminary figures, but they 
show an increase of over $1.2 billion in 1976, while still less 
than the record $2.3 billion in 1973. You must keep in mind, 
however, thattheN.A.S.D. numbers cover only registered 
public offerings. The New York Times estimates that 
private placements (unregistered offerings to so-called 
‘‘sophisticated investors" of thirty-five or less par¬ 
ticipants per program! are eight to ten times as great as 
the dollars in the public market. That is a total tax shelter 
market of approximately $16.0 billion. Pretty healthy, I'd 
say! 

A BETTER IDEA: DRILLING PROGRAMS. Oil men 
and white collar prospectors, that is, investors, have 
gotten it all together with a financing method called a 
drilling program. Industry statistics indicate that only 
about one exploratory or wild cat well in tend finds a new 
field and of that number only about one out of forty or fifty 
is a significant commercial success. The oil and gas fields 
are limited and their search is risky and expensive not to 
mention the geological and technological complexities. 
Thus, companies often need fresh cash and new sources of 
capital to finance their drilling operations. 

A drilling program is much like a common stock mutual 
fund. It enables an investor with limited capital, say as 
little as $5,000. to pool his funds with others like himself in 
drilling a number of wells in search for the black gold. 
Until about 20 years ago only the rich could play this 
game. Today others can participate in hopes of striking it 
rich. While I'll be discussing the tax incentives behind 
drilling program investments I want to make my position 
clear. That is, the only acceptable drilling program and- 
or tax shelter that I recommend is one that meets dual 
objectives. First and foremost, it is an investment with a 
reasonable prospect of profit and return, the same being 
dependent upon the particular program itself. Second, 
and secondary, it will have certain favorable tax benefits. 

TAX INCENTIVES. The tax incentives are one thing 
that make this game so attractive to the individual in¬ 
vestor. While the full implications of Federal, state and 
local tax laws affecting drilling programs are too 
numerous and complex to describe there are four basic 
principles that are worth noting. 

Dcducation For Intangible Drilling and Development 
Costs. A large portion of the amounts expanded in boring 
a hole in the ground are deductible from gross income for 
Federal income tax purposes as intangible drilling and 
development costs. The "IDCs" include labor, supplies, 
drilling rig operations, chemicals, etc. Thus, ICSs can be 
deducted, along with other drilling program expenses 
such as abandoned acreage and administrative expenses, 
from gross income to reduce total taxable income and, as 


a consequence, the taxes due. In addition, the difference 
between your total investment and the tax savings will 
yield the true net cost of the oil and gas investment. IDCs 
could easily amount to 80 per cent of an individuals total 
investment Assuming you’ve invested $5,000 and you're 
in the 40 per cent tax bracket that translates into a tax 
savings of $1,600 and a net cost of $3,400, Uncle Sam is 
subsidizing a portion of your investment 


RELIEF FROM DRY HOLES. If all else fails and the 
drilling program is a total loss because you do not 
discover oil this is called a "dry hole". Then the dry hole 
cost is deductible from current income for tax purposes. 
Assuming you're in the 50 percent tax bracket, that loss 
will cost you only about 50 per cent of your total in¬ 
vestment 


DEPRECIATION AND THE INVESTMENT TAX 
CREDIT. In addition, an investor can claim depreciation 
and the investment tax credit on the value of the tangible 
property such as derricks, pipes and machinery. This is 
another deduction which generally amounts to between 5 
to 10 per cent of the total investment. 

The Depletion Allowance. The depletion allowance 
slashes taxes by excluding a certain percentage of oil and 
gas production income from taxes. If production is 
discovered, a certain portion of any income may be tax 
free by virtue of the depletion allowance which permits 
the deduction from gross income from Federal income 
tax purposes of either a certain percentage of the income - 
22 per cent as a result of the Tax Reduction Act of 1975 - or 
of a cost-based depletion, whichever is greater. In 
practice, the percentage depletion method almost always 
turns out to be the more lucrative. Oil and gas income is, 
therefore, sheltered For each dollar of oil and gas income 
you receive you keep 30 per cent more after taxes than 
from an equal amount of ordinary income. Special tax 
treatment is accorded here because oil and gas is being 
produced away to nothing, that is, depleted, and in theory 
the depletion allowance is supposed to allow you to recoup 
your investment before everything is exhausted. Still 
even after the initial investment is recovered tax-free 
depletion allowance income is available so long as the 
wells continue to produce. 

CAPITAL GAINS AND TAX FREE EXCHANGES. 
Capital gains can be a benefit to the investor who sells oil 
and gas properties held for more than one year. Any profit 
is treated as a long term capital gain except for certain 
reductions. This means that you pay only 25 per cent of the 
gain to the IRS versus rates up to 70 per cent on ordinary 
income. Another potential benefit to the drilling program 
investor is the tax-free exchange. After the drilling 
program is completed you may exchange your interest in 
the program for common stock in the drilling program 
management company, 

SOME YELLOW LIGHTS AND PAYING THE PIPER - 
EVENTUALLY. Into this field of sheikdoms and kings 
have come the tax reformers. And so the tax benefits of oil 
and gas programs have been impaired slightly. I am 
referring, of course, to the "atrisk" limitations of the Tax 
Reform Act and the affects of the minimum and 
maximum tax provisions. These concepts can have a 
dampening affect on an investor’s enthusiasm. In ad¬ 
dition, an oil and gas drilling program tax shelter should 
be seen as a form of legal tax deferral and tax preference. 
This is not tax evasion in any sense of the word. Quite 
simply you strike a bargain with the tax collector who is 
not altogether unhappy about granting you a grace period 
for the payment of your taxes. He knows that your day of 
reckoning will come sooner or later. 


SELECTING THE "RIGHT' DRILLING PROGRAM. 
How can you get the "right" drilling program? Basically 
there is no one right, best answer because, like other 
forms of investment, risk and reward plays an active role 
here. There are no sure things, except that no one can 
predict the success of a program at the outset For this 
reason you must take the conservative approach by 
considering that a drilling program is a high risk, illiquid 
investment and by being prepared to lose it alt should 
that eventuality occur. With those coveats in mind, here 
are the things I’d look for: 

1. The investor should meet stringent suitability 
standards, including having substantial assets, say, 
$200,000 - $300,000 excluding home, furniture and 
automobiles; stable, high level income taxes at least in 
the 50 per cent bracket and the ability to withstand the 
psychological rigors of a high risk investment. 

2. The program should be offered only through 
reputable, high quality investment counsellors. 

3. Your legal and tax advisor should have received and 
approved all the program paperwork. 

4. The preferable legal entity is a limited partnership 
operation. 

5. The program design may either strike a balance 
between wildcat and development wells, say 25-75 or 50-50, 
or be strictly a wild cat operation. 

6. The program, if assessable, should be of the limited 
assessment type, say 20 per cent to 50 per cent. 

7. The program should be large enough to distribute 
individual risks in a pool with other investors and, the 
management company should have a substantial net 
worth, say 15 percent of the size of the program. 

8. The investors and the management company should 
have a fair and equitable way of sharing the costs and the 
income. 

9. The management company should have a consistent 
record of successful drilling programs and its 
management must be experienced and responsible and 
one that provides regular written progress reports and 
financial information. 

10, Look for the highest tax write-off and examine the tax 
implications carefully. 

Look before you jump in. If you do jump be prepared to 
invest and reinvest over no less than a three to five year 
period. Experts say that in the "average-balanced" 
program in an "average” year you can expect about 60 
percent ofali’wells to be successful. Some programs will 
do better, otners wui do worse. The promise of high 
rewards - yea, even fantastic profits for years to come, 
and tax benefits makes oil and gas an attractive in¬ 
vestment

Mrs. Reichard initiated the Career 
Internship Program sponsored by the 
Newton Public Schools and Boston 
College which would give women the 
opportunity to explore and develop 
careers in public education. 

Currently community relations 
director for Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan, Mrs. Reichard is also the 
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chairwoman of the Newton Democratic 
City Committee and the treasurer of the 
Newton Coalition for Children with 
Special Needs. 

In discussing the Library Mrs. 
Reichard said, "In many areas Newton 
can be proud of what it provides for its 
citizens, but I feel the library system 
despite the excellence of its staff and its 
services, has not been one of the city's 
major concerns. For too many years the 
city has spent far less for books than 
neighboring communities.

"As president of the Board of Library 
Trustees," Reichard continues, "one of 
my goals will be to determine whether the 
citizens of Newton have a commitment to 
a more modern library system, which I 
feel will contribute greatly to the city. 
Once the determination is made, the 
library trustees can proceed to meet the 
mandate of the people." 
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38 species of birds 
spotted in Newton 

Many feeder reports and the day-long 
participation of nine Newton birders 
resulted in a total of 38 species of birds in 
the annual Massachusetts Audubon Ix>cal 
Area Program Christmas Bird Count. 
This year's count was held in conjunction 
with the National Audubon Society's 
Greater Boston Bird Census which 
recorded 113 species. 

Red-tailed hawks were reported at 
Houghton Gardens, Wheeler Road, and in 
back of the Sidney Hill Country Club 
where four red— winged blackbirds and 
two common grackles were also seen. A 
flock of 50 white-winged crossbills was 
observed in Edmands Park and was seen 
later in back of the old Newton Cemetery 
on Centre Street. 

Pine siskins were reported from 
various areas throughout the city, and a 
rufous-sided towhee was observed at a 
feeder in West Newton Them was a 
kingfisher at the ponds in front of Newton 
City Hall, a kestrel was seen at Wheeler 
Road, and a fish crow was reported in 
Newton Centre. 

Forty-one cardinals were reported, as 
well as five ring— billed gulls, 89 gold¬ 
finch, 22 purple finch, 22 house finch, 90 
dark-eyed juncos, seven mockingbirds, 
nine American robins, 70 black-capped 
chickadees, 34 titmice, 26 white-breasted 
nuthatch, two red-breasted nuthatch, 22 
downy woodpeckers, one flicker, one 
hairy woodpecker, and nine pheasant. 

During January, a great blue heron 
was seen at Bulloughs Pond, and a barred 
owl was reported in West Newton. At 
Norumbega there was a flock of snow 
buntings, and two pine grosbeaks were 
seen in Edmands Park on Jan. 15. 

The Local Area Program wishes to 
thank the many observers who helped to 
make this year's count a success.

Federally funded sterilization 
topic of HEW public hearing 


A public hearing on proposed rules 
governing federally funded sterilization 
will be held in Room 200L, JFK Federal 
Building, Government Center, Boston, 
Feb. 10 from 10 a.m. to 7 p m. 

The Boston hearing, one of 10 being 
held nationwide, is under the auspices of 
Region I, Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare and. will be 
conducted by Edward Montminy. acting 
regional health administrator. 

Tho proposed regulations w»re issued 
by HFW Secretary Joseph Cailfanc Dec, 
13. The purpose of the hearing Ls to solicit 
views, experiences, case histories, 
research or studies relating to 
sterilization abuse. 

The major Issues to be discussed in¬ 
clude: 

1. The appropriatene-.r of downing 
sterilization in the proposed rules as "any 
medical procedure or opersaon for the 
purpose of rendering an individual 
permanently Incapable o reproducing.” 

2. The appropriateness of prohibiting 
federal funding where hysterectomy is 
used solely as a method of family plan¬ 
ning. In particular, comments are 
solicited on whether there are cir¬ 
cumstances when hysterectomy is 
generally considered the appropriate 
method of sterilization. 

3. The appropriateness of a 30-day 
waiting period. 

4. The effectiveness of the consent 
procedures contained ui the proposed 
rules for assuring that .lie patient un¬ 
derstands the nature anu consequences of 
sterilization and voluntarily consents to 
its performance. 

5. The appropriateness o' sstablLshing 
21 as the minimum age for federally 
funded sterilizations. 

6. appropriateness of pruhihiting 
federal funding of sterilizations for any 
person mentally incompetent under law 
or in fact without regard .o their capacity 
to give informed consent to the 
sterilization. 

7. The appropriateness oi Finding 
sterilizations of people who Me mentally 
incompetent but who, nevertheless, have 
the capacity to understand the nature and 
consequences of sterilization and to 
consent voluntarily to its performance. 

8. The effectiveness of procedures in 
the proposed rules assigned to ensure 
that mental incompetents are not 
sterilized without their informed consent. 

9. The appropriateness of prohibiting 
Federal funding of sterilizations ot 
mental incompetents incapable of giving 
informed consent to be sterilized Th; 
appropriateness of emending special 
procedures to the «u -ilization of in¬ 
stitutionalized people 

11. The extent to which the proposed 
rules taken as a whole aehiev* the twin 
objectives of (1) perir'tung access to 
sterilizations and i2) controllinq 
sterilization abuse, 

12. The appropriateness and ef¬ 
fectiveness of requiung that for all 
federally funded hysterectomies the 


patient must be informed that the 
hysterectomy will render her per¬ 
manently incapable of reproducing.

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

PHILODENDRONS — There are some valid reasons 
why the philodendron has become the most popular 
foliage plant grown today. First, they are easy to grow, 
have few insects or disease pests and they’re attractive. 

The three popular types include the climber or vine type 
such as the "heartleaf" or cordatum. Also the long-leaved 
type that is trained on a slab or totem pole. The Swiss 
Cheese plant or Monstera (not really a true philodendron) 
is a good example and then there are self-heading types 
such as P. selloum. 

Care for all philodendrons is just about the same. Give 
them a loose, well drained mixture of soil, such as 1 part 
each of sand, peat and loam, with perlite or vermiculite 
added. Keep the soil slightly moist at all times, never 
soggy and never bone dry. They all like good drainage and 
an occasional misting of foliage, especially in dry rooms. 

Since they grow in jungles, they prefer indirect light. 
Direct sun can cause leaves to scorch or even turn yellow. 
Start new plants from tip and leaf bud cuttings rooted in 
perlite, vermiculite or plain tap water. 

Weak, yellowish foliage can be due to excess sunlight, 
poor drainage or a lack of nitrogen. Leaves that turn 
brown around the edges and tips usually have an excess of 
fertilizer, dry air, or dry soil. If your Swiss cheese plant 
doesn't produce holes, move the plant to a brighter 
window or make sure the soil doesn't get too dry. 

MOLES AGAIN: Winter’s a strange time to be talking 
about moles in the lawn, but we’re getting many letters 
asking what can be done to stop them. Actually, they do 
little damage, except to burrow. Mice are the villains and 
they are often found in ruways, even when snow is on the 
ground. 

There are mole baits on the market, but one cure that's 
simple is to put a few castor bean seeds in the runways in 
sjring. Castor beans are poisonous and it puts a stop to 
moles. Keep the seed away from children. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: "Our African Violets have 
white mealybugs on them. Is there a safe spray to get rid 
of them?" , .. . 

Ans: Most sprays are ineffective against this pest. Try 
dipping a cotton-tipped toothpick in rubbing alcohol and 
swabbing off the pests. Don't get any on the foliage as it 
may burn it or the stem You can also try using the alcohol 
on scale insects.

Psychiatric Terror: How Soviet 
Psychiatry In Used to Suppress Dissent. 

Basic Books, Inc., 510 pp., 1977. $12.95. 

In an age of political dissent, no more 
worthy dissenters exist than those In the 
Soviet Union, protesting the violation of 
human rights. Yet a sickening 
phenomenon has developed which 
deserves the attention the world. 

There is ample evidence that 
psychiatry in the Soviet Union is used 
systematically to suppress dissent. 
Healthy and sane persons are interned in 
psychiatric hospitals for various periods 
because of their political or religious 
views, expressed or unexpressed, ac¬ 
tivities such as distributing leaflets or 
participating in demonstrations of 
protest, or requests to emigrate. 

"Psychiatric Terror" is an almost 
encyclopedic source of up-to-date and 
extremely reliable information on these 
practices. 

The authors are eminently equipped to 
tell this story; Bloch a lecturer in 
psychiatry at Oxford, England, and 
Reddaway a political specialist in 
Russian affairs in London. They have 
documented in the words of the 
"patients” hundreds of cases in which 
Soviet citizens have been arrested by the 
KGB and forced into residency in mental 
hospitals' some for weeks, some for 
years. 

There are two methods of commitment 
of a dissident -.criminal commitment or 
civil commitment. Criminal commitment 
is carried out under the law (Code of 
Criminal Procedure) by declaration that 
the person has committed socially 
dangerous acts and is considered men¬ 
tally ill because of it. 

Civil commitment is carried out under 
the 1961 instructions "Directives on the 
Immediate Hospitalization of Mentally- 
111 Persons Who Are a Social Danger." 
There are two types of hospitals in which 
such enforced internment takes place - 
the ordinary psychiatric hospital and the 
special psychiatric hospital. 

"Treatment" in the ordinary 
psychiatric hospitals is generally less 
severe and punitive than the special ones, 
which until recent years had been 
hospitals for the criminally insane. 

Drugs are used in the treatment of 
dissidents, most often the well-known 
tranquilizers Thorazine and Haldol, 
known in the Soviet Union as Aminazin 
and Haloperidol respectively. Side effects 
are ignored and often large dosages 
(which can have adverse effects on the 
brain) are given to those who engage in 
hunger-strikes, the dissidents' only 
weapon against their incarceration. 

The much publicized case of Zhores 
Medvedev, the biologist of international 
repute, who was forcibly held in a 
psychiatric hospital for 19 days because 
of dissident activities, is reviewed here. 

“A Case of Madness" by Zhores and 
Roy Medvedev was published in the West 
and describes in painstaking detail his 
ordeal. The amount of protest within the 
Soviet Union as well as in the Western 
hemisphere brought about his release. 

Provisions are made for dissidents to 
be interviewed and diagnosed by one to 
four or more psychiatrists. It is made 
clear in these interviews (several of 
which are recorded in tikis book in an 


appendix) that their political views are 
the reasons for their commitnfent and 
recantations are desirable release. 

Often the diagnosis is schizophrenia; at 
times it has been documented to be 
"schizophrenia with no visible symp¬ 
toms.” 

The names of actual people involved in 
this horrifying abuse of Soviet 
psychiatry, both the dissenters and the 
psychiatrists and officials, are given in 
this meticulously documented book. For 
those courageous enough to continue 
their dissent, in the Soviet Union and for 
those who protest this practice in the 
West, this expose' will be invaluable.

Review 

‘Deathtrap' 
a grabber

When was the last time you went to a 
play and the audience screamed with 
fright and jumped an inch or two out of 
their seats? This startling occurrence 
happens more than once when you see 
"Deathtrap." 

Sidney Bruhl is a playwright who hasn't 
had a hit in 18 years. Flops have 
diminished his self-esteem, but not his 
name to the public. He regularly gives 
piaywrighting seminars. A student who 
had attended one of his recent seminars, 
Clifford Anderson, has sent Sidney a copy 
of a play he has finished, hoping to benfit 
from his mentor’s criticisms. When 
Sidney reads the play, entitled 
"Deathtrap," he recognizes the im¬ 
mediate smash that has eluded him in 
recent years. His wife, Myra, realizes his 
frustration. He would give anything to 
have been the author of the play. But 
would he kill for it? more 

Author Ira Levin has written a thriller. 
"Deathtrap" is explosive. His web is 
woven finely, enticing all who come near. 
His characters are crystal clear, with a 
psychic thrown in among them for spice. 

Director Robert Moore orchestrates his 
players magnificently and builds the 
suspense to a shrieking climax. John 
Wood, last seen in Boston in "travesties," 
plays Sidney with pinpoint accuracy. His 
character’s moods flow smoothly’ the 
consistency being a slight comic touch. _ 
Victor Garber plays the fair-haried 
Clifford with a strange blend of gen¬ 
tleness and strength, both necessary for 
the role. Marian Seldes plays the con¬ 
cerned wife, Myra. 

Plaudits go to Marian Winters as the 
amusing but mystifying neighborhood 
psychic, Helga ten Dorp. Sidney’s 
lawyer, Porter Milgrim is played by 
Richard Woods. Both the lighting and 
scenery is excellent. Marc B. Weiss' 
lighting is integral to the atmosphere, 
and his sunlight through the windows is 
remarkable. The Bruhls’ Westport, 
Conn., home is finely set up by William 
Ritman, whose delicate details include 
autumn leaves visible through the front 
door.

Lion hoopsters tied for first place

Last week the Newton South IJons won 
3 games, raising their record to 8-2. Since 
all 3 were Dual County, League games, it 
means that the IJons are 6-1 in the league 
and now in first place. 

Here's how they got there: 

Last Tuesday, Jan. 24, the Lions took on 
the Wayland Warriors at Newton South. 
Wayland, led by Tim Oshea the leading 
scorer in the Dual County league, came 
into the game with a 5-4 overall record, 
and 3-2 in Dual County league. 

Coach Walker went with a starting 
lineup of Peter Baumerg and Pete 
Balcanoff at guards, Dave Parness and 
Peter Felopolous at forwards and Cap¬ 
tain St. Taylor at center. 

The first quarter belonged to the Lions, 
Dave Parness in particular Dave had a 
spectacular quarter as he dominated play 
scoring 12 of the Lions 21 points in the 
quarter, all coming on long jump shots. 

The key to the Lion's victory was the 
string of 17 unanswered points early in 
the first quarter to put South ahead for 
good. 

The Lions also played great defense In 
the quarter as they held Wayland to only 8 
points. Peter Baundberg played ex¬ 
ceptionally well in the quarter as he had 4 
assists and 2 points while holding Tim 
Oshea to only 2 points. 


The second quarter went a little better 
for Wayland as they outscored South 13- 
12, making the score at halftime 33-21 
Lions. For the Lions in the quarter Pete 
Felopolous and Stu Taylor each had five 
points accounting for 10 of the teams 11. 

In the second half Stu Taylor and Tim 
Oshea both put on a scoring show. Oshea 
scored 16 points in the second half to wind 
up with 29. Not to be outdone Taylor 
poured in 17 points to wind up with 25. In 
the second half Wayland outscored the 
I-ions, but by only 1 point, 42-41, making 
the final score 74-63 Lions. 

Although Oshea had 29 points, it doesn't 
reflect how well Peter Baumberg played. 
Oshea attempted 30 shots so naturally he 
was going to score, but the fact that 
Peter held him to 2 in the first quarter 
enabled South to pull away. Also Peter 
scored 10 points in the game (a personal 
high for him). Dave Parness and Pete 
Felopolous played probably their best 
games of the year. Dave had 18 points (12 
in the first quarter) on 7-10 shooting from 
the floor and 4-4 from the free throw line, 
and Peter had 15 points also on 7-10 
shooting and he had 5 rebounds. 

BEAT ACTON 56-47 

On Thursday Ihe Lions traveled to 
Acton to take on the Acton-Boxboro 
Colonials. Acton come into the game with 
a 4-1 Dual County League record, the 


same as the Lions', so this game meant 
first place for the winner. 

The first quarter went well for the 
I-ions; balanced scoring helped produce 
15 points while their defense held Acton to 
10. Due to the importance of the game 
both teams played very cautiously 
throughout the quarter. 

In the second quarter Acton did a little 
better as they scored 16 points, with Mike 
Schmid getting 8. But the Lions scored 18 
points in the quarter with Dave Parmess 
tallying 9 of them, thus making he score 
at the half 33-26 in favor of the Lions. 

The third quarter again went in favor of 
the I Jons as they outscored Acton 14-11. 
Stu Taylor got 8 of the 14 for the Lions. So 
at the end of 3 quarters it was South up by 
10, 47-37, with only 8 minutes separating 
them from first place. 

Throughout the fourth quarter the 
Lions maintained their comfortable lead 
which was never less than 8, although 
they were outscored in the quarter 10-9, 
making the final score 56-47 lions. Stu 
Taylor nailed the coffin shut on Acton late 
in the fourth quarter when he grabbed an 
offensive rebound, leaped up above 
everyone and stuffed the ball, completely 
sending the small contingent of South 
fans into a frenzy. 

When we first arrived at the Acton 
gymnasium everyone took notice of the

They had put in an extra-hard week of 
practice in an effort to reduce the 
minimal difference between the two 
teams, so when Jan. 14 came, they were 
raring to go. It was quite probable that 
the delay took the team's physical and 
mental edge off, as they were unable to 
practice on that Friday or Saturday due 
to tlie weather. However, when the Lions 
arrived to meet Acton, they knew that it 
would be close and it was. 

Things started off badly for South as 
Co-captain Eddie Koning was beaten on 
the last lap of the mile. While Eddie ran 
his best time (4:37.2 - a new school 
record), his opponent ran better, beating 
Eddie by one second. The next two races, 
Ithe 40 and the 300, saw Newton South lose 
by one-tenth of a second - a trend that 
held for the whole meet. 

Fred Hochberger ran a 4.9 in the 40, but 
was edged out of first by an Acton time of 
4.8. In the 300. Stan Samkange and Acton 
runner A. Scribner were given identical 
times of 35.9, with Scribner just beating 
Samkange by inches. Newton's Mark 
Kong was also edged Out of third place by 
only a few tenths of a second. 

One of a few bright moments for South 
was the 600. Joe Seeley won with an 
impressive 1:19.2, and Co-captain Steve 
Shulman placed third. The 1000 was 
another frustrating race as Jay Broadnax 
and Bobby Daniels went from first and 
third places to second and fourth places. 
Broadnax by three-tenths of a second and 
Daniels by one-tenth. Steve Hall tied for 
first in the 45 yd. hurdles but that was all 
South could get from there and Acton won 
both the high jump and the two-mile with 
ease. Earker, Newton South’s John Fork 
had thrown the shot 47' 3V to win the 
shot put and give himself the best toss in 
the league this year. 


With the meet already lost, South's 
mile relay team turned in a school- 
record-setting performance of 3:49.1, 
with Joe Seeley breaking 56 seconds on 
his quarter mile. When the results were 
tallied, South had lost the meet by a score 
of 49-37, or as Coach Entherland put it, 
"by about a foot and a half." 

The Concord meet on Jan. 28 
(rescheduled from Jan. 21) was a totally 
different matter however, Concord- 
Carlisle has been a league power for 
many years in track and field, but this 
year the dynasty is over. 

Newton South was the only school in the 
Dual County League to lose so many 
school days to the storm (and thus days of 
full team practice) but it didn't seem to 
hurt, as South won every event and took 
second in all but one (where they took 
third). 

Dave Arons gave South a lead they 
never lost by winning the mile and 
sophomore Jeff Nottonson turned in an 
encouraging performance as he placed 
third. From then on it was a procession of 
Newton South firsts and seconds as Fred 
Hochberger and Greg Jackson ran 1-2 in 
the 46. Marc Rubin and Mark King did 
likewise in the 300, Mike Westerkamp and 
Kevin Richardson did the same in the 
high jump, and John Forti and Mark 
Kase did the same in the shot put. 

The 600 was the one event that South 
swept and all three runners who placed 
turned in glittering performances. Co- 
Capt. Steve Shulman won with an im¬ 
pressive 1:22.8, Jon Frasier, after much 
hard work this year, took second with a 
1:23.0 after setting the fast pace, and 
Kevin Richardson came cruising out of 
fourth to give South the sweep with a time 
of 1:23.7. All three runners ran their best 
times ever. 

South continued its dominance as Steve 
Hall won the hurdles and Jim Shulman 
tied for second. In the mile relay, the 
South team of Jon Frasier, Steve 
Shulman, Steve Hall and Mike Goldsren, 
easily beat the Concord team, turning in a 
tune of 3:50.0. The final score, Newton 
South conquered Concord 75-11. 

All eyes now turn to the Newton South - 
Weston meet on Feb. 4. This is an im¬ 
portant meet and will be close. Everyone 
is uivited to come watch at the Wayland 
field house at 11:30 a.m. Come and be 
impressed.

Although no official word has come 
from the Rams' organization or Allen, the 
former Washington Redskins’ hehd coach 
met Tuesday night with Rams' owner 
Carroll Rosenbloom and club sources 
said the decision was finalized at the 
session. 

The Los Angeles Times said Allen was 
named coach of the Rams and official 
word of the decision would come at a 
press conference today in a hotel near the 
Bel-Air home of Rosenbloom. 

Allen has been in the running for the 


Rams' post since Jan. 19, when Chuck 
Knox resigned to coach the Buffalo Bills.

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Lead poisoning nearly an epidemic 


Five-year-old Mike Mason begins every 
day with a romp on his shiny new tricycle 
around the spacious yard of his parent’s 
house. Afterwards his day might be spent 
climbing trees, playing on the tree swing 
his dad constructed, or Mike might even 
pretend to be a little detective by 
enquiring into each of the little nooks and 
crannys that his environment provides. 
When he is left to play alone, he 
sometimes nibbles on the little paint 
chips that are falling from the eves of his 
house. His dad keeps 

is going to scrape off those old coats of 
saying that he paint and put on a new 
coat, but it can wait until after the car has 
a tune-up and the grass in the front yard 
is fertilized and .. 

Across town four-year-old Sara Callum 
doesn't have a yard to play in. Her old 
tenement building is surrounded by 
asphalt parking lots and mammoth-sized 
dumpsters. Her mother wants Sara to 
stay away from, the cars, so she keeps 
Sara inside to piay. Sara makes the best 
of it; she pulls sheets together to make a 
little tent and sits underneath telling 
stories to her little stuffed animals. She 
also nibbles on the paint chips that arc 
falling from the decaying paint on the 
ceiling in the corner of her room. 

While these two children live 10 miles 
apart, they both await a similar fate. 
Their parents don’t realize it yet, but 
Michael and Sara are becoming victims 
of lead poisoning, a chronic intoxication 
that can lead to mental retardation, 
cerebral palsy, and other severe brain 
damage, blindness, kidney diseases, 
convulsive disorders and even death. 

The notion that lead paint poisoning 
afflicts only children living in the ghetto 
is fallacious. A study of more than 6,000 
children in fourteen Illinois cities of in¬ 
termediate size (10,000 to 150,000 persons) 
revealed that 18.6 percent of them carried 
high livels of lead in their blood. (300 
micrograms constitutes the daily per¬ 
missible intake from food and all other 
sources.) The Illinois researchers con¬ 
cluded that lead poisoning among 
children is not confined to he ghetto but 
also,"... occurs with alarming frequency 
in smaller cl mmunities." 

Children hit 

Who is most vulnerable to lead paint 
poisoning? Children. This is because of 
how the disease strikes. Lead is tem¬ 
porarily stored in the bone marrow in 
children’s bodies and is released into a 
child's blood stream during normal 
growth spurts. The disease begins by 
attacking the soft human tissues of the 
body and especially the child's brain. 
Children between the ages of one and six 
are particularly prone to suffering the 
severe effects of lead poisoning because 
their tissues are still in the develop¬ 
mental stages. 

Excessive amounts of lead can enter 
the body from inhaling lead fumes, from 
mobile engines, from inhaling fumes 
produced by burning off old lead paint, 
and from drinking acidic fluids like fruit 
juices or hot drinks from earthenware 
with improperly fired glazes; but for all 
practical purposes lead poisoning in 
children is produced when children eat 
lead paint from wookwork, or painted or 
plastered walls. Those who bear the 
greatest risk of developing lead poisoning 
are young children usually between the 
ages of one and three, just after they have 
begun to get around by crawling or 
walking and when they still explore 
things by putting them in their mouths. It 
is not simply pica (the ingestion of non¬ 
edible items) which provides for the 
incidence of lead poisoning in children; 
paint containing lead, has a somewhat 
sweet taste that is attractive to many 
children. 

Michael and Sara are not alone m that 
they have contracted lead paint 


poisoning. Nearly half a million 
American children from every walk of 
life will undergo treatment for some 
degree of lead poisoning this year, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. surgeon general. Of 
that number, 200 will die. 800 will be 
permanently impaired or maimed, and 
another 32,000 will suffer moderate to 
severe brain damage. 

I>ead paint poisoning has the propensity 
to affect a great many more children. An 
estimated 2.5 million children in the 
United States live in old. dilapidated 
housing that may contain hazardous 
amounts of lead. Mass screening 
programs conducted in the high risk 
areas of seven cities have shown that 20 to 
40 percent of the children tested had 
excessive amounts of lead in their blood. 
For the nation as a whole, it is estimated 
that 25 percent of the children at risk 
(about 600,000 altogether) have 
significantly elevated blood lead levels. 
Of these, 50,000 to 125,000 are likely to be 
in urgent need of medical treatment. For 
every child treated for lead poisoning, 
there are approximately 25 others who 
are suffering from the ailment but go 
untreated. In the city of Boston alone, 
43,000 children run the risk of developing 
lead poisoning. 

Tragically, lead paint poisoning is 
frequently either misdiagnosed or 
diagnosed too late. This is because the 
symptoms for lead poisoning are 
sometimes not even evident. When they 
are displayed, the symptoms would in¬ 
clude listlessness, irritability, loss of 
appetite, stomachache and-or vomiting. 
These symptoms, as any parent may well 
understand, bear all the earmarks of 
simple inter-current-diseases— influenza 
is a prime example. The result of waiting 
to test and treat a child until symptoms 
are displayed can carry catastrophic 
consequence for the child. If a child is 
admitted to the hospital while displaying 
the symptoms requiring extensive 
treatment, the lead in the child’s body 
can be removed but any damage already 
caused by lead poisoning is irreversible. 
If a child with lead poisoning is not 
diagnosed and treated until he or she has 
obvious symptoms, the child, if he or she 
survives, will have a one in three chance 
of having permanent brain damage. 

Not new 

Lead poisoning is by no means a new 
phenomenon. The toxic effects of lead 
were described as early as 200 BC by 
Nicander, the Greek poet-physician. 
During this time leas was used ex¬ 
tensively to line the containers used for 
producing and storing both wine and 
cider. Indeed, lead was used to glaze the 
inside of cider vats until well into the 18th 
Century and was the attributable casue of 
the Devonshire colic in England, ac¬ 
cording to the scientist, Sir George 
Baker, During Colonial American times 
lead was used extensively in many 
products. Pewter plates contained high 
amounts of lead. Lead used in the 
production of cider presses was leeched 
into the cider. Lead was used to line 
water storage units and people frequently 
displayed symptoms of "Dry Bellyach" 
(lead poisoning in actuality). 

During the 19th Century and early 20th 
Century, the technological explosion of 
lead in paint dictated that no matter 
where one turned, one was constantly 
presented with the use of lead in the 
environment. Lead was used in the paint 
to coat walls, woodwork, windowsills, 
porch railings, furniture, playpens and 
cribs. Lead Chromate was used as a 
coloring for food. Toys were made of lead 
and decorated with lead paint. Even 
during this time the correlation between 
lead in the environment and lead 
poisoning was being researched, as is 
indicated by the records of several 
Australian scientists of the 1890s. Here in 


the United States, clinicians began 
seriously investigating the correlation of 
lead paint and the possibility of lead 
poisoning in the 1920s and 1930s. 

However, it was not until the 1960s, 
when cities such as Chicago, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New York and other large 
metropolitan areas conducted screening 
programs and discovered large numbers 
of lead-poinsoned children, that the 
impetus for federal and local statutes to 
limit and prohibit the use of lead paont 
emerged. In 1971, Congress passed the 
Lead-Based Paint Poisoning Act, with an 
authorized appropriation of $30 million 
for a grealty expanded attack on the 
problem. The federal government has 
enacted legislation and appropriated 
funds to curb the use of lead paint and has 
even channeled monies into urban lead 
paint poisoning prevention programs. 
Various state legislatures have also 
begun to move in the direction of 
developing programs to both prevent, 
and to assist the victims of, this man¬ 
made disease. In 1971, the Massachusetts 


Legislature passed "An Act Providing for 
a Comprehensive Program of I.ead Paint 
Poisoning Prevention and Control." The 
law provided for the establishment of the 
State I-ead Paint Poisoning Prevention 
Program to stop further use of lead-based 
paint in Massachusetts, to remove 
present sources from homes and the 
marketplace, and to systematically 
screen children and inspect housing. 

The Job of screening and inspecting is 
tremendous in scope considering that 
over 80 percent of the homes in 
Massachusetts contain lead-based paint! 

Test Is simple 

The most efficient method for testing 
children for lead poisoning is a simple 
finger-prick blood test. Since, as has 
already been stated, children are the 
most affected group and are most 
vulnerable to lead paint poisoning, every 
child between the ages of one and six 
should have a finger-prick blood test at 
least once a year. If you take your child to 
a general practicioner, or to pediatrician, 
the lead poison blood test should be an 
integral part of the examination. Blood 


Administration scores 
victory on canal treaties 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
leadership has handed the administration 
a major victory by getting the Panama 
Canal treaties out of committee and onto 
the Senate floor with recommendations 
for only a few key changes. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee 
called a meeting today to hear former 
Defense Secretary William Clements, 
former chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Adm. Thomas Moorer, and other 
officers on military aspects of the canal. 

But while that panel’s recommendation 
would be helpful to the ratification vote, it 
is not required in the normal legislative 
process 

The administration had adopted a low 
profile, and neither the White House nor 
State Department commented on the 
Foreign Relations Committee's approval 
of the two treaties Monday by two 
separate 14-1 votes. 

The "no" vote was cast by Sen. Robert 
Griffin, R-Mich. 

Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., returning 
from a visit to Panamanian leader Omar 
Torrijos, reported Monday that Panama 
found the changes on U.S. defense rights, 
recommended by the committee, “totally 
acceptable." 

"They feel those changes are perfectly 
acceptable as far as their substance goes, 
and now in the new way that has been 
done by the Foreign~R'Unffl5hs Com¬ 
mittee, totally acceptable as to form," 
Cranston said. 

There was a minor flap early Monday 
when the committee met for its final 
votes. Panamanian negotiators told the 
United States it objected to the com¬ 
mittee’s original way of clarifying U.S 
defense rights 

So, to accomodate Panama, the 
committee revised the language. 

Instead of incorporating the full text of 
the Oct. 14 understanding between Presi¬ 
dent Carter and Torrijos as a single new 
provision in the neutrality treaty, the 
panel broke the accord into two parts and 
inserted it under Article 4 and Article 6. 

The Carter-Torrijos memo said the 
United States could defend the canal after 
the year 2000, that U.S. warships could 


"go to the head of the line" in times of 
war, and that the United States would not 
interfere in the internal affairs of 
Panama. 

Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., a deter¬ 
mined treaty critic, had introduced 
similar amendments last fall and was 
criticized at that time as "ob¬ 
structionist.” 

A Dole aide said the senator felt he had 
won a "victory of sorts.” Dole still plans 
to propose amendments for retaining a 
U.S. military base in Panama after 2000, 
and other changes Panama has indicated 
are unacceptable. 

Democratic leader Robert Byrd, 
nevertheless, said he was “increasingly 
optimistic” about the chances of the 
Senate ratifying the treaties. Sen. Jacob 
Javits, R-N.Y., said the treaties have a 
"better than even chance" of passing, 

Cranston offered reporters his latest 
Senate headcount: 62 for the treaties, 28 
against, and 10 undecided. 

Broken track 
caused Vt. wreck 

ST. ALBANS, Vt. (UPI) - A broken 
section of track caused the derailment of 
23 railway cars, some carrying 
dangerous propane gas, in Colchester 
Thursday, the St. Albans Daily 
Messenger has reported. 

The newspaper Monday quoted 
unidentified sources as saying a welded 
40-foot section of track at the Farnsworth 
Road Crossing broke, derailing part of 
the Central Vermont Railway freight 
train. | 

The .newspaper's sources also said 
officials on a southboundJAmtrak train 
from Montreal heard um ( * ual noises as 
they passed over the crossing earlier 
Thursday evening. 

Central Vermont Railway Vice 
President Philip Larsen refused com¬ 
ment on the report. 

Meanwhile, life returned to normal 
near the rail crossing Monday, as the last 
of the 15 families returned home after 
having been evacuated since Thursday 
because three of the overturned cars 
contained dangerous propane gas.

The desease, lead poisoning, can only 
be eliminated by removing lead from our 
environment. This can be achieved only 
through aggressive legislation and a 
continuous concerted drive to wipe out 
lead poisoning at its source. Lead in our 
paint is the primary' source of lead 
poisoning and recognizing the danger of 
lead paint in housing is to be considered 
the first step in moving toward if your 
child is being a lead-free environment.

In Massachusetts, there are several 
programs designed to stop the further use 
of lead based paints and to remove 
present sources of the hazardous sub¬ 
stance. The Commonwealth's Childhood 
Lead Poisoning-Prevention Program and 
the Boston Environment Health 
Improvement Program (BEHIP), are 
two such agencies who are making a 
concerted effort to remove lead from the 
environment and to screen children for 
lead poisoning. The success of these two 
programs can be very limited unless the 
general population is made acutely 
aware of this heinous problem. 


Funds short 

Unfortunately, another problem looms 
large on the horizon for the complete 
eradication of lead poisoning. Funding 
and labor shortages put limitations on the 
scope and speed needed for going directly 
to the source of the problem: peeling and 
chipping lead paint. It is not enough to 
treat those children who are already lead 
poisoned. If the lead paint is not removed, 
children will continue to run the risk of 
being poisoned and repoisoned. 

But with limited funding it is important 
for parents to take the initiative in 
fighting lead poisoning. Therefore, 
defensive measures must be employed to 
deal with problem. A single child need 
never die of lead poisoning, if every 
parent took their child for a free blood 
test at a neighborhood health center at 
least once every six months. Since lead 
poisoning is usually evidenced only 
through a protracted period (three-six 
months) of ingesting lead based pasint, a 
blood test is one very important method 
for diagnosing your child early and 
thereby avoiding the serious con¬ 
sequences of lead poisoning. 

It should be emphasized that this 
simple blood test is very effective in 
identifying the victims of this preven¬ 
table disease. Lead poisoning can only be 
trully eliminated of lead paint is removed 
from our environment. For information 
on deleading of homes and testing for 
lead poisoning, call the Boston 
Environmental health Improvement 
Program (Department of Health and 
Hospitals) at 424-5410.

Steen drawings relate 
objects in their spaces 


Drawings by Barbara Steen can be 
seen in a one-woman show in the Newton 
Free Library gallery, 414 Centre St., 
Newton Corner, through Feb. 27.

By Monday the snow will not be only a 
memory, but the emergency will be 
under control. 

City officials estimate that all streets 
may not be opened up until then, and 
after that cleanup operation8s will be 
going on for a long time. 

Thursday night Mayor Theodore Mann 
said all streets should be plowed within 72 
hours. 

By Friday of this week Newton was 
almost functioning again after the most 
devastating storm in the city's history, 
which left 36 inches of snow. 

Public works employees were able to 
keep up with the snow during the fj,rst 12 
hours of the blizzard, which began early 
Monday afternoon. A snow emergency 
was called at about 2 p.m. and was still in 
effect Friday. 


But by early Tuesday morning the 50 
mph winds had obliterated all traces of 
earlier plowing with snowdrifts that in 
some places reached a height of 10 feet. 

Emergency services kept going, 
however slowly, during the week, but 
plowing, digging and shoveling out the 
city's 88,000 residents at times came to a 
standstill before warm weather and 
sunshine Wednesday helped both spirits 
and equipment take up the task again. 

During most of the 36-hour storm, the 
Public Works Department had about 100 
pieces of city-owned and contractors' 
equipment on the streets. 

An innovation in snowfighting 
technique was the use of sidewalks plows 
after the snow stopped to carve narrow 
paths down the center of unplowed streets 
so that residents could walk out to stores. 

National Guard personnel were greatly 
in evidence by Thursday, enforcing the 


governor's ban on nonessential vehicular 
traffic. 

Mayor Theodore Mann commented on 
a program on radio station WNTN that he 
was disappointed with equipment 
provided the city by the National Guard, 
which, the mayor said, consisted of "one 
scraper." 

Until midday Tuesday, available public 
works equipment was put at the call of 
the Fire and Police departments, which 
needed constant assistance in answering 
emergency calls and carrying out am¬ 
bulance service. 

A call to locate and transport a diabetic 
man from Wells Avenue, Newton Centre, 
took police and public works personnel 
more than three hours to resolve because 
Dedham, Winchester and Nahanton 
streets were impassable. Two large 
pieces of snowfighting equipment were 
called to break the way and escort the 


ambulance to the scene. 

Police cruisers were stuck all over the 
city and needed public works equipment 
to get them out. 

According to Mayor Mann, during the 
worst of the crisis, a front-end loader and 
a snowplow Were assigned to stay at each 
of the city's seven fire stations to make 
sure apparatus could reach the scene of a 
fire. The equipment will continue to stay 
at the stations at night until no longer 
needed. 

Residents of Mechanic Street, Upper 
Falls, cleared their street themselves to 
assure safe and fast access to a nursing 
home there. 

While most residents took the disaster 
with as good grace as possible, some 
critics of the city's snow-control efforts 
are charging that Newton does not pay 
enough to private contractors and 
therefore does not get the best and most 


suitable equipment. 

Mayor Mann responded to these 
complaints by saying that the city's 
hourly rates for hired contractors' 
equipment is "competitive" with rates 
paid by other communities. 

Criticism has also been leveled by some 
citizens and aldermen about the plan or 
lack of plan for getting the city plowed. 

Even before the recent snow, the 
aldermanic Public Facilities Committee 
had scheduled a "public meeting" on 
policies and procedures for snow 
removal. 

That meeting will be held on Wed¬ 
nesday, Feb. 15, at 7:45 p.m, at City Hall. 

To some observers, during the storm 
there appeared to be the first real 
evidence of a plowing schedule that is 
being adhered to. Previously, the 
response of the Public Works Department 
often has 


seemed less organized, with equipment 
being dispatched 

here and there to appease the people 
who nagged the most. The Public Works 
Department is now being run 
by Acting Director Charles Thomas, 
who took over after the firing of 
Gene I-arson in December. Thomas is 
director of the Department of Planning 
and Devel 

opment. The cost of the storm cannot be 
calculated yet' but will 
run into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, maybe 

more than $1 million. At a meeting 
Tuesday night, the Board of Aldermen 
voted 

an emergency appropriation of 
1200,000. Schools are not expected to 
reopen before next Wednesday. 


What NOT to do 

Don't panic: There is help 
available for every contingency 
through the Newton police, the 
Department of Human Services, or 
the Civil Defense office. 

Snow clearing: Do not throw or 
plow snow into the street from a 
sidewalk or driveway. To do so is a 
violation of the law. 

Fireplace*: Do not leave fires 
unattended. Don't build roaring fires 
in fireplaces. 

Driving: Public Works Com¬ 
missioner Charles Thomas says the 
biggest assistance citizens can give 
is not to drive cars this weekend,

What to do 

Fuel: If you are out of oil, call your 
regular oil company. If it is unable 
to come soon or if the street is not 
passable, call Newton police.

Elderly 
people who have no way to get food 
should call the Department of 
Human Services, 552-7170.

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Emergency vehicles get through

Newton emergency vehicles continue to 
reach persons in immediate danger of 
losing life or limb as residents help each 
other survive in the wake of the worst 
winter disaster in New England history. 

Fire engines, front-end loaders, police 
cruisers, snowmobiles, and rescue 
ambulances often all responded to calls of 
medical emergencies throughout the 
week as many of Newton side streets had 
not seen a snow plow since Monday night. 

The Newton Red Cross, the Auxiliary 
Police, and hundreds of volunteers 
delivered prescriptions and emergency 
food packages to stranded elderly and 
handicapped residents. 


Crime fortunately was minimal, 
allowing police to concentrate on medical 
emergencies, towing cars, and tran¬ 
sporting public safety personnel. 

Emergency end medical personnel 
trying to get through Newton to their 
work places were taken from one end of 
the city to another by almost any vehicle 
on the road. 

Newton police hopscotched into work in 
this manner, allowing for the department 
to keep its full deployment of personnel 
with eight-hour shifts and little overtime. 

Firefighters were stranded in their 
stations from Monday night to about 
Wednesday, as most persons were 
stranded in the homes and 
neighborhoods. 


Ambulance calls 

The Fire Department's three rescue 
ambulances handled over one hundred 
calls, about a dozen of which were for 
fingers and hands cut in snowblowers. 
Sometimes the victim was taken to the 
hospital and police went back to retrieve 
the lost finger. 

The Recreation Department furnished 
each ambulance and fire engine with a 
toboggan from the Newton Centre hut. 
These were used to carry injured persons' 
from their homes on unplowed streets to 
the ambulance. Some injured persons 
waited for ambulances at main in¬ 
tersections. 

Lt. Harold Bailey, in charge of the 


ambulance service, said many of the 
calls were for people having chest pains, 
trouble breathing, and left arm pains. 
There was also transportation for heart 
patients and kidney dialysis patients. 
Out-of-town shuttles were coordinated by 
the Red Cross and Auxiliary Police. 

About 30 people volunteered with 
snowmobiles to man fire stations 
Tuesday and Wednesday night and tried 
to accompany rescue runs. 

Three men arrested 

Three Newton Centre men were 
charged with allegedly stealing a front- 
end loader that was hired by the city to 
clean up the streets. 

At about 11 p.m. Wednesday police 


received a call from the Public Works 
Department stating some city workers 
spotted the missing J. J O'Brien machine 
cleaning a private driveway on Peach 
Tree l^ine in Newton Centre. 

The truck had been stolen from Eliot 
Street .n front of a small store at about 6 
p.m. 

Charged with larceny of a motor 
vehicle were Marc Shuman, 19, of 278 
david golant, 21, of 470 Brookline St.; 
and Andrew Hootstein, 21, of 75 
Meadowbrook Rd., all of Newton Centre. 

A 16-year-old Newton Centre juvenile

J Residents' become 'neighbors' while Newton digs out

If ever there was an occasion tc rise to, 
the blizzard of 78 was it. 

Newton residents, some still facing 24 
or more hours with unplowed streets, 
have, according to reports, responded 
gamely to the record snowstorm. 

Most appeared Friday to be obeying the 
ban on driving and making the best of a 
bad situation. Neighbors are helping each 
other, and attitudes range from a spirit of 
adventure to apprehension. 

Newton has been transformed from a 
city relying primarily on cars for tran¬ 
sportation to a city that’s relying on feet, 
skis, sl°ds and toboggans. 

Families make their ways to the 
grocery stores towing sleds, people who 
have never spoken to each other say, 
"hello,” and offer a few words of en¬ 


couragement or comment on the storm. 

A check with aldermen in each village 
of the city proved that there had been 
little in the way of complaining about 
cnplowed streets. As the emergency wore 
on Friday, the number of calls appeared 
to be on the increase, but most aldermen 
acknowledge that citizens are trying to 
cooperate. 

"It looks like the nuclear bomb fell," 
one pedestrian commented Friday 
morning, making his way down deserted 
North Street in NewtonviUe, paper under 
his arm. 

"It looks like a New Hampshire 
holiday," Aid. Ernest . Dietz of Newton 
Centre cormnented, referring to the in¬ 
credible number of skiers out shopping 
and sightseeing. 

Newton played host to a number of 
refugees from the disaster on Kt. 128. 


Several hundred made their way to the 
Marriott Hotel at Commonwealth Avenue 
off Rt. 128. An additional 200 were at the 
West Newton Armory. 

According to a Marriott spokesman, 700

Heroes of 
Blizzard 78 

We here will well remember the worst 
snow storm in recorded history that is now 
known world wide as The Blizzard of 78. 


Literally we were caught in the eye of a 
killer hurricane accompanied with snow so 
deep that it piled drifts over 14 feet high. 
Maybe higher. 

And with the two day storm came forth 
special types of heroes. Their bold, 
courageous exploits ranged from saving 
lives on the storm clogged highways of 
Routes 1 and 128 to locking in on senior 
citizens known to have no way of leaving 
their homes and apartments. 

There are thousands of such stories of 
heroism that should be credited to the peo¬ 
ple that achieved them in Dedham, 
Needham, Norwood and Westwood. Many 
of their names will be lost in the swirl of 
events that are recorded of this blizzard 
bound week . But they will never be forgot¬ 
ten ^ those to whom help was rendered. 

Certainly high on the list are those 
professional life savers who stood at the 
ready to help us all.... the firemen and 
police of our towns. And the litany of 
lifesavers includes the men who manned 
the plows as they pushed into walls of white 
stuff that was over their windshields. And 
doctors and nurses and other medics who 
worked two and three shifts in a row to 
care for the sick and the helpless. And 
some who started on Monday are still at 
their posts today.

Burr-r-r-r-r-r-r-r-r bring on the 


nukes

We may not be able to do much about the weather but 
we can learn from it. Especially regarding energy. 

The storms and cold of the past few weeks fingered the 
weaknesses in the new and exotic sources most attractive 
to persons concerned about the environment. They also 
Illustrate a flaw in the supposed ace in the hole — coal — 
and the need to push ahead with nuclear power. 

Ten days ago I was in one of the leading demonstration 
sites for solar energy, Santa Clara, Calif. The progressive 
municipal government there has pioneered in building a 
new recreation center that is both heated and air- 
conditioned by solar energy. 

When 1 visited the city, however, the sun hadn’t shone 
for three weeks. The recreation center had been obliged to 
switch off its solar plant, and go on to a conventional 
backup power source. The conventional system, 
because it was designed to merge with solar energy, was 
less efficient than a normal boiler. So, in fact, Santa Clara 
was using more energy than it would have without the 
solar installaUon. 

The day before that I was up at the Geysers, a 
geothermal source of power north of San Francisco. 
Geothermal energy comes from tapping the steam, or hot 
water, in igneous rock which has been thrust up toward 
the surface of the earth in certain areas usually near 
earthquakes and volcanos. The steam or hot water is used 
to drive turbines which in turn generate electricity. 

Geothermal, accordingly, is an almost ideal source, and 
the Geysers has been developed by the Union Oil Co. to the 
point where it supplies a considerable fraction of the 
power delivered by the Pacific Gas and Electric Co. to the 
San Francisco Bay area. 

But the weather was cold when 1 visited the Geysers. 
Steam emerging from scores of safety valves turned into 
vapor as soon as it hit the cold air. Thus apart from the 
noxious sulphurous smell, there were white plumes 
everywhere. One of the most beautiful valleys in the world 
looked like the opening scene from ‘'Macbeth." 

The trouble with coal has been evident all over the 
Middle West. In Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, West Virginia, 
parts of Pennsylvania, coal piles were soared by rain. 
Then the mercury dropped and they were frozen solid. 

In many major industrial towns — notably Cleveland 
and Pittsburg — the local utilities were unable to break 
■ out coal from the frozen pile. Sometimes when the coal 
was dug out, it turned out to be too watery for efficient 
use. Factories, schools and many other buildings, as a 
result, were shut down, and in many areas are still 
operating below par. 



At one point the American Electric Power Co., which 
services the West and is heavily dependent upon coal, had 
lost over a third of its generating power. It scraped by 
only by heavy borrowing from other systems. 

Though it is hard to tell where the extra power came 
from, not a little of it was nuclear. Commonwealth Edison 
of Illinois, which is probably the national leader in nuclear 
power, was a heavy contributor. So was New England 
Utilities in Hartford, which is also out front in the nuclear 
area. 

For nuclear power, of course, is immune to the stormy 
weather. It is also, being a relatively small user of 
manpower, not subject to the chaotic labor conditions that 
have closed down the coal mines. During the past seven 
weeks, in fact, nuclear plants around the country have 


been operating about 10 per cent above their normal 
levels. 

One winter, to be sure, does not energy policy make. 
Solar facilities are improving rapidly, and in time they 
can probably come onstream. Geothermal energy has an 
obvious future. The noisome smell, as well as the steam, 
can eventually be mastered. 

More work is probably being done in coal than in any 
other energy source. Slurry pipelines and processes for 
coal liquefaction and coal gasefication will undoutedly 
outmode the old coal piles. But once again in years to 
come. 

In the meantime, along with all the other possible 
sources, this country ought to be developing its nuclear 
power. 


But there are other heroes who ordinari¬ 
ly are not looked upon as such. But this 
week they were. The telephone operators, 
the merchants who shoveled and bulldozed 
their ways to work so that we might get 
basic foods, the broadcast newspeopie who 
kept us up to date, and the list goes on and 
on. 


There were also heroes extraordinary. 
For instance owners of ski mobiles who 
responded to the official call for help. How- 
public attitude changed over these roaring 
rip-abouts that made it where no other 
vehicle or individual could. No one com¬ 
plained about the noise Will anyone in this 
area ever make that complaint again? 


If the storm brought out the good in most 
of us ... and it certainly did ... then it also 
brought out the worst in some of us. There 
were instances of looting reported in 
Dedham along Route 1. One report had it 
that someone broke into one of the large 
stores buried along the Providence 
Highway and attempted to carry the loot 
off, on a stolen toboggan. 

If the storm brought out the best and the 
worst it also blended the heroics with the 
humility that comes with the realization 
that we — collectively and individually — 
are not always able to cope. But we are not 
alone. And the record storm brought many 
of us together in a spirit of neighborliness 
that goes far deeper than the snow. 
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Fighters for correct English

NEW YORK — As most of you know, 
I've waged a fight for many years against 
the ever-increasing decay of the English 
language, against the repetition of dopey 
expressions that are used so frequently 
they seem right, and against all the 
ungrammatical idiocies that creep into 
our songs, books, magazines and 
newspapers. 

I still come close to throwing up when 
somebody says "At that point in time." 
And "Just between you and I.” And "He 
has this friend of his.” And like that. 

Yes, I've been waging the fight for a 
long time. And losing it all the way. 
Seems to me that English usage gets 
worse every year, instead of better. But it 
is heartening to know that there are some 
other folks out there who also are 
carrying on the fight 

Losing too, I guess. But still on their 


legs and punching. Such a person is 
Sidney Sulkin, editor of the Kiplinger 
magazine, "Changing Times.” And 
here's Sidney's latest broadside against 
those who would louse up our lovely 
language: 

"For most of us who earn our daily 
bread by the printed word it’s a comfort 
(all too seldom acknowledged) to know 
that what we write will pass through the 
hands of a competent copy department on 
its way to press. 

"No doubt, to writers who feel that it is 
only by the grace of genius fueled by 
blood, sweat and tears that they have 
been able to wring even the simplest 
paragraph out of themselves, the changes 
suggested by copy editors often seem 
picayune — 'perfectionist,' ‘nitpicker,’ 
are favorite epithets. Nevertheless, we 
all know of more than one occasion on 


which their vigilance has saved us from 
embarrassment. 

"Their job is not only to catch typos, 
‘make the copy fit,’ and spy out am¬ 
biguities but, just as important, to help 
fight off the insidious, ever-encroaching 
solecism — to hold the ramparts, in short, 
against the invasion of sloppy language 
usage. 

"The battle is an old one — the Greeks 
called corrupters of the language bar¬ 
barians — but the threat today seems 
greater than ever. 

"One important source of corrosion is 
television, with its emphasis on spon¬ 
taneous discussion in which half-backed 
opinions are tossed about in half-formed 
sentences. But pick up the newspaper, 
listen to an eminent speaker, browse 
through almost any best-seller — the 
symptoms of decay are everywhere. 


"Let’s take drastic measures. Let’s 
banish some expressions altogether, 
since we can’t seein to get them right. 
HOEPFULLY is my prime candidate, as 
in 'Hopefully, quotas will be fulfilled,' as 
if quotas had aspirations. 

"WHOMis another candidate, as in 
‘suspects whom police say may be 
responsible.’ I'd settle for the wrong use 
of WHO any time over the hifalutin misue 
of WHOM. 

"Well, we can’t defeat corruption by 
issuing banishments left and right; 
between you and I, it won’t work. 
Publications, of course, shouldn't make 
these kind of mistakes as they have 
editors on the alert. But so far as 
everyday, informal use of the language, 
probably all we can do Is wince when it 
offends us like this paragraph should." 


The Goliaths got young David Marston 


Analysis by Mary McGrory 

WASHINGTON - David Marston, the young ex-U.S. 
attorney from Eastern Pennsylvania, may be political. 
But he's not political enough to do the administration any 
good. 

The storm center came to Washington again to give his 
side of the story to a press breakfast. He has a fine opinion 
of himself and his performance. He has large brown eyes, 
a receding chin and a mannoseblike intensity of maner, 
and he wants to be sure that the world understands how he 
lost his job. 

His version: "I am convinced that I would not have been 
dismissed if Ellberg had not called the president." 

Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., who was under iiv 
vestigation by Marston's office, telephoned Carter on 
Nov. 4 and told him, in Marston’s phrase, "to get the cop 
off the beat" 

Senior loyalists, TipO'Neill and Robert Strauss, tried to 
help out by painting Marston as brash and opportunistic, 
"viciously" pursuing Democrats. But these Goliaths did 
nothing to young David in the eyes of Pennsylvania 
voters. 

The issue for them is not Marston's personality or his 
palpable ambition; it is his strenous attack on the per¬ 
manent, free-floating corruption in Pennsylvania politics. 

"People know he is political, but they don’t care," said 
Karen John, a Democratic town committeewoman from 
Phoenixville, whoc testified in behalf of some 50 irate 
Pennsylvanians who came to Washington for an ad hoc; 
more or less bipartisan House hearing on the Marston 
affair 

She celled the firing ’’the final rape of the judicial 
system," which may sound strong In pussyfooting 


Washington, but which seems to reflect the general 
feeling of the folks back home. 

Marston was too smart to attend the rally. He said that 
he is "not trying to keep the issue alive," and he went 
back to Philadelphia immediately after his press break¬ 
fast 

Republican leader John Rhodes, who did attend, made 
somber and pointed reference to Watergate, and praised, 
for the first time, the impeachment contribution of Rep. 
Robert F. Drinan, D-Mass., who came to plump for a bill 
that would mandate merit selection of U.S. attorneys. 

Another impeachment committee veteran, Rep. Tom 
Rails back, R-lll., said he was on hand to represent an 
incensed Democratic nephew in Valley Forge. 

"They better," he rasped, referring to the stonewaUers 
in the While House and Justice Department, "just come 
out and start telling us what happened." 

Democrats may be able to turn back Republican 
demands for an investigation of the Marston firing, but 
the real political damage has already been done. 

It Isn't Just that the campaign pledge of “Why Not the 
Best" in U.S. attorneys has been shredded — Marston is 
not so brilliant a lawyer that no Democratic counterpart 
can be found. Voters may, in time, recover from Carter's 
grating assertion that he would do It all over again — 
cornered politicians often bare their teeth. 

But what comes out more strongly every day is of a 
more subtle and corroding nature. It is the howling 
discrepancy between the kind of open "people's" White 
House Jimmy Carter promised to run and the kind of 
impenetrable old-style bastion that he operates. 

One of the Pennsylvanias, Brian P. Bowie, a well- 
tailored employee relations manager from Philadelphia, 
put his finger on 11 Ellberg, he noted, got through to the 


Oval Office without any trouble and got an Immediate 
response to his SOS. The people of Pennsylvania, who are 
up in arms, are getting the brushoff. 

The dimensions of the run-around were detailed by the 
principal spokesperson for the protesters, a small, 
spirited gray-haired woman named Jean Irvin, who Is not 
entirely clear on the difference between district attorneys 
and U.S. attorneys but knows what she likes. She told of 
her efforts to persuade the president to have a "town 
meeting" with the irate "Citizens United to Retain 
Marston," who, she says, will soon number 10, 000 . 

She called appointments secretary Tim Kraft for two 
straight days beginning Jan. 14. 

"Each time I was told he was either out of the office, out 
of town, or on another line," she recounted. 

Another aide, Scott Burnett, advised her to send a 
mailgram. She did and she Is still waiting for an answer. A 
week later, someone from the White House called her. it 
was Doug Huron, and he is from the office of the 
president’s legal counsel. Ms. Irvin sniffed that she 
thought it was meant to scare her. 

The point about all this is that Jimmy Carter stood in a 
thousand living rooms in this country two years ago and 
told people he wanted an "intimate relationship" with 
them, wanted them to "stay close to me,” and would rely 
on their "advice.” 

The people of Pennsylvania have been trying 
desperately to stay close to him on the Marston affair. To 
date, 11,530 telephone calls and 27,385 letters have come to 
the White House. All but 50 of them have advised the 
president that he was dead wrong to sack Marston. 

By his unresponsiveness, he is telling them to drop 
dead.

booms: Is it 
secret testing? 


TOMS RIVER. N.J 
•UPIi It started with a 
big bang on a mild day in 
early December. 

It was reported twice that 
day by residents along the 
New Jersey coast, as well 
as scientists, policemen and 
other officials from South 
Carolina to Boston. 

The first mysterious 
rumble thundered along the 
eastern seaboard about 9:35 
a.m. and the second about 
3:50 p.m. on Dec 2. Win¬ 
dows and dishes rattled in 
shore communities from 
New Jersey to South 
Carolina The needle on a 
sensitive air pressure 
sensor at Columbia 
University's LamontDo- 
herty Geological Obser¬ 
vatory in Palisades. N.Y.. 
jumped clear off the paper 

The unexplained 
phenomenon was reported 
at least nine times more in 
the nexl five weeks. The 
booms were heard 
sometimes exclusively off 
the Carolina coast, 
sometimes off New Jersey 
and South Carolina, yet all 
much weaker than the first 
blast 

"I live on the beach and 
on several occasions I was 
awakened when my win¬ 
dows started rattling. The 
vibrations seemed to come 
in three 10-to 15-minute 
intervals like a series of 
waves." said Gale Fendley. 
a reporter for WCBD-TV in 
Charleston 

Others heard loud booms 
or thunderclaps, some 
accompanied by a flash of 
light or fireball. Six people 
here said their smoke 
detectors activated seconds 
before they heard a blast. 

The White House ordered 
a group of federal agencies 
to look into the explosions. 
The Defense. Interior and 
Commerce departments, 
the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
and the Coast Guard said 
they had no idea what was 
causing the blasts. 

‘ The Navy Research 
Laboratory was told to 
complete a report by 
March 

Dr William Donn, an 
acoustical researcher at the 
Columbia observatory, said 
the booms were high in the 
atmosphere and recorded 
at many seismic stations, 
including the University of 
South Carolina, the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission's 
station in North Caroto-. 
Con Edison's station near 
Peekskill. N.Y., and six 
stations operated by the 
Weston Observatory of 
Boston College. 

On Dec. 2. Donn said, the 
needle on his 
microbarograph "jumped 
off scale." 

"None of the them were 
as widespread as the single 
occurrence on Dec 2. Both 


the morning and afternoon 
were very large on our 
instruments and it was felt 
over the entire 
metropolitan area from 
south- none of 

the others had quite that 
huge exposure." 

Donn discounted theories 
that earthquakes, sonic 
booms or sludge dumped 
offshore were causing the 
blasts. 

He described his readings 
as "high-frequency 
acoustic waves. 

'But they're sub-audible, 
ranging between one and 10 
cycles per second and of 
much higher frequency 
than what we get from 
nuclear explosions at a 
distance," 

He said he was turning over 
his records to the Navy. 

"They've requested that I 
don't talk about it with 
anyone else." Donn said. "I 
think it's a man-made 
phenomena. I think I can 
make a pretty good guess at 
what's going on. but I don't 
want to talk about it 
because I could be wrong. It 
gels headlines and the 
wrong people get upset 
about it at the moment" 

“Many people have seen 
flashes in the sky, balls of 
light and then heard booms, 
and this takes it out of the 
realm of ordinary airplane 
sonic booms, It dosen’t take 
it out of the realm of some 
kind of testing or 
something." 

Although Donn would not 
elaborate, he has theorized 
it was possibly "some 
secret experiment" that 
competing military 
agencies did not know 
about 

Vestigia, a year-old 
volunteer group with about 
150 members, is working on 
a theory that earth tremors, 
or some kind of "crustal 
adjustment along the 
continental shelf," is in- 
lerracting with other 
natural activity to produce 
the reported events. 

William Wagner, one of 
the group's coodinators, 
asked East Coast residents 
to write or phone their 
accounts of the blasts. 

"We've received nearly 
200 letters and about as 
many calls from as far 
south as Florida and north 
to Vermont," he said. 

In South Carolina, 
Drayton Cooper, a reporter 
with WCBDTV in 
Charleston, took a personal 
interest after hearing 
several of the booms. 

Cooper said he was 
practically convinced that 
military weapons testing 
and supersonic flights from 
the Beaufort, S.C., Marine 
Corps air station were 
responsible for the booms 
and vibrations felt In the 
Charleston area after mid- 
December.

Secrets of a discreet 


biographer 



What can you say about Jolie Gabor that hasn't boon already said? Plenty it you are her biographer. Journalist Cindy Adams 
found Jolie irresistible. 


It’s not likely she’d ever be named 
Mother of the Year’ but outrageous Jolie 
Gabor is a mama for all seasons. She 
continues to outtalk, outetage, and out- 
Bhine her glittering daughters Zon Zaa, 
Eva and Magda . . . “at my (secret) a3e, 
a miracle, dahllngk!" 

In this last of a two-part series, author 
Cindy Adams describes the pitfalls and 
pleasures of collaborating on her life 
story with this ageless wonder. And she 
ofuers a rare, behind-scenes look at 
another biographee: Lee Strasberg, 
controversial guru of the famed Actors 
Studio who is responsible for some suc¬ 
cesses of actors the likes of Marlon 
Brando, Marilyn Monroe, Jane Fonda 
. . . and other great names who are part 
of his daily life.

Twenty years ago Jolie Gabor's middle 
daughter' Zsa Zsa, was starring at the 
Flamingo Hotel in Las Vegas with my 
husband, Joey Adams Jolie arrived at the 
pool in pants, a cartwheel hat, white 
gloves and a mile-and-a-half of pearls. ‘ 

By way of introduction, the Mama of 
Magda, Zsa Zsa and Eva Gabor said to 
me in the flavorful ghoulash English, 
"Oh, darling, I have forgot my lipstick. 
Would you like a good girl go and buy for 
me some at the drugstore?” Fifteen 
minutes and my own two dollars later I 
handed her a lipstick. Her lone remark 
was. "Only one - ’' 

So, when it appeared that we would 
collaborate on her life story — "Jolie 
Gaboras Told to Cindy Adams," (Mason- 
Charter Pub., Inc) — I was rather in¬ 
timidated. Jolie's a survivor. If you were 
to set her down in the middle of the 
Sahara Desert, she’d open a soft-drink 
stand. The thought of fencing with Jolie 
plus her three sweet little daughters was 
overwhelming. I didn’t think the girls 
liked me. Four years later, I KNOW they 
don't. "But," sighs Mama, “They don't 
even like one another, so why should they 
like you’" 

The "girls" were my unseen 
collaborators. Jolie always worried about 
their reactions. Once it was, "They will 
kill me if I speak that they are a little 
tough." I informed her nobody really 
figured them to be Girl Scouts. She 
pondered this momentarily’ then, "So, 
okay, you're right. So put they are tough, 
but make sure you also put haw Zsa Zsa 
adores me so much these days that even 
she calls me in daytime before the rates 
go down." . 

AGREATCOURTESAN 

Jolie hesitated because she worried 
that "I speak so mucb about my lovers, 
the world will think of me as an old 
courtesan." Assured they thought this 
before but that now they'd think of her as 
a GREAT courtesan, she laughed, "Oh, 
then I don't mind." She next breezed on 
with, "I am afraid the girls will turn on 
me regardless of what I say because what 
will they think of my ideas about doing it 
on the floor because, after all, It is the 
best ..." 


She fretted about discussing her 
daughters' ages "because, if you say Zsa 
Zsa is 16, even it is still too old." I have 
come to the realization that the only way 
one can honestly determine the age of any 
known Gabor is by carbon dating. 

Sitting within earshot of her timid third 
husband, Edmund de Szigethy, Jolie 
whispered to me one night, "Bo careful 
what you write because I am afraid for 
when he reads your book." (Whenever It 
was something pleasing to her it was 
"my" book; otherwise, it became "your" 
book.) "See, he doesn’t yet know how 
much older than him I am. He thinks it is 
only four years but it is at least seven. 
Okay, so let's say eight. A good eight. 
Maybe 10, but practically not much 
more.” . ., 

She then looked toward her husband of 
21 years and purred, "But you knew you 
did not marry a virgin." "Yes, my 
darling," he smiled, "but always I at 
least hoped that I was first after your 
second husband.” 

I adored extravagant, outrageous Jolie. 
What other grandma is glamorous 
enough to unzip her caftan at high noon 
and show you, "Look, I have the body of a 
27-year old, no?" Working with her was 
an experience. We'd be totally alone, yet 
beautiful Jolie would sport maribou, 
feathers, high-heeled mules, stockings, 
full makeup, turban, sparkling jewelry — 
and this was in the morning! 

LUNCH WAS SALAMI 

A housekeeper sbe isn't. Lunch was the 
long, skinny delicious.* smelling 
Hungarian salami which the Magyars eat 
by the yard with green peppers and 
scallions. Me, I donated a few feet of 
stomach lining to this book because every 
other day another meter of this kolbasz 
would reappear in the kitchen — and I 
consumed every killing inch. Sup¬ 
plemental tasties were preapred by 
Edmund. Dishes were never a problem. 
Madame always left them. 

Jolie Gabor is a nonpareil, a one-of-a- 
kind, (What other woman can boast three 
celebrated daughters, 17 sons-in-law (at 
the least) and one grandchild — Zsa Zsa's 
Francesca?"): She has an unquenchable 
joie de vivre, a ceaseless, boundless zest 
for life. She has the ability to laugh, no 
matter what. She’s perenially glamorous 
and youthful. She also good-natured. 

Jolie's best prescription for happiness 
is her outlook on life. "For my age, I am a 
miracle," she insists, though she won’t 
tell her age. “And always,” 3he says, "I 
live with a smile." 

Yes' Jolie is a miracle, both as a 
biography subject and as a human being. 
The same is true of my present subject, 
Lee Strasberg. He does tell his age (76), 
he isn't always good natured nor is he 
garrulous. Yet in his austere way, he too 
is larger than life, and one of a kind. 

"WHAT IS A STRASBERG?" 

Actually, the big question for me at this 
moment is, what is a Lee Strasberg? In 
truth, is the artistic director of the The 


Actors Studio a guru, a god, a charlatan 
or a fake? Is he, as onetime-student-now- 
Academy-Award winner Ellen Burstyn 
says, "my salvation, and I wish him the 
glories of the universe." Or, is he, as 
once-upon-a-time disciple and now 
leader-of-the-opposition Stella Adler 
say3, "a destructive force in the 
profession?" 

The real challenge is finding bottom. In 
this case, . however, digging is not 
necessarily productive of bedrock. Lee's 
teachigs are responsible for some of the 
successes of our greatest acting names: 
Marilyn Monroe, Anne Bancroft, Marlon 
Brando, Jimmy Dean, Dustin Hoffman, 
Julie Harris, Paul Newman, Joanne 
Woodward, Jane Fonda, Eva Marie 
Saint, Al Pacino, Geraldine Page, and on 
and on. 

Two years of homework have deter¬ 
mined that the peaks and valleys of an 
actor's ego are built on shifting sands. 
Today' the actor's grateful. Tomorrow, 
like the ingrate whose mother-in-law 
originally set him up in the dentist's of¬ 
fice, he's ungrateful. Today, he's an 
Oscar nominee and doesn't need anyone. 
Tomorrow, he can't land a walk-on in a 


cheapie grade-B movie — and out goes 
the SOS for Big Daddy Lee. 

NO CUDDLY PUSSYCAT 
Lee is not an easy man to know. He’s no 
cuddly pussycat who'll snuggle up to you 
when you flop near him. He won’t pat you 
on the back palsy-walsy style. He won't 
ring you on the phone and gossip for 
hours. If he doesn't see you for years, he's 
liable not even to notice it. 

Shelley Winters told me the story of one 
hotshot who was angry with Lee and 
prided himself on the fact that he was not 
speaking to Lee. Lee was never aware of 
it. The hotshot finally gave up the anger 
because what good is not speaking . 1 to 
someone when he doesn't know it? 

If you walk into a room, Lee's likely not 
even to glance up from his book, albeit 
you are the only two in the room and 
you're there by appointment. If you wait 
for him to start a conversation, you’ll 
grow old. He's cold, aloof, un¬ 
demonstrative. Say hello, and he might 
not even respond. Say goodbye, and he 
might not even care. 

To work with Lee, I needed a whole new 
system. I could indulge my sensitivities 
but not my insecurities. It was a process 
of elimination. I had to take guidance 


from what I knew be was NOT. Okay, so 
he was not overtly adoring me; but, also 
okay, he was not asking me to leave. 
Okay, so he was not pouring forth in¬ 
formation; but also okay, he was not 
refusing to work with me. 

I became a permanent fixture. I 
showed up at his apartment three times a 
week. Sometimes Dick Cavett was fixing 
hiuself a pastrami sandwich there... or 
Marthe Keller and her children were 
playing in the library with Lynn 
Redgrave and her two. . , Alejandro Rey 
was talking Spanish to some Argentinian 
hopeful fresh off the boat... or I'd walk 
into the overflowing kitchen to make 
myself something only to bump into 
Burgess Meredith at the stove. And 
nobody Introduces anybody. If you 
recognize somebody, great. If not, lots of. 
luck. 

A CREATIVE CATALYST 

Lee Strasberg may appear remote but 
the fact is he has done a lot of living. He 
created the Group Theatre of the "30s 
which spawned Clifford Odets, John 
Garuleld, Lee J. Cobb, Elia Kazan, 
Morris Carnovsky, J. Edward Bromberg, 
Cheryl Crawford, Harold Clurman and 
Franchot Tone. Those close to him were 
involved in the Communist Party of that 


era. His daughter, Susan, is a star in her 
own right. 

In his 70s, Lee won an Academy Award 
nomination for his role in "Godfather 
Two." He has a young wife, Anna, and 
two small children — Adam, 6, and 
David, 4. He has made the Actors Guild a 
name as far away as downtown Peking. 
And, as I've said, he's no easy subject 

The poor, weary biographer may never 
develop an ulcer or galloping corn- 
sumption but, sooner or later' becomes a 
carrier. Your life is fraught with danger. 
You teeter constantly on the edge. You 
enter a person’s life. You become part of 
him. 

You’re the repository of his past 
mistakes and future worries. You know 
his vulnerabilities. You become 
emotionally Involved. You’re caught 
between wanting to protect him and doing 
your job. Somewhere' somehow, you 
have to convince him , ; that the public 
will never believe the good if you don't 
say a little of the bad. 

This whole process can best be gift- 
wrapped by the late President Lyndon 
Baines Johnson who said of a glowing 
critique: "My father would have ap¬ 
preciated it... my mother would have 
believed it." . 


To some—acupuncture is a last resort

ATTLEBORO, MASS. lUPI) - Stretched out on a 
treatment table al Dr Robert Carson's Acupuncture 
Treatmeni Center, Laverne Duguid looks like a human 
pin cushion. 

Needles are stuck in his forehead, cheeks, legs and 
arms. Bui Duguid, 66, of Stonington, Conn, says he feels 
no pain. He calls the needles a welcome respite from 
Western medicine, which he says crippled him while 
trying to cure nagging headaches. 

Duguid said a surgeon cut a nerve in his neck in 1969 to 
alleviate his headaches. He spent the next year 
recovering from a blood clot which destroyed his 
equilibrium. Two years after the operation, the headaches 
were back. 

He decided to started acupuncture treatment. 

"With Western doctors, I spent $56,000 and just ended up 


not being able to walk. With acupuncture, I spend $240 and 
get relief for months," Duguid says. 

Carson calls the case "a saga of the misuse of American 
medicine” but stresses it is an isolated case. 

Most patients at his clinic do not have such dramatic 
medical histories, but most try acupuncture after more 
conventional remedies have failed. They consider the 
clinic "a course of last resort." 

Many patients come from New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island, where acupuncture is not allowed. 

"For a long time, most people considered this a form of 
quackery," Carson says. "And then for a while, after 
Nixon’s trip to China, it became very popular, almost a 
fad. Thai's died down now and I can't say I'm sorry. 

"The people who were practicing acupuncture strictly 
for monetary reasons have all vanished. The doctors who 
are practicing it now are almost all very dedicated, and 
very enthusiastic." 


His fascination with acupuncture began during his 
boyhood in the Orient, where his father was a 
Presbyterian missionary. 

When he graduated from medical school, he began 
treating some of his patients in his New York medical 
practice with Oriental medicine — quietly, since the use of 
acupuncture needles was illegal. 

Four years ago he started his clinic in Massachusetts, 
one of the few states in which acupuncture can be prac¬ 
ticed under the supervision of a licensed physician. 

Most of the clients at the Attleboro clinic come for 
muscular and skeltal ailments — arthritis, bursitis, 
backaches and headaches. But some have less pressing 
problems. 

For dieters, the doctor inserts small needles m the 
eai lobes to curb their appetites. Others come to have Dr. 
Chung Kyung Woo, a Korean expert, for treatment of the 
common scourge of acne. 


"Acupuncture is very effective in combatting pimples. 
In fact, I have a friend from Taiwan, an acupuncture 
expert, who calls himself The Acne King," Carson said. 

For most, the treatments are far from frivolous. Judith 
Clayton, 31, of Walpole, Mass, sits in a booth at the clinic 
clenching her teeth against the pain of neck spasms, 
waiting for treatment. 

"I was desperate when I first came here two years 
ago," she says, "I'd had pain from a pinched nerve for 10 
years, since a car accident, and my doctor told me there 
was nothing he could do. 

"He wanted to make me a semi-invalid, he said I'd have 
to quit my job. I was taking codiene all the time and 
couldn't sleep. Bui the acupuncture is incredible. After 
one treatment, I feel 100 percent better, and don't have to 
come back for months," Mrs. Clayton said. 

"Ollier people may think there’s nolhlng to this, but for 
me, it's just like a miracle."

* The theory that the 
benevolent eye of the Deity 
is on this compact nation 
T75th in size in the world) 
with its high density 
population of 50 millions is 
debatable. But as events 
proved, understandable. 

About the only thing, that 
could have staved off the 
worst financial crisis in its 
history was something as 
dramatic as striking gold — 
or oil. And that’s just what 
happened. 

Out of the deep and dif¬ 
ficult waters of the North 
Sea appeared oil in boun¬ 
tiful quantities — enough to 
transform the economic 
situation for at least the 
immediate future or until 
the wells run dry 
somewhere about the end of 
the century. 

"And when that hap¬ 
pens," says Dr. Pyke, "the 
British will be convinced 
something else will come 
along."

silky blouse, Veronica 
Murdock says she is the 
middle-class product of a 
middle-class home, where 
politics was the usual topic 
of supper table talk.

number of people, many of whom wound 
up sleeping in the corridors of the 
ballroom. 

Fortunately, the spokesman said, food 
had just been delivered to the hotel 
Monday, so it was not a problem. In fact 
the drivers of the two food delivery trucks 
were among those ensconced in the hotel. 

The crowd, as of Thursday, had 
dwindled to 400 people, but the same 
stalwart 47 were caring for them. The 
Marriott, at the request of the Newton 
Red Cross, also sent some supplies to the 
West Newton Armory. 

Spirits at the armory Wednesday night 
seemed to be good. 

One trapped commuter, contacted by 
phone, said everyone was "fantastically 

well" and that one of the people stran ded an ri made paths through some of the side 
at the armo |7 was a nurse, who w'di 1 streets so that people could at lei 
helping to take care of people. 

He reported 275 people taken from Rt. 

128 were in the armory at the height of the 
stcrm, and as of Wednesday night, the 
number stood at 147. Food was being 
provided by the Newton Red Cross. 

Newton had the benefit of services 
provided by a score of volunteers during 
the past three days, one of them William 
I^nciloti of West Newton. 

Lanciloti managed to unearth his 
snowmobile and reach the street from his 
Grant Avenue home. He spent his time 
reaching snowbound nurses, doctors, 
pharmacists and supermarket personnel 
and ferrying them to work. 

That accomplished, he turned to 
retrieving vital medicines and needed 


foods and taking them to other residents 
unable to leave their homes. 

Lancilotl was one of 30 people who 
volunteered for snowmobile duty in 
Newton. 

Main roads in Newton were all open as 
of Wednesday, and work on side streets in 
Newtonville and West Newton was being 
done. The monumental task of opening all 
of the city's 300-plus miles of streets is a 
slow process. 

Friday, streets all over the city 
remained impassable except on foot or 
skis. 

Stores were open in all of the city's 
village squares, and lines began forming 
early Wednesday mowing. In many 
areas, sidewalk plows had gone through 


. least walk 

out of the street. 

Aid. Susan Sehur described Waban 
Square as looking like a "ski resort," 
with skis and ski poles lined up in all the 
snowbanks outside the Waban Market 
while people did their shopping. 

Work late Wednesday had not been 
dene on Waban side streets, but she 
described residents in her village as 
"convivial." 

Aid. Schur's husband, Dr. Peter Sehur, 
was busy at his hobby, breadmaking, she 
said, and had already given a couple of 
loaves of bread to neighbors. 

The story was much the same in 
Auburndale where Aid. Carol Ann Shea 
reported people were traveling to the 
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Auburndale Star Market and the liquor 
store for supplies. 

Aid. Shea said that Auburndale was one 
of the places in Newton where the 
sidewalk plows had managed to make 
paths in some side streets. 

In Newton Upper Falls, Passarini's 
Variety Store and the Echo Bridge 
Restaurant were open to serve the needs 
of residents. Passarini's was lucky 
enough to get a delivery of milk at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday night, according to Aid. Paul 
Coletti. 

Aid. Robert Tennant of West Newton 
got a tour of his area from I,anceloti via 
snowmobile. He reported side streets 
open in parts of West Newton Wednesday 
night and described residents as "taking 
it in stride." 

West Newton Square does not have a 
supermarket, but the CVS store was open 
there. 

"This whole situation has brought 
neighbor to neighbor," the alderman 
commented. 

Thompsonville was described Wed¬ 
nesday night as in poor shape by Aid. 
Dominic Taglienti. 

Taglienti's main concern was people 
running out of fuel oil, reporting the 
plight of one family down to the bottom of 
the tank. 

"We may have to go walking in their 
there carrying five-gallon cans of fuel," 
he commented, 

"I don't think we'll see any daylight 
until Saturday." 


He said the Stop & Shop was open on Rt, 
9 and many people had walked down. 

"Everyobody was happy...but not 
happy about the streets." 

Sage's, Garb's, and the bakery were all 
open and doing a thriving business in 
Newton Centre Square, Aid. Dietz said. 

"People have taken it in a great holiday 
mood," the alderman said. "They are 
very patient. I think they realize from the 
TV and radio what the situation is." 

Aid. David Cohen reported some 
streets open in Newton Corner. While 
complaints were not coming in, he said he 
did receive emergency calls, one about a 
medical emergency where doctors were 
trying to make their way to the house on 
foot. 

"A lot of people are out walking 
around," Cohen said. "It’s amazing to 
look down on the Mass. Pike—there 
wasn't a car on it." 

In the more isolated section of Oak Hill, 
Aid. Cynthia Creem said that many 
people weren't complaining, but were 
afraid. 

"Everybody's being very good to one 
another. People are really pulling 
together." 

One neighbor, she said, took a sled to 
the Heartland Store on the VFW Parkway 
in West Roxbury, bought bread and milk, 
and distributed it to needy neighbors. 

Others, she said, called their neighbors 
to make sure they had food, or offered 
enough food to make a meal. 

The square in Newton Highlands was 
seeing a lot of foot traffic, and Franco's 
served lines of people anxious to buy food. 
Newton Pizza House was open, as was 
Walnut Food. 

Side streets in the Highlands were 
generally still unplowed Friday.

sporadic periods of busy activity 
Christenson said. These periods, hr 
added, were completely unpredictable 
On Monday night the emergencies wer< 
less frequent, he continued. 

The director added, he expects the bulk 
of emergencies to come on Wednesday a; 
people begin to dig out. Then, he said, th< 
hospital will probably see more 
snowblower accidents and heart attack 
cases. 

On Tuesday nevertheless, there were i 
few snowblower accidents as well as five 
or six heart attack cases, according t( 
Christenson. He added, the hospital saw 
several people who had been stranded or 
Route 128. Although these people hat 
taken the necessary precautions, he said 
many of them had carbon monoxidt 
poisoning. They, he continued, were 
treated and released. APD There wa.‘ 
sufficient food on hand except for milk 
Christenson said. He added, he called the 
National Guard to obtain milk from the 
hospital's regular supplier. "We alse 
anticipate fuel and oxygen shortages,' 
the director said, "but we're working or 
those problems." 

He said there is presently a sufficient 
blood supply. He continued, however, a 
shortage is expected since the Boston Red 
Cross is unable to send out its donor 
trucks. According to Christenson, if a 
shortage does occur, the hospital will first 
ask its staff for donations and then will 
call on the community for help. 

The laundry room, another area of 
potential problem, was able to carry on 
its operations, according to Christenson. 
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"Tuesday we had the strangest laundry 
room crew ever." he said. The director of 
housekeeping as well as security guards 
were doing linen, he continued. 

Several babies were born at the 
hospital on Tuesday at the height of the 
storm, according to the director. Some of 
their mothers, he said, were scheduled 
for delivery at other hospitals, but were 
taken to Newton-Wellesley, Christenson 
said. Most of these obstetrical cases 
arrived in police cars, he added. 

Unlike other area hospitals, Newton- 
Wellesley was able to perform elective 
surgery on Tuesday according to the 
director. These, he said, were done on 
patients already at the hospital, those 
Christenson added, scheduled for surgery 
but not previously admitted had their 
operations postponed.

Novitiate acquisition 


To the Editor: 

I am writing to express my hope that 
the mayor will support acquisition by the 
city of the entire Novitiate tract. 

When the Newton Conservators started 
their "Save the Novitiate" campaign 
several years ago, I felt that the effort 
was an overstated and unrealistic at¬ 
tempt to preserve still another area as 
open space. Although I am a former long¬ 
term member of the board of directors 
and former treasurer of that 
organization, I was unfamiliar with the 
Novitiate land when the Conservator 
campaign began. 

Since that time, I have been in the 
Novitiate perhaps two dozen times, and 
feel that I have as fair an acquaintance 


with the area as anyone. What amazed 
me when I was first there, and continues 
to amaze me each time I return, is the 
diversity of habitat and environment 
which the tract offers within a relatively 
small area. 

On May 14,1977,1 led a Brookline Bird 
Club walk through the Novitiate 
property. Within three hours, we saw 55 
species of birds, and even seasoned 
birders saw life (first time seen) birds 
during the walk. All of us were astonished 
that so many species could be seen within 
Newton in one morning. 

On June 13, 1977, the Local Area 
Program (Newton chapter of 
Massachusetts Audubon Society) con¬ 
ducted an informal survey of birds

This mandate 
is expensive, but dumping the expense on 
to the state wouldn't improve the quality 
of education in Newton and hardly would 
affect the taxes the city pays. In fact, it 
would release the city L-om what, in my 
opinion, is its moral responsibility to 
educate its children. 


In reference to people moving to 
Newton because of the special education 
programs, I would venture to say that 
would be a major consideration for these 
families.

Thirty-two species were counted In 
axnparison, another informal survey of 
breeding birds in varlnis prime areas of 
open space on June 18, ”.fl 7, resulted in 41 
species counted. 

Although these figures could be im¬ 
proved with more censusing (and I am 
making no claims to scientific accuracy), 
the fact remains that the Novitiate 
supports a surprising amount of bird life 
for a relatively small area. 

The high bird count is only one 
manifestation of the variety of life forms, 
both plant and animal, which spring from 
the diverse habitats on the Novitiate 
property. 

These habitats include marshes, two 
fields of differing elevations, the Charles 
River, oak woods, a wooded swamp, 
evergreen growth, a small pond and an 
excavated hillside. Even within Cutler 
Park, a considerably larqer tract of land 
acorssthe Charles, one cannotfind such a 
variety of habitats within such an easily 
accessible area. 

There is no open space remaining in 
Newton that is comparable to the 
Novitiate. 

I have applauded the mayor's efforts 
during his terms as mayor to keep taxes 
down in the face of inevitably rising costs. 
His re-elections indicate voter approval 
of a sound fiscal policy despite inflation 
and an increasing school budget over 
which he has no control 

And yet, one can be penny wise and 
pound foolish. The conspicuous presence 
of the Marriott Hotel is an ever-present 
reminder of how a beautiful parcel of 
land can be irretrievably destroyed when 
city government lucks the political 
courage to allocate funds for "non- 
essentials." 

Unlike Norumbega, the Novitiate land 
does not stand at a major entrance to 
Newton; it has not been used by 
thousands of Newton people as recreation 
land. It suffers irom being unknown, 
under-studied and under-exposed. 

But the Novitiate property offers a 
richness of wildlife habitat which is now 
unparalleled in Newton. It deserves to 
stand on its own merits, available to the 
future and not, as Norumbega, relegated 
to the pleasures of the past. 

I urge the mayor’s action on acquisition 
of all the Novitiate tract. It is a decision 
that could be praised by future 
generations as much as his fiscal 
restraint is applauded now- 
Miml Murphy.

Gordon suggests sea may 
provide for our shortages 


Professor Bernard L. 
Gordon of Newton has a 
gloomy outlook on the state 
of the world's population, 
but believes some salvation 
may come from the sea. 

Gordon, a professor of 
earth science at Nor¬ 
theastern University, has 
recently published a book, 
"Energy From the Sea.” 

Gordon, said, “Events of 
the present decade have 
vividly illustrated a 
universal awareness of the 
limited food and energy 
resources of our planet. 
Overpopulation, drought, 
famine, and disease loom as 
ominous spectres over 
three-quarters of the 
world's population 

"Controversial geopol¬ 
itics in the forms of political 
and economic blackmail 
govern the present and 
future distribution of a 
large portion of the world's 
fossil fuel resources and 


reserves." 

However, according to 
Gordon, "A wonderful 
cornucopia of minerals and 
energy exists in and 
beneath the oceans. 
Presently 20 percent of the 
total number of barrels 
produced from all of the 
world’s oil fields comes 
from offshore wells. 

"And it is estimated that 
offshore oil production will 
rise to 25 percent of the 
world’s total oil before the 
next decade." 

Gordon, vice-chairman of 
the Marine Resources 
Committee of the New 
England Council and author 
of a number of books about 
natural resources including 
"Man and the Sea." In his 
new book, "Energy From 
the Sea," he states, "Along 
New England’s coast we 
have the basic raw 
materials for energy self- 
sufficiency — wind, waves. 


tides, and lying dormant, 
nuclear and fossil fuels. 
These nonpolluting agents 
from the sea can provide a 
continuous source of energy 
thousands of years into the 
future." 

"Why have we been slow 
to develop those ever 
present sources of 
energy?" asks the 
professor. 

"It was simpler to burn 
trees, then coal, then gas 
and oil and finally nuclear 
fuels. 

“However, now 
geopolitical events in 
foreign regions of fossil fuel 
supply have brought a cruel 
awakening to American 
industry and the American 
public that new supplies of 
energy must be developed if 
we are going to maintain 
the plateau of achievement 
to which our modern in¬ 
dustrial society has ad¬ 
vanced." 


"Energy From the Sea" 
includes a section on deep 
ocean oil deposits which are 
awaiting future develop¬ 
ment and mentions the 
potential power that can be 
harnessed from the rapid 
flow of the warm Gulf 
Stream off the east coast of 
the United States. 

During the past year, 
Gordon also traveled to 
Iceland to study the 
geothermal energy of that 
country, and in his book he 
has analyzed the future of 
the world's fisheries. 

Also included in the new 
book are articles dealing 
with hurricanes, oil 
pollution, fish farming, a 
history of deep-sea diving 
and a chapter devoted to 
“Treasures From the Sea," 
i.e.. minerals, ambergris (a 
substance ejected by 
whales and used in the 
manufacturing of per¬ 
fumes), kelp, seaweed, and 
sea moss harvesting. 


Rehashing the 1977 school election 


To the Editor: 

The "77 election results are history. I 
would like to extend my congratulations 
to the winners. To the 48.7 percent of the 
registered voters who voted: 
Congratulations for exercising your right 
and responsibility on a terribly rainy 
Tuesday. 

Although VOICE candidates didn't fair 
well at the polls, we have influenced the 
governmental approach to fiscal matters, 
land use, and educational issues in our 
city. 

Two years ago VOICE was the only 
organization preaching fiscal respon¬ 
sibility, responsiveness to neighborhood 
concerns, and basics in education. Last 
year, our opponents in the School Com¬ 
mittee races also espoused fiscal 
restraint; the importance of our 
children’s ability to read, write, and 
compute; and "keeping our options 
open." I don't know what is meant by 
"options," but I certainly can concur with 
fiscal restraint and any terms that 
translate into basic education. 

The Board of Aldermen's new mem¬ 
bership shows promise of responsiveness 
and responsibility; the School Committee 
is a question mark at this point. 

My analysis of the VOICE School 
Committee slate's defeat on Nov. 8,1977, 
traces back to Nov. 5,1975. On that date, 
the ousted liberal majority and their 
backers declared all-out war (no holds 
barred) on the conservative majority. 
Audience attendance at the School 
Committee meetings increased con¬ 
siderably, with the employees of the 
system present in large numbers. The 
efforts of the conservative majority to 
address the serious problems, namely: 
lack of a decent budgeting system; in¬ 
creasing budgets; declinging enrollment; 
school consolidc.ions; declining SAT and 
STEP test semes; and committee-public 
insight into the curriculum, job 
descriptions, system organization and 
policies, were greeted by booing and 
hissing from the audience. To quote an 
editorial in one of the local newspapers, 
published AFTER the election, "Another 
factor (in the VOICE slate defeat) was 
that the articulate liberals raised a 
ruckus at several well attended School 
Conunittee meetings and managed to 
transfer the blame for the disruptions and 
shouting matches to the conservative 
majority or chairman. It was a bad rap, 
but generally it worked under the slogan 
'we need a change of climate'." A 
question to that newspaper might be, 
"Where were you when this should have 
been reported - when it happened?" 

The liberals disbanded CAMPAIGN 
FOR NEWTON '75, the antithesis of 
VOICE, and preceded to creat ACTION 
(A Committee To Improve Our Newton); 
CONCERN; and rumblings of other 
possible groups to "save our schools from 
destruction by the conservative 
majority." 


With the ever-present NCE (Newton 
Citizens for Education), they settled on 
CONCERN as the successor to CAM¬ 
PAIGN FOR NEWTON ’75. CONCERN 
began its crusade to discredit the VOICE 
organization, suggesting that the VOICE 
philosophy would lead to the destruction 
of Newton’s schools. The members of 
VOICE are very much dedicated to high 
quality education at a price the middle 
class can afford. 

The CONCERN coalition, which in¬ 
cluded NCE; the city Democratic party 
organization, under the direction of 
Dorothy Reichard (defeated in 1975 by 
our Paul Ash); Secretary of State Paul H. 
Guzzi (NCE member and former Newton 
school teacher); Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan; over $42,000 in campaign funds; 
fantastic publicity from both television 
coverage and the press (with friend Carol 
Surkin of the Boston Globe); and a big 
assist from the Teachers Union (Newton 
Teachers’ Association and the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association) — 
these are the factors responsible for the 
defeat of the VOICE slate in 1977. 

When the VOI,CE-endorsed con¬ 
servative majority took office in 1975, the 
school portion of the tax rate was $78,28 
per thousand of assessed evaluation. 
They left with a tax rate of $73.59 per 
thousand. Historically, in the 16 tax 
period years since 1960, this was only the 
third time the school portion of the tax 
rate had decreased (the other two times 
were in 1964 and 1967.1 It is significant to 
note that the decrease provided by the 
VOICE-backed majority was ac¬ 
complished for two consecutive years. 

At the outset of this committee's 
tenure, the inner workings of the school 
system were a mystery to most. 
Curriculum was a guarded secret; SAT 
and STEP test scores were not published; 
the Budget-Accounting-Reporting 
systems were deplorable; there was no 
complete system of written policies, 
organization charts, or job descriptions 
available; and public participation in 
School Coiiumttee meetings was allowed 
only at the end of the meeting (usually 
very late in the evening). 

The legacy the conservative majority 
left to the Newton Public Schools was 
positive and constructive. Under this 
committee: 

Curriculum guidelines were instituted 
and are now published and available. 

SAT and STEP test scores were 
published. 

A Budget-Accounting-Reporting 
system was installed and is operating. 

Policies, organizational charts, and job 
descriptions were compiled and are 
published. 

Reports from department heads and 
curriculum coordinators were initiated. 
(The request for these reports sparked 
controversy, and they were called 
"inquisitions” by those in opposition. 
Under the new committee these reports 


have been continued, and are now called 
"Educational reports.") 

Audience participation at the School 
Committee meetings is allowed at the 
beginning, as well as at the end, of the 
meeting. 

My final remarks are addressed to 
those who have made comments 
resulting in a possible negative image for 
VOICE. These are my personal thoughts 
and not necessarily representative of the 
VOICE organization. 

To: Mr. Harry Crosby, Professor of 
Rhetoric: Your title is appropriate! 

To: Congressman Robert Drinan: Your 
remark that “a cloud has been lifted from 
the city” at the Inaugural Ball, is typical 
of the intolerance you continually display 
for those who disagree with you. Your 
belief in democracy seems to stop with 
your point of view. 

To: Those few VOICE members who 
are "disappointed with the development 
of VOICE:” 

VOICE was and always will be (as long 
as 1 am involved) non-partisan and not 
the tool of any one individual candidate. 

Our endorsements were made on the 
basis of members; ballots cast during 
this election. 

I am personally proud of the per¬ 
formance of the VGICE-endorsed can¬ 
didates for School Committee and 
Aldermen. 1 especially want to thank the 
following School Committee members for 
their service to the citizens of Newton: 
Henry Delicata, Ed Prince, Mike 
LeConti, Boh Cohen, Paul Ash, and A1 
Mandell. 

When I became involved, I had my 
integrity I still have it! 

I will continue to be Involved and to 
protect the interests of my family, 
friends, and neighbors.

turning out those parts on a 
contract basis. Dul the new 
owners have put in six 
additional giant presses, 
and will use them to make 
body parts for the Rabbit. 


Those parts will be shipped 
to south-western Penn¬ 
sylvania, where they will be 
welded into subassemblies 
at a new assembly plant, 
and then made Into com¬ 
pleted cars wilh unported 
drive trains, The Penn¬ 
sylvania planL in West¬ 
moreland County, is ex¬ 
pected to be ready in April. 

VW hope eventually to 
turn out 200,000 cars a year 
in Pennsylvania, using a 


workforce of 5,COO Its new 
facility there is costing 
around 1300 million. 

The U.S. manufacturing 
plants are owned by a 
subsidiary of Ihe German 
firm, called Volkswagen 
Manufacturing Corp of 
America It is a separate 
legal entity from the older 
Volkswagen of America, 
which will be the company 
that continues lo import 
German-made VW's

Keeping a garden hose 
handy for your car this 
winter may sound Uke a 
silly idea, especially if you 
go to a carwash in the bud- 
winter months But if you 
use It a lew times on nice 
days during the winter for 
underneath areas. It will 
pay big dividends when 
string arrives. 

Spraying under Ihe 
fenders aid other areas, 
which even car washes 
don't reach, will help 
remove road sail, dirt and 
other buildups which help 
breed rust Adjust the 
noxxJetoa high-force spray 
An old brush will help break 
up residue, permitting It to 
be washed away more 
easily. 

It's a somewhat nnsxy 
job, but It will be worth It in 
the long run because a car's 
rust often starts in those 
hidden areas. 

At the same time, wash 
grime off the door sills and, 
more Importantly, the 
under portions of Ihe doors, 
plus the tailgate if you have 
a station wagon Applyu^j a 
cub l of wax to those areas at 
leasl once before and once 
during winter will help fend

When applying the wax to

Rhode Island digging out of devistating storm Modern tennis players like sheep 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) - More 
than 300 soldiers from Georgia, heavily 
garbed against a winter chill, today 
began attacking clogged interstate 
highways to get Rhode Island out of the 
shock of its most devastating snowstorm 
in history. 

Thousands of abandoned cars and 
trucks were stuck in drifts, where they 
clogged major highways at Monday 
evening’s rush hour. The biggest prob¬ 
lems remained In the metropolitan 
Providence area on Interstate Routes 95, 

195 and 295 and on feeder roads leading 
out of the city. 

The final transports containing huge 
snow removal equipment, which began 
arriving at T.F. Green State Airport 
Wednesday afternoon, were due in the 
wee hours. The cleanup operation was set 
to reach full scale at dawn. 

Officials Said the cleanup after the 
storm, which dumped up to 40 inches of 
snow on the state in 36 hours, could take 
up to one week. 

At least 11 storm-related deaths were 
reported. By late Wednesday, the number 
of people sheltered from the storm was 
down from 7,400 to 4,200. Sporadic power 
outages continued from downed feeder 
lines. 

Throughout Wednesday, stale and local 
highway crews continued plowing around 
Rhode Island. But the metropolitan area 
was virtally closed to all but snowmobiles 
and National Guard helicopters and 
trucks.

Cianci banned all pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic from a large portion of 
downtown. Business owners and essential 
personnel were required to obtain passes 
to enter the area. 

The order was issued make it easier to 
clear streets and reduce looting of stores 
and vehicles. 

After a helicopter tour of the state, 
Garrahy called it "a scene that is scary” 
and said the storm was the worst in state 
history. 

The governor said people probably will 
remain isolated at home or in shelters for 
"two or three more days" and warned 
them not to go out. 

Dave Larsen, a retired banker from 
Worcester, Mass., one of the hundreds of 
stranded motorists camped inside the 
Marriott Inn, slept most of the week on 
the ballroom floor. 

"It’s like living In the war times — you 
just live for today,” Larsen said. 

While the Army was cleaning up the 
main routes, a privatelyowned fleet of 60 
plows moved into the state overnight to 
help cities and towns open local roads. 

The fleet, mobilized by Contractors 
Combine of Williamsville, N.Y., includes 
construction crews eager for winter 
work. They have federal disaster ex¬ 
perience, including time spent helping 
dean up after Buffalo's Great Storm of 
1977. 

The equipment comes from Albany, 


Buffalo and Poughkeepsie, N.Y. The 
federal government was footing 75 
percent of the cost. 

By late Wednesday, plowing in 
Providence was limited to a single swath 
through some streets. Others roads could 
be spotted only by signposts or the tops of 
snow-covered autos. 

Police and tow trucks formed convoys 
to help get fuel trucks through to facilities 
running low on heating oil. 

In some cases, officials found It was 
easier to take doctors or nurses to help 
the injured than to move patients to 
hospitals. In one instance, a kidney 
dialysis machine was helicoptered to a 
patient who needed it. 

Doctors and nurses volunteering their 
services were told by civil preparedness 
officials to be "willing to ride 
snowmobiles or helicopters or even 
walk." 

Cancellations were common and the 
state wasn’t expected to return to normal 
until Monday. 

The Legislature called off its sessions 
until next Tuesday. All state courts were 
closed until Monday. 

The Rhode Island Public Transit 
Authority said none of its buses will 
resume runs until Saturday or Sunday. 
Many of the buses were damaged by 
vandals after they became stuck in the 
storm. Some had cash boxes ripped off. 
One bus was set afire.

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Today's tournament tennis 
players remind me of 
sheep. 

Dumb, driven sheep 
following each other blindly 
and mindlessly in the 
misguided belief there is no 
limit to how much money 
they can make or to how 
much sheer boorishness 
they can lay on those who 
come out to watch them 
before they kill the golden 
goose. 

To me, Romania's Ilie 
Nastase was the forerun¬ 
ner, the one who set the 
pattern for the kind of 
nauseating conduct you see 
so often displayed in 
tournament tennis 
nowadays. 

Somehow Nastase got the 
Idea he could make himself 
more colorful, and more 
money at the the same 
time, by disrupting a match 
he was in, so he proceeded 
to make that type behavior 
his trademark. 

Nastase is fined oc¬ 
casionally, but so what? 
He's making more and 
more money, so what's an 
occasional fine. The im¬ 
portant thing with him is 
that he has made a 
reputation for himself as 
the Bad Boy of Tennis and it 
is paying off handsomely. 

One Ilie Nastase would’ve 
been enough, but now you 
have any number of them in 
tournament tennis. The 
thinking with all the others 
isn't difficult to figure. If it 
worked for him, why can't it 
work for me? 

One of the results of that 
kind of rationale is what 
took place In the World Cup 
Championships at 
Richmond. Va., last week. 

Vitas Gerulaitis, the 23- 


yearold winner of the 
tournament, is being 
threatened with a $10,000 
fine and a one-year 
suspension because of the 
way he conducted himself 
during his matches. 
Speaking of some of the 
things Gerulaitis did, 
referee Walter Horsley 
said, "The way he was 
acting, he’s not fit to play 
before a major audience. It 
was the most irrational 
behavior I’ve ever seen." 

Gerulaitis wasn’t alone, 
though. Eight others also 
were cited and stand to be 
fined for making obscene 
gestures, throwing their 
rackets, withdrawing 
without cause, and for 
hitting balls into the stands. 

Nastase also was in the 
tournament. Naturally, he 
did his thing, too, and has a 
$700 fine hanging over him 
for three different in¬ 
cidents, two involving 
obscenities. 

Some of the more "under¬ 
standing" tennis people, tire 
soft-liners, are inclined to 
rationalize away all this 
misbehavior by pointing to 
the lack of efficient 
linesmen, umpires and 
referees. They also call 
attention to the fact that 
most of the players are 
young, have gotten too 
much too soon and ob¬ 
viously don’t know how to 
handle it. 

I don’t buy any of that. 

None of these players are 
too young to read, and if 
they'd merely take the 
trouble to <-ead the basic 
Standards of Conduct for 
tennis, they'd discover that 
all competitors are under a 
duty to encourage and 
maintain high standards of 
gentlemanly conduct, fair 
play and good sport¬ 
smanship. 


These standards were set 
forth for the good of the 
game and for the good of all 
those competing in it. To 
violate these rules, it seems 
to me, is nothing more than 
pure stupidity because such 
actions eventually can't 
help but turn off spectators 
and they’re the ones who 
make it possible for a 
Jimmy Connors to earn 
$922,667, a Guillermo Vilas 
$800,642 and a Gerulaitis 
$294,324 as they did last 
year. 

Somehow I can’t ever 
remember a Bill Tilden, 
Don Budge or Fred Perry 
ever making an obscene 
gesture, throwing a racket 
or cursing out a linesman, 
and I’m sure they were 
victims of bad calls in their 
day also. 

"If I as much as said 
'damn' or ’hell’ on the 
court, my folks would've 
have made me stay home 
until I learned to behave 
myself," says Budge, twice 
U.S. singles champion, 
former Wimbledon titlist 
and one of the foremost 
tennis players of all time. 

"I feel sorry for these 
kids. They’re vastly 
overpaid and wliat’s more, 
they're making asses of 
themselves because they 
don't realize the game is 
more important than the 
individual and that it will go 
on when they are long dead 
and gone." 

Budge has devoted 49 
years of his life to the game. 
He and his wife, Loriel, run 
tlie Don Budge World of 
Tennis at Harder Hall in 
Sebring Fla., and are 
directors of the tennis 
program at McDonogh 
Prep School in Baltimore. 
As far as the present 
complaints about 
officiating are concerned, 


Budge recalls what Ger¬ 
many’s Gottfried Von 
Cramm said to him before a 
Davis Cup match they once 
played 

"He said to me, 'You and 
I are contestants, we are 
not officials. You know how 
often we blow an easy shot. 
So isn't it understandable 
the linesmen will miss a call 
once in awhile also?' 

"I have never forgotten 
that," says Budge.

Mofenson seeks to end 
'age stereotypes' on TV 


State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), House chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, said last week, "It's time that 
advertisers stop negatively stereotyping 
elderly in television commercials." 

Citing a recent study of the federal 
House Special Committee on Aging, 
Mofenson said older Americans 
represent a $60 billion market to TV 
advertisers and businesses, but all too 
often commercials porin ways which 
make them look ritray them in 
questionable roles’ diculous. 

"The elderly are also being 
discriminated against in job op¬ 
portunities to appear in commercials 
generally. Despite their number in the 
population, they represent only 2 percent 
of the characters appearing in ad spots," 
Mofenson said. 


He said he agreed with Congressman 
Claude Pepper (D-Fla.), chairman of the 
Special Committee on Aging, that ad¬ 
vertisers should develop guidelines to 
guarantee that aging is no longer por¬ 
trayed as an affliction. "It is not 
necessary to either pillory or patronize 
the elderly to sell products," Mofenson 
said. 

Dr. Kathleen Jamieson, director of the 
federal study, said she hoped the report 
'would sensitize the public about age 
stereotypes. "When they recognize 
stereotypes, write to the networks, the 
advertisers, their local stations and say 
'that’s outrageous'," she suggested. 

Mofenson said the local stations in 
Boston were all trying to be responsive to 
community needs and that the eldefly 
should feel free to express their concerns 
to the business executives at the various 
stations.

In these two 
storms the earth was covered with snow from 10 to 15 feet 
and, in some places, 20 feet deep. Many one-story houses 
were covered, and, in many places paths were dug from 
house to house under the snow. Many visits were made, 
from place to place, by means of snow shoes, the wearers 
having first stepped out of their chamber windows on 
these excursions. “Love," we know, "laughs at 
locksmiths" and, of course, will disregard a snow drift. 

"Tradition informs us that a Mr. Ambraham Adams, 
wishing to visit his "lady love," Miss Abigail Pierce, 
mounted his snowshoes, took a three-mile walk, and 
entered her residence as he left his own, namely, by the 
chamber window. He was the first person the family had 
seen for more than a week." 

That's a written account of the Great Blizzard of 1717.

the speed limit reduced to 15 mph on all 
residential streets and 25 mph on main 
streets. 

Quinn has also banned parking 
altogether on residential streets and 
limited parking in business areas. Streets 
where parking is limited to one side 
should be so marked. 

Quinn emphasized that the speed limit 
may be too high on many streets, and a 
driver Is required by law to operate a 
vehicle safely with regard to street 
conditions, regardless of the allowable 
speed. 

All policemen from the last night shift 
were kept on duty Wednesday morning 
until 9 a.m. to control traffic and assist 
children walking to school.

School resumes with extra care 


Newton schools opened Wednesday 
morning with extra police and hundreds 
of volunteers mobilized to insure the 
safety of children walking in the streets. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Tuesday after he made the decision 
to open that some streets near schools 
would be closed or made one way, and 
there would be no student parking at or 
near the schools. Students' cars will be 
towed. 

The superintendent gave some good 
news to students, too. 

It seems that the school calendar will 
not have to be extended to make up for 
the two extra snow days beyond the four 


days exempted by the governor's state of 
emergency. 

If some parents feel it is too hazardous 
for their children to go to school, they 
should keep their children home' Fink 
said. 

Superintendent Fink asked students 
who ride buses to be extra patient, as 
there will be delays. 

He also said all after-school activities 
for in elementary schools will be 
suspended for the rest of the week, and 
secondary schools will have such ac¬ 
tivities at the discretion of principals. 

Recreation programs resume their 


regular schedule with the opening of 
school. 

PTA Safety Chairman Pat Bartoshesky 
was organizing human chains with 
parents and children to walk safely to 
schools in single file’ according to the 
superintendent. 

Fink asked parents to walk with 
children to school, not to drop them off in 
cars. 

The Police Department was providing 
all the extra safety guards they could 
muster’ in addition to having the 
detectives assist with crossing children.

Federal disaster aid denied 
county; $11m damage claimed 


Newton will not get federal disaster 
assistance, it appeared Wednesday 
morning, after reports that Middlesex 
County had been denied such aid by the 
federal government. 

According to Sen. Edward Brooke's 
office Wednesday morning, the denial 
may be appealed. I.t. Gov. Thomas 
O'Neill is to make the decision about 
whether the county should submit more 
information and appeal the denial. 

The city of Newton has applied for $11 
million in disaster aid, the chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer to Mayor Theodore 
Mann told an aldermanic conunittee 
Monday night. 

Jane Pitt told about a dozen aldermen, 
most of them members of the Public 
Safety & Transportation Committee, that 
the city had made the application for 
"actual and predicted" damage resulting 
from the snowstorm to buttress dauns by 
Newton and other Middlesex County 
conununities that they should be given 
federal disaster assistance. 

Ms. Pitt saiu that damage to streets, 
playfields, sewers, buildings, water 
pipes, and trees has been estimated at the 
$11 million figure. Waltham has repor¬ 
tedly applied for $3.5 million. 

Boston has estimated damage to city 
property at more than $17 million. 

The Army Corps of engineers has 
helped out considerably since last 
Friday, Ms. Pitt said’ by paying 75 


percent of the cost of contractors as of 4 
p in. that day. 

Acting Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas said Tuesday the Corps of 
Engineers had also assigned several 
pieces of heavy equipment to Newton. 

Thomas added that he does not expect 
the Army to pick up the tab for the con¬ 
tractors much longer, probably not 
through the end of the this week. 

The federal payment is only for snow 
removal and widening of streets and does

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Newton Centre man to head 
state Rate Setting Commission 


Charles Stover of Newton Centre has 
been sworn in by Gov, Michael Dukakis 
as commissioner of the state Rate Setting 
Commission, 

The three-member commission has 
broad powers to control hospital costs, 
based on legislation filed by the Dukakis 
administration in 1976. 

The Rate Setting Commission also 
establishes payment rates to hospitals 
and nursing homes for Medicaid, as well 
as rates paid for other state health and 
social programs. 

Stover, 35, has been assistant secretary 
for planning and program analysis in the 
Executive Office of Human Services 
since 1972. Recently his major respon¬ 
sibility has been monitoring im¬ 
plementation of the Governor's 
Management Task Force recom¬ 
mendations in the secretariat’s 13 
agencies, aimed at improving the quality 


of human services while controlling their 
costs, which total 45 percent of the state's 
budget. 

He has also worked with human service 
agencies and local officials throughout 
the state to decentralize decision-making 
for the human services and to help 
coordinate services between the agencies 
so that people needing services could get 
them earlier and more easily. 

From 1968 to 1972 he was a planner in 
the City of New York's Bureau of the 
Budget, specializing in educational af¬ 
fairs. From 1964 to 1966, he was a Peace 
Corps volunteer in the Republic of 
Nigeria. 

He received an A.B. in economics cum 
laude from Amherst in 1964, and a MPA 
in economics and public policy from 
Princeton University’s Woodrow Wilson 
School in 1968. 

Stover will receive an annual salary of 
$32,000, and will serve until July, 1980.

questioned their role during the Sixties. 

“We really did believe that all 
creativity would be stifled if there was 
any rote learning in mechanics," she 
said. 

"Now we see that there can be a happy 
medium.” 

David Youngblood, acting English 
Department head at Newton South High, 
said that there is now a detailed 
curriculum for tenth graders that stresse 
stresses brief papers on specific ideas, 
and similar guidlines are being developed 
for other grades. 

The sophomore curriculum includes a 
300-word spelling list of commonly 
misspelled words. 

Writing folders are kept for each 
student now, starting in the first grade, 
and high school teachers use a stan¬ 
dardized list of correction marks. 

Both high school department heads 
agree that there is better coordination 
between schools with the transition from 
junior to senior high. 

Junior high guidance counsellors and 
English teachers are advising students 
that if they want to take the more ad¬ 
vanced English courses in high school, 
they will have to take the skills course. 

Coordinator of English for grades K-9, 
Robert Zeeb, explained how teachers 
help children improve their early writing 
habits. 

He said up to about 10 years of age, the 
average sentence a child writes has about 
as many words in it as he is old. 

In grades one and two, skill work is 
separate from composing, so students 
can enjoy writing for a while without 
regard to the rules. 

In the next two grades, rules are taught 
and proofreading and the notion of an 
audience are introduced. 

In grades five and six, more emphsis is 
put upon rewriting and editing. 

One problem Zeeb sees in the junior 
high is that there is no time in the school 
schedule to allow for individual writing 
conferences with students. 

Junior high guidelines call for about 15 
percent of the English class tune to be 
spent on grammar skills, and about 40 
percent on writing skills. 

The organization of the schools makes 
the principal in charge of the curriculum, 
and part of Zeeb's time is spent working 
with principals to get across his ideas to 
improve the teaching of English skills.

Thousands of people in need during the 
Blizzard of '78 were aided by thousands of 
volunteers, and now that the volunteers 
have had a few days rest, they have 
begun thanking other volunteers. 

The men and women who came to the

with four wheel drive vehicles. About 1200 
to 1300 emergency runs a day were made 
the Red Cross and other agencies. 

All of the emergencies were verified in 
such ways as calling doctors to determine 
the importance of a prescription.

and operators to the armory, City Hall, 
and Newlon-Wellesley Hospital. 

The volunteers coordinated the 
National Guard shuttle service to and 
from the hospital, and helped essential 
personnel get where they were needed. 
According to ham operator Robert 
Drukman of Newton Centre, a music 
teacher in Arlington, the hams working in 
the area were from the Middlesex 
Amateur Radio Club and the Wellesley 
Amateur Radio Society. 

The Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission forbids operators to accept any 
pay for their services. The clubs maintain 
several radio signal repeaters in the area 
which give the hams a range of up t<^U) 
miles with portable radios. 

Simulated disaster drills helped hams 
prepare for the real one last week. 

Improvements In services 
The Red Cross and the Civil Defense 
teams plan meetings soon to discuss 
improvements in their operations, 

Jay Moskow said he was impressed at 
the ease with which the two groups, the 
Guard, and the Human Services 
Department worked with each other, but 
would like to see communication im¬ 
proved with police departments in the 
region. 

John Cicciu said the Red Cross would 
like to improve its techniques on 
gathering information on persons in the 
shelters. 

He would also like to acquire a four- 
wheel drive vehicle, an instant hot water 
heater, and more radio eu.uipment, in 
addition to replenishing first aid supplies.

countless others who donated food’ 
vehicles, time, and equipment to assist in 
the disaster. 

Jay Moskow, director of Civil Defense 
for the city, said, "Give them a really 
flowery thanks.” 

Red Cross disaster director John Cicciu 
said Lt. Steve Powell of the National 
Guard, the commanding officer at the 
West Newton Armory, “was un¬ 
believable." 

"Words can’t express the gratitude’" 
Cicciu said, who headed the Red Cross 
operation of providing about 3000 meals a 
day to the victims and workers during the 
state of emergency. 

Cicciu, a Newton Centre resident who is 
a foreman at Polaroid, said the Red Cross 
provided emergency shelter at City Hall 
and the Armory to a total of 548 people 
from Monday night to Saturday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Cicciu himself almost became a 
disaster victim when he set out Monday 
night with volunteers Elaine Enos and 
Claire Bassinet to help the State Police on 
Rte. 128 near the Dedham and Westwood 
line. 

During the 13 hours they were stran¬ 
ded, the three distributed blankets and 
coffee, helped with medical problems, 
and tried to keep people calm. They also 
convinced a canteen truck to open up, 
Cicciu said. 

Besides using about $2000 worth of first 
aid supplies treating sprains and cuts’ the 
Red Cross had more serious problems at 
the two emergency shelters. 

Two persons had heart attacks while at 
the armory, Cicciu said’ and one woman 
also had to rushed to the hospital. At City 
Hall a boy fell and suffered a fractured 
spleen. 

Fifteen to twenty people donated their 



important role in housekeeping and 
sanitation chores at the armory. The 
scouts were running to stores and getting 
information needed to coordinate 
emergency services. 

Some volunteers orked two or three 
days straight, went home for eight hours, 
and returned for another two days work, 
Cicciu said. 

The total cost for the Newton Red Cross 
during the storm is estimated to be 
between $3000 and $4000, according to 
Robert Kehoe, executive director of 
agency.

Civil Defense 

Civil Defense Director Jay Moskow 
supervised about 30 volunteer Auxiliary- 
Police officers who worked 12-hour shifts 
through the height of the emergency. 

He had special thanks to Lt. Albert 
Evans and Sgt. William Canton who 
drove the CD Rescue truck, a sturdy 
vehicle that rescued 20 people from Rte. 
128 after Needham officials said they had 
everything under control. 

The winch on the CD Rescue was used 
several times to pull police cruisers from 
snowbanks’ and it freed a Fire Depart¬ 
ment ladder truck that got stuck on 
Spiers Road on Sunday night. 

During the 172 hours that the Civil 
Defense headquarters was open in the 
basement of City Hall, Moskow said the 
phone never stopped ringing. 

He estimates the six officers at City- 
Hall received 60 calls an hour on two 
phone lines. 

The Civil Defense operation is com¬ 
pletely voluntary ’ . The city_supplies 
gasoline and maintenance for The* three 
police cruisers and rescue van, and the 
officers take care of their uniforms which 
were originally purchased under a 
federal grant. 

In the CD headquarters, Moskow said

Dukakis met 
the challenge 

Even his most vociferous detractors must 
admit. Gov Michael S. Dukakis rose to the 
occasion during the •'Great Blizzard of 
1978.* 

Dukakis. realizing how seriously the Bay 
Stale was wounded, "look the bull by the 
horns'' in swiftly declaring a state of 
emergency. He and Lt. Gov. Thomas P. 
O'Neill also moved quickly to seek and ob¬ 
tain Federal disaster relief. 

Dukakis' leadership during and after the 
storm was both bold and imaginative. His 
statewide emergency was gradually lifted 
as conditions permitted 

Needless to say. some were in¬ 
convenienced, or at least felt put upon by the 
governor's ban on non-essential travel. 
Others can quibble with the duration of the 
ban in some areas or the priority given to 
clearing Route 128. 

But Monday morning quarterbacking is 
easy Keeping the ship of state afloat under 
tons of snow and water is another matter. 

A true crisis demands strong leadership 
and that's what Dukakis provided Without 
the travel restrictions, more lives would 
have been lost, more time and money 
needed to clear clogged arteries, more 
citizens kept from work or school. 

Dukakis, often portrayed as a cold 
technocrat, exuded the right image in time 
of peril for so many. Especially for those 
along the hard-hit coast, or those stranded 
from families, the governor's calm, but 
forceful approach was helpful. 

A state leader who often seems to lack 
emotion. Dukakis seemed in his own way to 
dPu truly shaken by the devastation along the 
North and South Shores. 

Many will still remember Dukakis next 
November as the candidate who promised 
no new taxes and then clobbered us with 
more. But many of these same disgruntled 
taxpayers may recall too the seemingly im¬ 
perturbable governor of the week just 
passed. 

Dukakis' performance during the storm 
eroded the chances of his electoral 
challengers as surely as the sea against our 
coastline. Yet Dukakis is no more out of the 
political woods than are his constituents out 
of snow. 

His election year plans for local property 
tax relief appear to be another casualty ol 
the great blizzard. The MBTA. despite Mon¬ 
day's performance' remains as creaky as 
ever; the road system as overburdened; the 
local and state tax structure as repressive; 
the bureaucracy as bloated. 

These chronic problems won't melt with 
the spring thaw

‘The Guard belongs'

For most people in Massachusetts, the big blizzard of 
78 was digging a few tons of snow from a driveway and 
trying to keep their children amused. 

For some it was a smashed home, everything gone, and 
a municipal shelter. For workers with vital emergency 
jobs it was work as usual, except under conditions of 
constant emergency. 

For those of us in the National Guard able to make it to 
an armory it was an unusual experience - one that we’ll 
never forget. 

When Governor Dukakis called us up. he ordered each 
of us to report to the nearest armory if we couldn't get to 
our own unit. Since your reporter, a Dedham resident, 
normally works at Camp CurUs Guild in Reading or 
Commonwealth Armory in Boston, this meant a trip to the 
Norwood Armory where an emergency shelter and 
evacuation center had been rushed into operation. 

I called the Dedham Police and explained that I am a 
National Guard medic in need of a ride to Norwood Ar¬ 
mory. The harried police officer who answered the phone 
dispatched three stranded civilians who owned a van 
equipped with chains who had volunteered their vehicle 
for emergencies. 

When 1 reached the armory, most of the Guardsmen of 
the infantry company there had either been assigned to 
check stalled cars on 128 for stranded motorists or to 
Scituate where they patrolled evacuated streets to guard 
against looters. 

The few who remained supplied food, a place to sleep, 
and rides for emergency workers who needed to reach 
other towns. 

Massachusetts Guardsmen in Norwood and elsewhere 
w orked 18 hour days at a minimum and most were even on

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Carter, who comes 
across as serious as a Baptist minister, does have a dry 
sense of humor and likes to begin a speech with it. 

But while quick on the draw, he does not have the wit of 
John F. Kennedy, nor the colorful style of the spellbinding 
repartee which was Lyndon B. Johnson on occasion. 

He is best at one-liners and most of the time they must 
be self-'depreciating lest he offend. 

Most often it falls to Jerry Doolittle, a 44-year-old for¬ 
mer newspaperman who is sufficiently irreverent, to 
provide a few laugh lines, or to pick the brain cu ome 
presidents have had fulltime gag writers around, but 
Doolittle is not that. He is part of the five-member speech 
writing learn that also turns out the weightier tomes on 
the Panama Canal, the energy program for radio and 
television broadcast and addresses for all other oc¬ 
casions. 

Doolittle remembers his first attempts at humor for 
Carter were not well received. He remembers the 
president's notation on one speech, "Very poor. I had to 
write my own jokes. Next time try harder." 

"The next time we gave him a bigger smorgasbord," 
Doolittle said. 

Doolittle points out that Carter is limited in his en¬ 
deavors to be humorous. "He can't tell Polish, ethnic, or 
blue jokes. He can't direct humor against anyone but 
himself, certainly not a Cabinet member or a senator."

It was the same at Boston’s District 3 police station, 
where I drove a four wheel drive ambulance for the 
Boston Police and National Guard MP's patrolled the 
streets in Jeeps and patrol cars with Boston Police of¬ 
ficers. 

And at storm devastated Marshfield, a coastal com¬ 
munity, where I drove one of two army ambulances which 
served as town ambulances. The two police ambulances 
had developed engine trouble and were out of service and 
we supplied the only ambulance service for a town of 
22,000 people. 

In a situation like this there are experiences and people 
that are indelibly inscribed on a person's memory. 

A young nurse, determined to get to work, comes to 
Norwood Armory for a ride to her hospital and patiently 
waits six hours for it Not a word of complaint A Norwood 
Guardsman volunteers a personal snowmobile and uses it 
to move food, emergency supplies, and emergency 
workers where they are needed. A Norwood welfare 
mother who comes to the armory and volunteers her 
services as a telephone answerer for the duration of the 
snow emergency. 

Teachers in a Marshfield elementary school who work 
12-18 hour shifts preparing and serving food to stranded 
people and emergency workers with cheerfulness and 
charm that would melt a glacier. 

One must be grateful that an emergency like this brings 
out the best in most people. 

For Guardsmen, often maligned as fumbling and 
useless, it was an opportunity to prove that we can make a 
contribution. We hope we won't have to do it again. 

No normal person enjoys the misery of others. But we 
welcomed the opportunity to prove what our recruiting 
posters so proudly proclaim: “THE GUARD BELONGS." 


But Doolittle says press secretary Jody Powell and top 
aide Hamilton Jordan are fair game, and even though he 
has shied away from "Billy" jokes, Carter has often in¬ 
jected into his speeches quips about his brother. 

Speaking of members of Congress, Carter told a ga¬ 
thering, "One of the newcomers said on the way over here 
that when a President tells a joke, whether it is funny or 
not, people in Washington laugh, and my wife just as I 
walked in, said 'yes, that is true with everybody except 
the press and Congress'." 

In a speech to the Washington Press Club last year. 
Carter spoke of the inaugural ceremonies and how he and 
his wife walked down Pennsylvania Avenue. "I could hear 
the vast crowd saying 'look, look, look.’ And I was feeling 
very good until they said ‘there goes Billy's brother'." 

"The next day, Mayor (Walter) Washington, who was 
born 20 miles from where I lived, called and said he 
wanted to thank me for restoring the faith in his city by 
walking on the street unprotected and by getting my 
brother back to Plains." 

When he spoke at a Democratic Party fundraiser in 
Atlanta last month. Carter said: "It is really nice to be 
back down here at home where 1 don't need an in¬ 
terpreter" — a reference to his problems with an in¬ 
terpreter when he arrived in Warsaw on his recent 
European trip. 

To some observers, Carter throws away punch lines

with his-sing song style which borders on the listless, but 
apparently he is working to correct that. 

Carter works on all his speeches, adding his own 
touches, sometimes rewriting many drafts. Carter had a 
big hand in drafting the second address on energy which 
was so roundly panned. 

State of the Union addresses are invariably dull, a 
litany of legislative goals, a shopping list. Doolittle says 
Dwight D. Eisenhower perhaps had the right idea. He had 
his State of the Union speech "read by a clerk." 

Carter does have the ability for the impromptu 
comeback at news conferences that evoke laughter. Once, 
he was told by a reporter that some of his staff might be 
“living in sin,” although the president had expressed 
strong views on the subject. 

"As you know 1 am monogamous," Carter replied. "1 
would hope to find it in my heart to forgive them."

The real Hamlet story 


To the Editor: 

It appears that some people are willing 
to publicly register opinions that have no 
basis in fact. I prefer that my con¬ 
stituents be provided with a first-hand 
account of my involvement with the 
plowing of Hamlet Street on Jan. 21, and I 
trust them to evaluate the event ac¬ 
curately. 

The first question of the responsibility 
for plowing Hamlet Street was com¬ 
municated to me by an anonymous voice 
on my police scanner. A call was made 
for a plow to clear the Hamlet, and the 
city barn at Eliot Street replied that they 
weren't sure how far they were 
authorized to plow on that road. 

This communication sparked my 
curiosity. It was very easy for me to see 
the mounting snow and any plowing that 
was done because my den window 
provides a full view of the Hamlet. 
Shortly thereafter a front-end loader 
made its way down Hamlet Street 
followed by a man running and waving 
his arms apparently trying to halt the 
truck. 

My curiosity was at a peak at this point. 
Exactly what was going on? It looked like 
there may be some problems developing 
in the Hamlet and as a resident of the 
immediate area 1 was interested in them 
and certainly affected by them. When I 
reached the Hamlet that day I met Mr. 
Malgieri, the city worker whom I had 
seen earlier from my home and Mr. 
Schlesinger. I asked Mr. Malgieri how 
this job was going to get done? How far 
could the loader plow? 

He replied that it could only go as far as 
the barn on the street, the end of public 
property. Whtfo I informed him that 
beyond that point was private property, 
he said that he knew that. Mr. 
Schlesinger, on the other hand, was under 
the impression that the city had always 
plowed out the Hamlet Street area in the 
past and the fact that they were intending 


to plow it now proved it. Faulty logic at 
best. In fact, DiCarlo Brothers Trucking 
had plowed it before the construction of 
the Hamlet and its roadways, clearing it 
solely for their own use, requiring no 
other assistance. At this point, con¬ 
sidering the confusion that was 
developing, it was apparent that the city 
had to be consulted in this matter before 
further action could be taken. 

That night, just as I prepared to make 
another plowing run through my own 
apartments, at about 11 p.m., a front-end 
loader began to clear the private 
property of the Hamlet. It seemed that 
the morning’s questions had been an¬ 
swered and 1 intended to find out what 
these answers were. 

After reaching the driver of the loader 
and asking him how the matter had been 
settled, he replied that the orders had 
come from the city barn at Eliot Street 
and that he had no idea who gave them. I 
could safely assume that neither the 
police nor the fire department had In¬ 
tervened to declare an emergency, given 
the source of the order, so the orders to 
plow private property remained a 
mystery. 


At this point I was approached by a 
tenant of the Hamlet who asked why I 
was stopping the plow. I explained that 
my intention was not to halt the plow with 
some theatrical gesture but to get the 
attention of the driver and ask him a 
single question. 1 continued my con¬ 
versation with the tenant, Mr. Robbins, 
and the talk proved to be very revealing. 
Mr, Robbins had been informed at the 
time that he signed his lease that the city 
owned the development and that the city 
would plow his road and his walk would 
be cleared to his front door, His less than 
perfect health being a primary con¬ 
sideration, this was a major factor in this 
tenant's decision to take the apartment. 
That kind of service is worth the extra 
cost. I was appalled with the false in¬ 
formation that Mr. Robbins was given by 
his landlords and was moved to offer my 
own services at no charge if he ever found 
himself trapped again. 

Following this course of events, it was 
proven to me by the chiefs of the police 
and fire departments that no state of 
emergency had been declared for the 
Hamlet nor for any of the other dead end 


streets adjacent to the Hamlet. We were 
all in the same snowbound condition and 
we were all deemed accessible by the fire 
department which had made test runs 
through several of these streets. 

1 have this final statement to make 
about the controversy of which my stand 
has become the center: It seems that wild 
tempers and indignation have forced me 
into a position calling for a personal 
explanation. 1 am confident that this 
letter will clear away some of the smoke 
that has gathered. Though it does bother 
me that subsequent editorials have run 
astray of the issue and have even gone so 
far as to ask me to justify my time 
schedules. I can provide anyone with any 
information they seek without hesitation 
But let it remain, after the heat of this 
issue has subsided, that 1 have tried 
simply to obtain information that any 
citizen has a right to whether an elected 
official or not. I have issued no com¬ 
mands or orders; I have simply asked 
questions. If a city is to be operated ef¬ 
ficiently, guidelines for city services 
must be clearly defined. 

As taxpayers, we all have certain 
rights, and it is inevitable that some will 
abuse those rights by attempting to 
manipulate city services to secure 
private advantage. 

It is the duty of every citizen to speak 
out whenever the city is in a position of 
obvious exploitation. 1 defend my right us 
an individual to investigate a situation 
that 1 saw and heard developing from 
within my own home. If the tenants of the 
Hamlet are unprepared to speak out 
against the manipulative tactics of their 
landlords, then I will speak for them as I 
speak for my entire community. In doing 
so 1 will serve this community and this 
city to my fullest ability as a private 
citizen of Newton and as an alderman.

Thoughtful and knowledgeable people 
will acknowledge with thanks the ef¬ 
fective work performed by our city of¬ 
ficials and all those involved in meeting 
the emergencies caused by the blizzard of 
Feb. 6 and 7. 

Granted, there were imperfections 
under the severe strain of crisis, but we 
can be thankful that we have the human 
and physical resources with which to 
keep our community safe and responsive 
to human needs. 

The worst snow-hurricane to strike this 
area in a century created instant 
problems of titanic proportions. It also 
called for and evoked the best in most of 
us as public officials and citizens united 
in helping one another and in the 
protection of our community. 

There are always some naive in¬ 
dividuals who have the notion that a 
heavy snowfall can be cleaned up in¬ 
stantly as though by the wave of a magic 
wand. Most understand the tremendous 
task it really is. Officials struggle 'round 
the clock with tough, logistical problems 
and priorities while those in the front 
lines facing the howling blizzard surely 
know that the only magic is the hard and 
exasperating struggle with the elements. 

Despite weariness and discouragement 
as they coped with nearly impossible 
tasks caused by a bitter winter, officials 
and private citizens of the community 
mobilized to care for the side, the elderly, 
those rescued from stranded cars and 
others needing help. 

There will be the appropriate 
examinations of the city's performance 
under stress, and most certainly flaws 
will be identified for correction in plans 
for the future. As we go through this 
process, we must not fail to bear in mind 
the factors that illuminate what has taken 
place and the true nature of the crisis 
which we have successfully met. 


Anyone pondering the significance and 
the impact of conditions as they relate to 
human activity in our city must conclude 
that our leadership and citizenry faced an 
immense challenge and came through in 
a manner that justifies pride and thank¬ 
fulness. 

The clearing of Newton's 400 miles of 
streets probably would have been 
somewhat easier had we acquired the 
equipment recommended by the Mayor 
in April of 1977. Legislative delay denied 
us the use of such units as were sought, 
but it must be added that because of the 
Administration's resourcefulness the city 
did manage to quickly locate equipment 
which was moved in to clear large 
masses of snow. 

From the broad point of view we must 
recognize that we have been through the 
worst blizzard in recent history. Our 
highly complex, interrelated society was 
tested by a vicious, paralyzing storm that 
caused heavy property and personal 
losses, and claimed the lives of many 
unfortunate people. By any standard, our 
judgment must be that it was an ex¬ 
traordinary accomplishment to keep the 
city streets open and then to clear them 
within a four-to five-day period while 
carrying on normal municipal services. 

Undoubtedly we have learned many 
lessons that will serve to strengthen our 
society. But one thing is very clear. We 
have been served with magnificent 
dedication, ability, and performance by 
our municipal family, the mayor and his 
staff, the various department heads, the 
men and women of Public Works, the 
Police and Fire Departments, and others 
who served in various capacities. 

Let me join with others of our com¬ 
munity in a salute of recognition and 
appreciation for the outstanding service 
they have rendered in our behalf.

Affluent 
Newton; high taxes, super services, 


million-dollar communication center— 
and NO SNOW REMOVAL EQUIP¬ 
MENT, 

Due to the city's inefficiencies during 
the last storm, parents from the Lincoln-

streets to and from school. We also had to 
shovel the corners at the crosswalks so 
children could reach the traffic light 
buttons.

Anthony J. Bibbo, president of the 
Newton Rotary Club, has announced that 
Rotary International is currently ac¬ 
cepting applications for Rotary Foun¬ 
dation Educational Awards. 

Interested persons in Newton should 
contact Walter Philli|r«*n care of Phillips 
Properties Inc., P.O. Box 25, Newton, 
02158. Graduate fellowships, un¬ 
dergraduate scholarships, teachers of the 
handicapped, and journalism awards are 
to be made to outstanding students or 
teachers for the 1979-80 academic year to 
study in a foreign country. 


The educational awards cover the cost 
of round trip transportation between the 
awardees home and place of study; 
registration; tuition; laboratory and 
other school fees; supplies; room and 
board; incidental living costs; limited 
educational travel; and language 
training. 

A candidate for an undergraduate 
scholarship must be between 18 and 24 
years of age as of the application deadline 
of March 1. The applicant must also have 
completed two or more years of un¬ 


dergraduate study but not have received 
a degree. Candidates for the graduate 
fellowship must be between the ages of 20 
and 28, excluding those with military 
service, and hold a bachelor's degree or 
equivalent.

What would you do if someone was 
having a heart attack? 

Not many people would react properly 
in a timely fasion, but William Jaillet of 
Newton, regional employment officer of 
the General Administration knows what 
to do. 

Jaillet is a training instructor In car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
techniques. Because of his expertise in 
heart-saving programs, he was recently 
given permission by the acting regional 
administrator of General Services 
Administration, I^wrence F. Bretta, to 
assist the American Heart Association, 
Greater Boston Chapter, in their CPR 
training program. 

Jaillet has worked on these 
resuscitation programs for over 10 years 
and is certified by the Heart Association. 
To be accredited, he took a written and 
oral examination plus he gave a 
presentation demonstrating practical 
skills in the life saving process. 

He has worked with ambulance teams 
and has conducted Emergency Medical 
Technician training courses with the Fire 
and Police departments in Woburn. 

Bill Jaillet lives at 607 Watertown St., 
Newtonville. He went to the Newton 
schools, received his B.A. from St. 
Anselms College in Manchester, N.H., 
and his Master's degree at Boston State 
College. 

He entered federal service with the 
Veterans Administration in 1966 and later 
transferred to GSA in 1974. 

With four children and his employment 
commitments. Bill Jaillet still finds time 
to be a very active member of the 
American Heart Association realizing his 
donated time in behalf of the heart saving 
program exceeds a normal work week. 

His effort and interest in 
humanitarianism have not gone un¬ 
noticed. He has been singled out by the 
National Alliance of Businessmen for his 
work with Veterans, and was highly 
honored by the Middlesex County 
Firefighters and Fire Wardens when 
presented the Arthur B. Tebbets 
Memorial award for rescue and 
resuscitation of two scuba divers. 

He is an instructor and gives training 
programs in CPR. Currently Jaillet is 
initiating this program in GSA offices in 
New England. 


This program, which has been im- at 223-0574, or the American Heart 
plemented in New England by the Association, Greater Boston Chapter at 
American Heart Association, evolved 738-4920. 
from a program first used in Seattle. 

Wash., which resulted in a dramatic 
decrease in cardiovascular disease death 
rate nationwide. 

Acting Administrator Bretta 
recognized the value of this heart saver 
program and permitted Bill to use GSA as 
a sounding board. The response has been 
overwhelming. Out of 850 contacts, 350 
enrolled in the program. 

A trainee can learn the technique on 
How To Save a life in four hours. Bill has 
offered the program to the Civil Service 
Commission and has trained 40 Boston 
firefighters. 

Because of Jaillet's instruction, his 
groups can document at least one life 
saved and possibly two. 

Bill is an affiliate faculty member of 
the American Heart Association and he 
hopes to bring this life saving program to 
all major federal agencies in New 
England. He also assists those com¬ 
munities desiring his assistance.

The Board of Aldermen voted not to 
allow withdrawal of a petition for 
development of the former Murley land 
at Parker and Dedham Streets under 
cluster zoning regulations. 

The 30-acre parcel is now owned by 
Peace Realty Trust, headed by Haim 
Eliachar. 

There have been rumors that the 
developers now prefer to build single¬ 
family houses under a subdivision plan. 

Under cluster zoning regulations, up to 
44 single-family houses might be built, 
the same number that could be built in a 
subdivision, but the cluster plan would 
need approval of the Board of Aldermen 


as well as amendment of the cluster- 
zoning regulations. 

The cluster petition will be held in the 
Land Use Committee until after 
disposition of a Land Use Committee 
recommendation that the cluster zoning 
ordinance be amended to deal with 
parcels of land up to 30 acres. It now 
applies only to parcels of 20 acres or less. 

A public hearing on the amendment has 
been rescheduled to March 8 at City Hall. 
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Community development 

No more increase 
for human services 


Mayor Theodore Mann said last week 
he would not further increase the $90,000 
community development funding 
allocation for social services, despite a 
resolution from two aldermanic com¬ 
mittees asking for that action and passed 
20-1 by the full Board. 

At a joint meeting of the Finance and 
Administration it Planning committees 
last week, former alderman Joan Saklad 
called the human services funding 
allocation of first $75,000, then $90,000, "a 
disgrace, a pittance." 

The total federal community 
development funding for fiscal 1979 is $2,1 
million. 

Eligible human sendees could, under 
regulations governing the community 
development program, be given up to 20 
percent of the total, or $420,000. 

Ms. Saklad asked the two committees 
to increase the human sendees funding to 
$150,000, citing unmet needs of children, 
the elderly and the handicapped. 

Mayor Mann had already agreed to add 
$15,000 to the original $75,000 allocated. 


Unemployment rate 
4.2% in city in '77 

The unemployment rate in Newton was 
down to 4.2 percent during the last 
quarter of 1977, Mayor Theodore Mann 
has announced. The figure was released 
by the Treasury Department. 

"Currently the unemployment rate for 
the Commonwealth is 5.7 percent, as of 
Dec, 1, according to the most recent 
Division of Employment Security 
figures," the mayor said. "This is the 
lowest the unemployment rate has been 
since 1971." 

Newton unemployment rate was at its 
highest - 8.6 percent — in 1975. In 1976 it 
was 7.2 percent. 


Aluminum recycling 
increases by 25% 

New Englanders turned in almost a 
million pounds of aluminum for recycling 
during 1977, according to figures released 
this week by the Reynolds Aluminum 
Recycling Company. New Englanders 
were paid nearly $160,000 for their efforts. 

The 940,000 pounds of aluminum 
collected in New England represents 
more than 20 million all-aluminum 
beverage cans. 

New Englanders turned in 25 percent 
more aluminum in 1977 than they turned 
in during*1976 and they were paid more 
for their aluminum than ever before. 

In January 1977, Reynolds raised the 
price paid for all— aluminum items to 17 
cents a pound. Reynolds accepts aB- 
aluminum beverage cans and clean 
household aluminum such as foil and 
frozen food trays. Certain other items, 
such as siding, gutters, storm door and 
window frames, and lawn furniture 
tubing, are also worth 17 cents a pound. 
This aluminum should be free of all 
foreign materials and cut into lengths not 
exceeding three feet. 

Reynolds operates a permanent 
recycling facility in Newton at 50 Tower 
Road, Upper Falls. 


The additional (60,000 could be cut from 
other parts of the community develop¬ 
ment program, Ms. Saklad said. 

Joanne Williams, director of the West 
Suburban Council for Children, ad¬ 
dressed the joint meeting and complained 
that the Human Services Advisory 
Committee for the community 
development program had been told that 
the allocation would be $75,000 before it 
had received any proposals from service 
agencies. 

One of the most urgently needed ser¬ 
vices for children that does not now exist 
is an alcohol program, Ms. Williams said. 

Juris Alksnitis, senior planner and 
coordinator of the community develop¬ 
ment program for the city, said, "Our 
position is that the primary objective of 
the program is housing and community 
development, and human services are 
secondary." 

Large amounts of money are ear¬ 
marked for housing rehabilitation, 
"concentrated block improvements" and 
assistance to construction of public 
housing. 

Alksnitis explained further that 
eligibility for funding of human services 
is rigidly restricted. For example, the 
services must be given only to low- and 
moderate-income people, and federal and 
state funding must have been denied. 

Questioned about whose decision it was 
to allot $75,000, later raised to $90,000 
upon the recommendation of the Human 
Services Advisory Committee, Alksnitis 
replied, "The mayor and the ?? Planning 
Department decided to keep it down." 

However, in a statement issued later at 
a news conference in the mayor’s office, 
Alksnitis said that if in the coming year 
the Human Services Advisory Committee 
should agree that the $90,000 is not 
enough, "we will consider the possible 
use of contingency funds to augment this 
funding component.” 

There are $60,000 "contingency funds” 
budgeted for the fourth year of the 
community development program. 

Because of the very short time left until 
the application for fourth-year funding 
must be submitted to the federal Housing 
and Urban Development Department, it 
appears that the Board of Aldermen may 
not want to risk not approving the 
program this year on time and the con¬ 
sequent possibility of loss of funds. 

According to Alksnitis, the Board could 
refuse to accept the proposed program 
and even make changes, but such actions 
and then negotiating with the mayor, 
might cause a fatal delay. 

Alksnitis was emphatic that the yearly 
community development program is an 
executive function, in the end solely the 
decision of Mayor Mann, arrived at on the 
basis of citizen participation in the many 
advisory committees of the program. 

In any event, the Board of Aldermen 
has now awakened to the potential of the 
community development program, which 
in the next three fiscal years will bring in 
almost $7 million, and has voted to 
require a quarterly report on community 
development activities. 

Several aldermen now are members of 
the neighborhood advisory committees. 
One, Aid. Robert Tennant of West 
Newton, has a comprehensive grasp of 
the concept and regulations of the 
program.

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Playboy empire's 
chips on Atlantic 
City casino 

CHICAGO fUPI i - The big playboy Isn't sure how long 
he can keep on being a sex symbol. 

A lot of 51-year-old men have that problem. 

But not many of them have as much at stake as Hugh M. 
Hefner. This 51-year-old has, for almost a quarter cen¬ 
tury, marketed himself as the nearest thing to the sex 
symbol of Playboy Magazine as the girl on the center-fold. 
He is still at it. 

In a telephone interview on the state of Playboy, Hefner 
was asked how long he can keep it up as the master of 
palatial Playboy bunny hutches, the swinging symbol of 
what he has defined as the Playboy life style. 

"That's a tough one,” he said. He talked a while, then 
thought a while, and finally said," I can't answer that." 

He spoke, a trifle vaguely, of turning to "other things" 
in a few years once he has seen the empire dedicated to 
hedonism he sought to create get out of its troubles. 

Derick Daniels, who Hefner brought in a year ago to 
turn his publishing complex around, had a slightly dif¬ 
ferent slant in an interview at Playboy’s Chicago 
headquarters: 

"Hef is the single most promotable commodity this 
company has," he said. "He is a strong, vital, youthful 
man whose psyche is 25. We will continue to promote 
Hefner and his lifestyle ... he is not going to fade into the 
sunset." 

One apparent reason is that Playboy Enterprises Inc. 
needs to promote itself right now. 

Hefner does not edit the magazine any more, nor is he the 
company's acting chief executive officer, although he 
holds the title. But he maintains he is working harder on 
PEI's problems than he has in years. 

There are a lot of problems. 

Although the company's scope includes magazines in 
seven countries, hotels, nightclubs, books, movies, fran¬ 
chises, calendars, records, models, limousines, a 
boutique and even insurance, the fact is that not many of 
these make much, if any, money. 

The company’s revenues of $223.4 million in fiscal 1977 
were largely derived from three gambling casinos in 
Great Britain and the magazine which gave the outfit its 
name. 

The company is putting a lot of its chips — some say 
most of them — on plans to have a $75 million hotel-casino 
complex in operation by the time big time gambling opens 
up in Atlantic City. Playboy believes it has unique 
expertise, gained through its United Kingdom operations, 
to run a gambling operation in the United States without 
1 admitting the crime syndicate as a silent partner. 
Critics say Playboy could be in deep trouble if it cannot 
get bankrolled for Atlantic City by Arabian or West 
German interests. Hefner concedes this is where he is 
looking for money, but denies allegations that Playboy 
would be stuck with the tab if an Atlantic City deal fell 
through. 

"We will be primarily financed by outsiders,” Daniels 
said. "We are presently in very serious negotiations. We 
do not have financing in place but we are very op¬ 
timistic." 

The good time dollars which fed the Hefner operation 
began drying up three to four years ago. The heavy 
spenders and free swingers upon whom Playboy relied to 
fill its clubs and hotels started coming up short of cash. 

The recession was one reason, Hefner concedes. Nor did 
magazine competition — the slick, raunchier Penthouse 
and the ineffable Hustler — help matters. 

And there was something else. The sexual revolution, if 
there ever was one, seemed lately to be taken for granted. 
Some suggested even the girl on the center fold had lost 
some of her old allure. 

An informed observer said, "The genre of the skin 
magazine seems to have peaked. Nowadays people ate 
more interested in cooking at home than in the Playboy 
life style. The Playboy life style doesn't exist" 

Daniels demurred: 

"I don’t consider Playboy a skin magazine," he said. 
"Playboy has made a very conscious decision that it will 
go on the high road and not on the low road ... to separate 
us from them. It is a total man’s magazine. Part of that 
involves women and involves sexuality, but that is only 
one part." 

Hefner's role in all of this is a matter of speculation by 
some. 

He used to say, in effect, "I am Playboy" and en¬ 
courage the notion that nothing went into his magazine or 
went on in his company without his sayso. He has changed 
all that. 

He left his native Chicago, his Chicago mansion and his 
corporate headquarters on Michigan Avenue and took up 
housekeeping in a new mansion, a 29-room setup in Los 
Angeles. 

There he stays with his usual entourage of bunnies and 
entertains a circle of show business friends, including 
Warren Beatty, Bill Cosby, James Caan and Ryan O’Neil. 
As to how a man can edit a 4,920,000-circulation magazine 
from half a continent away. Hefner made an admission 
that may shake some of his fans: 

• I haven't been the day by day editor for at least 15 
years. I have not been the chief operating officer for more 
than a decade. But I’m dramatically more involved than I 
have been in the last two years, in the magazine, the 
company, the hours a day, the days per week." 

He still passes on the Playmates of the month, the 
centerfolds and major pictorial displays. 

Once a month, he summons his editors from Chicago to 
Los Angeles. They talk for two days and then break up. He 
follows the same routine with other Playboy enterprises. 

"We talk about where we want to go; they see about 
getting us there," Hefner said. He concedes a lot goes into 
the magazine that he does not know about in advance. 

Since Hefner founded Playboy on $3,600 of mostly 
borrowed money in Chicago 24 years ago, he lias written 
himself off on the company books and the tax returns as a 
corporate asset. 

Through Playboy's surging 1960’s and early 1970’s, 
Hefner said, the federal government bought the con¬ 
tention that his publicized, expensive and sybaritic style 
of life helped sell magazines. Lately, however, the 
Internal Revenue Service and the Security Exchange 
Commission have been raising questions ("a Nixon’s 
enemies thing," Hefner says.). 

If that were not trouble enough, last December a 
stockholder named Harry Lewis brought suit against 
Hefner and his corporation in which the ugly word 
"embezzlement" arose. Its basis: that Hefner was paying 
only $ 36 , 000 -a-year rent on the Playboy Chicago and Los 
Angeles mansions although they cost $2.6 million to 
maintain. 

Although the Chicago mansion is up for sale, the suit 
said, it still costs the company $700,000 a year. The suit 
said both mansions "serve the personal comfort of Hefner 
and do not consitule a legitimate business eipense.” 

Both Hefner and Daniels concede Playboy grew too fast 
'.oo soon and got involved in areas where it had no 
busuiess — and little, if any, profit. —« 

Its administrative overhead got fat. Direct financing of 
novies and inovie theaters, hotels, books and some clubs 
lid not pay off. Even Playboy's sister magazine, Oui, lost 
ncney as often as it made it. 
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DeNucci wants to increase 
age for liquor purchase 


State Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci-(D- 
Newton) has sponsored legislation to 
increase the age at which liquor can be 
purchased from 18 to 20. 

DeNucci's legislation would prohibit an 
18 -year-old from purchasing alcoholic 
beverages at a package store. This would 
help prevent liquor from being 
distributed to adolescents. An 18-year-old 
would still be able to go into a bar or 


restaurant and be served an alcoholic 
beverage. 

The Newton legislator said the lowering 
of the drinking age to 18 has made alcohol 
even more accessible to young people at 
the junior high level. He feels that the 
pilot alcohol education program initiated 
last fall will be an important contributing 
factor to the developing of responsible 
attitudes toward alcohol. 


Although local dependence on the 
property tax varies greatly across the 
nation. 43 percent of respondents to a 
nationwide survey conducted by the 
National Association of Realtors say the 
burden in their area is "excessive." 

Results of the survey of stale 
associations and 500 of the association's 
largest boards were announced Feb. 6 
during the national association's mid¬ 
winter meetings in Atlanta, Ga. 

The fact that local dependence on 
property taxes varies across the nation 
resulted in a variance in how the property 
tax was viewed. 

Survey results showed that most real 
estate respondents in the South con¬ 
sidered their property tax burden 
"moderate" or "not a problem;" the 
Northeast and West, "excessive;" and 
North Central, "moderate." 

In addition to providing a current 
assessment of conditions, the survey also 
determined how the property tax burden 
has changed nationally and by region in 
the past three years, Kerin said. 

Nationally, 48.7 percent of the 


respondents said that there has been a 
substantial increase in property taxes in 
the past three years. Another 41.0 percent 
said the increase has been moderate; 7.7 
percent, no change; and 2.6 percent noted 
a reduction in that period. 

Regionally, as expected, the West 
showed the highest percentage of 
respondents noting a substantial increase 
— 76.1 percent. Next highest was the 
Northeast, 42 percent; South, 37 percent; 
and North Central, 28.3 percent. 

The substantial increase in the West 
reflects the rapid increase in home values 
that occurred there in that period, Kerin 
obsdTved, thus resulting in higher 
assessed valuation on which to base the 
tax. 

Reductions were reported as follows: 
South, 4.1 percent; West, 2.3 percent; 
Northeast, 2 percent; and North Central, 
1.7 percent. 

No change was reported by the balance 
in each region, Kerin noted. 

Respondents also noted nationally what 
the major problems are concerning the 
property tax, with many listing two or 


more problems to account for a response 
totaling more than 100 percent. 

Excessive financial burden on the poor 
and elderly, 45.5 percent; tax 
reassessments too large, 41.9 percent; 
inequitable tax assessments, 33.9 per¬ 
cent; discourages the construction and 
improvement of property, 31.3 percent; 
and too many tax exempt properties, 28.1 
percent. 

Regionally, differences cropped up on 
this question: The Northeast and North 
Central regions placed excessive 
financial burden on the poor and elderly 
as the major problem, with percentages 
of 42.6 and 41.9, respectively. 

The South had inequitable tax 
assessments as the top item, 31 percent. 
In the West, "tax reassessments too 
large" was reported by 72.4 percent. 

The respondents also were asked what 
avenue of property tax reduction would 
be preferred by the local board. Noted 
were: 

Property tax relief should be extended 
to the poor and elderly, 67 percent; 
property taxes should not be used for 
people-related services such as education 


Pines reviews legislative year 


In a legislative year marked by intense 
conflict and failure to move on several 
critical issues such as judicial reform, 
State Rep. Lois G. Pines has expressed 
pleasure that a number of her legislative 
priorities were achieved. 

Chief among Pines' accomplishments 
was the passage of a bill to require in¬ 
surance policies to be written in language 
comprehensible to the av-age high 
school graduate. 

The bill has been cited as the major 
consumer legislation of the year. A 
second major consumer victory occurred 
in the closing days of the session with 
enactment of a bill co-sponsored by Ms. 
Pines providing protection against the 
unfair loss of tenants' security deposits. 

In what Rep. Pines regarded as the 
virtual completion of her five-year long 


effort to reform the Commonwealth's 
divorce laws, the Legislature approved a 
law strongly advocated by Pines 
reducing the waiting periods for no-fault 
divorce. 

The no-fault law, of which Rep. Pines 
was a principal sponsor, has been 
avoided by many couples because of 
excessive waiting periods before the 
divorce would be granted. These waiting 
periods have now been about halved. 

Pines also sponsored a law mat now 
guarantees noncustodial parents access 
to certain records of their children. 

In an attempt to encourage rape vic¬ 
tims to testify against their attackers in 
court, and limit the scope of an often 
traumatic and humiliating cross- 
examination by defense counsel, the 
Legislature enacted a proposal in¬ 


troduced by Rep. Pines which virtually 
eliminates questions about the victim's 
past sexual history. It is believed by 
many that this legislation will encourage 
rape victims, who are often reluctant to 
press charges, to come forward and thus 
allow prosecution of many rapists who 
have often been involved in multiple 
assaults. 

Many women's groups active on the 
rape bill were also instrumental in 
securing passage of a measure co¬ 
sponsored by Rep. Pines which makes 
funds available for shelters for battered 
and abused women who have no place to 
turn when they flee their homes. 

Pines, who spearheaded the fight in the 
Legislature to maintain the freedom of 


and welfare, 61.3 percnet; legislated 
ceiling on property tax collection, 60.1 
percent; across-the-board property tax 
reduction, 55.9 percent. 

And what alternative revenue sources 
were preferred by the respondents? 

Utilize local sales tax either in¬ 
dependently or as an add-on to state sales 
tax, 45.1 percent; state assumes 
responsibility for primary and secondary- 
education financed through higher state 
taxes, 36.3 percent; shared revenues 
from state government financed through 
higher state sales tax, 35.9 percent. 

And, utilize local income taxes either 
independently or as add-on to state in¬ 
come tax, 23.3 percent; shared revenues 
from state government financed through 
higher state income taxes; 18,0 percent; 
and shared revenues from federal 
government financed through higher 
federal income taxes, 11.3 percent.

Parents with a blind or a disabled child 
may be eligible for financial and medical 
assistance available for their children 
through the SSI (Supplementary Security 
Income) program, according to State 
Sen. Jack Backman. 

’although currently the majority of SSI 
recipients are senior citizens, the 
program has been designated to help 
families who have a disabled or blind 
child," Backman said. The three major 
eligibility requirements for the receipt of 
such assistance are that a child must be 
disabled or blind, have low or moderate 
income or receive AFDC, and have 
limited assets. 

If a child is living at home with his or 
her parents, then the income of the 
parents is counted in determining 
eligibility. "However," Sen. Backman 
pointed out, "the limits on the income of 
the parents of a disabled child are higher 
than those used for AFDC eligibility." 

Backman cited the Massachusetts 
Committee on Children and Youth 
(MCCY) for their extensive work to in¬ 
form eligible families of this assistance. 
Sen. Backman said, "MCCY has 
produced an extremely useful pamphlet 
for applicants which provides a 
description of the SSI program for blind 


and disabled children. This pamphlet also 
includes a checklist to assist families 
through the applicaUon process.” 

A disabled or blind child of a family 
receiving AFDC may also be eligible for 
these SSI benefits. A recent study by 
MCCY has revealed, however, that many 
eligible families have not applied for SSI 
for their disabled child, because they are 
fearful of losing the food stamp allotment 
for this child. In fact, however, there is an 
equivalent cash benefit included in the 
SSI check for their child, and the total 
family monthly income may be increased 
by as much as $150. 

Sen. Backman said, "This program is 
designed to help families who are sup¬ 
porting their disabled or blind child with 
their own limited resources. Such a child 
would also be eligible for Medicaid 
coverage. Further, the SSI program will 
help such families become aware of the 
many social and medical services 
available for their child." 

"It is imperative that families with a 
disabled or blind child inquire about SSI 
immediately at their local Social Security 
Office. Those with a low or moderate 
income may well find SSI to be of great 
assistance with the high costs of services 
for blind and disabled children.” 
Backman said. 
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Senior citizen 
bus to Star 
time change 

Howard Upton, director of the 
Department of Human Services for the 
City of Newton, announced a revision in 
the schedule of the Senior Citizen 
Shopping Bus, which is sponsored by the 
Star Market Company. 

The bus, which carries seniors to the 
stores in Chestnut Hill, Newtonville and 
Auburndale, is in its fifth year of 
operation and serves approximately 65 
senior citizens each week. 

"The new schedule will make more 
efficient use of the bus, which already 
makes three trips every Thursday,” 
I.ipton said. "In addition to covering the 
neighborhoods that are already being 
served, this schedule will enable us to 
expand the service to Oak Hill Park, an 
area of the city that we were not able to 
reach before." 

The revision of the schedule was 
carried out under the auspices of the 
Department of Human Services’ new 
Resource Mobilization Program for 
Senior Citizens, a federally funded C'ETA 
program. 

The new schedule will go into effect on 
Feb. 9. It is hoped that the new schedule 
and routes will be more convenient for 
seniors in Newton. Any questions can be 
directed to the Department of Human 
Services at 552-7170.

Boston Project allows 20 
North students to lead city 


life 


Newton North High School through the 
Social Studies Department has available 
for interested students a variety of 
alternative educational programs. 
Seniors, particularly, have a number of 
programs which respond to a variety of 
interests. These include the executive 
Internship Program, which allows 
students to work with executives in in¬ 
dustry and government; the Transition 
Program for seniors to perform volunteer 
work and work in the wilderness, and the 
Boston Project. 

The Boston Project reflects a com¬ 
mitment by Newton North to breaking 
down the social and geographic isolation 
between city and suburb It is run by 
Ernest Wight, a teacher in the Social 
Studies Department, in collaboration 
with the National Pam Sendee and the 
Human Environment Institute of Boston 
University. 

The program involves 20, second 
semester (Jan. 23 - May 26) seniors in a 
training program to become "city in¬ 
terpreters." Wight has an extensive 
knowledge of the city of Boston and a 
continuing commitment to having 
students understand the importance of 
vital urban centers. 

After the students undergo an intensive 
training sequence during February and 
March some students will be assigned to 
various elementary classrooms in 
Newton to help with the planning and 
implementation of city experiences for 
them. 

During February and March students

develop a broader vision of the world and 
see how people in both city and suburb 
share the same concerns, frustrations, 
and hopes. 

It will also encourage self-discipline 
and make the students aware of their 
attitudes towards the city, The students 
as "experts" would then spread their 
experiences to elementary classrooms 
and help prevent the city from being 
perceived in narrow stereotypes. 


Cong. Robert F. Drinan said today the 
Congress must restore the 23 percent 
funding cut President Carter has 
proposed in the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program (RSVP). 

RSVP, which has about 400 par¬ 
ticipating senior citizens in Newton, 
Weston, and Wellesley, enlists volunteers 
who perform a variety of important 
sendees. 

Newton volunteers, for example, act as 
tutors in schools, help other seniors to fill 
out tax forms, provide advice on Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield payments, operate 
nutrition programs, and run the Friendly 
Visitor program, through which people 
who cannot leave their homes receive 
visitors. 

"I thought the Carter Administration 
would want to increase our commitment 
to successful volunteer programs, but 
instead we learn of this unfortunate 23 
percent cutback." Drinan said. 
"Congress must overturn the Ad¬ 
ministration's callous request that the 
RSVP program be trimmed from $20.1 
million to $15.4 million a year. This is a 
program in which the taxpayers get a 
good return on their investment and we 
must work in the Aging Committee, and 
the Budget Committee, as well as on the 
House Floor, to restore a proper level of 
funding." 

"The House Aging Committee exists 
soleley to concentrate on important 
issues like this one which are sometimes 
neglected or underfunded by the federal 
government. I sought and received 
assignment to the Aging Committee 
because that is the place where I can be 
most effective in fighting for good 
programs such as RSVP," Drinan added. 
He noted that the Aging Committee 
unanimously passed a resolution this 
week urginq the Appropriations and 
Budget Committee to restore funds for 
programs serving older Americans. 

Drinan pointed out that the Carter 
budget had also shortchanged older 
Americans by failing to fund important 


programs at a level sufficient to discount 
the effects of inflation. 

“For example, the fiscal 1979 budget 
submitted by President Carter holds 
funding for the Older Americans Act. 
Senior Opportunities and Services, home 
health demonstration, and other 
programs at the same level Congress 
appropriated for fiscal year 1978," 
Drinan explained. "Because these 
requests do not reflect an inflation factor, 
the amount of funds available under the 
Carter proposal would actually be less 
than appropriated last year." 

The Massachusetts lawmaker also said 
that among the Aging Committee and 
Congress' highest objectives in 1978 
should be the inclusion of prescription 
drugs under Medicaid and the im¬ 
provement and expansion of home health 
care. Drinan noted that a recently 
released General Accounting Office 
(GAO) study had documented the ad¬ 
vantages of expanding home health care 
for older Americans and pointed up the 
financial folly of the federal govern¬ 
ment's long— held preference for in¬ 
stitutional care over home health care.

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Do-it-yourself projects 
for children and adults

For parents, it almost seemed like a dirty trick—having 
a blizzard back to back with the February school 
vacation. But there it for those who are not going to travel, 
but will remain home with their children, the big question 
is how to entertain them—economically and effectively. 

First, have the children get plenty of exercise. It is 
essential for children to get outside and play, walk and 
look around. Lacking exercise, children become restless 
and irritable. They will also turn to their parents con- 
tinally for entertainment. 

That is a plight which, during the storm, led one 
exasparated parent to expostulate to a politician, "since 
you were elected, everything fell apart!” The frustration 
was so great, the parent actually blamed the pol for the 
blizzard. 

Because Americans are highly mobile and tend to rely 
heavily on television, they forget about the creative forms 
of entertainment—they forget about the kinds of play 
which can enrich a child's life. 

Among the many ways to keep children busy is to mix 
up a batch of Play Gay or teach the youngsters to cook. 

Play Clay is an excellent medium not only for children, 
but also for anyone who is housebound, bored, happy or 
even a little unhappy. It is inexpensive to make and has 
tremendous possibilities. Using ordinary kitchen 
ingredients, the clay is safe, fun and can be stored. 

You are only limited to its use by your imagination for 
you can create toys, jewelry, gifts or ornaments. There 
are three types of clay which can be made and the recipes 
appear on this page along with technique hints. 

One idea is to make a village including barns, house and 
animals. For scenery, use magazine pictures glued to 
cardboard or draw your own scenery using crayons, or 
markers. You can also make trees and shrubs from the 
clay—add food coloring to tint the clay. After building the 
village, it is ready to be played with and the children have 
created their own toys. 

Would you like some personalized napkin rings? After 
making a batch of clay, take some and usinq the palms of 
your hands, roll pieces of clay on waxed paper into 
ropelenqths about 10 inches long. Taper the ends. Moisten 
several inches on both ends of the clay so the ends will 
adhere when joined. Twist and tie the ends of the clay into 
a loose knot leaving a loop large enough to hold a napkin. 
With a toothpick, carefully carve one initial on the front of 
the ring. 

Stand on a protected surface with the knot down. 
Flatten the knot slightly so the napkin ring will stand up. 
Insert a cardboard tube covered with foil or plastic WTap 
through the center to support the shape during drying. 
When partially dry, remove the tube. 

When you tire of crafts, try cooking. We found the "The 
Kids' 50-State Cookbook" by Aileen Paul (Doubleday 
Company, $5.95) has some excellent recipes along with 
lovely pen and ink drawings. 

Cooking lessons at Lome afford a parent the opportunity 
to foster independence, responsibility and a sense of 
accomplishment In addition, reading the directions and 
following through are important skills. Learning to clean 
up as you go along is an excellent lesson. 

Children from seven to 10 can cook with an adult 
nearby, advises Ms. Paul, while older children can cook 
more on their own. 

She used recipes from each of the states, saying "we 
have a rich heritage of cooking styles from settlers and 
immigrants from countries all over the world. I think you 
will enjoy trying new things and learning about unusual 
foods eaten in other parts of the country." 

While sharing the kitchen, some valuable and precious 
moments occur. Conversation with the children is one 
offshoot of participation in the kitchea There are 
delightful moments when the children will share their 
thoughts. 

While enjoying what they are doing, they are also 
learning. Not only are the parents sharing themselves, 
but also cooking is almost like a scientific experiment. 
There are certain steps to be followed and ingredients 
must be carefully measured. 

On this page, you will find recipes that came from Ms. 
Paul's book along with some of the interesting in¬ 
formation she has written at the top of the recipe.

PLAY CLAY 

1 cup cornstarch corn starch 
2 cups baking soda ( onepouud package) 

11-2 cups cold water 

In medium saucepan stir together corn starch and 
baking soda. Add water all at once and stir until smooth. 
Cook over medium heat, stirring constantly, until mixture 
reaches the consistency of slightly dry mashed potatoes. 
(Mixture will come to a boil, then start to thicken first in 
lumps and then in a thick mass; it should hold its shape.) 
Turn out onto plate and cover with a damp cloth; cool. 
When cool enough to handle, knead thoroughly on com 


starch dusted surface until smooth and pliable. It not to be 
used immediately, store completely cooled clay in tightly 
closed plastic bag or container with tight fitting cover; 
clay may be kept in cool place up to two weeks. Knead 
stored clay thoroughly before using. Makes about two 
pounds clay. (Note: This recipe may be cut in half. Fora 
larger quantity use 3 1-2 cups com starch (a one pound 
package), 6 cups baking soda (three pounds) and one 
quart of cold water. Makes about six pounds clay. 

SANDCLAY 

Follow recipe for Play Clay substituting two cups sand 
for baking soda. If sand comes from outside, beach or 
sand box, sift before measuring. In a medium saucepan, 
since sand may scratch pan surface use an old pan, cook 
mixture over medium heat, stirring constantly, five to 10 
min. or until mixture is very thick and holds its shape. 
Turn out onto plate and cover with damp cloth; cool. 
When cool enough to handle, knead thoroughly until 
pliable, then shape as desired. Makes about 2 1-2 pounds 
clay. (Note: if not used immediately, let cool completely 
and store tightly covered; use within several days. Kead 
stored clay thoroughly before using. 

SALTCLAY 

Follow recipe for Play Clay substituting two cups salt 
for baking soda and decreasing water to 1 1-3 cups. In 
medium saucepan mix salt and 23 cup of the water. 
Mixture will be thick. Cook over medium heat, stirring 
occasionally, five minutes or until mixture begins to boil; 
remove from heat. Meanwhile measure corn starch and 
mix with remaining 2-3 cup water. Stir all at once into salt 
and water mixture which has come to a boil. If mixture 
does not thicken, place over medium heat again and cook, 
stirring constantly, about one min. or until thickened. 
Turn out onto plate and cover with a damp cloth; cool. 
When cool enough to handle, knead thoroughly until 
smooth and pliable. Makes about two pounds clay. (Note: 
if not used immediately, cool completely. Store tightly 
covered; use within two weeks. Knead stored clay 
thoroughly before using.) 

PASTRY TUBE CLAY 

Follow recipe for Play Clay increasing water to two 
cups. In large saucepan cook mixture stirring constantly. 
Mixture will become foamy and begin to thicken: remove 
from heat when evenly thickened and foam disappears. 
Turn into a bowl and cover with a damp cloth. Cool 
slightly; use warm. Place about one-quarter of the clay at 
a time in pastry bag fitted with decorating tube, a cookie 
press or potato ricer. Squeeze clay onto waxed paper in 
desired shapes; allow to harden and dry completely. 
Makes about two pounds clay. (Note: Do not double this 
recipe. This clay will be sticky; it Is not suitable for 
storing, storing, rolling or shaping by hand.) 

General Hints and Tips 

Except for Pastry Tube Gay which should be used only 
as directed, clays may be rolled out or shaped free-hand. 
Roll clay out to about one-fourth inch thickness with 
rolling pin, or shape with hands. 

Using a small clay portion at a time, work on a flat 
surface protected with waxed paper. (To keep waxed 
paper from wrinkling when rolling out clay, moisten work 
surface under waxed paper). 

Cover with a damp cloth or place remaining clay in 
plastic bag to prevent drying and hardening while 
working with clay. 

When joining pieces of clay, moisten areas of contact 
with water and press gently but firmly together. 

If small pieces come off in drying, dry completely, then 
glue in place with white qlue. 

To prevent caly from sticking, dust rolling pin, cutting 
knife or cookie cutters with com starch. 

Coloring Clay 

For evenly colored clay, add fexxi coloring, powdered 
fabric dye or tempera paint powder to water during 
preparation. For a marbled effect, partially knead food 
colors, powdered fabric dye or paint powder into prepared 
clay. Or paint white clay when dry with water colors, 
acrylics, felt-tip pens or crayons. 

Drying Clay 

Dry at room temperature on waxed paper. When top of 
clay surface feels dry to touch, turn over and finish drying 
on cooling rack; turn occasionally for even drying. Small 
shapes will dry overnight Larger shapes will dry and 
harden in about 36 hours, depending on size. To hasten 
interior drying of large shapes, pierce with pencil or 
groove with fork on back where marks won’t show. Dry all 
pieces thoroughly. 

Speed Drying 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. When temperature is 
reached, turn oven off. Place clay objects on a cooling 
rack or on a waxed paper covered cookie sheet and place 
in oven. Let dry in oven until oven is cold, turning oc¬ 
casionally. If necessary, continue drying at room tem¬ 
perature, turning occasionally. 

Finishing Clay 

When thoroughly dry, smooth any rough edges on clay 
with sandpaper. For a protective finish and shine, spray 
with clear plastic or dip into shellac, brush with clear 
liquid plastic or coat with clear nail polish.

RECIPES 

CHILI CON CARNE 
(Chili Peppers with Meal) 

Chili con carne is prepared in several different ways. 
This southwestern recipe, which uses a solid cut of beef 
instead of the usual ground meat, is popular in Arizona. 
Chili peppers are referred to as "Chilies” in Mexican 
cooking. 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

I'.j pounds beef, round or chuck 
1 can (4 ounces) green chilies or 1 teaspoon chill powder 
1 can (1 pound) tomatoes 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 
I can (1 pound) kidney or frijoie beans 

1 teaspoon salt 

HERE'S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Put beef in large pot and cover with water. Place on 
high heat and bring to a boil. Lower heat, cover, and 
simmer for about 1 hour. 

2. Chop drained chilies and tomatoes with paring knife. 
Add to beef along with garlic powder. Simmer l‘z hours, 
or until meat is tender when pierced with a fork. 

3. Remove meat to plate. Cut into small pieces. Return 
to pot. (You may need help.) 

4. Add drained beans and continue cooking until they 
are heated. Season with sail if needed. Makes 4 servings.

OZARK PUDDING 

The Ozark Mountains run through Arkansas, Missouri, 
and Oklahoma. This recipe is said to have been a favorite 
of the late President Harry S. Truman. 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

Small amount of shortening to grease pan 

2 eggs 

% cup sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 
Vs teaspoon salt 

*2 teaspoon baking powder 
is cup walnuts or pecans 
1 medium-size tart apple 

HERE’S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. Grease 8-inch pie pun. 

2. Break eggs into bowl and beat tightly. 

3. Measure sugar and pour slowly into eggs, mixing as 
you pour. 

4. Measure flour, salt, and baking powder. Blend 
together. Add to eggs, stirring until smooth. 

5. Chop nuts on wooden cutting board with paring knife. 

6. Peel apple. Core and chop enough for h cup. 

7. Add nuts and apples to bowl. Mix well. 

8. Pour mixture into pie pan and bake for 30 minutes. 
Serve with ice cream or cream. Makes 4 servings. 

ORANGESHERBET 

Among the flavorful citrus fruits grown in California 
are oranges. You can eat them sliced, in salads, or in a 
sherbet tike this one. Homemade sherbets take time to 
prepare, but they are well worth it. 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

3 or 4 oranges 

1 cup sugar 

cup corn syrup 

2 cups water 

HERE’S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Grate orange rind, enough for 1 tablespoon. 

2. Measure and pour sugar, corn syrup, orange rind, 
and 2 cups of water into saucepaa Place over low heat 
and stir until sugar is melted. 

3. Remove from heat and cool syrup. 

4. Squeeze 2 cups of orange juice and add to cooled 
syrup. 

5. Pour into refrigerator ice trays. Place in freezer and 
freeze until firm. 

6. Place mixing howl and beaters in refrigerator to chiti. 

7. Remove frozen mixture from tray to bowl and break 
up with spoon. Beat with electric mixer or egg beater until 
it becomes a thick mush. 

8. Spoon back into trays. Return to refrigerator and 
freeze again. Makes 4 servings.

San Francisco is a beautiful city perched on hills bet¬ 


ween the Pacific Ocean and the busy bay. Its Chinatown is 
an attraction for tourists and residents alike. Many 
Chinese recipes are complicated to prepare, but I think 
you will find this one quite easy. 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

I thin slice boiled ham 

1 tablespoon drained fresh or canned beau sprouts 
I 2 teaspoon onion salt 

Vi teaspoon soy sauce 

2 eggs 

Small amount of oil 

HERE'S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Chop ham, enough for 1 tablespoon. 

2. Measure and mix together ham, bean sprouts, onion 
salt, and soy sauce. 

3. Break eggs into bowl and beat tightly. 

4. Cover bottom of small fry pan with oil, unless pan is 
Teflon-coated. Place over medium to low heat. 

5. Combine and mix ingredients. Pour into pan and fry 
until cooked on one side. Turn and fry on the other side. 
Makes 1 or 2 servings. (Note: Serve with additional soy 
sauce.) 

<!UICK BROWN BREAD 

From colonial times until today, boys and girls have 
enjoyed hot breads. This recipe was originally steamed in 
a kettle over low flames in the fireplace. You will of 
course, use the modem oven in your kitchen, but you can 
keep this recipe in mind for campfire cooking. 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

Small amount of shortening to grease pan 

2 cups whole wheal flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon baking soda 

1 l 2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 egg 

1 cup buttermilk or sour milk 
4 cup molasses 
V 4 cup vegetable oil 

HERE'S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Grease 7xll-inch pan. 

2. Measure and mix flour, salt, soda, and baking powder 
thoroughly. 

3. Break egg into large bowl and beat with egg beater. 

4. Measure and add buttermilk, molasses, and 
vegetable oil to egg. 

5. Add liquid ingredients to flour mixture. Stir only 
enough to mix. 

6. Pour into pan and bake for about 30 minutes. 
Remember to use pot holders. Makes 10 to 12 slices. 

MOLASSES COOKIES 
(Cry Babies) 

These West Virginia cookies have neither nuts nor fruit 
in them, but their molasses flavor alone makes them 
delicious. I imagine that the name Cry Babies came from 
the fact that when small children cried, they were given a 
cookie, don’t you? 

HERE'S WHAT YOU NEED: 

Small amount of shorteuiug to grease baking sheet 
1 cup vegetable shorteuiug 
1 egg 

1 cup sugur 
1 cup dark molasses 
5 cups flour 

1 teaspoon ground giuger 
Vj teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon baking sodu 
4* cup water 

HERE'S WHAT YOU DO: 

1. Preheat oven to 375 degrees F. Grease baking sheets. 

2. Measure 1 cup shortening and spoon into large bowl. 
Add egg. Beat until fluffy and slowly add 1 cup of sugar. 

3. Measure and add molasses. Beat again. 

4. Measure flour, gmger, sail and baking soda. Stir 
tightly with fork. 

5. Add flour and water alternately to shortening mix¬ 
ture. Beat until blended. 

6. Drop by teaspoonfuls on bakuig sheet. 

7 Bake 8 to 10 minutes. Do not overcook. Cookies should 
have crisp crust and soft center. 

8. Remove cookies and place on rack to cooL Makes 
about 70 cookies.

Newton women open world of art to children

In the carpeted Contemporary Gallery 
a dozen fifth graders stand before an 
abstract painting; their faces ex¬ 
pressionless. A Gallery instructor 
suggest, "Look at the blue...the 
green...what do you see?" One by one 
they begin to respond: "It's sky!” "The 
white is snow!” Maybe it's stairs.” They 
crowd around the picture which the in¬ 
structor has helped them "see." 

Last year the Museum of Fine Arts' 
Department of Public Education 
provided its wide variety of services to 
almost 135,000 students, children and 
adults from every part of the world. Its 
neighbor, Newton, takes unusually good 
advantage of the opportunities in the 
treasure-house on Huntington Avenue. 
Newton classes are frequent visitors and 
a number of Newton residents help in its 
programs. 

Sylvia Alberts, who has given untold 
hours of service to the Museum, says, 
"It's a thrill to expose children to 
something they've never seen before, and 
have them get the same joy out of it as we 
do. Their eyes light up and they gasp - 
especially when they walk up those 
marble stairs." 

Whether their experiences stimulate 
their appetites and send them in quest of 
deeper insights depends largely on the 
introduction provided by their gallery 
instructor. She is a person well- 
acquainted with the museum's collection, 
sensitive to children’s response to art, 
and excited about her subject. 

Paula Kaplan of Newton, a former 
teacher, has completed her year's 
training as a school volunteer. "We don’t 
want the children to be passersby," she 
explains. "We want them to respond to 
art, to enjoy and learn from it." 

The Department of Public Education, 
in addition to its paid staff, relies heavily 
upon this core of committed volunteers to 


carry out its programs. It expects them to 
put in long hours of study before they can 
become gallery instructors. Mrs. Kaplan 
says, "If you like to teach, and you love 
art, the rewards are tremendous." 

"The people in the program wear the 
proverbial two hats," Martha Wright, the 
director, explains. "The first is as a 
school volunteer, working in over 200 
Boston fifth grade classrooms under the 
aegis of the School Volunteers for Boston. 
They receive a year's training at the 
MFA, studying, working with slides and 
learning how to prepare the children in 
their classrooms before they visit the 
museum. They learn how to help children 
respond to works of art when they come 
to the MFA. Later they revisit the class, 
pointing out that art is all around us — 
even in the design of the manhole cover 
down the street." 

In addition to being a school volunteer, 
Nancy Ketterer wears the "second hat” 
of gallery instructor. To qualify, Mrs. 
Ketterer spent an additional year in 
rigorous scholarly training which in¬ 
cluded research and writing papers 
under the guidance of Museum staff 
members. She can now teach from the 
American Collection’ instructing groups 
with specialized interests' and bringing 
them her special gift: an acute 
awareness of children’s reactions to art. 

Gallery instructors may study five of 
the Museum’s collections in order to 
teach from them: Egyptian, classical, 
American, prints and drawings, 
nineteenth century French painting, and 
Asiatic. It takes a year’s preparation for 
each collection — the Asiatic takes two 
because of its vastness. 

Hope Kelley, a painter and enamelist, 
can now help children make the 
acquaintance of Mr. Ankhhaf, a 
limestone nobleman from Egypt. When 
she points out the unusual realism of his 
face — Ankhhaf's eyes have lines under 
them, and some say they are slightly 


crossed — the bust begins to turn from 
stone into flesh and bone. Mrs. Kelley has 
spent a year each in American, classical 
and Egyptian study. 

Adrienne Silverstein has an unusually 
gentle way with children; through her 
warmth she communicates her love for 
classical and American art. Children — 
and adult visitors as well — become 
excited when they see a silver Paul 
Revere bowl "in person." 

"One of the things I enjoy so much 
about the program,” says Sylvia Alberts, 
"is the variety of people involved in it. We 
come from many different backgrounds. 
Some have been to college and some 
haven’t. Some are old and some are 
young.” 

A long-time museum member whose 
dedication takes many forms, Mrs. 
Alberts has mastered four collections of 
art and touched an untabulated number 
of art lovers. 

Sometimes the instructors design and 
help teach unusual courses. Bascha 
Snyder and Sally Leahy developed a 
course with gifted elementary students 
from Andover. Along with others, they 
also worked with two history seminars 
from Newton South High School. Seminar 
members meet at the museum 10 times a 
year to broaden their understanding of 
the civilizations they are studying. They 
explore American cultural history and 
the classical age, affectionately called 
"Newton Pots” because it focuses in¬ 
tensely on Greek vases. The museum 
staff has great admiration for the Newton 
South High teachers Robert Stegeman 
and Wayne Altree, who not only 
recognized the MFA's potential as a 


resource, but also had the initiative and 
organizational skill to set up the 
program. 

Mimi Braverman is a one-woman 
multi-service center at the museum. She 
has worked as a volunteer in the 
education department for 11 years and 
can teach from six collections. She 
volunteers in the Boston schools, works 
with the Andover gifted children, par¬ 
ticipates in "Newton Pots" and volun¬ 
teers in the Classical Department's 
curatorial office. Like many of the other 
volunteers, she has recently been 
working in the Museum's Capital 
Campaign to raise $19.5 million: part of 
that money will be used to improve the 
cramped facilities of the Department of 
Public Education, which hopes to expand 
its burgeoning services. 

Mrs. Braverman finds working with 
high school students most challenging. 

"Unlike college students or adults who 
want a straight lecture, and unlike small 
children, they come in cool and you have 
to turn them on,” she observes. "I've 
heard kids say on the way out, 'This was 
great, and I thought it was going to be 
awful.' That’s the finest thing a teacher 
can hear. It keeps us going." 

Sally Leahy sums up the reasons for the 
volunteers' deep commitment to the 
program, and for their excitement: 
“When you’re teaching at the MFA 
you’re dealing with a real work of art. 
You're the conduit between the children 
and the art, trying to make the con¬ 
nection, trying to help them respond to 
what they see. The museum is a special 
place, and it's doing something special 
for children."

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Mental health of ethnic minorities explored in pioneering program 



Brandeis University and two Boston 
area mental heelth centers are 
cooperating in a three-year effort to 
improve the treatment of patients from 
ethnic minorities by using a unique 
"multi-ethnic" approach. 

The project grew out of pioneering 
research by two Brandeis investigators, 
who found that mental health services 
are often not delivered to ethnic 
minorities as effectively as possible 
because they fail to consider the deep 
cultural and value differences existing 
between therapist and patient. 

Funded for three years by a $370,332 
National Institute of Mental Health grant, 
the project is headed by Dr. John P. 
Spiegel, a psychiatrist at Brandeis' 
Florence Heller Graduate School for 
Advanced Studies in Social Welfare, and 
Dr. John C. Papajohn' a clinical 
psychologist and consultant to the Heller 
School 


The "multi-ethnic” approach — 
training therapists to treat a number of 
different ethnic groups — is a method not 
used elsewhere in the country. Dr. 
Spiegel maintained. There exist, 
however, "mono-ethnic" programs, with 
therapists from one ethnic group treating 
patients from that same group. 

The project began this fall in 
collaboration with the Cambridge- 
Somerville Community Mental Health 
Center and the affiliated Harvard 
Medical School's psychiatric residency 
program at Cambridge HospitaL More 
recently, the Erich Lindemann Mental 
Health Center near Boston's Government 
Center, which is associated with 
Massachusetts General Hospital and 
Harvard, joined the effort. 

Spiegel a pioneer in the study of the 
relationship of ethnicity and mental 
health, said that when a patient and 
therapist have unreconcilable cultural

values, "communication between them 
becomes, at best, tenuous." 

For example, emotionally disturbed 
patients with values common to rural 
communities of Europe or I^atin America 
would be likely to see themselves as 
victims of "forces beyond their control," 
with no hope of changing this fixed state. 
In contrast to this fatalistic view, the 
therapist, at the same time' may be 
proceeding on the assumption that he is 
treating an individual who feeLs that 
therapy can solve psychological 
problems. 

If the therapist is unaware of this lack 
of basic communication, Spiegel said, 
"the mutual frustration of therapist and 
patient Is easy to see." 

For the therapist to function produc¬ 
tively, according to Dr. Spiegel, "he must 
separate himself from his own values in 
order to understand his patient His 
ability to design an effective course of 
treatment depends on his detachment 
from his own values and better un¬ 
derstanding of the patient's." 

The Heller School project is designed to 
demonstrate the effectiveness of in¬ 
creased cultural understanding to mental 
health professionals and to train them in 
achieving it. 

The primary goal is to teach 
psychiatric residents, psychiatric social 
work students, clinical psychology in¬ 
terns and psychiatric nurses in training 
at the two centers to modify their 


diagnostic and therapeutic approaches. 
In this way, Dr. Spiegel said, "they can 
lake into account the variant values, 
perceptions, health beliefs and practices’ 
and family relations of different sub¬ 
cultural groups in the area around their 
centers.” 

In Cambridge-Somerville, the primary 
ethnic group will be Portuguese-speaking 
newcomers from the Azores, while at the 
Lindemann Center the project involves 
two "outreach" mental health units: the 
North End Health Center, focusing on 
Italian-Americans, and the Chelsea 
Community Counseling Center, which 
serves a Spanish- speaking population. 

A second aim of the project is to help 
staff members in the other departments 
at the two mental health centers and 
hospitals, such as medicine, surgery 
obstetrics, and pediatrics' become more 
aware of the importance of sub-cultural 
values and ethnicity in health care. 

"This won’t be a planned effort of the 
training program,” Dr, Spiegel ex¬ 
plained, “but we hope it will take place 
through a ripple effect.” 

Another goal is to eventually transfer 
the multi-ethnic techniques developed 
during the program to other training sites 
and treatment centers. This would come 
through distribution of information on the 
project and by the impact "graduates" 
may have wherever they go after leaving 
the area. 

"Despite a fairly widespread 
presentation of our earlier findings," 


Spiegel said, "a multi-ethnic, com¬ 
parative approach has not taken hold in 
the practice situation." 

The program consists of two phases, 
the first (basically consultation) con¬ 
ducted this academic year and the second 
(intensive training) starting next fall 

In Phase I, Drs. Papajohn and Spiegel 
are stressing the effects of ethnicity on 
the diagnosis and treatment of 
psychological problems to staff, 
psychiatric residents and other trainees 
at the two mental health centers. Their 
principal method is consultation on 
various cases that have ethnic overtones, 
presented at staff meetings for diagnosis, 
while formulating a plan of treatment, or 
for disposition or discharge. 

The intention of this phase is to 
"heighten consciousness throughout the 
health centers with respect to ethnic 
factors," Spiegel said. "It will at the 
same time, provide us with the op¬ 
portunity to experiment with shaping 
Phase n procedures and to iron out 
unexpected problems that may arise. We 
also will gradually be able to identify 
psychiatric residents and advanced 
students in psychiatric social work, 
psychiatric nursing and clinical 
psychology who would most benefit from 
the Phase II experiences." 

In Phase II, a team of three trainees at 
each center will be selected, and receive 
stipends, for intensive exposure to ethnic 
groups and their sub-cultural value 
systems. Knowledge gained from tills 


work will be applied by trainees in their 
treatment of patients from various ethnic 
groups, under the supervision of 
Papajohn and Spiegel 

For the first six months, trainees will 
be involved with patients from a specific 
ethnic group. In Cambridge, with the 
Azorians; in Boston, negotiations for 
training sites are now taking place with 
the North End Italians and Chelsea 
His panics. 

In their second six months, they will 
also work with patients from<*‘.e other, 
smaller ethnic groups represented in 
their areas. 

They will also take part in a seminar at 
the Hclle- School on "Ethnic and Sub- 
Cultural Factors in Mental Health Care, " 
taught by Papajohn and Spiegel and other 
experts, and be able to attend Spiegel's 
course at Heller on "Social Aspects of 
Mental Health and Illness." 

Field research in the two ethnic 
communities will also be an important 
part of the project, in order to gather 
more detailed information on ethnic 
groups: learning about their sub-cultural 
values, family interaction patterns, 
religious observances, folk beliefs and 
attitudes toward mental health 

Beginning next fall, two doctoral 
candidates from the Heller School will 
join the program as evaluators. One will 
monitor the effect of the program on 
trainees, while the other will concentrate 
on its effect on ti\e departments of 
psychiatry at the two centers.

Registration for evening classes in 
Newton Continuing education will take 
place at Newton North High School on 
Feb. 27 and 28, 7-9 p.m. Nonresidents may 
not register until Feb. 28. Classes are 
open to anyone 16 years of age or older. 
Newton Senior Citizens, 65 years of age 
and over, are invited to take any course 
at no cost to them, with the exception of 
the behind-the-wheel driver education. 

Students desiring to earn credit toward 
local high school diplomas must obtain 
approval from their local school 
authorities, and obtain written consent 
from counsellors. 

Pamphlets for Continuing Education 
may be obtained at Newton North High 
School, in Room 1565; Newton South High 
School, main office; all branches of the 
Newton Frec Library, as well as at City 
Hall. The Continuing Education office is 
located at Newton North High School in 
Room 1565 and can be reached by cailing 
552-7483 mornings, and evenings while 
night school is in session. 

The following general courses are 


offered for a 110 registration fee: auto 
body, auto shop, cabinetmaking, creative 
drawing, decoupage, electricity for the 
handyman, enameling on copper, English 
language skills, figure drawing, French, 
home gardening, interior decorating, 
Italian, know your car, machine shop, 
math for advancement, modern dance, 
oil painting, operadventures, social 
dancing, Spanish, and yoga. 

Driver education is offered for $19 for 
30-hour classroom work, and $50 for the 
behind-the-wheel instruction. 

Civic education or English for the 
foreign born is offered at beginning, 
intermediate and advanced levels for 
Newton residents at no cost to them. 

Business courses for a $10 registration 
fee include the following subjects: 
computers, investing, law, office 
machines, shorthand (beginners and 
intermediate), and typewriting 
(beginners and intermediate). 

Homemaking and crafts are offered at 
a $5 per registration fee for a 10-week 
course as follows: cake decorating, 


crewel embroidery, decorated ware, 
furniture refinishing, draperies, knitting 
and crocheting, sewing, and tailoring. 

Apprenticeship courses 

There is no advance registration for the 
following courses which are offered 
under the supervision of the State 
Department of Education. Enrollment is 
made only upon their referral and there is 
no registration fee: bricklaying, car¬ 
pentry, electric code, painting, and 
plumbing.

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Police receive 'Resusci-Andy' 
for CPR from Kiwanis Club 


Newton Police Chief William F. Quinn 
recently announced that the Police 
Department received a "Resusci-Andy" 
from the Newton Kiwanis Club. 

"Resusci-Andy," the chief said, is the 
most vital piece of equipment used in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
training. 

"Andy” is designed to simulate a 
human being who has had cardiac arrest, 
and the practical part of CPR is per¬ 
formed on the mannequin. 

The Newton Police Department in the 
past year, due mainly to the volunteer 
efforts of six certified instructors who are 
police officers, have been responsible for 
the recertification of 80 police officers as 


Emergency Medical Technicians 
(EMTs). The instructors also helped with 
the certification of the 150 remaining 
members of the police department as 
first responders, which is training in 
CPR. 

Other groups also receiving the 
training from these six officers in CPR 
are 80 Newton school traffic supervisors, 
47 Newton police wives, 50 firefighters, 
and 25 Newton auxiliary police officers. 

The six officers who have volunteered 
their time are John Coffey, Donald 
Crehan, Mary Holzman, Lynda Glenn, 
Robert Wargin, and Joseph Doherty. 

Receiving training in CPR through the 
combined efforts of these police officers, 


Newton chapter of the Red Cross, and 
local hospital volunteers are 300 Newton 
residents through the sponsorship of the

citizens at Waltham City Hospital, 25 
students at Bigelow Junior High School 
and 300 more citizens were given training 
in a shorter Heart Saver Program at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital.

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Cosmetics must list ingredients 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - The U.S. 
appeals court in Washington has upheld a 
federal regulation requiring that In¬ 
gredients be listed on the labels of all 
packaged cosmetics. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals refused 
two to one, on a technicality, a request by 
the Independent Cosmetic Manufacturers 
and Distributors Inc. to overturn the 
Food and Drug Administration order. 

Cosmetics makers charged that the 
rule originally issued in 1973 violates the 
Fair Packaging and Labeling Act 
because It Is on a cosmeticswlde rather 
than a commodltyby-commodity basis 
and because it requires dlvulgence of 
trade secrets. 

They said the FDA failed to show the 
regulation was needed to prevent 
deception or to make it easier for con¬ 


sumers to compare products. 

But the appeals court, in an opinion by 
Circuit Judge Roger Robb, said the 
group’s 1975 challenge to the FDA order 
was filed too late. The Food and Drug Act 
requires that petitions for review of such 
an order be filed within 90 days from the 
date it becomes effective. 

It also said the cosmetic makers failed 
to show that irregularities in the 
piecemeal procedure the FDA used to 
amend the regulation through 1975 had 
unfairly blocked them from challenging 
the rule. 

Circuit Judge Malcolm Wllkey 
dissented, saying the procedures used 
and the appeals court’s ruling had denied 
the industry group “any realistic 
chance" of obtaining Judicial review of 
the regulation anywhere. 


Will legal reform melt 
liability case snowball? 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
snowballing rise in big 
liability judgments against 
municipalities as well as 
against private business 
and professional people has 
stirred the insurance in¬ 
dustry into demanding 
drastic reform in American 
tort legal procedure. 

There also have been de¬ 
mands for severe 
limitations on the right of 
attorneys to take tort cases 
on a contingency fee basis. 
The United States is the 
only major country where 
one can file a lawsuit 
without putting up any 
money for legal fees and 
court costs. The lawyer 
must win to collect his fee. 

Britain, from whence the 
American legal system is 
derived, still does not 
permit lawyers to take 
cases on a contingency 
basis. The demands in the 
United States for sharp 
limitations on contin- 
genceny began a few years 
ago with the big increases 
in medical malpractice 
suits. 

A few insurance people 
also have begun to attack 
the judiciary for being 
"socialist minded" and 
"irresponsibly spending 
_ other people's money" 
while abandoning 
_ traditional principles of law 
and equity. 

The answer of the 
Assocition of American 
Trial Lawyers to all this is 
that the increases in 
malpractice suits, product 
liability suits and other tort 
liability actions have been 
grossly exaggerated by the 
insurance industry for 
propaganda purposes, also 
that the contingency fee is 
the poor man's key to the 
courthouse" and to limit it 
would aggravate rather 
than remedy the evils 
complained of. 

On Feb. 1, the Trial 
Lawyers Association 
sponsored a suit filed by 
four accident victims in 
federal court at Bridgeport, 
Conn., against four of the 
nation's biggest insurance 
companies and a national 
advertising agency. The 
suit said the defendants 
were engaged in an ad¬ 
vertising campaign to de¬ 
prive accident victims of 
their rights and that the ads 
sought illegally to tamper 
with juries and influence 
state legislatures on the 
question of tort suits. 

In levelling its charge of 
deceitful propaganda 
against the insurance in¬ 
dustry, the trial lawyers 
association makes much of 
the fact that insurance 
lieople spoke of "one million 
product liability suits" filed 
in 1976 whereas an in¬ 
tergovernmental task 
agency headed by 
Undersecretary of Com¬ 
merce Sidney Harman 
determined that not more 
than 70,000 product liability 
suits were filed in 1976. 

It is not possible to 
estimate how much the big 
rise in liability judgments is 
costing business, the tax¬ 
payers and professional 
people. The astronomical 
rise in the cost of medical 
malpractice insurance was 
just the beginning. That 
was followed by the wave of 
claims and judgments 
against corporations 
because of occupational 
safety hazards and product 
liability hazards. Next 
came such a big rise in suits 
against officers and 
directors of corporations 
that it now often is difficult 
for company directors to 
get liability insurance. This 
is causing some business 
leaders to refuse to accept 
multiple directorships. 

The crunch in liability 
judgments against cities, 


counties and states now has 
reached serious propor¬ 
tions. 

Hundreds of cities and 
towns have had their 
liability insurance rates 
doubled or trebled. Many 
have had their insurance 
suddenly cancelled and 
have been forced to set up 
selfinsurance funds. Home 
insurance companies have 
pulled out of the public 
liability field just as 
companies withdrew from 
the medical malpractice 
field. 

The big causes of the 
municipal tort liability 
crunch are the rapid 
erosion by the courts of the 
doctrine of sovereign im¬ 
munity and the growing 
litigiousness of the 
American people — the 
public attitude that 
somebody must pay for 
^pything that happens to 
anyone; that there no 
longer is any such thing as 
contributory - negligence. 

According to the in¬ 
surance people, this leads to 
outlandish concepts of 
liability. Articles in the 
insurance trade press give 
numerous examples of this. 
Typical is the case of a man 
who got a {3,600 judgment 
against a midwestem city 
because he broke his leg 
sliding into second base 
while playing baseball in a 
playground. 

Bernard Daenzer of 
Cranford, N.J., president of 
the Howard Swann group of 
insurance companies, who 
also is a lawyer, says 
judges also are much too 
blame for tort liability 
getting out of hand. 

"Something happens to 
judges once they are ap¬ 
pointed," Daenzer told UPI, 
"all of a sudden they want 
to give away everything. 
They don’t know where the 
money they hand out in 
awards comes from and 
they don't care. They 
depart both from the 
common law and from 
equity principles and see 
themselves as social 
reformers, which they 
should not do." 

In an article in The 
Weekly Underwriter, 
Daenzer accused many 
judges of being socialist 
minded. 

He also told UPI it is a 
fallacy to believe judges are 
more reasonable or 
responsible then juries in 
handing down money 
judgments — "We often 
hear people say, 'do away 
with the jury awards and 
depend on the Judges.' Any 
intelligent insurance claims 
man will say 'Hell no!' to 
that.” 

Daenzer said he doesn't 
feel hopeless about the 
problem, though. "The 
trouble Is that in this 
country opinion and public 
attitudes move in extreme 
cycles from harsh laissez 
faire economics and social 
attitudes to just the op¬ 
posite. I think the pendulum 
has swung almost as far as 
it will go in the direction ol 
extravagant irresponsib¬ 
ility on tort judgments and 
is starting to swing back the 
other way." 

It is conceded generally 
that there is little possibility 
of restoring the doctrine of 
sovereign Immunity to 
protect the taxpayers from 
the avalanche of liability 
claims although at least 
seven states are trying to do 
so. Just one such judgment 
can put a huge burden for 
years to come on the tax¬ 
payers of a smallish town. 

Numerous schemes have 
been advanced for dealing 
with the problem. Florida 
now has put a { 100,000 
ceiling on claim payments, 
for example. Some of the 


plans propose setting up 
state insurance pools to 
meet the claims and 
compelling the insurance 
companies operating in the 
state to contribute. The 
insurance companies are 
resisting this vigorously. 

The idea of drastically 
curbing the right to file tort 
claims on the contingency 
fee basis has been debated 
vigorously in the insurance 
trade press and legal 
journals both in the United 
States and Britain, where 
some lawyers are at¬ 
tempting to gain the right to 
take cases on a contingency 
fee basis. 

The American 
correspondent of the British 
publication, the Post & 
Insurance Monitor said in 
the December issue that he 
had discovered a sub¬ 
stantial movement in the 
United States to do away 
with the contingency fee 
system and instead to 
permit fee-shifting, which 
long has been forbidden 
except in certain special 
situations under American 
law. Fee shifting permits 
the lawyer for a successful 
plaintiff to recover a 
standard fee from the 
unsuccessful defendant 
instead of a speculative 
share in the judgment 
which can be as high as 50 
percent. 

The British article went 
n to cite the arguments in f 
avor of the American 
contingency fee system, 
that "it is especially 
beneficial for the small man 
with limited finances, 
especially for the 
prosecution of minor claims 
but sometimes ones that 
have merit.” 

The article continues, 
"the system has special 
appeal in product liability 
cases which often involve 
expensive technical in¬ 
vestigation and expensive 
expert witnesses... the 
elimination of the con¬ 
tingent fee, they fits sup¬ 
porters) say, would deprive 
many injured persons of 
their right to bring a case to 
court." 

But it concludes that the 
British bar remains 
adamantly opposed to 
contingency fees for the 
following reasons: 

— In the long run they 
force successful plaintiffs to 
pay exorbitant fees to 
lawyers to reimburse them 
for their expenses in other 
suits they have lost. 

— The contingent fee 
creates an automatic 
conflict of interest on the 
part of the lawyer because 
his livelihood and the 
recovery of his expenses 
depend on winning the case 
by any means. There is 
even a temptation, the 
article said, for the lawyer 
to accept a settlement that 
will guarantee payment of 
his fee although the set¬ 
tlement is not really in his 
client's best interest. 

Nevertheless, the Post & 
Insurance Monitor con¬ 
ceded that under the British 
system as it presently 
operates, only the rich and 
those who are eligible for 
legal aid have access to the 
courts in tort cases. But it 
quoted the president of 
Britian's Law Society as 
saying that 80 percent of the 
population in Britain now is 
eligible for legal aid. 

In defending contingency 
fees as they now operate, 
the trial lawyers 
association noted that 
moves to limit the fees by 
legislation or court ruling 
have been advanced in New 
York, Texas, California, 
New Jersey, Michigan, 
Idaho and Indiana.

A 
magnet will not stick to any part of an all¬ 
aluminum can. Reynolds recycles only 
aluminum.

CENTERVILLE, Mass. (UPI) - The 
Eastern College Athletic Conference has 
disallowed a protest by Southern Con¬ 
necticut State College, which had sought 
to reverse a forfeit loss to Springfield 
College. 

Southern Connecticut, which ap¬ 
parently had beaten Springfield, 70-69, on 
Sunday, was assessed a technical foul 
after the game when Southern’s Byron 
Breland, in the flush of victory, at¬ 
tempted to dunk the ball. A foul was 
called. 

Springfield's Don I^mieux sank the 
foul shot, forcing an overtime, but Owls' 
Coach Ed Brown insisted his team had 
won and should not have been assessed a 
technical foul. 

When Brown refused to allow his 
players back on the court to play an 
overtime session, referee Joe Soskovic 
awarded Springfield a 2-0 win. 

"Technically, the official's call was 
correct and the game stands as a 2-0 


So. Connecticut 

forteit win for Springfield," Art Hyland, 
assistant commissioner of the ECAC, 
said Tuesday. 

The officials' casebook, section 409 C, 
states an official’s jurisdiction does not 
end until he has approved the final score. 

Ray DeFrancesco, Southern's athletic 
director, disagreed with the referee's 
ruling and the ECAC's decision. 

"I'm an official myself, said 
DeFrancesco, "and the intent of the rule 
is not to stop a player from showing his 
exuberance. That was the case when 
Byron attempted to dunk the ball." 

Coach Brown, who will retire at the end 
of the season, said his "main concern in 
pursuing this is to get the rule changed to 
cover situations like this, I would hate for 
it to happen to other coaches, players and 
officials." 

The loss left Southern Connecticut with 
an 8-11 record. With the gift victory, 
Springfield advanced its record to 14-5 
and enhanced its chances of making a 
NCAA Division II tournament berth.

The Green 


Thumb 


OXALIS HOUSE PLANTS: The so-called Wood-sorrel 
or Oxalis (pronounced Ox-Aliee) makes an excellent 
house plant, especially in a hanging basket. They have 
clover-like foliage and dainty flowers of white, yellow, 
pink or red, depending on the variety. There are six 
varieties that are commonly grown in the home and all 
are very easy. You start them by division of tubers, or 
- from offsets that grow fast. Everblooming types may be 
separated any time of the yea.’. Also, you can sow seed 
now in a light soil and get flowering plants within six 
months. Oxalis grows best in a tempearature ranging 
from 45 to 60 degs. F night, and about 72 degs F. in day. 
They like a peaty, acid soil and a bright window. If you 
plant the tubers now, keep the soil moist but not soggy—at 
least until growth starts. Too much water or poor 
drainage will cause leaves to turn yellow. An 8" wire 
basket can be lined with an inch or so of sphagnum moss 
and filled with a soil mixture consisting of one part each of 
sand, peat and loam. Insert four to six tubers to a five-inch 
pot, or singly in a 3" pot. Keep them in a bright window 
and you'll have growth coming along shortly. By the time 
summer arrives you’ll have lots of tubers which may need 
dividing and replantingj^ie varieties that flower in 
summer and fall will need a rest period in winter. Others 
are practically everblooming. About the only trouDles 
Oxalis get is white fly and red spider mites. Dipping the 
plants in a soapy solution will keep them in check. 

BOSTON FERN: This old fashioned beauty is still one 
of the best ferns to have around. Give it a semi-sunny 
window, average house temperature of around 73 degs. in 
day and around 55 degs. F. at night. Edges turn brown due 
to dry air. Mist plant often. Make sure the soil is peaty- 
two parts peatmoss and one part loam, perlite or sand. 
Once a month give a water-soluble plant food. If plant 
"rises” out of pot, it’s a cinch it needs repotting. Knock it 
out of pot, divide the root ball and report in soil mixture 
mentioned above. Check fronds for scale insects and 
mealy bugs. If present wash off with soapy water. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: "Our poinsettia is still 
beautiful. Can we keep it for another year?" 

Ans.: Yes, in May cut the plant back to within four in¬ 
ches and set it outdoors. Keep it watered all summer and 
bring it back in fall. At that time we'll tell you how to 
flower it for the Christmas holidays. 


Marquette 
UPI top choice 


NEW YORK(UPIl-The 
fight is on again for the king 
of the college basketball 
mountain — with Marquette 
on top this week. 

It's a three-cornered 
battle now that Kentucky, 
"everybody's No. 1” a week 
ago, lost to LSU, and it 
probably will go right down 
to the end of the season. 

The Big Three are 
Marquette, Kentucky and 
Arkansas, with UCLA 
lurking just close enough in 
the UPI ratings by 42 
college basketball coaches 
to spring a late surprise 
should the upsets continue 
to crop up, 

Marquette, the defending 
NCAA champion, regained 
the lead in this week's 
ratings with 16 first-place 
votes and 357 points. 
Kentucky, severely rapped 
on the knuckles by the 
coaches, got only 15 first- 
place votes and dropped to 
second place with 345 
points. 


"I'm happy, there's no 
question about that,” said 
Marquette Head Coach 
Hank Raymonds at the 
Warriors' practice. "That's 
what we started out to do in 
the beginning of the year. I 
want to be No. 1 and we will 
accept the challenge of that 
honor.” 

Arkansas, whose 23-1 
record was superior to the 
two teams rated ahead of it 
through the games judged 
by the coaches, was third 
with seven first-place votes 
and 316 points. UCLA (18-2) 
ranks fourth with 258 points. 

New Mexico replaced 
Notre Dame as the No. 5 
team with the Irish drop¬ 
ping four places to No. 9 
following a loss to DePaul. 
Michigan State took over 
the No. 7 spot as North 
Carolina, seventh a week 
ago, fell one notch to No. 8 
after losing to Providence. 

DePaul, meanwhile, used 
its victory over Notre Dame 
to secure the No. 10 
position.

Whaler goalie makes amends 


OAKLAND (UPI) — They gave John Havlicek a 
rocking chair during halftime ceremonies, but the Golden 
Slate Warriors were the ones who looked like they needed 
it. 

Havlicek, retiring this year after 16 years in the NBA, 
poured in 24 points Tuesday night as the Boston Celtics 
routed the staggering Warriors 98-75, 

In his final San Francisco Bay Area appearance, 
Havlicek got a thundering standing ovation from a sellout 
crowd of 13.200 when he was introduced in pre-game 
ceremonies, and was cheered each time he scored. 

He got another standing ovation during the halftime 
ceremonies in which he received assorted gifts and the 
rocking chair from former college teammate Joe 
Roberts, now a Warrior assistant coach, and again when 
he left the contest in the final minutes. 

"Getting receptions like this around the league are 
moments that I'll cherish the rest of my life," Havlicek 
said. "Playing basketball has been a major part of my life 
and the fans and the teams in the NBA are the big reason 
it’s so important to me." 


Cornell victimized 
by discrimination? 

ITHACA, N.Y. (UPI) — Cornell basketball coach Ben 
Bluitt suggested Monday that his teams may have been 
the victims of discrimination for the past four years. 

Addressing a group of 40 fans after Monday night's 86-81 
loss to Harvard, Bluitt said that in his four years as coach 
at Cornell, he estimates that the opposition has been 
awarded about 600 more free throws than his teams. 

Bluitt, who is black, said, "I hate to say it's racist, but 
that could be one possibility.” 

"There are people in this world,” Bluitt continued, 
"who cannot possibly believe that a black man can sit on 
the bench and out-think a white man ... people are not 
used to seeing that." 

In Monday night's game, Harvard took 43 foul shots to 
18 for Cornell. The loss dropped Cornell’s record to 6-14. 

Bluitt said he did not, however, believe racism was a 
factor in Monday night's loss. "I stress strongly that I 
didn't feel that last night's basketball game had anything 
to do with racism," Bluitt said. 

What made the difference Monday, Bluitt said today, 
was the ejection of Harvard Coach Frank McLaughlin by 
referee Tom Ward following a secondhalf scuffle. 


Havlicek, who played on eight NBA championship 
teams and in 13 all-star contests, hit on 11 of 17 from the 
field as Golden State managed only nine points in a dismal 
fourth quarter. 

"I'm not surprised we’re playing well," said Havlicek 
of the victory. "I’m the eternal optimist, but I've been 
saying all along this team has the potential to reach the 
playoffs. Maybe a big win on the road like this can turn us 
around." 

The w game also marked the return of Kermit 
Washington, who played in his first contest since Dec. 9 
when he punched Houston's Rudy Tomjanovieh while 
playing for the Ix>s Angeles Inkers and was suspended for 
two months. He was traded to Boston during the 
suspension. ' 

He was booed when he entered the game and during the 
contest although there was some applause in his support. 
He played 25 minutes, grabbed 14 rebounds, scored six 
points and had three steals. 

"I really wasn't aware of the crowd," Washington said. 


"I’m just out there to play basketball and can't worry 
about what people think. I heard a few boos but I'm ex¬ 
pecting that. I’m also not surprised by all the newspaper 
writeups. People have to sell papers. 

"The boos tonight were nothing compared to the phone 
calls and letters I was getting during the suspension. I’m 
not really surprised that I rebounded so well. I'm a better 
rebounder when I'm not in shape but I didn't feel com¬ 
fortable offensively." 

Boston coach Tom Sanders added, "Kermit gave us the 
type of game we expected. I really didn’t expect his 
timing to be so sharp considering his long layoff." 

Golden State trailed 52-50 at the half and was down only 
seven points 73-66 at the start of the fourth quarter but 
Boston then went on a 19-2 run led by Havlicek and Dave 
Cowens. 

The inept Warriors, booed by their own fans, made only 
three of 20 shots in the final period and went 8:40 before 
they scored their third point of the quarter. 

Rick Barry led the Warriors with 24 points. Golden State 
has now lost three in a row. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (UPI) - After 
giving away seven goals to Cincinnati in 
his last outing, New England Whalers 
goalie A1 Smith had something to make 
up for. 

Smith, second leading goaltender In the 
World Hockey Association, made up for 
his mistakes and more against the 
Quebec Nordiques Tuesday, stopping 29 
shots as the Whalers notched a 5-1 vic¬ 
tory.

Television 
in review

NEW YORK (UPI) - Science and 
religion, historically sometime op¬ 
ponents, share the same goal — to 
explain the mystery of the universe. 

Friction can arise when religion 
fears science is encroaching on its 
territory or belittling the mystery of 
God with mechanical explanations. 

Eventually, the two are reconciled. 

That's the theme of "Continuing 
Creation,” a documentary produced 
by the NBC Television Religious 
Programs Unit in association with the 
National Council of Churches. The 
show will be broadcast Feb. 19, 1-2 
p.m., Eastern time. 

Physicist Dr. Robert F. Wilson, who 
wants to look deep into the detail of the 
atom, finds that religion and science in 
different ways, are trying to answer 
the same questions, which he sums up 
as: 

"What are we? What arc we made 
of? Where do we come from? Where 
are we going?” 

He continues, "I’m constantly 
overwhelmed, though, by the mystery 
of matter... and I would suspect that in 
that mystery, one would find the 
relationship between religion and 
science." 

For those who sniff condescendingly 
at some of religion’s past myths about 
the physical world, the program points 
out that science has had its own 
superstitions. 

There was Aristotle’s contention, for 
instance, that the heavier the object, 
the faster its fall. People believed that 
for centuries until Galileo proved him 
wrong, according to an early 
biographer, by the simple expedient of 
dropping two different weights from 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa. They both 
landed at the same time. 

When Galileo defended Copernicus’ 
theory that the earth revolved around 
the sun and was not the center of the 
universe, both the Roman Catholic 
Church and the breakaway 
Protestants deemed it heresy. 

Under the threat of torture after 
coming before the Inquisition, Galileo 
recanted. But he also wrote, "I believe 
that the natural processes which we 
either perceive by careful observation 
or deduce by cogent demonstration 
cannot be refuted by passages from 
the Bible."

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Area's military base 
finally shut down— 
and guess what? 


SAUI.T STE MARIE. 
Mich, fUPIl - The fron¬ 
tier-spirited residents of 
Michigan's Upper Penin¬ 
sula have never liked nosy 
downstaters and govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats telling 
them how to run their lives. 

When the federal 
government closed Kin- 
cheloe Air Force Base, the 
city of Sault Ste. Marie was 
determined — almost for 
spite — to prove wTong the 
meddlesome outsiders who 
predicted the area's 
already shaky economy 
would crumble. 

The Defense Department 
ordered the Strategic Air 
Command base scrapped in 
1976 as part of a nationwide 
austerity move. Although a 
caretaker force of about 300 
is still on duty, the base has 
been closed for all practical 
purposes since last Sep¬ 
tember. 

The Defense Department 
said the shutdown would 
save the federal govern¬ 
ment $28 million annually. 
But the cost to the Soo. as 


the city is more commonly 
called, would far exceed 
that. It was the city's 
largest single employer. 

The Air Force predicted 
that the local unem¬ 
ployment rate, which 
always has been high, 
would climb to nearly 39 
percent. Losses totaling 
nearly $20 million in retail 
sales also were forecast 
because the base payroll 
was 20 percent of the area's 
total personal income. 

The grim predictions 
have not materialized. In 
fact, some of the Soo's 
14,500 residents claim the 
city is better off without 
Kincheloe. 

Duane Myers, operator of 
the Sensual Arts Adult Book 
Store, said his business has 
been affected "very little," 
even though 4,000 ser¬ 
vicemen are gone. 

"We had more problems 
than they were worth," he 
said. "The fact is, 
shoplifting has gone way 
down." 

The county's unem¬ 


ployment rate is still 
disturbingly high — 17.9 
percent in November - but 
it is no worse than a yeai 
ago. That in itself is en¬ 
couraging to local official* 
because the base took with 
it hundreds of civilian jobs 
along with the servicemen 
their families and a $3.' 
million annual payroll. 

The area is manufac 
luring a whole new 
economy. 

"In the long, long run, th< 
whole Kincheloe experienct 
may prove to have been i 
beneficial — if unpleasan 
— thing," said stall 
Commerce Director Keith 
Molin. 

"With a military base 
dominated economy 
Chippewa County jus 
simply had too many of itj 
eggs in the same basket — i 
fact that became painfullj 
aware when the baske 
dropped." 

Businessmen formed ar 
economic development 
corporation to scout new 
businesses and find ways ol 
luring them to the Soo. A 
dozen new firms, an in¬ 
ternational airport and a 
state prison have opened. 

Fancy street lamps and 
planters are being installed 
to spruce up the downtown. 

"There is a real strong 
feeling of optimism in the 
community, that the impact 
is not as bad as predicted," 
said Neil Godby, Soo city 
manager, "There has been 
no direct impact on com¬ 
munity sales or housing, 
yet.” 

Outsiders have been 
forecasting the Soo’s 
demise for a hundred years. 

Shivering on a frosty jut 
of land between Lake 
Superior and lake Huron, 
the Soo has been a perennial 
victim of nature, economic 
downturns and the federal 
government. 

When the U.S. govern¬ 
ment built the famous Soo 
Locks in 1881, many said the 
town was done for because 
the muleskinners who 
hauled cargo from Superior 
to Huron would be put out of 
business. But, the Soo 
turned the locks into what is 
now its biggest industry. 

In 1945, the government 
shut down Fort Brady, 
which had housed 15,000 
soldiers during World War 
II. 

The town converted it to a 
college. Professors hacked 
their way into boarded up 
housing units with axes, 
while their wives planted 
flowers and mowed the 
parade grounds. 

In the early 1960’s, a 
changing economic climate 
again threatened the Soo's 
survival. Almost overnight, 
the town's major Industries 
moved out, devastating the 
tax base and forcing 
payless paydays for some 
city employees. 

But, as usual, things 
worked out. 

The city’s rescue this 
time can be credited to the 
grit and determination of 
the "Yoops," as Upper 
Peninsula or U.P. residents 
are called by their down- 
state counterparts, and to 
impressive cooperation 
among local, state and 
federal governments.

But Pyatt, who led the UMass scoring 
with 22 points, hit a jump shot, followed 
by another by teammate Derick 
Claiborne to clinch the UMass 15-point 
margin. 

Villanova's Keith Herron scored a 
game-high 24 points. Teammate Alex 
Bradley scored 16. 

The UMass record now stands at 12-7.

Next stop was 
the University of Wisconsin at Madison, 
where he received his Masters degree. At 
this point, the basketball coaching 
profession made its call and Tom spent 
one year coaching high school basketball 
in Illinois and five years in Wisconsin. 

At this point in his life, Tom felt that he 
needed more education, so he enrolled at 
the University of Maryland in pursuit of 
his doctorate degree. While at Maryland, 
he was appointed the assistant freshmen 
coach along with Tom Young, who is 
currently the very successful head 
basketball coach at Rutgers. After two 
years, he emerged as Dr, Tom Davis and 
went with Young to American University 
as assistant varsity coach. 

Following a ten-year apprenticeship at 
various levels of basketball coaching, Dr. 
Tom .became head coach at Lafayette, 
where in six years, he achieved a reord 
which ranks him 12th in winning per¬ 
centage among all active coaches in the 
country.

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Where the catfish are juicy, not fishy— and farm bred 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. fUPI) — Make a left turn at the 
DX gas station in De Vails Bluff, Ark., population 654, and 
the road narrows to one lane. 

Not far beyond, Murry's Cafe is a weathered white 
frame building that has been haphazardly cjrpanded by 
adding the shells of mobile homes to make additional 
rooms. Without so much as a painted sign outside, the 
restaurant is distinguishable from the shotgun houses of 
the neighborhood only by the row of cars parked in front. 

Customers seated at the oddsize plastic and aluminum 
tables look like backwoods Southerners from central cast¬ 
ing with a few IJttle Rock city folk mixed in. Jumbo or¬ 
ders of catfish are being piled onto plastic plates. Dipped 
lightly in cornmeal and deep fried, they are juicy and 
delicate, with a taste most diners simply describe as "not 
fishy.” 

These are catfish from farm ponds or the White River, 
the ancestral home of most Arkansas catfish. Only 10 or 15 
years ago, a farmer from Dumas became the first to 
scoop wild catfish from Arkansas’ waters and take them 


home to proliferate in his ponds for profit. 

At least 600 acres of Arkansas farmland are now being 
used to raise catfish, even more in Mississippi. Often 
catfish ponds are put in on land not ideally suited for other 
crops. The industry has spread from North Carolina to 
California to Idaho. In Colorado, catfish are being raised 
in the warm thermal waters of the Rockies. 

To start a catfish farm, according to Jim Ayers, presi¬ 
dent of the Catfish Farmers Association, "You need three 
things. Plenty of money, a good source of good quality 
water and good management, from the standpoint of 
managing a farm operation. I think if you got those three, 
you might could make it." 

Most catfish farmers are already established with other 
crops — rice, soybeans, cotton — when they start. Ayers 
said catfish farming Is no more difficult, but he said, "It 
just takes a tremendous amount of money to get started. 
Somewhere in the neighborhood of $1,500 and $2,000 per 
acre." 

That’s before the first fish are ever bought. It is money 
used to create the ponds, build the levees, dig a well. 


pump the water. The ponds are usually 30 or 40 acres, 
ranging from 2 Mi to 6 feet deep, and most farms have 
several. 

Some fish farmers in Arkansas are engaged solely in 
selling baby catfish, called fingerlings, to other farmers 
who will raise them to maturity. Most Arkansas farmers 
stock about 2,000 fish per acre. In Mississippi, which leads 
the nation in catfish fanning, ponds are stocked with 4,000 
and occasionally 6,000 fish an acre, Ayers said. 

Most Arkansas catfish spend about two years on the 
farm from the time they hatch to the time they are sold as 
adults weighing one to one and a half pounds. 

In Mississippi, most catfish are sold to processors who 
package them for sale in supermarkets. These catfish are 
smaller, averaging about three-fourths of a pound, so 
more can be raised in a pond of the same acreage. In 
Arkansas, most farm catfish are sold to stock lakes where 
fishermen will pay a fee to fish, then pay by the pound for 
each fish they catch. 

Farmers who want to go back to row crops find the land 
used for catfish ponds usually is improved. Some farmers 


rotate their ponds with cropland, using catfish ponds to 
fertilize and enrich the soil. 

Harvesting has become a year-around business. "What 
happens is a housewife wants these fresh fish." said Mayo 
Martin of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. "If the 
housewife would accept them frozen, they could harvest 
them one lime a year, but she doesn't want them that 
way." So, said Martin, about half the farm-raised catfish 
in the country are sold fresh. 

The catfish is so ensconced in Southern culture that 
some Southerners are openly defensive, not only about its 
right to respectable dinnertables, but for its personality, 
its reputation. For years, the catfish has come under 
attacks such as one from a magazine writer who called 
the bewhiskered scavenger the "shark of stock ponds.” 

Some Arkansans have actually suggested letting the 
catfish replace the razorback as the state symbol. Not 
only does the catfish taste better than a wild hog, they say, 
but the catfish is dignified enough not to answer to the call 
of “woo pig souie."

BOSTON (UPI) - The 
Boston Bruins opened a 
fortnight on foreign ice 
tonight against the Toronto 
Maple Leafs. 

The Maple Leafs, who 
knocked off Buffalo Monday 
to keep the Bruins and 
Sabres in a first-place tie, 
are seven points behind the 
Adams Division coleaders. 

The Bruins are 2-0-1 
against the Maple Leafs 
this season, with two 3-0 
victories and a 3-3 tie on 
Feb. 5 at Boston Garden. 
Gregg Sheppard knotted 
that game with two seconds 
to play. 

Boston Coach Don Cherry 
declined to name a 
goaltender Tuesday before 
the team flew to Toronto, 
but Ron Grahame was a 
probable starter for the 
Bruins in the opener of a 
fivegame road trip. 

The club returns to. 
Boston Garden Feb. 28 to 
face the Philadelphia 
Flyers in the makeup of a 
snowed-out Feb. 11 contest. 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif.-Bill Rogers, 
26, an energetic and personable former 
University of Houston all-american, 
showed what experience can be worth on 
the PGA tour Monday. 

It was worth exactly $45,000 as Rogers, 
in his fourth year on the tour trail, 
refused to buckle under to the pressure 
and kept his head and the lead in the final 
round of the weatherdelayed Bob Hope 
Desert Classic. 

Rogers shot a 3-under-par 69 and that 
gave him a 339 total for a 2-stroke 
decision over veteran Jerry McGee. 

"I didn't know how to handle things 
before,” admitted the winner. "But I 
have a lot more self confidence and a lot 
more self control now, and I believe in my 
golf game. I'm a lot stronger golfer 
mentally than I was a year ago, and I 
think I showed that today.” 

A slender 6-foot 145-pounder from 
Texarkana, Texas, Rogers could have 
blown sky high on the 11 th hole after he 


shanked a sand wedge. 

Instead, he used the same club to knock in 
a 70-foot chip shot and keep a 3-shot lead 
over McGee, 34, playing in the same 
threesome with him. 

“I was really high when Bill shanked 
that shot," McGee said, “but my stomach 
did a complete turnaround when he made 
the next one. There's no doubt that one 
was the turning point of the match." 

Rogers agreed, saying, “I'm not going 
to say I knew I had the tournament won 
when the chip shot went in, but I had a 
feeling of total elation and total con¬ 
fidence then.” 

Rogers’ victory was worth $45,000 and 
that gave him $61,892 for the year for the 
third place on the money list behind Tom 
Watson with $103,181 and Hubert Green 
with $63,422. 

“I'm very excited, and I'm very 
happy,” Rogers said. "Winning is what 
you strive for out here. Winning is what 
it’s all about."

ACT receives $99,000 grant 
to promote shows on the arts 


Action for Children's Television based 
in Newtonville announced this week that 
it has received a grant of $98,750 from the 
George Gund Foundation of Cleveland to 
support a two-year project designed to 
encourage innovative arts programming 
on children's television. 

The grant will enable ACT to establish 
four regional coalitions composed of local 
arts institutions, broadcasters, and 
corporations who will work together to 
initiate locally funded and produced arts 
programs for children. 

ACT will serve as a liaison to promote 
cooperation among the regional groups 
by organizing regional conferences to 
discuss specific strategies to make the 
arts more accessible to young viewers. 

ACT will be assisted by a national 


advisory panel composed of represen¬ 
tatives from the business, education, 
broadcasting, and arts communities. 

Members of ACT's national arts ad¬ 
visory board include Leonard Bernstein, 
composer and conductor; Anthony Bliss, 
executive director, The Metropolitan 
Opera; Howard Gardner, director, 
Harvard Project Zero: Kazuko Hillyer, 
performing arts administrator; Elma 
l,ewis, director, National Center of Afro- 
American Artists; and Donald 
McGannon, president, Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Co. 

As a national consumer advocacy 
organization working to encourage 
diversity on children's television 
programs, ACT has already demon¬ 
strated its ability to make the arts a 


programming priority for children. 

Following ACT's Fifth National 
Symposium on Children's Televison and 
the Arts in 1975, NBC was moved to 
commission Edward Villella to 
choreograph and dance in a ballet based 
on "Little Women," which was presented 
on the network's "Special Treat" series. 

ACT is currently preparing a resource 
book on children's televison and the arts, 
which will contain about 30 original ar¬ 
ticles and essays designed for broad¬ 
casters who are interested in developing 
programming about or based on music 
and the literary, performing, and visual 
arts. 

The book will be published this year by 
the Ballinger Publishing Co. as Volume II 
of ACT's "Promise and Performance" 
series.

' Survival' vivid

"Survival," at the Boston Repertory 
Theater through Feb. 19, tells of South 
African black life in apartheid, and the 
struggle to stay alive. 

The performers employ songs, dance, 
and a collage of dramatic episodes drawn 
from their own experiences as vehicles 
for social expose and protest. They glide 
back and forth between the roles of op¬ 
pressor and oppressed, man and woman, 
guard and prisoner, depicting the 
inhumane treatment of the black South 
African, in prison and out Yet this 
sobering plea for justice and humanity 
abounds in irony and broad humor, in 
comic as well as tragic elements. 

"Survival" is reminiscent of "Sizwe 
Banzi Is Dead" which played the Charles 
Playhouse two years ago. Though the 
subject matter is similar, "Survival" 
lacks the dramatic impact of the other. 
However, it must be pointed out that 
"Survival" brings forth general human 
feelings and thoughts That which runs 
through us all. 

Of the performers, Selaelo Dan Maredi 
and Themba Ntinga shine most. Maredi 
is amusing and most versatile. Ntinga 
exudes strength and restrained fury. Seth 
Sibanda's piercing visage strikes with 
knowledge and seriousness. Fana D. 
Kekana completes the cast. These four 
actors are also the authors and are 
successful in their attempt to illustrate 


life in an injust society in a manner of 
entertaining theatre. 

Don't let the somber subject matter 
deter you from "Survival." I doubt there 
is one person who has seen “Survival" 
that didn’t enjoy it.

Richard E. Keakey and Roger Lewin. 
ORIGINS. E. P. Dutton, 2M pp. $17.95. 

Richard Leakey, son of the famed Drs. 
Louis S. B. Leakey and Mary Leakey, 
here presents the most authoritative and 
scientifically exact survey of the origins 
of mankind. 


Based on new discoveries made by- 
Richard and his parents in east Africa, as 
well as the studies of other an¬ 
thropologists. archeologists and 
paleontologists, this book begins with the 
formation of the earth, progresses 
through the beginnings of primates, 
monkeys and apes, and gives the most 
likely explanation of the earliest homo 
sapiens. 

Leakey and Lewin, the latter a science 
editor, take the reader through a rapid 
summary of the various religious and 
"scientific" theories of evolution during 
tlie 19th century, and trace the modern 
science of anthropology from its begin¬ 
nings in the work of Darwin. 

It seems indisputable that the roots of 
humanity have been found in Africa; 
Louis and Mary Leakey's discoveries in 
Olduvai Gorge are now augmented by- 
Richard Leakey's discovery of a skull 
known as "1470," the oldest skull of early 
man (more than 2 million years) in the 
Lake Turkana region of Africa. 

This predates Neanderthal man, 
Peking man and Cro-Magnon man. The 





measurement of the cranium and brain 
weight gives clues to the brain capacities 
of these early homo sapiens. 

Walking erect was accompanied by 
rapid brain development. Homo erectus 
was the first of our species to leave 
behind the forest-dwelling ape and to 
carry things - food, water and fire. This 
led to the creation of peaceful groups of 
hunters and gatherers, which were to last 
for more than 3 million years. 

This ability to share in a social sense, 
this quality of cooperation is the basic 
feature of humanity; the authors dispute 
popular writers such as Konrad Lorenz 
and Robert Ardrey who argue that 
human conflict and unbridled aggression 
have always existed and are in our genes. 

The study of apes and other non-human 
primates give other clues to early man's 
behavior. The greatest revolution to 
occur was the transition (about 10,000 
years ago) to a farming culture. From 
farming arose the accumulation of 
possessions, and the need to protect 
them. This is the key, Leakey and Lewin 
believe, to human conflict. 

"Origins" is a profusely and beautifully- 
illustrated book, with color photographs, 
drawings, charts and maps. It is 
available in the Newton Main Library 
and upon request in any of the 10 bran¬ 
ches of the library system.

$34.9m school budget outlined 


Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
outlined a $34.9 million school budget for 
the next school year, proposing to cut 62 
staff positions and close Murray Road 
School. 

This budget represents an increase of 
$2.5 million or 7.9 percent over what the 
last School Committee passed for this 
school year, but the superintendent 
designates $1.4 million of the increase to a 
supplemental request that will be made 
to the Board of Aldermen for increases in 
this year's budget. 

The original fiscal year 1978 (FY 78) 
budget was $32.4 million, the revised FY 
78 budget is $33.6 million, and the 
proposed FY 79 budget is $34,965,462. 

The additions to the current budget are 
to cover unexpected increases in salaries, 
special education, food, and utilities. The 
Committee is scheduled to vote on the 
supplemental budget Monday. 

Position cuts 

Superintendent Fink proposes cutting 
20 elementary school teachers, 12 junior 
high teachers, and no senior high 
teachers. These cuts would make the 
pupil teacher ratios 22.3:1 in the 


elementary grades' and 14.7:1 in the 
junior highs. 

The resulting pupil teacher ratios are 
lower than wha in t the School Committee 
suggested guidelines to the superin¬ 
tendent, and Committee Chairwoman 
Honora Kaplan expects this will be an 
issue in the budget deliberations. 

A total of 16 teacher aide positions are 
cut, four of which are from elementary 
libraries. Four additional full-time 
librarians are requested to equalize 
library services throughout the city. 

Scheduled reductions also include one 
elementary physical education teacher, 
one elementary English specialist, and 
partial positions of an art teacher, music 
teacher, social worker, and psychologist. 
Federal money for special education may 
more than make up for the cutback in 
psychological services. 

Fink also proposes cutting 8.36 
secretarial positions, and one custodial 
position from the Murray Road School. 

All staff reductions will save about 
$900,000. 

Murray Road 

The superintendent proposes closing 


the Murray Road School next year, but 
continuing the special program at some 
other unspecified location. 

Enrollment at the alternative 
education high school has dropped from 
106 in 1972 to 66 this year. 

There will be no teachers cut due to the 
closing, but $32,218 will be saved from the 
cost of the custodian and operation of the 
building. 

Students have been lobbying to save the 
school this year, and Governor Dukakis 
issued a proclamation on behalf of 
Murray Road. 

Other savings 

In his presentation made before about 
25 people with the help of audio-visual 
aids on an overhead projector, the 
superintendent claimed that major 
savings will be made he will be able to 
save $68,000 in special education tuition 
charges, and about $29,000 in the 
replacement of equipment. 

Budget increases 

Salaries make up 79.8 percent of the

Court upholds police residency rule 


About 10 Newton police officers will be 
looking for new homes this week after the 
state Supreme Judicial Court ruled that 
Newton's 10-mile residency limit is legal. 

Police Chief William Quinn said 
Thursday that he will give the officers 
some time to move to within 10 miles of 
the city line, but he had not decided how 
long the grace period would be. 

Engineers will be drawing up maps to 


make sure that the homes of officers are 
no more than 10 miles to the nearest city 
line as measured by a straight line on a 
map. 

Chief Quinn warned about 20 officers in 
March 1976 that they had six months to 
move within the limit’ and about 10 have 
since moved in, the chief said. 

Newton officer James Burke, who lived 
in Millis in 1976, was the first name on a 


suit filed by the Newton police union to 
object to the ruling. Burke has since 
moved within the limit. 

The Newton union joined with Boston 
officers in making the appeal. 

The City of Newton wanted to measure 
the distance from the officer’s home to 
the city limits according to how far an 
officer has to drive, but the court turned 
that down. 


Women officers prove 
equal in performance

Women in the Newton police force have 
more difficulty gaining the acceptance of 
male officers than they do in performing 
competently. 

That is the opinion of a California 
research firm that just issued its 
evaluation of the 12 women officers who 
joined the force in March 1975 with 25 
men. 

The report states, "The most striking 
finding is the discrepcncy between the 
male officers' predominantly negative 
view" of female officers in light of their 
performance at levels "close to or above" 
those achieved by men. 

The exception to the negative attitude 
toward the women was found in the men 
officers who had women as partners. In 


general, these men felt women were 
capable of handling all patrol assign¬ 
ments. 

The 100-page report was compiled by 
Approach Associates of Oakland, Calif., 
under contract with the state Committee 
on Criminal Justice (CCJ). The CCJ 
administered the grant from the federal 
Law Enforcement ■ Assistance 
Administration that funded the salaries 
of the 12 women officers. . 

The report states that male and female 
officers that were hired together made 
the same number of arrests the four- 
month period of May through August 
1977. That period was chosen as a sample 
because the men and women had more 
comparable assigneents than earlier in 
the grant. 

Women filed twice as many felony 


charges as men. but men filed twice as 
many traffic violations in district court. 

However, the dismissal rate for cases 
brought to court by women was 18 per¬ 
cent compared to 4 percent by men. This 
finding was qualified by the fact there are 
no statistics available for the number of 
charges that were dropped before they 
were brought to court. 

The report found that eight of the men 
hired with the women responded to 
significantly more calls for police help 
per day. 

The researchers inquired about this 
and found that those eight officers were 
assigned to especially active beats that 
were not assigned to women. With these 
men removed from the sample, the men

low rates cut down 
snowfighting effort

Lack of proper equipment, both city- 
owned and private, and lower contract 
rates than are paid elsewhere are two of 
the reasons for Newton's snowfighting 
performance in and after the Feb. 6-7 
snowstorm. 

Acting Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas, in the invulnerable position of 
short-term, temporary director who 
coped with a disaster, spoke frankly to 
the aldermanic Public Facilities Com¬ 
mittee and about 50 residents last week at 
a meeting on snow policies and 
procedures. 

Thomas declined to make public ways 
he might change policies because he does 
not want to hamstring a new PW director, 


who is expected to be hired shortly. But 
he did say he had made some changes in 
personnel and proeedut?s after the Jan. 
20 blizzard. 

Thomas, who is director of the city's 
Planning & Development Department, 
took over as acting PW director Dec. 31. 

Public Facilities Committee Chairman 
Richard McGrath asked Thomas the 
question everyone has had on his or her 
mind: "Why haven't we been hiring — or 
why don't we own — the large equip¬ 
ment?" 

Thomas replied that contracting for all 
but the most specialized snow-fighting 
equipment is better than owning it. The 
city can hire a very large piece of 
equipment for 30 years for what it would

paid more. 

On the basis of contract payment for 
snowfighting equipment in neighboring 
communities, Newton will have to revise 
upward its payments to prevent the near¬ 
shutdown of the city again in a major 
storm. 

Acting Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas acknowledged last week that 
Brookline, Waltham and Watertown pay 
more than Newton does, but did not 
suggest that Newton raise its rates. 

According to Nunzio Piselli of the 
Public Works Department, Newton's top 
price for any piece of hired equipment is 
$36.50 an hour. This is the 4 payment, for 
example, for a -cubic-yard front-end 
loader. Contract prices are set in Sep¬ 
tember by the public works com¬ 
missioner.

Waltham paid after the storm $75-80 for 
a 3-yard loader; its usual contract rate 
would be $55, according to Edward 
Fennell, superintendent of the Waltham 
Street Department in a telephon in¬ 
terview Wednesday. 

In Watertown, a 3-yard loader gets $60 
an hour, James Clark director of public 
works, said' with a 2-yard loader getting 
$51. 

Needham had to pay only $25 an hour 
for the 2-yard loader, Director of Public 
Works Robert MacEwen said. 

The payment for contract equipment 
and the resulting availability of equip¬ 
ment seem to have been the determining 
factors in the success of communities in 
getting themselves back into operation.

Woman's death 
no longer seen 
as auto fatality 

The death Saturday of a Newton Comer 
woman is now believed to be due to a 
medical problem and not an automobile 
accident, Police Chief William Quinn said 
Thursday. 

Louise Delaney, 78, of 137 Charlesbank 
Rd., Newton Comer, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital at 12:45 p.m. Saturday. 

Police had originally said Miss Delaney 
was the victim of a hit-and-run accident 
as she was crossing Washington Street in 
front of Our Lady's Church with groceries 
in her arms. 

Police were looking for a grey Vega 
station wagon that one witness said 
struck the woman and left the scene. 

Another witness later reported he saw 
the woman collapse in the street, more 

Chief Quinn said he now believes the 
woman had a heart attack or some kind of 
seizure. 

"There is no evidence now that the 
death was motor-vehicle related," Quinn 
said.

Are you always looking for something 
to do?

If the answer to any, or all, of the above 
is, "yes," Stephen Crosby has just the 
thing for you. 

late last year the 32-year-old former 
Newton resident created and began 
producing and circulating an independent 
calendar of events, Metroguide. 

Already boasting a circulation of 
210,000 the calendar will make its debut in 
the Newton Grapliic next week and will 
be a regular weekly feature of the paper. 

Metroguide, in tabloid format, includes 
regular features, theater and film 
reviews, restaurant and food guides, in 
addition to a comprehensive listing of 
films, clubs, folk, rock, jazz and classical 
music; theater, dance, professional 
sports, children's activities; educational 
classes and lectures; museums, galleries 
and restaurants. 

Crosby, a newcomer to journalism 
after 10 years in politics, feels that 
special sections in newspapers are the 
"wave of the future." 

“Suburban newspapers don't have the 
resources to do a calendar on the scale of 


a metropolitan daily, so why not do it for 
them?" was his line of reasoning in 
beginning the new venture. 

He began in the summer of 1977 by 
convincing several suburban daily 
newspapers to try Metroguide. Current 
customers include the Salem Evening 
News, Lowell Sun, South Middlesex News 
the Quincy Patriot Ledger; and now the 
Newton Grapliic and its sister paper, the 
Daily Transcript. 

Crosby wants to "make Boston ac¬ 
cessible to the suburbs," but his calendar 
is not exclusively Boston. He divides 
material under each category into "Hub” 
and "SubHub" and welcomes listings 
from all communities in the Greater 
Boston area. 

"We want people to call us up or write 
to us with ideas and opinions," he said. 
"If the calendar doesn't help people lo do 
things, it’s a flop.” 

Metroguide's phone number is 482-7920 
and can be easily located on page three of 
the special section each week. In fact, 
Crosby considers himself a "fanatic" 
about telephone numbers and his one fiat 
is that every entry in the calendar include 
a phone number.

New report on school 
closing plan March 6 


The School Committee approved 
guidelines for school closings last 
Wednesday night and asked the 
superintendent to bring in a feasibility- 
study by on March 6. 

The study will indicate which schools 
can be closed in a certain year, and will 
tell where the students in those schools 
could be sent to. 

The guidelines, approved by a 7-1 vote 
with Ivin Mandell against and Manuel 
Beckwith absent' were changed very 
little from the way they were presented 
over a month ago. 

They are taken from the Citizen's 
Advisory Committee on Declining 
Enrollment report and former School 
Committeeman Paul Ash's sub¬ 
committee report on closings. 

School Committee Chairwoman Honora 
Kaplan made some changes in the ex¬ 
cerptions made by Committeewomen 
Ann Berwick and Nancy Mann. 

Under the guidelines, the capacity of an 
elementary school will be determined by 
an average of 24 students in a room, plus 
a certain number of extra rooms per 
school. 

The current policy of classes between 
26 and 29 students being eligible for 
teacher aide time will remain, and no 
elementary class will have more than 29 
students. 

Closings should be done with as little 
disruption to the school process as 


possible, and the Committee voted that 
“the neighborhood process should be 
preserved." 

In general, programs for which there is 
a great deal of support will try to be 
preserved in both the school closed and 
the receiving school. 

Hamilton School 

Nearly half of the 60 persons present for 
the discussion were from the Hamilton 
School district. They wore green pieces of 
tape around their arms to show unity. 

Aid. Donald Budge said that the closing 
of Hamilton School in Newton Lower 
Falls would reduce his property value 
without due process of law, and thus be a 
violation of his constitutional rights. 

During the discussion about the 
semantics of using the term "con¬ 
solidation" or "closing," and the 
defiimtion of a neighborhood, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink noted that 
no one complained about splitting 
neighborhoods when more schools were 
being built in the 1950s. 

Fink noted that when Memorial School 
was merged with Spaulding School last 
year, there were five school districts that 
encompassed more of an area than the 
Memorial-Spauliling. 

School Committee members will be 
looking into the Memorial-Spaulding 
consolidation to unprove the process. 
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Our Lady's looks back 

Parish history dates back to 1867 


First in a series 

Our lady Help of Christians Church, 
575 Washington St., Newton, will 
celebrate its centennial year with a series 
of events starting in April. 

Cardinal Medeiros, Archbishop of 
Bostaa, will officially open the festivities 
by celebrating a pontifical mass on April 
2, at 5 p.m. The Cardinal will meet with 
the parishoners in the church following 
the Mass. 

Following Is the first In a series of 
stories prepared by the church In honor of 
the event. 

The history of Our Lady’s Parish dates 
back to April 13 1 1867, when a man named 
E. Woodward surveyed two lots of land 
totaling 194.270 feet on the comer of 
Washington and Adams Streets in 
Newton. 

In October of 1872 at 8:30 a m. in 
Cambridge Middlesex South District 
Court, David B. Jeweth and Francis E. 
Hamlin, trustees of the Union land Co., 
conveyed the land from Nathaniel Wade 
to Rt. Rev. John J. Williams, Bishop of 


the Roman Catholic Diocese. The parcel 
was purchased for $14,000 and a mor¬ 
tgage of $9,470 was assumed. 

The Rev. Michael M. Green, pastor of 
St, Patrick's Church, Watertown, since 
September 1871, secured the land for Our 
lady's in 1872 and began the erection of 
the church. Prior to the erection of the 
church, Father Green had journeyed 
each Sunday from Watertown to Union 
Hall in Newton Corner to celebrate mass 
at 9:30 a m. 

Foundation 

The original foundation of Our lady's 
was dug by volunteer parishoners and 
filled in with fieldstone collected from the 
surrounding fields. The cornerstone was 
laid on Sunday, Aug. 31, 1873. The 
basement story was already well ad¬ 
vanced toward completion. The first 
mass was was celebrated on Nov. 1,1874, 
on All Saints Day in the newly completed 
basement church. 

Father Michael Green became so 
absorbed in the building of Our Lady’s 
Parish that he resigned from St. 



Our Lady's in 1882 when completed 


Patrick’s to become pastor of Our Lady's 
on Aug. 1,1878. (Our Lady's at this time 
was known as St. Brendan's.) 

Father Charles F. Cowen and Father 
James T. Gilfeather came to assist 
Father Green. P. Dougherty performed 
the duties of sexton and T. F. Glennan not 
only held the position of sunday school 
superintendent, but also was one of the 
five directors of the Young Men's 
Catholic Lyceum organized on Oct. 1,1881 
in Newton. Their regular meetings were 
held every Wednesday and rooms in 
Sumner’s Block were open each evening 
except Sunday. 

The church was completed on May 9, 
1881. The soaring majesty of its 
remarkable architecture, Gothic in style, 
was described by many as "The Jewel 
par Excellence” in Massachusetts. 

An item of importance was reported in 
the Newton Republican newspaper on 
July 4, 1873: 

"A number of persons connected with 
the Roman Catholic Congregation in 
Newton have organized a Mutual Benefit 
Association under the name of "Newton 
Mutual Relief Society," the object being 
to afford relief in times of sickness and 
distress. Any male person of 18 years of 
age and upwards of good moral character 
and temperance habits can become a 
member. A committee was chosen to 
draft a Constitution and By-Laws to be 
reported at a meeting to be held at Union 
Hall next Wednesday evening, July 9, 
when the formal organization and 
election of officers will take place. Nearly 
100 persons have already entered their 
names as members and much en¬ 
thusiasm is manifested. Temporary 
officers: President, C. P. Harkins; Vice 
President, T. F. Glennan; Secretary, 
Daniel Hurley; Treasurer, T. Stewart." 

Fundraising 

Mounting building expenses brought 
fundraising events. The first fair was 
held at Nonantum Hall on Oct. 10,1874. It 
ran for three weeks and netted proceeds 
of $10,500. The Newton Republican listed 
the attractions featuring a $900 Mason & 
Hamlin Organ and a lot of land in East 
Boston (Miss Ellen Edgar won the lot of 
land in East Boston). The next Fair, 
October 1875, netted $5,000. 

On March 20, 1875, an entertainment 
was given in the Catholic church to aid in 
paying for the organ. A crowded house 
attested the interest felt in the objective. 
The program consisted of choruses by a 
choir of about 40 singers. The net 
proceeds must have proven of great 
service toward the purchase of the new 
organ. 

Excerpt from the Newton Journal, 
November 1878: 

"Result of the Late Catholic Fair: In 
aid of the Church of Our Lady Help of 
Christians was a great success, realizing 
between $4,000 and $5,000. The result was 
unexpected because the "Mother 
Church" in Watertown ignored the 
struggling Newton children, letting them 


"fight their own battles." 

Table No. 1 kept by Mrs. Harkins and 
Mrs. Gilfeather netted the large sum of 
$1,175, having received generous con¬ 
tributions from friends and neighbors in 
Newton, regardless of sect. 

Table No. 2 netted $882.42; Table No. 3 

- $33.96; Table No. 4 - $500; Table No. 5 

- $317.57; Table No. 6 - $492.20; Table 
No. 7—$181.77; Receipts at the door were 
$319.91; Entertainment — $86.55." 

Our Lady’s was set apart as a parish in 
1878 with the Rev. Green as first pastor. 
During his pastorate, the superstructure 
of the Church was completed, and upon 


operation. The grammar school was built 
in 1892. This school unit consisted of a 
school building, convent and smaller 
building which was used for heating 
purposes. In construction and ap¬ 
pearance the unit is in harmony with the 
church and rectory. 

By 1916 the school had enrolled 1,000 
pupils and was taught by 25 Sisters d 
Charity from Madison, N. J., at an annual 
savings to the city of more than $50,000. 
The school's curriculum was completed 
from kindergarten through classical and 
business courses in high school, thus 
fitting its graduates for college or 


' enhance the beauty of the grounds, so 
that it can be rightly said that Our Lady’s 
has a foremost place among the church 
properties of the Archdiocese of Boston. 

Archbishop Williams named Fr. Dolan 
permanent rector in 1896. His assistant 
for more than 20 years was Fr. 
Gilfeather, who died in 1917 in the rectory 
of the Sacred Heart in Lynn, of which he 
was rector. Fr. Dolan died July 25,1915 at 
the age of 82. His death caused profound 
sorrow among the people to whom he had 
consecrated his life. He Ilea In the family 
plot at Lowell. 

In October, 1915, Rev. Lawrence W.

his death in 1885, the Rev. Michael Dolan, 
who was in charge of the parish at 
Newton Upper Falls, became the second 
pastor. 

Father Dolan had been actively 
engaged in Church work in various parts 
of Newton since 1871, and what he had 
already accomplished gave abundant 
evidence of his ability and zeal. On 
coming to this parish, he gave his at¬ 
tention first to the building of a suitable 
parish house. The present rectory, built 
of brick with brown sandstone trim¬ 
mings, was soon completed. This done, 
the debt on the church was cancelled and 
three marble altars were placed in the 
basement. Each year of Father Dolan's 
labors witnessed some marked im¬ 
provement in the church property. 

Christian education 

Realizing that the church, to reach the 
highest standard of efficiency, must be 
supported by the thoroughly Christian 
education of the children, he undertook 
his greatest work, the establishment of 
the parish school with the construction of 
buildings necessary for its successful 
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business life. At a later date, Father 
Dolan purchased 100,000 feet of land to 
the west of the rectory, giving to the 
property a frontage of 540 feet on 
Washington Street and a depth of 750 feet 
on Adams Street. 

In 1904, work was begun on the 
reconstruction of the church. It was 
necessary to build transepts which would 
serve as supports to the main walls. This 
work involved the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars, but the result has 
more than justified the expense, since the 
transepts give the necessary strength and 
beauty to the Church. A facade in the 
form of three Gothic porches was con¬ 
structed at the same time and the whole 
church beautifully frescoed. Three 
Carrara marble altars of exquisite 
workmanship were also installed. The 
church, interiorly and-exteriorly, is a fine 
type of the pure Gothic. It has a seating 
capacity of 1500. 

Additions made 

In 1906 the property was still further 
improved by the addition of a 
magnificent iron stairway in the school, 
making it possible to empty all the school 
rooms in two minutes. About this time, a 
wrought iron fence of original design was 
built around the entire property. 
Granolithic walks were constructed to

Fire in Ed Center 
blamed on workmen 

There was smoke and water damage to 
the Education Center Friday following a 
fire caused by workmen using a torch to 
soften window putty. 

The Fire Department reports that an 
alarm came in from 100 Walnut St. at 
12:23 p.m. The (ire spread through 
partitions in the recently remodeled 
building, and firefighters were at the 
scene for more than an hour. 

No one was injured in the fire, but there 
was smoke damage to the entire third 
floor, and some water damage on the 
second and third floors. . 

Engines 1,2,4, 5 and Ladders 1 and 2 
responded to the fire, along with 
Assistant Chief Edward Reilly and Chief 
Harvey Preble. 


Slattery, up to that time pastor of St. 
Joseph’s Church in the West End of 
Boston, was appointed to succeed Fr. 
Dolan. Taking hold immediately, he set 
about to study the needs of his people. His 
outstanding work was the new high 
school, in Gothic architecture, at a cost of 
a quarter of a million dollars. This 
- building, which contains the largest 
auditorium in the city, was opened in 
1924. The entire church property was 
graded and a retaining built. In 1930 the 
convent was renovated, remodeled and 
refurnished. In 1931 a new electric 
lighting system was installed in the lower 
church. 

In September, 1930, the diocesan 
Sisters of St. Joseph came to carry on the 
work performed for 35 years by the 
Sisters of Charity. 

Fr. Slattery’s zeal for souls and interest 
in the Italian people prompted him to 
have a special mass with spedal societies 
for them. Fr. Salvatore Screnci, assistant 
pastor of Our Lady of Pompeii in Boston 
wss engaged to carry on this work. 
Among Fr. Slattery's other assistants 
were Fr. James Kelley, Fr. Aloysius 
Malone, Fr. Walter Roche, Fr. Conrad 
Quirbach, Fr. Robert Mantle, Fr. Russell 
Haley, Fr. Daniel Riordan, Fr. Thomas 
Fallon’ and Fr. James Fahey. 

Fr. Slattery died February 6, 1935 and 
was buried in Brookline. 

Rev, John A. Sheridan, who succeeded 
Fr. Slattery came to Our Lady's on April 
10, 1935. He did much in a short time. A 
particularly beautiful electric lighting 
system was installed in the upper church. 

He early perceived the strength of 
union and value of organization by 
bringing together the alumni of Our 
Lady's School.

Police, school officials and school PTAs 
are all making every effort to provide 
safe passage to and from school when the 
schools open Monday, but the ultimate 
responsibility belongs to parents. 

The speed limits of 15 mph on 
residential streets and 25 mph on main 
streets remain in effect, according to 
Police Chief William Quinn. 

School Superintendent Aaron Fink said 
Wednesday he will distribute a 
memorandum on the "snow emergeincy" 
to every child in school Monday, emphas 
zing to parents that small children should 
be escorted to school. 

Fink also asks parents to use their 
discretion if conditions are particularly 
bad in a neighborhood. 

At meetings held in the mayor's office, 
PTA safety chairmen, Public Works 
Department officials and police agreed 
that safety of children going to school 
must be given priority, 

Acting Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas said his department would be 
able to remove snow from sidewalks on 
several main streets around each school' 
and by Thursday had done the sidewalks 
for nine schools, he said. 

Chief Quinn said on Wednesday the 15 
and 25 mph speed limits are still in effect 
and being enforced. Questioned about the 
scarcity of signs indicating the 
emergency speed limits, Quinn said he 
hopes to have more put out over the 
weekend. 

Quinn asked all residents to replace 
signs they find knocked down. 

Where there are no passable sidewalks, 
children should walk close to the side of 
the road facing traffic. 

l,t. Charles Feelev and other members 


of the Newton Police Community Ser¬ 
vices department, augmented by CETA 
employees, will be in every school 
Monday to talk to children about safety, 
Fink said. 

Fink said, about his decision to reopen 
schools last Wednesday, "If we'd kept 
schools closed last week, we'd have had 
to keep them closed all winter." 

He added that he thinks the children 
are safer in school than all over the 



streets, and the police agreed with him. 

Patricia Bartoshesky, safety chairman 
for the Council of PTAs, is especially 
worried about the traffic and en¬ 
forcement of the speed limits. 

Another major concern of the PTA 
Council safety committee is the creation 
of a detailed plan for various degrees of 
storm problems in the future, so that 
parents of schoolchildren will know what 
to expect. 

These matters were to be two of the 
topics to be discussed at a meeting of 
school safety chairmen with the mayor 
Feb. 23. 


Cause of Beaconwood 
blaze under investigation

What caused the Jan. 27 fire at a 
housing unit in the Beaconwood Road 
project? 

The Newton Housing Services (NHS) 
Commission learned last week Martin 
Industry, the supplier of the project's 
heating units, is now studying that 
question. According to NHS Executive 
Director Frank Quinn, the fire began in 
an electric baseboard heating unit at 29 
Hargrave Circle. 

At 5:45 a.m. the young child sleeping in 
one of the bedrooms claims to have been 
awoken by a loud noise and immediately 
went to her parent's room. When her 
mother, Diane Algrave, went to her 
daughter's room, she found it in flames. 
The fire department responded; there 
were no injuries. 

Quinn said, the fire was contained in 
the one bedroom. He added, there was 
only smoke damage and damage to the 
heating system. The smoke damage, he 
said, was caused by the furniture burning 
in the child's room. 


The executive director said Martin 
Industry sent a representative to Newton 
to study the problem. He added, the firm 
has not yet discovered any definite cause 
for the fire nor has it determined if such 
fires could occur in other Beaconwood 
Road units. 

According to Quinn, The Algrave 
family has been moved to a local motel. 
He said, the state's Department of 
Community Affairs (DCA) was reluctant 
to use a motel for temporary housing 
Quinn said, however, DCA's lease for the 
Beaconwood Road tenants rquire NHS to 
provide temporary housing. 

The repairs should be completed within 
a month, Quinn said. He added, the in¬ 
surance will adequately cover the cost for 
these repairs. 

In other matters, the commission 
appointed William Henderson as Social 
Service Coordinator. Henderson has been 
functioning in that position as a Com¬ 
prehensive Employment Training Act 
(CETA) employee for about a year. His 
CETA term was to have expired in early 
March. 


Antique dealers against 
proposed ordinance 


Most of Newton's antique8 dealers 
came to fight City Hall last week about 
regulations governing their businesses. 

At a public hearing before the alder- 
manic Legislation & Rules Committee 
about 20 of the dealers present spoke 
against what they see as unreasonable 
new conditions being imposed on them as 
a requirement for their being granted a 
license. 

There were 49 antique dealers licensed 
in 1977, according to the City Clerk's 
office. 

Under new regulations proposed by the 
Legislation & Rules Committee, dealers 
will have to provide weekly reports to the 
Police Department listing all items 
purchased during the preceding week, 
the names of the people from whom they 
were bought, any serial numbers or 
engraving on the items, prices paid, and 
the time and the dale the articles were 
bought. 

The dealers object to this procedure not 
only because they feel it is creating too 
much paper work but also because it 
might be construed as an invasion of 
privacy on the part of the seller. 

Many people, some dealers said, would 
not want their names and addresses 

Building permits up 
34 over January 'll 

In January, 197B, 57 permits were 
issued for construction, marking an in¬ 
crease of 34 building permits over last 
year's total figure for the month of 
January, Mayor Theodore Mann an¬ 
nounced last week. 

According to Building Commissioner 
Allan Fraser, "The cost of new con¬ 
struction for the month of January 1978 is 
11,292,658. This will mean 11,292,658 of 
taxable property for the city. In 1977 the 
cost of new construction for the month of 
January was $239,205 and in 1976 the cost 
was $317,800, with only 16 permits 
issued." 

"Comparing 1978 to 1977 and 1976 on 
total permits and costs indicates that the 
valuation of our tax base is continuing to 
show a remarkable improvement," 
Mayor Mann said. 


made known, for personal reasons, when 
they sell articles from their homes. 

Another objectionable provision of the 
new ordinance, according to the dealers, 
is the stipulation that no item may be sold 
for 21 days after its purchase or receipt 
without a waiver from the chief of police. 

Dealers said that they do not have the 
space to store merchandise for long 
periods of time and often do not have 
enough money to tie up large amounts in 
articles that will give no return for 21 
days. 

Several dealers complained about the 
apparently imminent enforcement of the 
requirement currently in effect that 
dealers keep item a detailed description 
of every received because they often buy 
cartons full of articles such as thimbles, 
doorstops and other miscellaneous and 
low-cost items that stay in the basement 
for some time. 

But most of all antique dealers — 
whether dealers in real antiques, 
"collectibles," second-hand furniture, or 
used goods of any kind — object to being 
classified as junk dealers, which is what 
the ordinance calls them. 

And they resent being required to meet 
conditions to obtain a license to operate a 
store, when there are many dealers who 
operate from their homes, pay no license 
fee or sales tax, and need to keep no 
records. 

They also pointed to jewelry stores 
which buy old jewelry, consignment 
shops’ and the many businesses that run 
sales of contents of homes, and the yard 
and garage sales often run as businesses. 

None of those present at the hearing 
opposed a current provision that allows 
the police to inspect their shops for stolen 
merchandise. Some suggested that the 
police should provide the antiques 
dealers with list of stolen items so that the 
dealers could be on the watch for them. 

The hearing was held, Legislation & 
Rules Committee Chairman Susan Schur 
told the dealers, to get their opinions on 
the proposed ordinance. 

The committee will work on the or¬ 
dinance at subsequent meetings 
The next IAR Conunitee meeting will 
be on March 13.

Parting thoughts 
on the storm 

The Great Blizzard of 1978 is a storm of 
the magnitude most of us will never see 
again in our lifetimes. We do not consider it 
appropriate to heap either scorn or praise 
upon the city's efforts in fighting the storm, 
because the storm is unique for that pur¬ 
pose. We do feel, however, that if it ac¬ 
complished nothing else, it did serve to un¬ 
derscore dramatically the state of snow¬ 
fighting in Newton. 

And if it could have a beneficial effect, 
that effect would be to finally set the stage 
for a serious re-examination of how Newton 
meets its obligation to plow and remove 
snow and provide for the public safety, and 
how this community differs from 
neighboring communities in its approach.

Developing a national policy against smoking

In 1977, cigarette smoking was related 
to more than 320,000 deaths. The cost of 
medical and hospital bills due to 
cigarette— related illness in 1975 was 
estimated by the American Medical 
Association to be between $11.1 and $11,4 
billion. In other words, cigarette-related 
sickness constituted about 10 percent ol 
the total U.S. health bill of $122 billion in 
1975. 

Fire marshals report that 50 percent of 
all hospital fires and 56 percent of all fatal 
residential fires are cigarette-related. 

Although the federal excise tax on 
cigarettes of eight cents per pack has 
remained unchanged since 1951, the total 
tax revenue from tobacco products in 
1976 was $6.1 billion. The total loss to 
society, however, was at least $18 billion 
— not including the cost of cigarette- 
related fire injury for which no estimates 
are available. 

It is time for the federal government to 


assess the total cost of smoking on the 
one-third of adult Americans who use 
cigThe federal government should also: 

— Limit smoking in public piaces, as 19 
stall* have already done. I have filed the 
leading bill in Congress to achieve this 
objecUve. 

— Enact legislaUon to prevent minors 
from buying cigarettes through vending 
machines. 

— Discontinue its practice of en¬ 
couraging cigarette smoking through the 
sale of tax-free cigarettes in militry in¬ 
stallations. 

— Require insurance companies to 
make life and property policies available 
to nonsmokers at substantially reduced 
rates. 

— Subsidize public and private groups 
who are involved in alerting the public to 
the dangers of smoking. 

— Disallow as a deductible item for 
federal income tax purposes the $422 
million per year which cigarette com¬ 
panies spend on advertising. 


— Eliminate all payments to farmers 
for not growing tobacco. In 1976,1,042,600 
acres of tobacco were farmed in the 
United States. In that year the 
Agriculture Department spent about $70 
million for its price support program for 
tobacco farmers. Since the total tobacco 
crop produced $2.3 billion in Income, the 
tobacco subsidy is more symbolic than 
meaningful. It represented ap¬ 
proximately one-half of one percent of the 
gross revenue of the tobacco industry, 
which in 1976 was slightly over $16 billion. 

I recently met with two vice-presidents 
of the Tobacco Institute, an agressive 
lobby based in Washington. This 
organization has a budget of better than 
$3 million, which it uses for the sole 
purpose of beating back any federal 
legislation which would be damaging to 
the tobacco industry. It was clear from 
our meeting that the two vice-presidents 
recognize and are frightened by the in¬ 
creasing political vulnerability of the 
tobacco industry. 


Tobacco growers are concentrated in 24 
Congressional districts in seven states. 
Twenty-one of these districts are in four 
states, North Carolina. Kentucky, Ten¬ 
nessee, and Virginia. Congressmen from 
these districts have regularly been 
members of the House Agriculture 
Committee's Subcommittee on Tobacco. 
From this political perch they protect the 
tobacco growers and the tobacco lobby; 
yet even these members of Congress 
realize that the political appeal of the 
tobacco industry is frail and falling. 

New evidence concerning smoking's 
effect on the nation's health has made the 
tobacco industry more vulnerable than 
ever before. Recognizing that 
vulnerability, Congress should join forces 
with HEW Secretary Califano and move 
ahead with bold and effective action 
against smoking.

The overdue overhaul of the Newton 
Public Works Department has been caught 
for too many years in the crosswinds of 
political animosity and political considera¬ 
tion. 

Instead of considering ideas offered by 
knowledgeable people, both elected officials 
and those outside city government, for the 
general betterment of public works in New¬ 
ton. the attitude for the past few years has 
been to make recriminations and reply with 
excuses. 

This time, it was also all too easy to 
blame our lack of snowfighting capability on 
the most recent of our public works com¬ 
missioners who was fired less than two 
months ago.

On page 1 of today's paper is a story en¬ 
titled; "Other Communities Paid More. Got 
More. - ' 

The purpose of the story was to change 
charges and allegations into facts and 
figures, and it should be of interest to all 
readers for what it reveals. 

It makes two points; Newton offered less 
money for hired equipment, and was 
therefore not given priority in acquiring it. 
and Newton stopped plowing when other 
communities plowed non-stop. (And why not 
if we did not have the proper equipment to 
plow with! ) 

This information, however, should be 
weighed in the light of Acting Director of 
I\iblic Works Charles Thomas' statement 
that it would be unfair to the regular con¬ 
tractors to hire equipment at a higher rate 
than they receive. It is a valid consideration. 

In our discussions with public works 
professionals in neighboring communities 
for the story, one made this disturbing 
statement: "It's no secret Newton is not a 
good city to work in in public works.'' 

If that does not have a sobering effect on 
our elected officials, what will?

Observations on the historic blizzard

Everybody is up to here with stories of 
the Blizzard of '78, but I would like to 
share some observations before the 
storm grows into legend. 

To set the scene, one must remember 
that this area had just survived the Jan. 
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20 snows which broke records for volume 
of snow m a 24-hour period. 

Despite meteorological warnings of a 
massive system moving up over the Cape 
Feb. 6, most people left work near their 
normal tunes (4 to 5 p.m.). That proved to 
be fatal in some cases. 

It seems that the stale at some point in 
the life of a storm of this size should have 
ordered employers to release their 
employees early. 


Despite television coverage, most of 
Newton's citizens could not imagine the 
devastation in the shore-line com¬ 
munities. 

Back in Newton, 30 Inches of light, dry 
snow drifted into mounds, in places five 
to 10 feet deep. 

It would almost be unkind to suggest 
there might have been a better method to 
have fought the storm, but at the risk of 
"Monday morning quarterbacking," I 
offer these ideas for whatever con¬ 
structive value they may have in the 
future: 

In my opinion we must change our 
thinking about snowfighting. We know 
that snow will fall each winter. The 
federal government should establish a 
surplus equipment center in Worcester, 
so that cities and towns could draw 
equipment each community could not 
purchase to fight storms. 

I believe Newton must know, before 
any storm, what equipment they will 
have available, both city-owned and 
privately contracted, to fight the storm. 

The work force could be divided into 
equul 12-hour shifts to maximize fresh 
men and equipment. 

The city would then be divided into 10 


snow fighting districts with a district 
commander in charge of each area 
reporting to the public works com¬ 
missioner, who would be the overall 
operational snow commander. 

The district commander (a public 
works foreman or superintendent) would 
have men and equipment assigned and it 
would be his responsibility to clear the 
area. 

Working closely with the community 
out of a school building headquarters as a 
staging area, the commander could keep 
a closer watch on the plowing and 
removal process in each of the districts. 
Volunteer help could be sought in the 
community (schoolchildren, snow 
blowers) to better utilize resources. 

In this way their could be an ac¬ 
countability for performance. 

Mayor Mann said Newton was harder 
hit than surrounding communities, but 
snowfall indications do not seem to 
support that contention. 

The main streets seemed to have been 
well done, but secondary and tertiary 
streets got one pass and were done late 
The real problem this created was hi oil 
deliveries not made when necessary, and 
potential fire and safety hazards. 

In my opening column I discussed 


isolation in Newton, and this storm finally 
made neighbors talk to each other and 
discover they really did not need their 
cars. The unusual sight, looking down 
Washington Street, of hundreds of people 
in the streets, walking and skiing without 
traffic is one that residents will probably 
never see again in their lifetimes. 
(Maybe once a month, this summer, the 
city could do this again attached to local 
picnic days). 

Stress brings out the best or worst in 
Fortunately, the "best" held the upper 
hand, offering help, solace and resources 
whenever required In this society in 
Newton, that described all but a small 
number, who are the "takers." 

Local fire, police, auxiliary, civil 
defense and vital city services, as 
always, were where they were needed, 
and it's a good feeling as a Newton 
resident to know that help is a phone call 
away. 

In parting kudos, one must give Gov. 
Mike Dukakis points for leadership, 
visibility and a calming effect on the 
people in general that transcended 
politics.

Newton has long refused to recognize 
that pedestrians exist. We have been 
discouraged by lack of sidewalks, walks 
in poor repair, “walk" signs which should 
realistically read "sprint," poorly en¬ 
forced traffic regulations, a less than fair 
public transportation system. 

Now we are expected to play cat-and- 
mouse with automobiles until spring. 

An unusual winter? No different from 
other winters except that it has been 
worse. Citizen groups, Newton PTA and 
neighborhood clubs, have worked 
strenuously to convince those working in 
city government that considerable 
pedestrian traffic exists. They have in¬ 
sisted that sidewalks are necessary for 
such traffic and have this year worked 
particularly hard on the problem of 
sidewalk snow removal. 

For a while we had an attentive ear in 


the Public Works Department and a spirit 
of cooperation existed between citizen 
groups and the department. But last 
December the commissioner was fired 
and fledgling policies shelved. 

Discussion at last week's aldermanic 
meeting indicated that the DPW no 
longer recognizes the existence of 
pedestrian traffic and no longer believes 
removal of snow from sidewalks is a 
problem. We’re back to point zero. 

This past week I have personally 
watched front-end loaders busily 
widening major thoroughfares by 
scooping snow from the street and 
dumping it on walkways. I speak for 
myself and not for any group, but I would 
not be surprised if there were others as 
discouraged and angry as 1 am. 

So let's say it again. Sidewalks must be 
available for pedestrian traffic. It is 
imperative that sidewalks along busy 
streets at least be clear before school 
reopens Feb. 27.

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Teachers vote to accept contract 


The Newton Teachers Association 
accepted by more than a 2-1 margin a 
new three-year contract offer by the new 
School Committee that amounts to about 
a 5 percent wage increase for each year 
The contract will cost the city about 
$1.2million in additional wages this year. 

The teachers voted 350-151 in favor of 
the contract that will give them a 5 
percent raise this year, a 5 percent raise 


next year, and between a 4.5 and 5.5 
percent raise in September 1979. The 
third year increase is tied into the Con¬ 
sumer Price Index. 

About 90 teachers voted on the contract 
Monday morning, Feb. 6, and the rest 
voted Thursday, Feb. 16’ after school 
resumed following the storm. 

Newton Teachers Association 
President Richard Adams claims there is 


a significant difference between this 
contract and the last offer, bu former 
School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said the cost diffence is slight. 

NTA President Adams said one big 
improvement in the new contract Ls the 
elimination of a clause in the old offer 
that would leave it up to a high school 
principal whether a substitute teacher is 
called for a one-dav absence. 


Housing Services provided food 
to needy housing project tenants

Removing snow and supplying food 
kept the Newton Housing Services (NHS) 
running in high gear throughout the 
Blizzard of '78 and its aftermath. 

Executive Director Frank Quinn told 
the Newton Housing Services Com¬ 
mission last week his department 
provided food to many of its tenants. 
These people, Quinn said, included many 
who found themselves without money 
because of the snow emergency as well as 
the elderly and the handicapped. 

“We bought 20 cases of milk, 25 dozen 
eggs, 350 pounds of hamburger meat, 15 
cases of orange juice, and over 500 bags 
of potatoes," Quinn said. 

He added, giving out the food was a 
problem because the streets and walks 
were not yet plowed. At Beaconwood 
Road, he said, the children in the project 
came out to make the deliveries 
Milk was especially difficult to 
distribute, the executive director said. 
Quinn said he resolved the problem by 
using Ziplock plastic worked even when 


people bags, which fell in the snow, 

Quinn said he used his own checking 
account to pay for the food. He estimated 
his account is now $1000 overdrawn. 
Quinn will be reimbursed. The money, he 
said, will come from the tenant services 
part of the 1978 budget. 

Medicine was also a problem for many 
tenants, Quinn said. He said, his staff was 
able to help by making frequent trips to 
the drugstores. 

According to the executive director, 
every apartment under the NHS domain 
was shoveled out by midnight Wednesday 
(Feb. 8). He added, the snow removal 
crew at Horace Mann began to get sick 
from snowblowing the project's many 
walks' The snow was s > high, Quinn said, 
the paths became like tunnels, which 
concentrated the fumes from the 
snowblowers. 

"The maintenance crew worked like 
dogs, " Quinn said. “They worked daily 
from 7:30 a.m. to 11 p.m., and we didn't 
have to keep on their backs." 

At the Thurston Road project, the drifts 
concentrated in the couryards, Quinn 


said. “We had no place to put the snow," 
he said. He added, the maintenance crew 
first had to throw the snow on the cars to 
clear the courtyard and then had to 
remove it from the cars. 

Despite several 10 horsepower 
snowblowers, the housing services found 
its equipment inadequate, Quinn said. 
Midway through the snow emergency, he 
said, he ordered a Toro tractor and 
snowthrower. The tractor has a cab with 
a heater for the operator. “If we had this 
equipment during the storm, we would 
have been on easy street, " Quinn said. 

The two pieces of equipment have a 
combined cost of $7900, Quinn said, He 
added they are not budgeted items for 
this year, but will be included in the 1978 
budget. 

The executive director pointed out NHS 
must clear all its own courtyards, 
walkways, and parking lots. He added, 
however, his department had some help. 
“Fifteen or 20 Boy Scouts cut little paths 
from the back doors of all the apartments 
at Horace Mann," he said.

No problem with 
state report, 
mayor says 

In a correspondence to the Special 
Commission on the Effects of Growth, 
Mayor Theodore Mann said he is grateful 
to find the Massachusetts Growth Policy 
Report “City and Town Centers: A 
Program for Growth," to be “sub- 
- stantially consistent" in approach and 
content with the comprehensive plan 
which Newton is currently formulating to 
help guide development in Newton. 

Mayor Mann said, “Two important 
areas which should be of concern are 
transportation and energy." 

“Transportation investments 
throughout the Commonwealth have 
significant impacts on land use patterns, 
growth, and the location of both public 
and private development. The 
significance of potential changes in 
energy supply and cost to future growth 
in Massachusetts is undeniable," the 
mayor said. "Included within the land 
use policies of Newton’s comprehensive 
plan, but omitted in the “City and Town 
Centers" report, are policies, or action 
recommendations, which specifically 
address energy efficiency and con¬ 
servation."

■file old offer gave the teachers one-half 
less percent of a raise in the first year, 
but had a one-half percent higher possible 
increase in the third year. 

The new contract ends 20 months of 
negotiations and six months of work-to- 
rule job action when the teachers would 
not be in school any more than 20 minutes 
before or 20 minutes after the official 
school day. 

There were some minor changes in the 
contract wording for reduction in force, 
but the School Committee holds on8to its 
right to consider evaluations, experience, 
and training when laying off teachers. 

The NTA wanted to revert to language 
in a previous contract that allowed for 
layoffs strictly on the basis of seniority' 
which will now only be a factor in’ the 
decision. 

A joint study committee consisting of 
three NTA members and three School 
Committee representatives will be ap¬ 
pointed to draw up language to add to the 
contract on the subject of early 
retirement. 

The committee has to make recom¬ 
mendations before the close of this school 
year. 

Currently more than 80 percent of the 
professional staff has tenure. 

Other groups that benefit from 
language changes in the contract are 
part-time teachers, who will receive a 
full-step raise if they work half-time or 
more, laeming disability teachers, and 
physical education personnel. The 
maternity leave clause also allows for 
longer leaves and could save the School 
Department money, Assistant 
Superintendent Hope Danielson said. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
compared the salaries of Newton 
teachers under the new contract to nine 
other “blue chip” suburbs in the Greater 
Boston area' and Newton came out first 
in all base salaries except for the 
bachelor's starting salary in Brookline. 

The new contract calls for a teacher 
with a bachelor’s degree to start at 
$10,903' and a teacher with a bachelor’s 
after 13 years would earn $18,337. 

Other bottom and top salaries for this 
year under the new contract are $11,878 
and $19,932 with a master's, $12,780 to 
$21,183 with an additional 30 credit hours 
of courses, and $13,612 to $22,504 with a 
doctorate degree. 

These salary scales will increase ac¬ 
cording to the percentage agreed upon for 
each year of the contract. 

A teacher who is not at the top of any of 
the scales will receive an annual increase 
of about 7.5 percent, considering the 


movement up the steps of the scale in¬ 
crease by about 5 percent, according to 
Mandell. 

A teacher who is not at the top of the 
salary scale for his or her degree status 
will actually receive an annual increase 
of about 7.5 percent, Mandell said. 

For instance, the salary for fourth year 


teachers will increase 5 percent next 
year, but this year's fourth year teachers 
will move up to the salary for fifth year 
teachers. 

The School Committee is still 
negotiating with the administrators in the 
association, and another meeting is set 
for Monday.

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Historic Newton 

First inklings of 
Washington St. 

This Is the first in a series of columns that will appear 
from time to time on discoveries made as the city ar¬ 
chives are organized. 

By PRISCILLA RITTER 
and ELSIE HUSHER 

In the ambitious project initiated by Historic Newton, 
Inc., the corporate extension of-*.e Newton Historical 
Commission, to inventory and treat for preservation 
valuable records of the City of Newton, exciting 
discoveries are being made in the work of opening and 
evaluating documents bundled and stored for centuries in 
City Hall vaults. 

Recently unearthed, a manuscript map from the files of 
the city clerk's records, dated about 1750, is the original 
plan presented to the town’s selectmen for the relocation 
of a section of the "old road" from Boston to Natick 
running through Newton. 

It is better known today as Washington Street from 
what is now Newton Comer to Newtonville. 

Especially unusual is the documentation of the homes 
that lay along the way from Oaks Angier's house westerly 
past the three "side by side” Jacksons', by the old 
Training Common at the intersection of Walnut Street 
where the town militia drilled and ending at Thomas 
Park's house. 

Surveyed with exact measurements according to the 
"Gunter chain" scale, the road passes the 1670 salt-box 
version of our present Jackson Homestead, which can be 
identified on the map as the Sebas Jackson House. 

Disintegrating and fragile, only immediate repair and 
"deacidification" will save the priceless record from loss, 
The inventory and preservation of Newton's public 
records is a part of an overall cooperative effort to 
establish a Newton Archival Center where there will be 
provision for their storage in a scientifically controlled 
environment with regulated temperatures and humidity 
to ensure their continuing safety. 

The archival center will be in a new building attached to 
the rear of the wing of the city-owned Jackson 
Homestead, the first level of which will be entirely 
reserved for Newton's public records. 

the second and third levels will provide proper storage 
for the archival material of Newton's citizens and private 
businesses and organizations, as well as for the large 
costume and antique collection garnered from old Newton 
families and by the Friends of the Jackson Homestead. 

The Friends have agreed to raise the money necessary 
to construct these upper two levels. It is hoped that the 
aldermen will agree with the mayor that the city will fund 
the first les&! for its own use.

DeNucci explains property tax relief for elderly 


Some elderly homeowners in the 
Commonwealth will get help with next 
year's property taxes because of a bill 
recently signed into law by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis. The bill, originally House Bill 


6600, is now Chapter 967 of the Acts of 
1977. 

Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton), a 
sponsor of several elderly abatement 
bills which were part of the Taxation 


Home-care funding raised 
to $3m in committee 


The House Ways and Means Committee 
has adopted the recommendations of 
Human Services Committee Chairmen 
Representative David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), and Senator Jack H. Backman 
(D— Brookline) that money for the home 
care program of the Department of Elder 
Affairs be increased to “a more 
responsible level." 

In response to Mofenson's testimony 
before Ways and Means, the committee 
approved raising the deficit budget 
allocated for home care to $3 million. 

Mofenson and Backman had protested 
that Gov. Michael Dukakis' deficiency 
request of $1.5 million for the program 
was grossly inadequate. 

“The governor claimed that his 
proposal would serve the needs of 1000 
elderly citizens, but the preliminary 
returns from our survey shows that in 
just seven of the 27 home care cor¬ 
porations in the state there are currently 
nearly 1700 persons on waiting lists," 
Mofenson said. "Furthermore, many 
elderly have inquired about home care 
services, but have given up hope of 
receiving services after hearing of the 
waiting list." 

The Boston Area II Home Care Cor¬ 


poration estimated that 1150 elderly have 
inquired about homemaker or chore 
services but have not had their names 
added to the current waiting list of 350. 
Many social service agencies and 
hospital discharge planners are no longer 
referring elderly to their home care 
corporations because they are so 
discouraged by the long waiting list. 

"The major goal of the home care 
program is to avoid the in¬ 
stitutionalization of the elderly and to 
provide them with the services they need 
to maintain them in their own homes," 
Mofenson said. Because of the current 
situation, many on the waiting lists have 
had to be institutionalized at a far greater 
emotional and financial cost than would 
otherwise be the case if home care ser¬ 
vices were available. 

Although the $3 million approved by 
Ways and Means is less than the $3.2 
million requested by Mofenson and 
Backman, Mofenson said the figure was a 
much more responsible response to the 
problem than the governor's $1.5 million 
request, and he expressed his ap¬ 
preciation with the sensitivity expressed 
by Ways and Means Committee mem¬ 
bers. 


Committee's favorable report of House 
Bill No. 6600, explained that the new law 
will relieve the adverse effect revaluation 
will have on the eligibility and amount of 
tax relief being received by senior 
citizens. 

First, the amount of exemption was 
increased from $350 to $500. DeNucci 
said, "The injustice in the previous 
system has been a source of frustration to 
senior citizens who will see the value of 
their exemptions reduced, and in some 
instances wiped out, when their com¬ 
munities comply with the state's full 
valuation law." 

Second, changes were made to ease the 
impact of revaluation on eligibility. The 
old law disqualified an elderly 
homeowner whose assets or "whole 
estate" exceeded $40,000 ($45,000 for a 
married couple). Unfortunately, when a 
community revalued, the value of the 
home used up most of the $40,000 
allowance. 

DeNucci said, “This bill provides help 
in this area by giving the taxpayer an 
option to exclude the value of one’s 
domicile in computing one's whole 
estate." If the taxpayer chooses not to 
include his home, he will be subject to a

new limit on assets of $17,000 ($20,000 for 
a married couple). 

A final change was directed to the date 
of eligibility. Prior law required an 
elderly person to reach his or her 70th 
birthday on or before Jan. 1 of the year in 
which the exemption would be granted. 
The new law has changed the date of 
eligibility to June 30. 

Rep. DeNucci expects that this change 
will eliminate delays for many elderly 
but feels that the* subject of age and 
eligibility should be further studied. 
DeNucci has refiled legislation for the 
1978 legislative session to reduce the age 
of eligibility to 65. 

As House Bill 6600 progressed through 
the House and Senate, many legislators 
and members of the administration were 
concerned about the costs which would be 
imposed on other property taxpayers. 
DeNucci said, "I expect this small in¬ 
crease to be largely offset by a $12 million 
appropriation which the governor in¬ 
cluded in the budget to fund the cost of 
this bill." 

"The Commonwealth’s senior citizens 
generally live on fixed incomes and need 
this sort of legislation to alleviate some of 
the economy’s pressures,” DeNucci said. 


The Newton Public Works Department 
has received a $62,641 CETA grant to 
develop, publish and distribute a pam¬ 
phlet with news and information about 
the department. 

The Newton contract is one of three 
new public service employment contracts 
totaling $282,215, to be funded under the 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA), recently been 
signed by Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, chairman of the Newton Area 
CETA. 

The contracts provide jobs for 36 
CETA-eligible participants. 

"These new contracts provide em¬ 
ployment opportunities for people with a 
wide variety of skills, from public 
communicators to maintenance per¬ 
sonnel and painter's helpers to an at¬ 
torney," Mayor Mann said. 

The City of Waltham received a $77,514 
award to promote. safety awareness. 
Minuteman Home Care Corporation, 
Lexington, received a $142,060 grant to 
operate a pilot program to initiate new 
services for the elderly. 

The Newton Public Works Department 
public communications project will 
employ a total of 13 persons for the 22- to 
26-week project — a public com¬ 
munications coordinator, 10 public 
communications specialists, one account 


clerk, and a clerk typist. 

The team will publish a pamphlet that 
will include information on sanitation 
services, such as the collection schedule 
for trash and recyclables, collection tips, 
rules and regulations, and a phone 
number to call when problems arise. The 
pamphlet will also include information on 
snowplowing and sanding, street 
repairing, the tree program, grass cut¬ 
ting and other Public Works Department 
activities. 

After the pamphlet is distributed to 
citizens, the team will visit residents to 
answer questions and request par¬ 
ticipation in the city’s recycling cam¬ 
paign. Residents will also be given in¬ 
formation on other services available 
from the DPW. 

To be eligible for CETA public service 
employment, applicants must have been 
unemployed 15 out of the past 20 weeks, 
me^t certain federally determined 
gv Jies and live in one of the following 
corn., unities served by Newton Area 
CETA - Newton, Waltham, Needham.

cost to buy it, he said, "not to mention 
staffing it." 

Thomas said he could not explain the 
previous PW director’s failure to contract 
for large equipment.

Comparing rates paid by Newton with 
those paid by other communities and 
private inmadustry, Thos said Waltham 
and Watertown in general pay more for a 
given piece of equipment than does 
Newton, and Quincy pays less. Brookline 
pays $4(H2 per hour for the same 
equipment Newton hires at $32 and 
Boston hires at $70, he said. 

The state rate for a 10-wheel truck is 
"significantly higher" than municipal 
rates, he added. 

Private industry pays most of all, 
Thomas said, and most contractors will 
do the private work first. He does not 
believe Newton should compete with 
private industry. 

Members of the public who attended 
the meeting related the now well-known 
problems, mistakes and failures due to 
the storm and were almost unanimously 
critical of the city's performance. 

Many of those at the meeting com¬ 
plained principally about the danger to 
children having to walk to school, even 
though escorted by parents. 

Maralynn Johnson, former PTA 
Council safety chairman and outspoken 
advocate of safety improvements, asked

whether parking lots and business areas 
are given priority over school parking 
lots and school sidewalk routes. 

About 25 Aubumdale children did not 
return to the Williams School Wednesday 
when school reopened, she said, for 
safety reasons. 

I-ouise Taglienti of I^ngley Road, 
Newton Centre, told how a parent 
carrying a red flag escorted 15 children 
along that street to the Bowen School, 
only to be the recipient of "the finger'" 
from drivers. 

She said children had to be carried or 
lifted over high mounds of snow to get to 
the school. 

Sally Barnett of the Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association also 
questioned the way priorities had been 
set and noted that the entrance to the 
Newton Centre MBTA station had not 
been cleared even by the day of the 
meeting. 

The parents of schoolchildren who 
attended left withd&T one of the things 
they had come for — assurance that 
sidewalks on school routes would be 
cleared by the time vacation is over. 

Thomas said the Public Works 
Department had been and would continue 
removing snow from intersections, but 
held out no hope that all school routes 
would have passable sidewalks. 

Some 60 streets would be widened for 
safer walking in the streets, he said.

and is always "anxious to hear from 
readers." 

Stephen Crosby is a man of many hats. 
A 1967 graduate of Harvard in govern¬ 
ment' he’s been the mastermind of 
political campaigns, is a BU Law School 
graduate and has begun his career at in 
journalism at the top — as a publisher. 

If the name sounds familiar’ Crosby is 
the son of former Newton Corner 
alderman Harry Crosby. 

Father and son, during the 10-year 
involvement in politics, probably took 
more pleasure than anyone else in the 
number of political eyebrows raised by 
their respective presences in opposing 
political camps. 

Harry Crosby and his wife Jean are 
charter members of the Newton liberal 
Democrat contigent, closely identified 
with Congressman Robert Drinans’s 
campaigns and work in office, low- 
income housing, the peace movement and 
conservation. 

Stephen, on the other hand, has worked 
with Marty Linsky, former governor 
Francis Sargent and Margaret Heckler, 
all Republicans. 

The explanation is really quite logical 
when you stop and think about it. 

As Crosby tells it, he decided to "keep 
an open mind" when deciding which 
political party would have his loyalties, 
and points out that back in 1966 and ’67 
when Marty Linsky was elected to the 
State House it was the Republicans who 
could boast liberalism while the 


Deomocrats contended with Lyndon 
Johnson and Phil Philbin. 

Crosby, in fact, went to quite an 
unimpeachable source to compile 
statistics on who was a liberal and who 
was a conservative to reach his con¬ 
clusion. He checked the voting records as 
compiled by the ADA (Americans for 
Democratic Action). 

This analysis was used as a front page 
story in the Boston Globe. 

"It looked to me like the liberal wing of 
the Republican party would be on the 
move and in the forefront. 

"Then Eugene McCarthy came along in 
1968 and changed everything." 

Crosby, nevertheless, stuck with the 
GOP and was the campaign chairman in 
1974 for Sargent. After that losing effort, 
he went to Washington, D.C. and in 1976 
worked in Rep. Margaret Heckler’s (R- 
Wellesley) office. 

“I was beginning to feel like I wanted to 
get out of politics," he said. “It’s 
exiciting, challenging, but you really 
don’t have much to show for it." 

Early last year, at the behest of Ralph 
Fine and Marty Linsky, Crosby returned 
to Boston and went to work in the 
management of the Real Paper. 

"It was my major responsibility to 
figure out its future, and I started to get 
ideas on how you could expand into the 
suburbs,” he explained. "The best idea 
was to take the resources and put them 
into an entirely different product." 

And that’s Metroguide. 


Budget 
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creases total $1.7 million for FY 79. 

Fixed charges, which include Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, unemployment 
compensation, and workmen's com¬ 
pensation, will increase $99,000, and state 
law now requires that the school 
departments pay for a portion of the city 
census. This amounts to $4577. 

Educational improvements 

Superintendent Fink said he has added 
"by choice" $243,776 to the budget to 
"reflect the needs of the schools. 

Increases to the high school program 
include $ 12,000 for seven more computer 
terminals at the high schools, $3100 for a 
computerized business machine at 
Newton North, and $16,000 for a library 
computer security system at Newton 
North. 

Newton South High School will receive 
an additional $3200 more than the regular 
per-pupil allotment for instructional 
expenses to cover the cost of Denobola 
and other items that cost just as much at 
a high school regardless of size. 

About $5000 will be added to high school 
athletic accounts to cover new coaching 
positions in women's soccer, hockey, and 
lacrosse, and men’s gymnastics at South 
High. 

An additional $11,433 has been ear¬ 
marked for junior high uistructional 
supplies, and the taxpayers will be 
picking up about $7000 more of the cost of 
the annual outdoor education program 
for sixth graders. 

There is also extra money this year for 
the Saturday creative arts program, 
musical instruments, and musical ac¬ 
companists. 

New publication 

The superintendent has included 
$16,316 for a quarterly school publication 
that will be mailed to all city households. 
A half-tune publications assistant will be 
paid $6000 to prepare the yet unnamed 
journal that will replace Inside View. 
That publication was discontinued by the 
former Schoul Committee. . „ 

Administrative Increases 

The administration would like to rent a 


word processing machine similar to the 
one to be purchased for Newton North for 
$9100. The superintendent said the cost of 
this is made up for in the reduction of 
secretaries. 

Other increases in the cost of running 
the schools are for food supplies, up 
$32,000, and maintenance of plant, up 
$50'000. The city charter limits the 
amount the School Committee can spend 
on maintenance to 2 percent of the total of 
the previous year's budget, and this in¬ 
crease accounts for the full increase to 
charter limit. 

Different views 

The superintendent provided two 
different pie diagrams showing how the 
budget breaks down into different areas. 

In one diagram he shows instruction 
accounts for about 65 percent of the 
budget, operations and maintenance 13 
percent, special education 9 percent, 
fixed charges 4 percent, administration 3 
percent, and athletics, transportation, 
and miscellaneous accounting for about 5 
percent. 

A second diagram shows salaries ac¬ 
counting for 79.8 percent of the total 
budget' a decrease from about 83 percent 
when he came here about 10 years ago, 
Fink said. 

Another view of the budget can be 
compiled by dividing the program budget 
into sections according to amounts 
allocated for administration salaries and 
supplies, and teachers’ salaries and 
supplies. 

According to this breakdown' ap¬ 
proximately 12 percent of the budget is 
spent on administrative salaries, 5 
percent for all secretarial salaries' and.) 
percent for administrative supplies. 

Salaries of teachers and those workuig 
directly with students include about 57 
percent, supplies for students, schools, 
and work-study salaries about 5 percent, 
and community use accounts for .5 
percent of the budget. 

In addition, custodial salaries, tran¬ 
sportation, and maintenance costs ac¬ 
count for about 16 percent, and the fixed 
costs that are benefits for all employees 
take up about 4 percent of the budget. 


Others 


.All communities of any size hire more 
equipment that the city or town owns. 

Needham has a normal complement of 
25 city-owned vehicles that can be used in 
snow and hired 15 more pieces of 
equipment. 

Watertown owns 17 pieces and hired 34. 

Waltham owns 20 plows and usually 
hires 50 other pieces; during the last 
storm it hired 70. 

Newton, according to Thomas, has 
about 27 pieces of equipment and hired 
about 80. 

Each of these communities started 
plowing Monday, Feb. 6, between 3 p.m. 
(Needham) and 8 p.m. (Waltham). 
Watertown kept plows running con¬ 
tinuously from 5 p.m. Monday till Wed-

nesday night at midnight. Needham 
plowed 33 hours without stop starting at 3 
p.m., and Waltham plowed nonstop until 
Thursday, according to the public works 
directors of those communities. 

Newton broke off the plowing attempt 
at midnight Tuesday, resumed at 7:30 
a.m. Wednesday, and kept plowing until 
midnight, adhering to contract prices as 
Newton was. Charles Thomas said at a 
meeting last week that Newton did not 
increase its payments to get additional 
equipment because of contract prices 
already set with contractors in October. 

He said it would not have been fair to 
those contractors already signed up with 
the city to pay more for other equipment 
and new contractors.

Learning ideals takes leadership

••On my honor. I will try 
to do my duty to God and my country 
To help other peiijile at all times 
To obey the Girl Scout laws." 

Millions of girls across the United States, from seven to 
14. solemnly recite this pledge each week as Girl Scout 
leaders stand by ready to help the girls learn the ideals of 
character and patriotism while enjoying a lively program 
"f work, play and companionship The girls here, and in 
other countries where they are known as Girl Guides, are 
inextricably linked through the efforts of hundreds of 
thousands of volunteer men and women 

In Norwood recently members of the Blue Hill Girl 
Scout Council. Inc. met to discuss this volunteer effort. 
They were Ria Garron, neighborhood chairwoman for the 
council: Mary Kclleher and Eleanor O'Donnell. The Blue 
Hills Council is based in Quincy and serves 15 towns. It is 
one of hundreds throughout the country which guide local 
programs. 

Volunteers such as these sacrifice a great portion of 
their time because they believe as Mrs. Garron does in the 
value of the scouting experience. Mrs. Garron added in 
the past there was not much in the way of activities for 
girls and the scouts filled a void. 

Although Mrs. Garron has daughters, some of the 
women involved do not have a daughter or have daughters 
who have outgrown the Girl Scouts yet they remain 
committed to Girl Scouts.

Active in the council, Mrs. Garron received a great deal 
of training which she felt obligated to return to the 
community in the form of sendee. Through the council, 
she was able to pick up new ideas and transmit them 
quickly to the other leaders. In addition, she was able to 
lighten the leader’s load by sharing her years of ex¬ 
perience. 

Administrators like Mrs. Garron perform like top notch 
executives. While skilled in fundraising and accounting, 
they also don't blink at taking 450 girls to the Chateau de 
Ville for an afternoon or supervising the monumental task 
of cookie sales each year. 

Through the assistance of volunteers, troops make a 
contribution to their individual communities and many 
timeS*are called upon by different groups to perform tasks 
in their towns or cities. For example, often the Norwood 
Conservation Commission has put out an SOS for cleanup 
help—and gotten it. 

There has been a change in scouts over the years and 
Mrs Garron said "we have come away from formality to 
less pressure." New books have been written and 
published and fathers of daughters are actively solicited 
through a ''Do-dad" program. 

Uniforms for the leaders have also changed and now are 
attractive, colorful print tops in orange, yellow and green 
which are worn over green slacks.

Along with these changes have been changes in the girls 
who are now "outspoken, tell you what they want, what 
they will do and what they won't." says Mrs. Garron. She 
observed her comments were not meant to be 
judgemental, only to note the differences. She added that 
"discipline is down, and many women find they cannot 
handle the noise." 

Others find noise no deterrent and take on respon¬ 
sibilities so their daughters can be part of the program. 
Mrs. O'Donnell became a leader during the days when her 
other children were babies. 

What began as a chore emerged an as an enjoyable 
experience especially as she began to sense the girl's 
eagerness and enthusiasm. 

"I began with a bang," smiled Mrs. Kelleher explaining 
her initiation into scouting was as neighborhood cookie 
chairwoman—a job many have been known to try and 
avoid. She enjoyed it. 

One reason she came to scouts so willingly was that out 
of the haze of childhood memories, Mrs. Kelleher 
remembers her own experience as a Girl Scout as one 
which "had purpose and achievement." For her it is also 
a link with the past, a continuation of tradition of which 
"there are so few left." she said. Activity in the program 
was her way of repaying "in part" what she received 
from leaders when she was a scout. 

It is through experiences like that that other people’s 
lives are enriched. Herman Melville wrote "We cannot 
live for ourselves alone. Our lives are connected by a 
thousand invisible threads, and along these sympathetic 
fibers, our actions run as causes and return to us as 
results.”

American Land Trust 
featured at meeting 

The Chestnut Hill Garden Club is 
sponsoring a lecture at The Park School 
in Brookline on "The American Land 
Trust," with George S. Wills, executive 
director as speaker, on Tuesday, Feb. 28. 
There will also be a film and slide 
presentation narrated by Hugh Downs. 

The American Land Trust was 
organized in March, 1976 by a national 
committee of conservation, industrial 
and civic leaders as one of the largest 
programs for land conservation un¬ 
dertaken by the U.S. private sector. The 
goal of the trust's two-year program is to 
save $200 million dollars worth of 
America's most significant wilderness 
and natural land areas. 

In Massachusetts, the trust is currently 
raising funds to acquire Halfway Pond 
Island in Plymouth, one of the few virgin 
forests remaining. Halfway Pond Island 
will be available to the public for 
scientific research and educational 
programs. Nationally, the American 
Land Trust has already saved in two 
years approximately 30,000 acres of 
magnificent land. 

The Garden Club Federation of 
Massachusetts has joined with The 
American Land Trust to try to save these 
prime natural lands. Attending the 
meeting, sponsored by The Chestnut Hill

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Congress needs 'drastic new approach' to legislating for elder Americans 


A past president of the American 
Gerontological Society has warned that 
unless Congress adopts a "drastic new 
approach" to the Older Americans Act, 
the legislation will soon reach "a point of 
diminishing returns in which it is close to 
becoming a cruel hoax." 

Brandeis University Professor Robert 
H. Binstock. testifying before the Senate 
Subcommittee on the Aging, which is 
holding hearings through the month of 
February, called for legislation that 
would signal "a bold strategic depar¬ 
ture" needed to move the Older 
Americans Act from its initial phase — 12 
years of agenda-setting and bureaucratic 
development — "to a second phase of 
problem solving" in behalf of older 
Americans. 

Binstock characterized the act, now 
being considered by Congress for ex¬ 


tension, as a positive force in focusing 
society's attention on "a tremendous 
agenda" of America's responsibilities to 
the elderly, and in establishing a 
bureaucratic network of agencies and 
councils to deal with these problems. 

However, he said, the time has come 
when the act must begin to solve 
problems. "In its new form, it should 
encourage the definition of the few most 
pressing concerns facing the elderly and 
finance significant attacks on them," he 
asserted. 

Binstock said that the act must stress 
local participation, where those involved 
are better able to say which concerns of 
older Americans are the one or two most 
pressing in their particular community. 

TTie Louis Stulberg Professor of law 
and Politics at Brandeis’ Florence Heller 
Graduate School for Advanced Studies in 


Social Welfare, Binstock also is director 
of the university’s program in the 
economics and politics of aging. 

He told the subcommittee that 
available funds under the act are 
"distributed relatively thinly among 
many objectives and are far from suf¬ 
ficient to make a substantial impact on 
any given problem." 

Furthermore, he charged, the act has 
created "an illusion that a variety of 
problems can eventually be solved 
through funding and implementation" 
under the legislation. No one problem — 
even with drastically increased funding 
— can be solved with the Act as it is now 
patterned, he maintained. 

Part of the Act's weakness is that 
agencies in the bureaucratic network 
concerned with the elderly have "quite 
understandably become preoccupied 


with sustaining and expanding the dif¬ 
ferent, thinly funded program elements 
with which they are directly involved," 
Binstock said. 

"One finds a great deal of attention 
given to the apportionment of Older 
American Act funds earmarked for each 
of the bureaucratic domains in the net¬ 
work. but little, if any, attention to how a 
given problem confronting older persons 
is to be solved." 

In order to concentrate on the concerns 
of the elderly’ rather than the main¬ 
tenance of the bureaucratic network, 
Binstock proposed the elimination of "the 
compartments separating the various 
titled programs of the act — area plan¬ 
ning and services, training, research 
gerontology centers, senior centers and 
nutrition — and consolidation of the funds 
available." 


"Each community,” he continued, 
"would receive its total formula allot¬ 
ment of funds as at present. But, working 
through its area agency, each community 
would be required to make a priority 
decision for using those funds, in order to 
have a substantial impact upon the most 
extreme problem confronted by older 
persons in that community." 

Binstock envisioned that the restruc¬ 
tured act would provide that between 80 
and 90 percent of available funds be used 
for a "single" priority program for each 
community according to the local 
definition of the most pressing need of 
older persons. 

"Perhaps this general approach would 
make it possible to have an impact upon 
at least one problem of importance in 
each community," he said. "It would 
certainly be better than the current 


situation in which only a very little effort 
is put into a great many problem areas, 
and a tremendous amount of energy is 
being expended upon issues of 
professional domain and stature 

"Such an approach would also be far 
better than persisting with the peculiar 
assumption that effective community 
services can be developed and im¬ 
plemented from our nation's capital, in a 
country that has 80,000 distinct units of 
government. 

"To be sure," Binstock concluded, 
"few if anyjjrofessionals in the field of 
aging would be happy with the approach I 
have briefly outlined. Presumabley, 
however, the issue here is to consider a 
strategy that may have substantial 
impact upon problems confronted by 
older persons, not simply to strengthen 
and enrich the domains of bureaucrats 
and professionals like myself.”

SPCA workers are 
also storm heroes 

A lesser known aspect of heroic storm 
stories is the rescue work of the 
Massachusetts SPCA. 

The aftermath of the storm found 
MSPCA law enforcement officers 
dispatched in a "feed-the animals" 
mission to the Army— supervised 
evacuation centers, where dozens of pets 
were housed with their families, and 
throughout the flood area, where animals 
were stranded or abandoned because of 
the rising waters. 

Sloshing through hip-high water, the 
officers carried food to whimpering and 
frightened animals wherever they were 
reported. Many stranded pets were 
reunited with their owners or friends of 
owners, and some pets are now being 
safely kept at the MSPCA's Brockton 
shelter until their owners are able to take 
them home. 

At the height of the storm another 
unusual rescue took place at Logan 
Airport. MSPCA officers picked up 10,000 
white mice which had been shipped in and 
could not be collected. Had they been left 
unattended, the animals would have 
starved.

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Forward into the past 


‘We want to abolish the 20th century, particularly 
the Internal combustion engine and plastic.'

IX3NDON fUPI) — The eccentric Eldon league aims at 
nothing less than the abolition of the 20th century. 

"Forward into the past." urges its progressive reac¬ 
tionary faction. 

"Backwards into the future." demands its regressive 
reactionary wing. 

The Eldon League, like the early 19th century Lord 
Chancellor who inspired it. opposes all change. 

"We believe in the feudal system," said Grand Imperial 
Prior Neil Hamilton. "We think it kept the people hap¬ 
pier." 

The Eldon I-eague and the world of Eldonia in which it 
flourishes are the creation of law student Hamilton, who 
launched it as an eating and drinking society — with a fair 
measure of spoofing mixed in — while a Cambridge un¬ 
dergraduate in 1971. 

"We believe in civilized living. We’ve done our best to 
put the clock back," Hamilton said over a plate of stewed 
rabbit in Middle Temple Hall, where lawyers reactionary 
and otherwise have supped and debated since Tudor 
times. 

"We want to abolish the 20th century, particularly the 
internal combustion engine and plastic.” 

League members travel on foot or by horse-drawn 
carriage whenever possible, though Hamilton laments. 
"We are sometimes forced to compromise by using 
taxis." 

"The 18th century was the summit of civilization," he 
said. "The advantage of living in the past is the abolition 
of uncertainty, which is the catalyst of change and adver¬ 
sity." 

John Scott, the first Earl of Eldon, was Britain's longest 
serving and most backwardthinking Lord High Chan¬ 
cellor. the head of the judiciary. 

"He opposed reform of the penal code and all other 
change in 26 years as Lord High Chancellor, except trial 
by battle, which he abolished in 1819," Hamilton said. 

"The League is not in favor of any change, but then 
nobody's perfect. 

"When 1 was 14, Eldon's political creed struck a chord 
in me. I was visited in a dream by his spirit and from that 
day we never looked forward. I'm merely the vehicle for 
transmission of Eldon’s thoughts surviving in the modern 
age — the corporeal embodiment of his incorporeal 
thought." 

What sets the Eldon League apart from Britain's 
hundreds of other eccentric groups are its public 
celebrations. 

There is a traditional spring duel with champagne corks 
in London and annual hijinks at Ascot and Henley — 
civilized capering, mind you, for Eldonians detest all 
things that are uncivilized. 

Commuters on platform 4 of the Preston railroad 
station were recently startled by the shattering of 
champagne glasses hurled to the floor in true Russian 
style. 

Hamilton and about 20 other Eldonians and friends had 
gathered to remember the time Czar Nicholas II 
breakfasted at the station after he arrived on the 8:45 
train from Balmoral. 

They wore morning dress and top hats and quaffed 
Louis Roederet champagne, which Nicholas always drank 
at breakfast. They ate pears in white wine and 
mushrooms on toast, the Czar's favorite morning repast. 

The last Russian Czar is an Eldon League hero because 
of his family motto: "Autocracy, Orthodoxy and 
Nationalism." Eldonians have adopted it as one of their 
toasts. 

The annual champagne duel is with well-shaken bottles 
of bubbly at 10 paces and the goal is to knock off the ad¬ 
versary's top hat with the cork. 

Each dueler represents a differing view on a subject of 
current national or Eldonian concern. The winner's view 
is adopted as league policy and the unspilled contents of 
the "weapons" quickly drunk, along with plenty of fresh 
"ammunition." 

"People are far too miserable in the world today," 
Hamilton said. “We try to keep our sense of humor." 

Hamilton has redrawn the map of the world on the 
Eldonian projection — flat and back to front — and named 
it Eldonia. It is subdivided into four Great Feifdoms, each 
of which is under the titular jurisdiction of one of the four 
imperial grand officers of the League. 

The Eldonians await "a unanimous invitation by the 
people of the world for good government," Hamilton said 
between sips of a vintage ruby port. 

“People generally like to feel subordinate. We are 
judged lunatics by all who don't agree with us — but then 
we feel 99.9 percent of humanity is lunatic itself." 

Hamilton is cagey about the number of Eldonians — 
"250,000, or perhaps 30. 

"Membership is granted by whim and caprice," he 
said. "Members must have disdain for all things modern, 
care nothing for money, detest all things which are un¬ 
civilized. They must also exhibit all the characteristics of 
the 18th, or even 19th, century gentleman." 

If they held power, the Eldonians would like to: 

— Abolish the present House of Commons. 

— Eliminate the present and future tenses of the 
English language, except for the "future-in-the-past tense 
which most approximates to the Eldonian ideal." 

— Restore the feudal system "which was the first form 
of social security." 

— Halt trade "because it is the catalyst of revolution." 

— Ban passports because, as the Duke of Wellington 
said in expressing his dislike for trains, they enable 
people to move around. 

— Restore the Gold Standard. 

"We are great supporters of the aristocracy, the queen 
and the monarchy," Hamilton said. “An extremely rigid 
class system should be greatly beneficial to human 
society. It is the only system guaranteed to bring good 
government. We aim to show how inhuman democracy 
can be." 

That, so far as it goes, is the mock-serious side of the 
Eldon League. 

The truly serious side is the good food, drink and 
merriment the Eldonians enjoy at their 30 or so 
gatherings each year where the dress is white tie, frock 
coat and gold-tipped canes. 

Although officially anti-feminist, they politely tolerate a 
few ladies. 

The League is represented in Hong Kong, West Ger¬ 
many, South Africa and Chicago. It has diplomatic links 
with the Republic of Minirva, an island near Tahiti visible 
only at low tide, and contacts with monarchist 
organizations in Italy and France as well as with emigre 
groups from Iron Curtain countries. 

Each September Eldonians join the Charles James Fox 
Society in laying a wreath on Fox's statue in London's 
Bloomsbury Square. Fox was an 18th century extreme 
radical who gambled away $70 million before he was 21. 

One of the Eldon league's favorite pinpricks n history 
went almost unnoticed. On July 4,1976, the League sent a 
letter to the U.S. Ambassador in London inviting America 
to rejoin the United Kingdom and promising to forgive 
and forget. 

“We then ceremonially retook the embassy for the 
Empire," Hamilton said. “Unfortunately, very heavy 
rain at the time prevented large numbers of people seeing 
that historic event." 

Alt, well. Carry on backward, chaps.

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for each person's efforts. Each game, win 
or lose, is followed by standing ovations 
for those skaters who did their best or 
showed improvement. 

The Flyers was organized eight years ago 
by Donald LeBlanc, father of an aspiring 
hockey player who wanted to skate with 
other girls. For three years Mr. LeBlanc 
ran the team himself, until in 1972 Newton 
Youth Hockey was persuaded to take 
over the financial end of the operation. 
Newton Youth Hockey continues to in¬ 
clude the girls' team in its sponsorship, 
providing referees, ice arrangements, 
insurance, pucks, shirts, and socks. 

Fourteen players ranging in age from 
ten to seventeen form three shifts, the 
expert skaters on the A level, in¬ 
termediate playing a B shift, and the 
novices forming the third C shift. Eight of 
the players are new to the team this year. 
Some of them were beginning skaters as 
well. All of the members are from 
Newton, although girls from other cities 
and towns are eligible if their home town 
doesn't offer a team. 

The rules of the team are the same as 
those of the boys’ league except that there 
is no checking allowed. Checking is 
defined as coming into contact with the 
person with the puck deliberately. It is up 
to the referee to decide the intentionality 
of the contact. 

The girls are divided in their opinions 
about checking. Many of them are glad 
that it is not permitted. Jan Olson, for 
example, feels that this opens the game 
up for more skill in skating, dodging, and 
handling the puck. 

Some of her teammates claim that the 


opposite is true — that more technique is 
required in a checking game. They 
consider that checking is an integral part 
of a hockey game and would like to see 
the rules changed to include it. 

The girls are unanimous in their en¬ 
thusiasm for their team and for hockey in 
general, however. They're excited about 
the improvement they all notice in their 
games, about their growing skills in 
skating and shooting. 

"We’d like to have more girls join next 
year," commented Coach LeConti. Much 
as they appreciate Stephen's abilities, the 
team would especially like a girl goalie, 
which would make them eligible for in¬ 
tercity league play. 

"I think a lot of parents don’t want their 
girls playing hockey because they think 
that it's too rough,” explained the coach. 
"But with no checking, it's not a rough 
sport. We put a lot of emphasis on 
teamwork, getting along with each other, 
and good sportsmanship. Playing hockey 
like this helps the girls develop a con¬ 
fidence that helps in other activities, not 
only sports. Some of the parents have told 
me tht it helps their daughters do better 
in schoolwork, because they feel good 
about themselves. That’s why 1 coach." 

The Flyers are proud of their 7-6-1 
record so far this season and look forward 
to winning more games in the March 
tournament and the rest of the season. 

How do the players feel about being on 
the Newton Flyers? 

"We're the best team in the world!” 
called out one girl, and her teammates 
responded with a hearty cheer. 


Need more natural snow 


WOODSTOCK, Vt. (UPIi —Snow cover 
at New England ski areas is showing the 
effects of two weeks of busy skier traffic 
and no new natural snowfall through that 
period, the New England Ski Areas 
Council says, 

Packed powder snow is still the 
primary surface cover throughout the 
region. But, according to NESAC, wear 
and tear of skier traffic has created 
patches of worn cover — loose or 
granular snow and occasional icyness. 

Snowmaking and snow grooming by ski 
areas has been countering that 
development with some success, 
prolonging the period of fine conditions. 

Snowmaking has had the most obvious 


impact on slopes in Connecticut and 
Massachusetts, where conditions are still 
more often excellent than anything else, 
NESAC said Wednesday. 

Sleeper and more varied terrain in the 
mountains of Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont is quicker to show effects of 
skier traffic and more difficult on which 
to groom or make snow. 

The council said natural packed 
powder cover is generally good to ex¬ 
cellent, with occasional worn or icy spots 
over all terrain in Maine and Vermont, 
and on all but most difficult terrain in 
New Hampshire.

Murphy was injured in the Bowling 
Green game (late November, 2-1 Ver¬ 
mont win) and missed the next four 
games while playing in "at least six-eight 
other games below par." "Jimmy has 
rebounded well from that injury and the 
fact that he was in such great shape 
allowed him to return that quickly," 
added Cross. 

Murphy, a sophomore, now has nine 
goals and eight assists in 20 games and 
has adjusted to the position of wing, a role 
he began three weeks ago after two 
lackluster performances by UVM. In 
fact, since Murphy's appearance at left 
wing, along side senior center Andy 
Halford (Mississauga, Ont.-Noble and 
Greenough grad) and freshman Chris 
Zimmerman (Lewisboro, NY-Kent 
School), the former MVP of the Bay State 
league (1976) has chalked up three goals 
and two assists and the line has become 
UVM's most consistent in the last few 
games, although the Catamounts have 
dropped three of the last four. 

"It's been an odd season. We played 
very well the last four games (losses to 
Boston Univ., 6-4; Cornell, 6-1 and Brown, 
3-2 with a win at Northeastern thrown in, 
5-3), but the players weren't rewarded. 
Beginning with the New Hampshire 
game, Jan. 21 (loss, 7-5) it's been very 
disheartening. We outshoot UNH, 61-24, 
with over 50 shots in the last two periods, 
and come out without a win. The same 
thing happened in the Cornell and Brown 
games. The BU game was very close 
(tied 3-3 in the third) . . . perhaps one of 
the best games at UVM this year," added 


the Vermont coach. 

But, Murphy’s switch to wing and his 
continued strong defensive play and 
improved offense, has been very 
rewarding to Cross and without the 
consistent play or Murphy-Halford- 
Zimmerman, the team could be far worse 
off. 

With seven divisional games left, 
Vermont finds itself in a near-elimination 
position, unless a miraculous sweep - or 
at least six wins - changes things around. 
Vermont, 12-12-0 overall, is 6-10 in 
Division I.

Newton donations to Goodwill 
rehabilitate 16 handicapped 


Donations of clothing and household 
materials by Newton residents to Morgan 
Memorial Goodwill Industries supported 
the vocational rehabilitation of 16 han¬ 
dicapped people throughout all of 1977. 

Goodwill Executive Director Dennis 
Midgorden reported the nonprofit agency 
served over 753 disabled men and women 
during this past year in a wide range of 
programs including medical, 
psychological, social and educational 
services, plus job training, evaluation, 
counseling and placement programs. 

The recycling and sale of contributed 
goods plus the production of industrial 
subcontracted work is the vehicle 
through which Goodwill provides "hands 
on" skill training. 

The agency paid $1,543,633 in wages to 
handicapped people, who in turn paid 
$15 1 <y£8 in taxes. 

Of the people served, 41 percent had an 
emotional disability, 22 percent were 


mentally retarded, 11 percent had a 
physical deformity, and 9 percent were 
disadvantaged, and the remaining clients 
had sight, hearing, addiction and medical 
handicaps. 

Goodwill collection boxes in Newton 
are located at the Riverside MBTA 
Station; A&P, 916 Walnut St.; Purity 
Supreme, 978 Boylston St.; Franco's, 1197 
Walnut St.; First National, 647 
Washington St,; Star Market, 33 Austin 
St. and 2040 Commonwealth Ave.; Stop & 
Shop, 200 Boylston, and Waban Market, 
Waban Square. Goodwill also picks up 
large and fragile pieces from homes and 
businesses. 

Goodwill, founded in 1895, operates its 
vocational rehabilitation workshops in 
Boston, Lynn, Danvers and Worcester, a 
residential school in Dorchester for 
troubled youth, a fresh-air camp in South 
Athol for children and senior citizens, and 
a daily hot lunch program for the needy. 


River destratification 
may speed cleanup 


Destratification of the Charles River 
between Charles River Dam and 
Watertown Dam — one of the most in¬ 
triguing possibilities for cleaning up the 
I-ower Charles — will be the topic of a 
meeting March 1 at the Watertown Yacht 
Club. 

Since the dam was built across the 
mouth of the Charles in 1910, the salt 
water layer has accumulated because of 
the density that keeps it on the bottom 
and the lack of sluicing to discharge it 
from the bottom to the Harbor. The 
vertical flow of oxygen is interrupted and 
as a result a deposit of septic sludge has 
built up, inhibiting the gorwth of healthy 
aquatic organisms. 

With the assistance of a grant from the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
hopes to begin this spring to infuse 
oxygen into that salt water layer, 


allowing it to mix with fresh water at the 
top and eventually discharge must be 
scheduled when the anadromous fish 
migration will be least affected and when 
the volume of chlorides and sulfides in the 
water is at its annual low. If weather 
permits and the contractors can complete 
installation of the aerating equipment, 
destratification should begin iate spring. 
Any further delay may mean a full year's 
delay. 

"Everyone seems interested in the* 
well-being of the Basin," says CRWA's 
Executive Director Rita Barron, “so we 
have asked MDC's Alfred Ferullo to 
describe the project to all who can join 
us."

Buy federal flood insurance now 
to protect home in spring thaw 


In the wake of the recent storm which 
left thousands along the Massachusetts 
coast homeless, one fact has been made 
painfully clear — information for 
property owners about federal flood 
insurance and other disaster programs 
needs to be presented more thoroughly. 

The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC I seriously urges citizens 
to consider the National Flood Insurance 
program's advantages. 

The National Flood Insurance 
Program, established by Congress in 1968 
in an effort to save lives and protect 
property, enables property owners living 
in communities which participate in 
federal emergency programs to purchase 
flood insurance at federally subsidized 
rates, newton...flood insurance...2 

Property owners should be cautioned 
that if they have not already purchased 
flood insurance, they naturally are not 
eligible for this form of compensation for 
flood damage incurred during the past 
storm. 

Purchasing the insurance now, 
however, will enable those living in 
special flood hazard areas to qualify for 
other federal relief and disaster 
assistance programs for acquisition, 
construction or reconstruction of 
buildings damaged from the storm. 

And since flood insurance covers 
property or contents damage from 
surface water flooding, its a good in¬ 
vestment against possible flood damage 
during the coming spring thaw. 

With the exception of Sherborn, 
Brookline and Hamilton, all MAPC 
communities are presently participating 
in the preliminary federal flood in¬ 


surance emergency program, which 
means that they are adopting emergency 
preparedness plans, modifying local 
zoning ordinances to minimize con¬ 
struction on flood-prone areas and 
establishing other flood-plain 
management measures. . 

However, the fact that your community 
is participating in the program does not 
mean your property is automatically 
covered. The responsibility for securing 
coverage under the National Flood 
Insurance Program lies solely with the 
individual property owner. 

Flood insurance policies may be 
purchased from any property agent or 
broker licensed to do business in 
Massachusetts. Your broker will be able 
to explain the extent of coverage 
available as well as the rates. Generally 
though, if your community is par¬ 
ticipating in the emergency program, 
maximum coverage for single-family 
residential homes is $35,000. A number of 
MAPC communities, having met the full 
program requirements, are participating 
in the last phase, or regular flood in¬ 
surance program. For property owners in 
these communities, maximum coverage 
for single-family residential homes is 
$185,000. 

Again, property owners who did not 
purchase flood insurance policies prior to 
the storm are not eligible for coverage 
under the Flood Insurance Program. 
However, purchase of flood insurance is a 
condition of eligibility for many other 
federal relief programs concerned with 
structural damage. And purchase now 
will protect your home or business from 
water damage should flooding occur due 
to the spring thaw. 


Call your local insurance agent or 
broker for more information about 
federal flood insurance policies.

lodice gets OK 
for plan changes 

Michael lodice, developer and builder 
of apartments on Commonwealth Avenue 
near the Marriott Hotel, has decided he 
wants to live in his townhouse con¬ 
dominium development and has 
petitioned the Board of Aldermen for 
permission to change the plans for that 
parcel of land. 

The land is on the south side of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue at Woodbine Street. 

lodice wants to combine two of the 
condominiums into one large unit with 
underground parking, which will require 
a separate driveway and decrease the 
amount of green lawn setting back the 20- 
unit development from the Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue. 

The land Use Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Aid. Terry Morris, was 
inclined to go along with lodice, but wants 
further information on the amount of 
automobile turning space needed for 
Iodice's townhouse. 

Concern is still being expressed about 
possible damage to the slope at the side of 
the property which separates the 
development from abutting houses. 

Iodice’s engineer explained again that 
he will protect the slope and its retaining 
wall that will be built. lodice has posted a 
$20,000 bond against damage to the slope. 

The matter will be considered at the 
next meeting of the Land Use Committee 
March 8. 

The committee voted 7-0 to give lodice 
permission to change the plan for the 
apartment house development across 
Commonwealth Avenue by installing an 
outdoor swimming pool toward the rear 
of the three-building complex. Hours of 
operation were restricted to 9 a.m.6:30 
p.m. 

Chestnut Hill Gardens was given 
permission to change its site plan, which 
involves relocation of the cooling tower 
for the apartment buildings and some 
changes in landscaping.

Chances are your trips are too short to permit 
the various mechanical components of the car to 
reach optimum operating efficiency. 

Automotive experts advise that an automobile 
must be driven 15 to 25 miles- depending on the 
car and Ihe weather- to reach its mileage 
potential. Oil, differential grease, the engine, 
transmission, wheel bearings, tires and other 
working components get wanned up to full ef¬ 
ficiency only after being driven that number of 
miles. 

Vet, the average automobile trip is only 9 
miles, according to the Automotive Information 
Council. Personal business trips, such as 
shopping and visits to the doctor, average even 
less... 5,6 miles. Trips to work reach 9.4 miles, 
and vacations by car average 160 miles one way. 

Also, owners of new cars should not expect to 
obtain llie EPA-posted miles-per-gallon figures 
because they are arrived at under laboratory 
conditions. EPA is planning changes for 1979.

It is going to be a lot easier for motorists in 
Massachusetts to know what they will have to 
pay for automobile insurance. One result of the 
extensive revamping of the way rates are set 
which was just ordered by state Insurance 
Commissioner James M. Stone is that most 
firms will offer identical rates. Another is that 
young men living in Boston will be Charged a lot 
less, while costs are likely to rise for middle- 
aged rural residents. 

What Stone was trying to do is gel the details 
the insurance companies look at in setting rates 
closer to factors a driver has some control over. 


Lumping a safe driver in with a lot of reckless 
motorists just because they are the same age or 
sex, he insists, is unfair. Where before, such 
characteristics were used by Massachuesetts 
insurers to divide all applicants into 11 groups, 
each with its own rate, Stone has decreed that 
there can now be only five categories: 

• Drivers who have less than three years ex¬ 
perience, and who have not taken a driving 
training course. 

- Drivers just as inexperienced, but who have 
token special training, who can be offered a 
discount. _ 


- The large mass ol drivers: those with more 
than three years of experience, who use their 
cars just for pleasure or family tasks. 

- Drivers who use their cars for business, and 
therefore are presumed to rack up far more 
miles a year. 

• Drivers over 65, who are presumed to drive 
less than most, and so can be offered a discount. 

Stone kept the existing geographical dif¬ 
ferences in rates, but reduced the gap between 
the areas with the highest rates and those with 
the lowest. Now rates in East Boston will be two 
and a half times what they are in the farm 
regions of the state; before the inner city rates 
had been four times the rural ones.

'77 cars in 

No one is exactly sure why, but the 1977 model 
automobiles were involved in fewer washes than 
comparable models produced a year earlier. 

This good news comes from the Highway Loss 
Data Institute (HLDI) which each year 
calculates just how many cars of each model are 
involved in accidents resulting in insurance 
claims. Similar studies were conducted of 1976 
and 1975 models during their first years on the 
road. 

The improvement, wliich HLDI calls "better 
than average" for the 1977 models, occurred 
despite the introduction to a greater number of 
smaller vehicles as General Motors "down¬ 
sized" many models. 

Insurance companies have usually found that 
smaller cars are involved in more accidents than 
larger ones. This trend is still true for compacts 


and subcompacts. But the downsized cars, which 
are placed in the intermediate category rather 
than compact or subcompact are not in more 
accidents. 

Indeed, there is reason to believe, based on the 
HLDI figures, that the shrunken Chevrolets, 
Oldsmobiles, Pontiacs and Buicks have a better 
accident record than full-sized models produced 
in earlier years. 

Not all the news is good, however. The in¬ 
surance industrysupported research group lias 
discovered that the amount of the loss for the 
average collision has gone up. The figures show 
that repairing 1977 models was 11 per cent higher 
than 1976 models damaged during their in¬ 
troduction years. 

The 1976 figures had gone up, too. But the 
growth from 1975 to 1976 was only 1 per cent, an 


amount significantly below the inflation rate 
The 11 per cent hike from 1976 to 1977 occurred 
while the inflation rate was only 6 per cent. 

As in years, HLDI found that within each car 
size group, sports and specialty cars generally 
had the worst loss record. Similarly, four-door 
models in genera! displayed lower collision 
claim frequencies and averages than 
corresponding two-door models. 

Not only do the subcompacts suffer from 
higher claim frequencies, the average loss per 
accident is higher. 

Here are some specifics: 

- 9,8 per cent of all the 1977 models were in¬ 
volved in accidents requiring insurance claims 
This compares with 10.3 per cent of the 1976’s. 

- It cost $741 to repair the 1977's, but only $668 to 
put the 1976’s back on the roads.

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Pines' bills would improve 
tax picture for business,retirees

back from the federal government a 
percentage of the federal estate tax paid 
by Massachusetts citizens. This would 
significantly reduce the revenue impact 
of the repeal. 


It is also Pines' belief that such lax 
reforms would encourage out-of-state 
retirees, who now avoid Massachusetts, 
to settle In areas such as the Berkshires 
and the Cape, 

A third Pines proposal is expected to 
aid the state's vital computer industry. 
As a result of a recent court decision, 
computer-processing firms which supply 
services such as time sharing and 
management reports were denied an 
exemption from personal property 
taxation for their computers which they 
believed were manufacturing equipment 
and thus exempt. The legislation would 
provide such an exemption and thus 
attract and encourage expansion of such 
companies. 

“It is absolutely essential that we make 
Massachusetts more attractive to the 
kinds of individuals and businesses on 
which a healthy and expanding economy 
must rely. Adoption of these measures 
would be a large step in that direction," 
Pines concluded. 


"The short-sighted tax policy of this 
Commonwealth is both driving out 
business and individuals, particularly the 
eldferly’ and just as importantly 
discouraging relocation by those who 
might otherwise come to 
Massachusetts,” Pines said. 

Two of the bills directed at personal, 
income would eliminate the state tax paid 
on an individual's estate at death, and 
eliminate the higher rate of taxation on 
unearned income. 

In an attempt to avoid a potentially 
substantial tax liability on their estates, 
many Massachusetts citizens are 
abandoning the Commonwealth in order 
to establish legal residency in other 
states, such as Florida, which have no 
estate tax. While the Pines proposal 
would repeal the state estate tax, 
Massachusetts would continue to receive 


According to Pines, the higher rate of 
taxation on unearned income works a 
particular hardship on many of the 
state’s elderly who rely heavily on 
unearned income as they become older 
and retire. In order to stretch Their fixed 
incomes many are faced with little choice 
t to leave Massachusetts. 


“These considerations also have a 
tremendous impact on business and 
corporate decision makers,” Pines 
stated, "A major component of any 
location decision by business is the at¬ 
traction of an area to top-level 
management. Although we have a great 
deal to offer culturally and en¬ 
vironmentally, the high rate of taxation 
on estates and unearned income is of 
major concern to those with substantial 
income."

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Backman bills would expand 
services to elderly, children 


Retirement workshops series 
starts at Bowen School Feb. 28 


Newton Community Schools' seven 
"Planning for Retirement" workshops 
will be offered a second time for those 
who missed them in the fall at the Bowen 
School, 280 Cypress St., Newton Centre, 
beginning Feb. 28, from 7 to 9 p.m. 

Most of the major concerns of those 
who are thinking about retiring or who 
have just retired will be covered in in¬ 
formal discussions led by informed 
resource people in each particular area. 

The first two sessions will be devoted to 
exploring changing roles in later life and 
setting up personal goals in retirement. 
The resource leader for both of these 
sessions will be Frances Portnoy, 
sociologist, who has just completed for 
the Newton Health Department a survey 
of, the health care needs and services for 
older citizens of Newton. 

Dr. Knight Steel, a Newton resident and 


chief of the gerontology section of Boston 
University Medical Center, wall focus on 
health and aging. A second leader will be 
June Goodman, nutritionist of the Newton 
Health Department, who will look at 
changing food needs in later life. 

Nancy Stutzman, home economist with 
the Middlesex County Extension Service, 
will help group members share ideas 
about money saving and ways to live on a 
reduced income. Budget forms will be 
given to participants who would like to 
prepare them before this session. 

Other topics to be covered will be 
housing, Frank Quinn, director of the 
Newton Housing Services Commission, 
plus other housing experts; legal con¬ 
cerns with Thomas Concannon, counsel 
for the Newtonville Drop-In Center; and 
use of leisure time, Barbara Ireland, 


coordinator of RSVP for the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston area. 

Part-time work opportunities for 
retirees will also be explored. 
Representatives from Social Security and 
Medicare will help participants come to 
grips with the complexities of these 
topics. 

Registration forms are now available 
at churches, synagogues, libraries, City 
Hall and banks in Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands. Pre-registration is 
essential for the entire series and group 
size will be limited. Cost of the workshops 
is $3.50 plus $1 membership in the Newton 
Community Schools.

State Sen. Jack H. Backman has filed 
legislation to improve and expand social 
services for both children and senior 
citizens. 

Senate Bill 471 would establish a 
statewide foster-grandparent program 
and Senate Bill 472 would expand elderly 
home care services and children’s day 
care services by implementing a 
sliding— fee scale. 

Under Senate Bill 471, the Office for 
Children in cooperation with Local 
Councils for the Aging would match in¬ 
terested elderly citizens with children 
who need the informal companionship of 
a grandparent. 

The Office for Children will give 
priority to children already in foster care 
and those with other special needs who 
may have never experienced a special 
relationship with a grandparent. Councils 
for Aging will seek out elderly volunteers 
who wish to spend some of their time with 
a child. 


"It is my hope that this program will 
assist both young and older citizens to 
develop mutually beneficial com¬ 
panionship, which is often lacking in 
today's mobile society. This program will 
help fill that gap and can only benefit all 
concerned," Backman said. 

Senate Bill 472, providing home care for 
the elderly and day care for families with 
young children on a sliding-fee scale, will 
expand services by including people who 
are presently ineligible. Currently such 
services are available to those whose 
income falls below $4800 per year for an 
individual or $9900 per year for a family 
of four. 

According to Backman, this "in¬ 
flexible" level creates the situation 
where a citizen receiving services may 
suddenly become ineligible due to any 
increase which brings their income above 
these maximum amounts. A cost-of- 


living increase in social security benefits 
has already caused many elderly citizens 
to lose these vital home care services. * 
Further a head of a family is often forced I 
to accept a low-paying job or refuse a 
promotion so that his or her family will 
remain eligible for day care services. 

"A sliding-fee scale" Backman said, 
“would allow people whose income falls 
marginally above these established 
levels to receive these essential services, 
while paying according to their ability. 

We cannot tolerate a system which is so 
restrictive as to ignore an elderly per¬ 
son's desire to live independently or a 
parent's need to provide for his or her 
family." 

"Enactment of both of these bills, the 
foster-grandparent bill and the sliding- 
fee scale bill, will provide more flexibility 
in responding to the social service needs 
of our citizens,"

When you are out of a job and your 
ski 11s are outdated or obsolete, you 
haven't worked much before, or if you 
hated the job you did have, how do you 
decide what to do next? 

A new three-day "World of Work” 
workshop developed by the Newton Area 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) addresses that 
question and leads its participants to 
career decisions that take into con¬ 
sideration their experiences, their at¬ 
titudes, their skills and their interests. 

The program, which began in 
December, has now been integrated into 
the three other CETA program that aid 
participants in defining career goals and 
developing plans for achieving them. 
These are a job-matching exercise and 
interest inventory, "hands on" work 
experiences, and a group activity 
designed to help individuals share their 
ideas about jobs and why these jobs are 
appropriate for them. 

"The ability to realistically assess 
one's own options is probably one of the 
most valuable tools we can give our 
CETA clients," said Theodore D. Mann, 
mayor of Newton and chairman of the 
Newton Area CETA. 

Many of the new "World of Work" 
exercises are valuable to anyone who is 
considering entering a new career field, 
according to Dana Daniels, CETA intake 


and assessment manager, who oversees 
the program. 

The first three-hour session is devoted 
to decision making. "The emphasis is on 
techniques of decision making and 
learning specific decision-making skills 
that participants may chose to use in 
their final career choice," said Susan 
Canavan, who developed this portion of 
the program based on her experience in 
vocational counseling and prior 
workshops. 

The group is taken through step-by-step 
ways of examining different kinds of 
careers and asked to define several 
career areas they believe would be ap¬ 
propriate for them, according to Pat 
Moore and Dominic Fiumara, who 
developed the career exploration portion 
of the program. Robert Prague coor¬ 
dinated the overall program and 
developed the values clarification por¬ 
tion. 

Next, participants research each of 
these careers to see if they really offer 
what the person wants, and whether or 
not this is a realistic aspiration. They 
examine job factors that are important to 
them, such as the kind of education 
needed and the kind of training required, 
with the help of books in the CETA 
library. 

Participants are asked to express their 
feelings about pertinent aspects of em-

Hospital employees 
put hobbies to work 


Pressing hobbies into service in order 
to meet critical hospital needs was how 
many Newton-Wellesley Hospital staff 
members responded to the snow 
emergency. 

Cross-country skis proved to be one of 
the few reliable means of transportation 
during the storm of Feb. 6 and 7. Hospital 
physicians and surgeons got to the 
hospital on skis so as not to miss 
scheduled surgery and caring for 
hospitalized patients. 

Drs. Stewart Armstrong and John 
McGinty' both of Wellesley, cross- 
countried to the hospital for surgery, and 
the operating room waiting area was 
temporarily decorated with their skis and 
poles. 

A medical technologist from the 
laboratory, Mirtha Crisotomo of 
Needham, used her skis to get home after 
working a two-day schedule. 

And a dietician, Helen Cyr, ac-- 
companied by her husband, cross- 
countried to the hospital from their home 
in Arlington through Belmont and West 
Newton. "It was a lot better than walking 
that distance," Ms. Cyr said "and it took 
us less time than if we had walked. On 
skis it only took us a little over two hours 
to get in." 

There were long-distance walkers 
among the hospital staff. One of them, 
Lou Doumaney, the cafeteria manager, 
walked from his home in Walpole, but he 
concedes that he walked “only" about the 
first 14 miles and hitched a ride the rest of 
the way. 

The radlogy department's chief 
technologist, Donald Backner, walked in 


from Watertown, and the hospital's 
executive director, William Christenson, 
made the trek from Wellesley. 

As the storm worsened and shifts were 
unable to get in to work, much of the 
burden of carrying on fell to the nursing 
department. Over 170 nursing employees 
and nursing school students worked extra 
time to help out during the emergency. 
Many worked long hours, got just a few 
hours sleep, and came back on duty 
again. 

One nursing student, Bob Salow, 
volunteered to serve as the com¬ 
munications director of the Newton Civil 
Defense and conducted his critical job via 
his radio at home in Newton. 

A HAM radio operator for over 20 
years, Salow directed three key tran¬ 
sportation services—those of the hospital, 
the National Guard and the Red Cross. He 
was instrumental in getting drug 
deliveries made to the hospital, obtaining 
road clearances for emergency personnel 
who had to be on the road, and providing 
both intra-and inter-agency com¬ 
munications. 

Many employees, snowbound by the 
storm, worked two or more jobs. For 
example, Diane Guernelli of Newton 
works in the accounting department, but 
she staffed the storeroom for two days 
making essential deliveries to the patient 
floors, and preparing patient trays in the 
kitchen. 

Assistance from the community—from 
the police departments and other 
agencies to individuals who provided' 
transportation and other services—was 
vital in keeping the hospital functioning 
during the emergency situation.

ployment such as salary, why that job 
would be important to them, the hours, 
whether or not they need private tran¬ 
sportation, and what kind of supervision 
is involved. 

Researching related fields using their 
own job values as criteria helps in 
organizing the material. The participants 
begin to make decisions about what is 
really important to them about a par¬ 
ticular job. 

Several possibilities are encouraged in 
researching participants’ career in¬ 
terests, explained Daniels. "We en¬ 
courage our people to get first-hand in¬ 
formation about a career that interests 
them by interviewing someone in the 
field. We ask them to talk to a friend, a 
neighbor, a family member who works in 
that field. It is very important to know 
what it is really like to work at a par¬ 
ticular job for eight hours every day," he 
said. 

The World of Work staff believes this 


helps people make decisions based on 
reality. 

"Some jobs look very glamorous, but 
when participants research how well 
these jobs may satisfy their values they 
may conclude that the job may not make 
them happy on a day-to-day basis,” he 
said. 

Many factors should be examined 
before choosing a field to pursue. What 
kinds of things make you happy? What do 
you do well? What do you enjoy doing in 
your spare time? What skills do you 
already have? What salary do you need? 

With all of this knowledge under their 
belts, participants are then urged to come 
up with as many alternatives that fit their 
situation as they can and examine these 
carefully. 

Now, confident of their own resources, 
abilities, interests, experience and needs, 
clients are ready to make their own 
decisions on how to pursue a realistic and 
satisfying career.

handled an average of 1.82 incidents a 
day, and the women 1.61. 

The report warns that sound con¬ 
clusions cannot be drawn from the in¬ 
cident statistics since precise in¬ 
formation on the assignments during the 
period was not known. 

Reprimands and commendations were 
doled out equally to men and women 
during the four-month period, but men on 
the average received one more com¬ 
plimentary letter from citzens than 
women. 

The researchers found that four of the 
12 women were involved in traffic ac¬ 
cidents since they were hired. Ten of the 
25 men hired with them were involved in 
accidents. 

Women took the same number of sick 
days as men, but from 1975 to 1977 women 
took three times as many injury days as 
their male counterparts. The women 
averaged 20,25 for the period. Senior 
officers in the department during the 
same period took an average of 39.6 in¬ 
jury days per officer. 

Supervisors' evaluations 

The overall scores of men and women 
were very similar on a four-part scale of 
below standard, satisfactory, good' and 
excellent. 

All the recruits averaged close to the 
"good” side of the scale. 

Women scored the lowest in law en¬ 
forcement skills, which include crime 
prevention, field interrogation, and 


apprehension skills. 

Men scOred slightly lower than women 
in personal qualities. 

Conclusions 

The evaluation team' headed by a man 
and a woman with a staff of six women, 
found that their study confirmed what 
had been found in previous studies, that is 
that there is little difference in the quality 
and quantity of what women and men can 
accomplish as police officers. 

Recommendations 

The researchers suggest that the 
broader question of what specific 
qualities make a good officer be studied 
by the CCJ. 

"Until relevant job criteria are 
developed,” the report states, “objective 
evaluation of police officers cannot be 
carried out." 

The report notes that current indicators , 
of job performance are imperfect and y 
perhaps misleading' such as arrest rates, 
which often reflect the failure of officer- 
citizen mediation attempts. 

The report also suggests that any 
department hiring women for the first 
time be sure that all personnel have In¬ 
formation on training assignments, and 
ground rules for promotions. 

Newton may also want to consider 
hiring civilians for such jobs as dispat¬ 
ching and running the computer, the 
report suggests.

Guzzi explains function, goals 
of Secretary of State s office 


At a recent meeting of the Ward 2 
Democratic Committee, Secretary of 
State Paul Guzzi discussed developments 
and priorities, in state government — 
particularly in the Secretary of State’s 
office, 

Guzzi said that one main goal of his has 
been to make the Secretary’s office a 
much more aggressive information giver 
Ilian previously. 

He referred to the following: the setting 
up in the secretary's office of a toll-free 
telephone line, which now averages over 
300 calls a day, to provide information to 
Massachusetts residents on laws and 
sources in government that deal with 
their concerns; the converting of old 
Fecord keeping methods into a system of 
published state regulations and a state 
book store based on the federal model; 
and the administration of the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Guzzi plans to ask the governor and the 
legislature to address themselves to 
public financing of elections again, which 


he considers a fundamental required 
reform. He also stated his view that 
Presidential primaries should be held on 
a regional basis, and that New England 
should be one of the regions and should 
hold its primary the second Tuesday in 
March. 

The Securities Division of the 
secretary's office administers the 
Massachusetts Uniform Securities Act to 
protect investors within its jurisdiction. 
The U.S. Congress gave to the Com¬ 
modities Futures Trading Commission 
the exclusive authority to regulate and 
control the commodity options market. 
Nevertheless, the Secretary of State's 
office and the Massachusetts Attorney 
General took the steps that finally put 
Lloyd, Carr out of business.

Pippin' both good and bad

Back in 780 A.D. and thereabouts, 
Charlemagne was laying siege to Europe 
in the name of the Holy Roman Empire. 
His eldest son and heir to the throne, 
Prince Pippin, had returned from his 
education and aspired to search for 
perfection and fulfillment. Despite not 
being the strong warrior his younger 
brother Lewis was, the slight Pippin 
wished to join his father and brother in 
war. 

He soon was disillusioned about the 
glory of war and found himself in the 
midst of blood and disembodied limbs. He 
next set about discovering the joys of the 
flesh, and once again became 
disillusioned. 

Next, the revolutionary, "killing" his 
father to ascend the throne and to find his 
idealism impossible to administrate. 

Further disillusioned, Pippin sets about 
wondering if there is any possibility of 
fulfillment in this world. In the end, he 
finds fulfillment in the home as a husband 
and father. 

Such is the plot of the musical comedy 
"Pippin." 

One might wonder what kind of im¬ 
mature idiot Pippin is, on one hand. And 
on the other hand, one might see a 
delightful energetic young man in search 
of the truth. Yes, Pippin is a cute curly- 
topped rag doll, just right for the lead of a 
musical comedy. However, I found the 
ever self-indulgent character of Pippin 
quite repulsive. Seeing as Pippin is 
practically the whole show, I must lean 
toward the negative side in assessing 
"Pippin" despite most other matters 
concerning the show being quite good. 

Bob Fosse, who directs and 
choreographs "Pippin," has delighted 
Boston audiences with his shows, most 
recently with "Chicago" and "Dancin'." 
His touch is evident in "Pippin." The 
choreography is eye-catching, the 
costumes revealing, make-up extreme, 


and the darker side of human life 
parodied. His direction is taut. 

Michael Rupert, who plays Pippin, 
resembles a young Ray Bolger and 
displays a lot of bounce and energy. But 
he is given to too much shouting and his 
ever-present smile tends to idiocize his 
character. Eric Berry plays Charles 
(Charlemagne) with great strength and 
regal manner. He is a pleasure to watch. 
Also rating high is Thelma Carpenter as 
Pippin's grandmother Berthe. Her one 
scene is very funny and she nearly stops 
the show with her solo "No Time at All,” 
a singalong replete with bouncing ball. 

Carole Schweid, an excellent dancer, 
plays Charles' conniving wife. Fastrada, 
who wishes to see her son Lewis be 
successor to the throne. Lewis is over¬ 
played by Jerry Colker. Mention must 
also be made of 8-year-old Shamus 
Barnes (Theo) and his duck. Catherine, 
mother of Theo, is finely played by 
Alexandra Borrie. 

The class of the show is clearly larry 
Riley as the Leading Player, who acts as 
guardian angel, confidante, and tour 
guide to Pippin as he leads him in his 
adventures. Riley does it all. He acts, 
sings, dances, and has tremendous stage 
presence. 

The scenery, designed by Tony Walton, 
is impressive. The eye-popping costumes 
are designed by Patricia Zipprodt. The 
effective lighting is designed by Jules 
Fisher. The book is by Roger O. Hirson. 
The fine music and lyrics are by Stephen 
Schwartz. Highlight songs include "War 
Is a Science," "No Time at All," "With 
You," and "Magic to Do." The musical 
direction is by Roland Gagnon. 

Despite the supposedly rosy ending, 
one wonders is Pippin’s search for per¬ 
fection and fulfillment lup to now, an 
unconditional disasteri Is doomed, 
"Pippin" is fine entertainment but is too 
fluffy to be taken seriously. "Pippin” 
plays at the Shubert Theater through 
March 11,
